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Jackson teUs voters 
to use it

The hands that once 
picked cotton can now pull 
a liBv«r in an election 
booth. That is the message 
civil -rights activist Eev. 
Jesse Jackson brcmght to 
Tallahassee Suiulay. But 
he says he's worried that 
blacks who stay home on 
election day don't ap- 
preciate the "power of the 
lever of liberation." 

"You don't have the 
right to not use your right 
to vote," Jackson told a 
crowd of ^X)-plus assembl- 
ed at Bethel African 
Methodist Episcopal 
Church Sunday afternoon. 
"It's an awesome challenge to appreciate the 
power of the ballot." 

Just returned from an 18-day tour of Southern 
Africa, Jackson made a one-day stop in 
'Tallahas^e and surrounding Jefferson and 
Madi^n Counties to "get out the vote " for 
today's elections and also to plug District 2 
Congressional candidate Barbara Greadington. 

The former presidential hopeful reminded his 
audiences that not long ago black Anvericans 
wore^Hsenfranchised and had to "spill blood" to 
gain the right to vote. He said the struggle would 
be in vain if blacks chose to not to ui^ that 
"precious right" today. 

Like parts of the human body that atrophy if 
they aren't exercised, Jackson said the right to 
cast a ballot may wither away if unused. 

"If you have the right to vote and don't exercise 
it, you should be prepared to accept the worst," 
Jackson said. 

"From womb to tomb, you must deal with the 
political process," he said. "Those of you who 
have the ri^t and don't use it are committing 
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a political sin and you are destined for a political 
death in a political hell." 

It doesn't do any good for Americans to protest 
South African apartheid, said Jackson, if those 
protestors can't even take the time to participate 
in the electoral process. 

"We need not to be self-righteous about how 
much father we are than South Africa," said 
Jackson. "We still have the stains of apartheid 
on us. 

To prove that every vote counts, Jmkmu 
pointed to the 1960 presidential election and to 
a Michigan congressional race. 

"John F. Kennedy beat Richard Nixon by 
113,000 votes— less than one vote per precinct," 
he said. "John Conyers won by 37 votes— less 
than one vote per precinct. Your vote does count." 

Bethel A.M.E. Pastor Rev. A.J. Richardson 
drove Jackson'^ message home to his 
congregation.

Electorate bombarded 
with difficult choices

Leon County voters go to the polls today in an election which may go 
down as the most important in recent history. 

But in an election marred by confusion and lost-and-found voter 
registration cards, candidates and election officials say they're afraid many 
voters won't recover from the three-day LalM>r Day weekend in time to 
go to the polls. 

"This is (an election) year they're going to write alKwit," said Richard 

Bush of the League of 

Conservation Voters. "The 
whole political color of this 
county could change." 

Today's election will feature 
races for three open Leon County 
Commission seats, open state 
Hou^ seat, open state Senate 
seat, open circuit judge seat and 
open Congressional seat. 

"&»me people are going to be 
so overwhelmed, they're not 
going to vote in every race," said 
Chris Knabb, a lawyer with Legal Services of North Florida. 

Democrats voting today will face a ballot with eight Iwal and four 
contested statewide races. 

Today is the first primary election. There are no Republican candidates 
in four local races: U.S. Congress, Florida Senate District 2 and county 
(Mimmission Districts 1 and 3. If any single candidate in those races and 
in the non-partisan race for circuit judge wins more than 50 percent of 
the vote today, he will be elected. But in all rac^ in which no candidate 
wins more than 50 percent, the two top v<^-g^ters will face off in the 
Sept. 30 run-off primary. 

In races with Republican candidates, Democratic winn^ will face 
Republican opponents in the Nov. 4 general election. 

Thanks in part to a lawsuit filed by the Tallahassee National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People, Leon County goes this fall from 
five county commissioners elected at-large to two at-large and five elected 
from single-member districts. 

All five of those new single-member districts will elect cmimissioiiers 
this fall. For the first tiaatie, voters will only he able to select one of the

Local spuds aren't duds

When the chips are down, Douglas Bender 

feeds them to the hogs. 

But very few of Bender's potato chips end 
up as hog fodder. Those that don't fall on the 
floor are packed in white plastic containers 
and sold as Martin's Potato Chips, 
Tallahassee's first and only potato chip 
company. 

About a year ago, Bender and his wife 
Wendy moved to Tallahas^e from York, 
Pennsylvania, to start the first frarohise <rf 
Martin's Potato Chips, a firm already known 
in the North for its tarty kettleHX)oked spuds. 

Although he had no previous experience in 
the potato chip business, Bender said he was 
eager to give it a try. 

"My last job was as a stategist for the 
Pennsylvania State Lottery," Bender said. 
"I though I'd take another gamble." 

By February, the Benders had their 
&jpen.tiim set i:^ in a little warehouse behind 



Capital Outlet Center on Capital Circle. 
They firied up their furst batoh— and promptly 
threw it in the trash. 

**The chips were too hard," Bender said. "I 
couldn't sell a chip like that." 

Afb^ canning the next 11 batehes, Bender 
said they finally came up with a product he 
felt was good enough to sell. 

Bender said he was never worried that 
they would have trouble finding a market for 
his potato chips in the Tallahassee area. 

"It's pretty much virgin territory down 
here," he said. VNo one's really tried them 
yet. I knew once pe^^^tepl^them, they'd 
go over big." ^ 

Now, 14 Iraurs a day, Bendor and his orew 
. put out 70 pounds of chips. 

Because of the drought that has hit the 
South, the current batch of potatoes Bender 
is using came from Wisconsin. They are 
delivered in huge tractor trailers hauling

In 1982 the state legislature redrew lines for Leon 
County s two state House and two Senate districts, but 
this fall ,s the first time ever there have been contested 
elections in two of those four House and Senate seats. 

Adding to this confusion in the past week have been 
the appearance of voter-registration cards with incorrect 
iitformation and of duplicate voter registration cards in 
a md mar the Tallahassee Community College campus 

The state attorney's office apparently solved the 
myrtery of thc^ TCC cards on Friday. County workers 
were transferring mistakenly-farinted duplicate cards in 
an open truck last week, investigator Dale Croy 
determined and a stack of cards flew out as the truck 
drove by TCC. 

Leon County Supervisor of Elections Jan Pietrzyk said 
last week his office also sent some cards out with 
erroneous information telling voters who live in one 
county commission district to vote in another. Pietrzyk 
^id that with 88.000 new registration cards to print 
mi^kM were inevitable. 

Voters who manage to figure out at what precincts and 
m which districts they ought to vote will answer a 
number of key questions today: 

•Who will be the most effective replacement for the 
state Rep. Herb Morgan (D-Tallahassee)? Morgan 
directed the budget process in the House for four years 
and helped "bring home the bacon" for Tall 



•Will two popular incumbent state legislators 
withrtand tougji challenges from Democratic exponents? 
Sen Pat Thomas (D-Quincy) and Rep. Al LawK)n (D- 
Tallahassee) each won their last re-election bids without 
opposition, but each face tough oi^nents in the |nimttry 
today. 

•Will black candidates, like Lawson, running in white- 
majority districts be able to beat white opponents? A 
Congressional candidate, state Senate candidate and 
county commission candidate are also blacks running in 
white-m^ority districts. 

•Who will be the first black ele<^ to the Leon County 
Commission? The change to single-member districts 
brought the county one black-majority county 
commission district. Both candidates for that seat are 
black. 

•Will a rarely contested local Republican primary 
bring out Republican voters who normally have no 
reason to turn out until the general election? 
Repi*licans Bobby Bacon and Bob West are competing 
in the House District 10 rwje. All seven Florida Cabinet 
races feature contested Republican primaries. 

•Will any of the candidates for Neath FltM-ida's open 
Congressional seats be able to force a run-off with Sen. 
Bill Grant, who leads his four opponents by a wide 
margin in fund-raising.? 

Polls in Leon County's 68 precincts will be open 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. today. Voters going to vote 
should bring a photo ID or a voter registration card 
according to Pietrzyk's office. Voters with 
questions can caU that office at 488-1350.

25,000 to 45,000 founds of potatoes each. 

The mud encrusted potatoes are first dumped into a 
bathtub-like machine that removes all the excess dirt. 
Another machine separates the spuds from the stones. 
The lighter potatoes are sucked up an auger-shaped tube, 
while the heavier stones fall to the bottom. 

The tubers then fall into a pealer. The cylinder spins, 
^adually working offtl^ skins. The tougher the skins, 
the Itmg^ they are kept in the peeler. 

"These Wisconsin potatoes take about 14 seconds to 
peel," Bend^ said. "Florid pitc^s teke &bovA two 
i^onds." 

Each potato is then inspected by hand to make sure 
they don't have splits or bad spots. Large potatoes are 
sliced in half to make sure they aren't hollow. 

The naked spuds are then placed into the slicer, and 
positioned precfflriottsly over the huge vat of vegetable 
shortening. The blades AAate, and the paper tMn slices 
fell gracefully into the vat. Ihxme that miss are hawked 
te a local hog mon^r. 

This step, Bender said, is what makes his pcrt;ato chips 
unique. 

"No other chip company cuts their potatoes directly 
into the oil," Bender said. 'The big companies soak them 
in water first. By letting them absorb more water, they 
can sigificantly increase their yield. 

Bender said it takes about 60 pounds of potatoes to get 
10 pounds of potato chips. He said other companies may 
get 12 or 13 pounds from the same amottnt. 

Becawtt'rf ^e differences in potatoes, Bender said 
tiMre is iro timer on his kettle. The {^oduetion manager 
constantly checks the chips for crispness. 

"If you don't cook them long enough, the chips tend 
to be too soft," he said. "If you cook them too long,jthey 
get too gi^easy." 

Because the chips tend to clump together in the vat, 
one of Bender's crew beats them with an ordinary gar^n 
rake to break them apart. This also gives Bender's chips 
their characteristic curl. 
**Thi8 is the way people want their potato chip," Beiwier 
"They want it folded over. They want it curly." 
^ Beikler said considers his potato chij^ a gourmet 
item because they avoid the assembly line production 
larger companies use. 

"We put out 70 pounds of chips an hour," Bender said. 
"Just one of the smaller machines in a Frito Lay plant 
can put out 2,500 pounds an hour. There is no 
comparision." 

Bender plucked one of the freshly-fried flakes froto the 
grease-slicked aluminum tub and held it aloft, watching 
it glisten in the glow of the overhead florescent lights. 
"This," Douglas Bender said proudly, "is the perfect

potato chip. 

Currently, Martin's has three flavors— regular, salt 
free and barbeque— but Bender said he envisions a whole 
range of taste-tempting flavors. 

"I can make a jalapeno flavor that could melt your 
socks off," Bender said. "And I have a sour cream and 
onion flavor that is second to none. It tastes just about 
as good as a baked potato." 

Although they distribute just to the Tallahassee area 
now. Bender said they hope to eventually expand the 
market throughout Florida and into Gew'gia and 
Alabama. 

"I hate to sound conceited, but I'm very confident about 
it," Bender said. "I know I have a goiod product."

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Turnout or burnout 

In America, we are quick to criticize other governments for 
denying people a chance to participate in democratic elections. But 
we can't preach to those abroad what we don't always practice at 
home. 

Though we possess the power of the ballot, we have a notoriously 
low voting rate. In the 1984 election, only 52 percent of all 
registered voters went to the polls. And only 60 percent of eligible 
voters were even registered. That, in a presidential election which 
Mas traditionally attracted higher numbers to the election booths. 
Local elections, especially primaries, don't even begin to equal 
those figures— voter turnout is usually at 30 percent 

While elections are certainly no panacea, they are a crucial 
ingredient for democracy. Floridians have the opportunity to 
provide that ingredient today. We have the chance to vote. Those 
whomdse light of today's elections should remember that the right 
to vote hasn't come easy. 

Voting used to be the privelege of white male property and slave 
owners. But that right has over the years been extended to women, 
blacks and to those in the 18-20 age bracket. While the Golden 
Hule-those who have the gold, make the rules-still holds and 
t^ere is no guarantee in wielding political power, a citizens' boycott 
of the voting booth is the quickest way to political despotism. A 
ffllent majority is an impotent mgyority. As Rev. Jesse Jackson told 
Tallahasi^eans this Sunday, "You don't have the right to not use 
your right to vote." 

If you don't exercise your right to vote, you forfeit your right to 
complain.

their graves who struggled for the right to 
v^,^ he said. "Hie ^^t to did 

come easy." 

St. Mary's Primitive Baptist Church 
Pastor Rev. R.N. Gooden took it a step 
further. 

"It's all right to vote your conviction," he 
saM, "as loi^ as your conviction is the right 
choice." 

Glecti^ public ofiflcials, said Jackson, is 
even more important now in the a^ of 
Ronald Reagan. He blasted Reaganomics 
for hurting the working class of America. 

"Something's gone awry when 10 percent 
of our society owns 70 percent of the 
wealth," he said. "Something's gone wrong 
when the haves get a tax cut and the have- 
nots,get a wage cut." 

According to Jackson, there are 41 
million Americans living in j^verty and 
nU»st axe not black but white— he said there 
are 29 million young white women who 
qualify as poor. 

Jackson specifically mentioned the plight 
of American farmers and criticized the 
Reagan administration for not "bailing" 
them out. 

"If a mother has two pork chops and five 
children, she isn't going to go to the 
(»»nputor and conclude she has three excess 
children," said Ji^kson. "She'll cut up the 
pieces and make some gravy m all of them 
can have some.

a handout but a bailout," he said. 

To counter current administration 
policies, Jackson said it is imperative for 
the Democrats to regain control of the 

Senate. 

"Under Reagan, our children are worse 
off. The extremes between the haves and 
have-nots are the greatest they've been in 
50 years," said Jackson. "Hie need for a 
Democratically-contlrolled Senate is 
critical." 

Jackson urged Floridians to vote for 
Senate candidate Gov. Bob Graham who is 
challenging Republican incumbent Paula 
Hawkins for her Senate seat. He said 
voters should look at the cumulative scores 
of candidates— not at single issues. 

As for Greadington: Jackson said he 
traveled around the world to support her. 
He also managed to raise a $1,0(K) for her 
eampaign. And he did it with just a little 
bit of persuasion.

Hey dollface, where's the bird?

Mickeys, gunsels, bumsteers, dames, 
Fat Man, sap, 'you're taking the fall! - 
are just some of the words and phrases 
Iftrkii* in the dialogue of The Maltese 
Falcon. This archetypal example of the 
film noir genre— complete with poorly lit 
scenes, private eyes and the ever-present 
femme fatale—playa tonight at Moore 
Auditorium. 

The Maltese Falcon was the first feature 
film from the infamous and certainly 
relentless John Huston, who— in his 
70's— has just begun working on a new 
film. It may be his first, but The Maltese 
Falcon exhibits no flashy and gratuitous 
camera action typical of a director's initial 
effort. In actuality, the smooth movement 
and the revealing angles of the camera 
combine with the speedy dialogue 
perfectly disguising the fact that the film 
is practically devoid of action. The film 
seems to move at a rapid pace, easily 
engro^ing the viewer for 100 minutes. 

Hu^m's succes^l direction of The 
MaUese Falcon was actutilly the third 
adaptation of DMhiell Hammet's famous 
novel of the same name. This version 
established Huston not only as a new 
force in American Cinema, but most of the 
cast as well. Most notable is the lip- 
twitching Humphrey Bogart. His beyond- 
cool portrayal of the level-headed and 
always composed detective Sam Spade is 
outstanding. Huston's camera reinforces 
Spade's unique (KKilness by always being 
at his eye level. But we see just the 
opposite with the Fat Man or Kaspar 
Gutman (debut of stage actor Sydney 
Greenstreet). Wealth through power is 
deftly illustrated by many low angle shots 
of the obese, cigar-wielding Gutman

filling the frame. 

The corrupter of men, the seductive, 
opportunistic temptress— a necessary 
ingredient for any film noir formula— is 
provided by the devilish Miss 
O'SlMiughnessy (Mary A^r). Some erf the 
best scenes of the film take place when the 
hard-boiled, quick witted Spade 
eloquently spars with his client, Miss 
O'Shaughnessy— an almost charming ver 
sion (if there is such a thing) of a femme 
fatale. 

My favorite part, that of Mr. Cairo, is 
played most mysteriously (as always!) by 
the wonderfully odd Peter Lorre. His 
bizarre, sort-of-oriental »:reen pre^nce 
adds the missing element of the "bad 
guys" essentially completing the formula. 

Add a few more cops, gangsters, guns 
and cigarettes and there you have it— a 
well-thought out detective story with a 
cast of well-rounded characters. Even 
though the formula has been used over 
and over, nothing beats the original. Try 
and guess who the "fall guy" will be, who 
will "take the rap" and who gets "set up."

Toledo proves to 
be little match for 
error prone FSU

Holy Toledo, the Florida State defense is tough after 
all. 

For the first time since 1984, the Seminoles reeorded 
a shutout in a 24-0 victory over the Toledo Rockets 
Saturday night at Doak Campbell Stadium. If you want 
to be technical, the 1984 shutout has an asterisk next 
to it in the minds of some since it was against Tennessee- 
Chattanooga— a Division 1-AA opponent. That makes the 
1981 season opener against Louisville the last time FSU 
blanked a big-time opponent. 

Toledo. . .a big-time opponent? Yes, the Rockets are 
Division 1, but they are not even in the same league as 
the Seminoles' next foe, which of course is the University 
of Nebraska. 

"We need about three more Toledos before we can play 
someone like Nebraska," Florida State Head Coach 
Bobby Bowden admitted. 

Unfortunately, the Cornhuskers are waiting for FSU 
to roll into town this Saturday. 

But back to last Saturday. It was a game where the 
pre-season hype about a powerful FSU defense held up 
to its billing. The stingy Seminoles allowed just 197 total 
yards. The Rockets' average yards per-play was just 3.03. 
Toledo gained just 42 yards on the ground. But, still, is 
this a good indication of how good FSU is or how bad 
Toledo is? 

Bowden is not so sure. "You can't argue with the zero 
points scored, but if you were to evaluate how good the 
defense did you'd have to evaluate the Toledo offense," 
he said. "Last year, they were not very good offensively." 

Indeed the Rockets did not soar to the end zone very 
often last year. They were second to last in the nation 
in 1985 in offense and averaged just 12 points per game. 
About the only time the Rockets threatened to score 
against FSU was when their special teams got the ball.

Unhappy candidates and voters in Tuesday's primary 
election labelled it "a disaster" as hundreds were turned 
away at the polls and others apparently voted incorrectly 
because of voting booth malfunctions. 

The end result, some candidates said Tuesday night, is 
that Leon County may never know how voters really 
ranked the candidates. 

'i don't know whether it's incompetence or sabotage," 
said Henry Sorenson, who traveled to his District 39 three 
times before he was able to vote Tuesday. "Some of (the 
voters turned away) can't come back. This is really bad, 
because they've been denied their right to vote." 

The county agreed to keep the polls open until 9 p.m. 
Tuesday to allow more voters to cast ballots. But Circuit 
Court Judge J. L«wis Hall, Jr. denied a request to bar the 
county from counting the votes Tuesday night in order to 
give time for the court to rule whether or not the election 
was valid. 

County workers labored late into the night counting 
votes, but a handful of onlookers at the Tallahassee-Leon 
County Civic Center questioned the worth of the results.

Right now you are doing something that 
is impossible for more than 60 million 
adults in America, something that is 
impossible for 22,000 people here in 
Tallahassee. It's something that you've 
been doing since you were a child, you do 
it without thinking. It's as easy as 
breathing for you, but completely out of 
reach for them. 

It's reading. More than 23 million adults 
can't read, period. The actual number of 
non-readers varies with the source, but 23 
million is a conservative estimate. It's 
embarrassing for a world power when one 
of 10 of its adult citizens can't read. The 
U.S. ranks 49th in literacy out of 158 U.N.- 
member nations. 

"Illiteracy in any land as well-informed 
and wealthy as the U.S.A. in 1985 is not 
an error," writes Jcmathan Kozol in his 
book Illiterate America. "Illiteracy among 
the poorest people in our population is a 
logical consequence of the kinds of schools 
we run, the cities that starve them, the 
demagogues who segregate them, and the 
wealthy people who escape altogether to 
enroll their kids in better funded, up-to- 
date, and more proficient institutions. 




But our illiteracy problem is even worse. 
At least another 23 million adult 
Americans function at a "minimal" level- 
reading below a fifth grade school level. 
Though the percentage of totally illiterate 
Americans has been dropping over the last 
two decades, the numbi of functionally 
illiterate people has b^n rising. Some 
academics have said that if adults 



functioning at a minimal level are included 
in illiteracy counts, 60 million is a low 
estimate. That's one-third of all adult 
Americans who cannot read and 
understand this sentence. 

How did this happen? 

September is National Literacy month so 
illiteracy is a hot item. But why didn't we 



know about this problem years ago, before 
it got so out of hand? Blame the venerable 
U.S. Bureau d tiie Census, for one. For 100 
years the census takers included a question 

about literacy in their surveys. Then, in 
1940, the bureau abandoned the literacy 
question because the bureau staff assumed 
that everyone in America, or almost 
everyone, knew how to read. 

^ The question was put back on the survey 
in 1970 but the bureau confined its inquiry 
to the school grade level completed by the 
interviewee. When more than five percent 
of those surveyed reported completing less 
than five grades of school, the bureau 
spuriously concluded that almost all of 
these people could probably read, leaving 
the U.S. literacy rate to weigh in at a 
healthy 99 percent. 

This flaw in the nation's main 
information gathering tool may explain the 
cavalier attitude of some people who read. 
But since the 1960s thare liave always been 
dissident voices raised against the 
bureau's under-reporting of poor popula- 
tions in America and its heavy reliance 
on writlen questions and answers. 
There were others railing against the

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Tobacco heir sentenced to life in prison

NAPLES, Fla.-Tobacco heir Steven Wavne Benson 
was sentenced to two life terms with no chance of parole 
for 50 yem Tms^y for the pipe-bomb murders of his 
mother and adopts brother. 

Benson, 35, was sentenced to an additional 22 vears 
by Collier County Circuit Judge Hugh D. Hayes oh seven 
other charges, including attempted murder. 

Benson showed no emotion when the sentence was 
announced as he stared at the floor thi'oughout the entire 
proceedings, which lasted about a half-hour. He was led 
from the courtroom shortly after the sentence was read. 

The jury recommended Aug. 8 that Benson be 
sentenced to life in prison with no chance of parole for 
26 years. A day earlier, the panel of 10 women and two 
men found Benson guilty of two counts of first degree 
murder planting two pipe bombs in the family's 1978 
Chevrolet Suburban van July 9, 1985. 

Prosecutors argued for the death penalty before 
sentencing Tuesday. 

"For the crime he committed, there was only one 
penalty, in our interpretation, which he should have 
faced," said assistant state attorney Jerry Brock. "But

the jury disagreed with us. Perhaps their wisdom of 12 
is greater than our wisdom of two." 

Defense attorney Jerry Berry said the consecutive life 
terms were not proper. 

"The statute indicates that you only get one sentence 
for one criminal episode," Berry said. "You can t stark 
that. It doesn't matter the amount of victims. It's the 
fact it was one episode." 

A hearing was set for Sept. 22 on defense motions for 
a new trial, a directed verdict of acquittal and to preserve 
all evidence in the case, said Michael McDonnell, the 
lead defense attorney. 

Benson's mother, Margaret, 63, heiress to the 
Lancaster (Pa.) Leaf Tobacco Co. fortune, and the 
illegitimate grandson she adopted as her son, Scott, 21, 
died as a result of the explosion in the driveway of the 
family's $300,000 estate in the exclusive Quail Creek 
subdivision in Naples. 

Carol Lynn Benson Kei^all, Benson's sister and 
Scott's real mother, was injured in the explosion, teaAng 
to an attempted murder charge. He was also convicted 
of sundry explosives violations.

MIAMI-Eastern Airlines will fire 
1,500 employees in mid-September as part 
of a $160 million cost-reduction program, 
President Joseph B. Leonard said

Oct. 1. 

In all, Leonard said an intensive two- 
month internal review to reduce expenses 
for the financially troubled carrier 
produced annual savings that will exceed 

$160 million. 

He said two-thirds of that amount will 
be realized through more efficient 

processes and the trimming and 
elimination of a wide range of goods and 
services the carrier purchases. 

But he said the remainder— $54 
million— would come from the staff 
cutbacks. 



Julian Bond upset in Georgia

ATLANTA-A big white vote from the 
Atlanta suburbs has given John Lewis an 
upset victory over civil rights colleague 
Julian Bond in a bitterly contested 
Democratic primary for a House seat from 
Greorgia. 

In Nevada, former Rep. James Santini, 
a Democrat turned-Republican and Rep. 
Harry Reid (D-Nev.) captured 80 percent 
of the vote against token opposition and 
headed to a showdown in November over 
which one would succeed retiring Sen. 
Paul Laxalt (R-Nev.). 

Bond had been the favorite after nearly 
winning a majority in the Aug. 12 
primary. But in that race he won the 
black vote 2 to 1 while Lewis, viewed as 
a less militant black leader, got the white 
vote 2 to 1. 

With all the precincts reporting, Lewis 
got 34,548 votes or 51.8 percent while 
Bond had 32,170 votes or 48.2 percent. 

Bond, a state senator, led narrowly most 
of the night, but Lewis, a former Atlanta 
city councilman, took over the lead when 
the votes from the Atlanta suburbs came 
in. The two fought side by side in the 
trenches of the evil rights movement for 
a quarter of a century, but their bitter, 
name-calling primary fight threatened to 
end their long friendship. 

"This is a victory. It was a great victory. 
It was a victory for the people," Lewis 



said. "I felt in my gut from, the day I 
announced that I would win." 

Lewis will face Republican journalist 
Portia Scott in November. She beat 
policeman David Hood with 56.4 percent 
of the vote in the runoff. 

"I want to thank those people who had 
the raw courage to change their votes and 
vote for me," said Lewis who trailed Bond 
in the crowded August primary. 

"I think a lot of voters turned toward 
me in the last few days," Lewis said. 

In Nevada, where an estimated 200,000 
people voted, Reid and Santini faced only 
token opposition. 

President Reagan and Republican 
leader Robert Dole have already visited 
Nevada to campaign for Santini, who 
switched party affiliation. 

Santini faced Las Vegas Minister 
Richard Gilster w ho billed himself as the 
"Chaplain of the Stars" and Reno airline 
pilot Curk Cave, both of whom have 
waged limited campaigns. 

Reid was challenged by Lake Tahoe 
restaurant owner Manny Reals, 51, who 
disappeared from the state last month 
after an arrest warrant was issued for 
disobeying a court order to take down 
signs in front of his business. 

Gov. Richard Bryan, seeking a second 
term, overwhelmed Las Vegas 
businessman Herb Tobman in the 
Democratic primary.

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Drug jousting 

Ron "Quixote" Reagan has mounted his trusty steed and is 
preparing for a pitifully misguided battle against the ugly windmill 
monster— drugs. Like the rest of his skewed crusades to straighten 
up America, this one— which brings us mandatory drug testing- 
is all flash and no substance. And like the rest of his schemes, this 
one is destined for dismal failure. 

In the administration's budget-slashing orgy, the war on drugs 
has been hamstrung. It is estimated that Americans spend $110 
billion yearly on illegal drugs, but less than $2 billion is spent by 
the federal government to deal with the problem. Reagan looked 
fine, yea, perversely believable on TV as he cranked up the 
propaganda machine for the "War On Drugs," but then he went 
back to the office and cut federal funding of drug treatment and 
prevention programs to a mere $40 million, down from $370 million 
in 1981. Where is the commitment? He gave more than twice that 
much money to foreign mercenaries in Nicaragua. 

Instead of ^tting real money into drug education and treatment, 
Reagan is now peddling a cheap cure-all to the problem— drug 
testing through urinalysis. America now sees— true or not— that 
our work force, school children and pro athletes are a mass of 
drooling crackifi^ zombies. And Americans are behind their 
fiearful leader in Mfbmitting to the piss police. These tests are a 
dangerous decoy for the real problem as well as being blatant 
affronts to our civil rights. Mandatory and random drug testing 
defy the national cornerstone principle of innocence until proven 
guilty. 

Those who believe that drug testing is any kind of a solution are 
standing confidently out in left field, gloves raised, while the ball 
rips over the right field wall. It is an inaccurate and 
unconstitutional attempt to treat a symptom of the disease. 

According to Gene Guerrero, executive director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Georgia, urinalysis labs that accurately 
test for drugs just 80 percent of the time are considered "reliable" 
by the Center for Disease Control in Atlanta. None of 12 labs could 
accurately test for amphetamines, and only one of 11 could reliably 
test for cocaine. On top of these glaring inconsistencies, these tests 
cannot distinguish between habitual users— addicts— and casual 
or first-time users of drugs. 

Were its repercussions not so serious, this foolish method of 
attempting to stop drug abuse would be laughable. But as it is, 
this hit-and-miss idiocy has often led to false accusations and 
firings. And as it is implemented more widely, this phenomena will 
surely snowball; 

If Reagan truly wants to make war on drugs, let alone win such 
a war, he must go to the source and leave the specimen cups to 
the doctors. Put those beaucoups federal bucks where they belong. 
Dismount, Ron Quixote, and fight a realistic bat^l^ with the prope^ ^ 
ammunition.

Each successive class is doubling in size 
and currently the total number of students who 
have committed their major to chemical 
engineering is 125. 

The purpose of the Chemical Engineering 
Department is to train students to be employable 
in the type of industries being attracted to 
Florida, namely pharmaceutical, biochemical, 
semiconductor and environmental. The 
department not only offers a strong background 
in the.se areas, but also offers elective courses that 
train students in many other specialized areas 
of chemical engineering. 

The faculty currently consists of five full-time 
professors and three adjunct instructors, with 
more positions being developed. Each of the full 
time professors have received their' PhD from 
various universities and are specialists in 
different fields. They are: Thomas Hanley, 
Virginia Tech, specialty, reactive mixing; John 
Telotte, University of Florida, thermodynamics; 
Michael Cho, Houston, biochemical engineering; 
David Edelson, Yale, computational kinetis and 
Michael Peters, Ohio State, aerosol mechanics. 
This diverse group of professors insures that the 
chemical engineering student receives varied 
instruction and is, therefore, qualified to work in 
many different fields upon graduation. 

The Chemical Engineering Department is 
enthusiastic and expanding. The new 
FAMU/FSU College of Engineering building is 
under construction near the supercomputer at 
Innovation Park. Plans call for the building to 
be near completion in the Fall of 1987 and the 
moving in process will begin at this time. So, not 
only will the department continue to grow with 
quality faculty and students, but facilities as well.

Highway Safety and Motor Vehicles Chief Bob 
Butterworth and state Sen. Ed Dunn were deadlocked 
with 32 percent of the vote each. 

In the race for U.S. Senate, Miami gay rights activist 
Bob Kunst shocked Gov. Bob Graham, earning 15 percent 
of the vote. Would-be invader of Nicaragua John Shudlick 
also surprised incumbent Sen. Paula Hawkins, snagging 
1 1 percent of the vote. 

In the race to succeed retiring U.S. Rep. Don Fuqua, Sen. 
Bill Grant appeared destined for Congress. Late Tuesday 
night the former Madison banker held onto 51 percent of 
the vote. 

Due to Leon County electoral problems, complete results 
were not available at 3 a.m. when the Flambeau went to 
press. 

House District 9 Rep. Al Lawson appeared in good shape 
to win the Democratic nomination outright. With 39 
percent of the Leon County precincts reporting, Lawson 
led three Democatic opponents with 58 percent of the vote. 

Another incumbent state legislator, Sen. Pat Thomas 
was re-elected over Milton developer Bill Rosasco. Thomas, 
a Quincy insurance executive, won 60 percent of the vote. 

In open state legislative races, former Tallahassee 
mayors Carol Bellamy and Hurley Rudd appeared headed 
for the Democratic run-off for House District 10. 

In the District 10 Republican primary, moving company 
mogul Bob West apparently trounced insurance agent 
Bobby Bacon. 

In the Democratic primary for the open Senate District 
5 seat, Lake City Rep. Wayne HoUingsworth appeared 
headed for a Nov. 4 date with Republican Pat Cook. 

In Democratic races for Leon County Commission, 
Henry Lewis III appeared set to be the first black elected 
to the commission in the District 1 race. With 33 percent 
of the precincts reporting, the Florida A&M University 
administrator led a former FAMU administrator, 
Cornelius Speed, Jr., with 58 percent of the vote. 

In District 3, former Leon County Superintendent of 
Schools Ed Fenn surprised experts, garnering 31 percent 
of the vote as of late Tuesday night. Incumbent 
Commissioner Bob Henderson polled 38 percent and will 
face Fenn in a run-off. 

In District 4, former state Rep. Don Price defeated 
environmentalist Cliff Thaell. 

In District 5 former Gripe Night TV show host Gary 
Yordon led a crowded race with 29 percent of the vote. 
With 40 percent of the precincts reporting, 
environmentalist Ion Sancho followed with 22 percent.

No new election can replicate Tuesday's, Sancho said, in 
part because only well-financed campaigns could 
withstand the financial pressures of a second election. 

"This election can never be reproduced," said Sancho. 
"We'll probably never know what we lost today." 

Sancho called for the resignation of county Supervisor 
of Elections Jan Pietrzyk, the county official in charge of 
Tuesday's election. Sancho said he would per^nally 
lead an effort asking Gov. Bob Graham to remove 
Pietrzyk. 

A weary-looking Pietrzyk faced a barrage of camera 
lights and harsh questions Tuesday night and tried to 
briefly explain the day's events. Pietrzyk, the county's 
only Republican elected official, side-stepped questions 
about a rumored resignation. 

Pietrzyk said Tuesday's ballot was the longest in county 
history. Although he said "sabotage" might be responsible 
for Tuesday's problems, he declined to elaborate. 

The election problems were outlined in two hours of 
testimony from witnesses called by State Attorney Willie 
Meggs before Judge Hall. They included: 

Voting booths with levers which wouldn't budge for 
certain candidates or races. 

Voting booths with misaligned names. This made it 
difficult for voters to tell who the> were voting for and 
sometimes caused them to vote for the wrong candidate. 

Voting booths which simply would not work. 

Polling places without enough functioning voting booths 
or with no voting booths, which resulted in long lines or 
closed polling places. 

Sloppy advice and infrequent communication from the 
county office to the poll workers which left many poll 
workers making arbitrary decisions and without needed 
assistance. 

Meggs and lawyer Mitchell Franks, representing 
Secretary of State George Firestone, cited these problems 
when they tried to persuade Hall to halt the counting of 
votes. But Hall ruled that only unsuccessful candidates— 
not government officials like Meggs and Firestone— could 
contest the elections. And even they had to wait until all 
the votes were counted. Hall said. 

Late Tuesday former Supervisor of F21ections John 
Sullivan said most of the problems stemmed from sloppy 
procedures, poor decisions, and Pietrzyk's decision earlier 
this year to fire Mike Price, the man responsible for the 
voting booths until then. 

Sullivan said the way Pietrzyk designed the ballot made

setting up the voting machines a time-consuming process. 
That probably meant there was no time to check each 
voting machine thoroughly, Sullivan said. He added that 
Pietrzyk's printed ballot apparently did not fit into the 
machines perfectly and that's probably why so many 
ballots were misaligned. 

Sullivan was supervisor from 1980 to 1984, when 
Pietrzyk was elected to that post. 

Pietrzyk. however, told reporters Tuesday that his office 
did check all of the voting machines. When asked about 
a rumor that he was to resign, said Pietryzk: "Who told 
you that, Johnny Sullivan?" 

Waiting for results last night, most candidates declined 
to speculate on whether they would consider contesting 
the election results in court. Most said they wanted to see 
the results and to review the evidence. Aides to House 
candidate Alan Lawson said they "feel sorry" for Pietrzyk. 

While unsuccessful candidates can clearly contest 
Tuesday's elections, lawyers disagi eed whether taxpayers 
could do the same. Lawyers Fergu.son, McLean and Kent 
Spriggs, former Tallahassee mayor, agreed any election 
contest would be tough to win in court, since a candidate 
must prove that he or she lost enough votes to actually 
win the race. 

Assistant Attorney General Franks also said voters who 
feel their rights had been abridged might be able to sue 

under federal civil rights laws. 

While attorneys debated legal issues, many angi'y voters 
puzzled over long lines or clo.sed polling places. Some 
voters waited it out or came back later. Others went home 
for good.

inadequacies of the public school system, which were 
almost universally underfunded, committed to order- 
not education. They graduated kids who could not read 
enough to understand a job application at McDonald's 

One of these impassioned critics was Kozol, who 
published an account of his two-year teaching stint at 
a public school in Boston entitled Death At An Early Age 
Kozol has not abandoned the struggle for literacy. Last 
year he publised Illiterate America. 

"His book is so fiery and moving," said a book review 
in The Miami Herald, "that when you put it down you 
may want to find out what you can do to help." Illiterate 
America is a call to arms to save the nation's honor. 

Why should you care? 

You can read, right? If you're lucky your kids can read 
and your friends can read and you don't have to eat all 
your meals out at a Howai d Johnson's because it's the 
only restaurant with photographs of the food on the 

menu. 

Well bad news. Illiteracy costs you whether or not you 
can read. According to Illiterate America, illiteracy costs 
$20 billion a year in direct costs to businesses and 
taxpayers; $6 billion a year in child welfare costs and 
unemployment compensation for illiterate adults who 
cannot perform the tasks needed for employment; $6.6 
billion more to house tlie 260,000 prisoners in the U.S. 
whose imprisonment can be linked directly to their 
functional illiteracy; and several billioil more each year 
in workers' compensation and equipment repair because 
workers could not read the safety instructions, or the 
repair manual or the chemical content guide. 

So, it seems it would behoove the readers of the nation 
to show some concern for the non-reading public. After 
all, 85 percent of all juveniles who appear beCore the 
juvenile court cannot read. Consider this: If we l eally 
want to do something about juvenile crime shouldn't we 
teach them to read? 

What is being done about the 60 
million non-readers? 

Not much. 

In 1984, the only federal program addressing the 
problem of adult illiteracy (Adult Basic Education) 
received a budget of $100 million-less than $2 per non 
reader. Now President Reagan wants to cut the ABE 
budget in half. Reagan's dislike of the Department of 
Education is certainly no secret— he plans to abolish it- 
and, if he has his way with the ABE budget, we as a 
nation will be spending less than $1 per non-reader. 

There are five national progi'ams working to increase 

literacy: the ABE, the U.S. Military, the Literacy 

Volunteers of America and Laubach Literacy. The ABE 

program is not terribly successful. It loses four of every 

ten people it attracts. Even the military got into the 

literacy business due to the illiteracy of reci-uits. 

(Unfortunately, the military restricts its ranks to people 

reading at least at the fifth grade level, leaving a host 

of others less literate behind.) Together, the ABE and 

the military reach between 2 and 3 million non-readers 
a year. 

Two privately funded groups, the Literacy Volunteers 
of America an Laubach Literacy serve another 70,000 

non-readers. 

But what about the other estimated 56,()30,00()? One 
bright light is the National Assault on Literacy, a 
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What non-readers can't do 

• Given a paycheck and the stub that lists the 
usual deductions, 26 percent of adult Americans 
cannot tell if their paycheck is correct. 

• Given a W-4 form, 36 percent cannot enter the 
correct number of exemptions in the proper 
places on the form. 

• When given a series of "Help Wanted" ads, 44 
percent cannot match their qualifications to the 

job requirements. 

• Twenty-two percent cannot address a letter 
well enough to guarantee it will reach its 
destination. 

• Over 20 percent cannot write a check that will 
be processed by their bank. 

• Over 40 percent are unable to determine the 
correct amount of change they should receive, 
given a cash register receipt and the 
demonination of the bill used for payment.

Agnes of God is really a very cleverly 
wrought imitation of The Big Film, 
complete with Important Motifs (Roman 
Catholicism vs. psychiatry, Innocence vs. 
Knowledge) hopelessly trapped within a 
murder mystery. 

The film, adapted fi om a Broadway play 
and released in 1985, revolves around a 
youn^^ nun, Agnes (Meg Tilly), who is 
accused of strangling an infant she had 
secretly carried. A court appointed 
psychiatrist. Dr. Martha Livingston 



(Jane Fonda), herself a cynical and 
bitterly lapsed Catholic, thoroughly and 
relentlessly snoops and pries in order to 
determine whether Agnes is loony tunes, 
a murderer or a saint. All the while, a 
strict but up-to-date mother superior 
(Anne Bancroft) defends Agnes for fear of 
the young nun's rare spirit being 
destroyed through questioning by the 
hardened psychiatrist.

These interesting spiritual 
glimpses fall flat when set against the opposing side, 
which is dominated by the rapid-fire questioning of the 
chain-smoking, disbelieving Dr. Livingston. The 
arguments between the troubled psychiatrist and the 
Mother Superior over Catholicism, innocence and 
escapism reach pointless and trivialized ends.

LOS ANGELES-Cathy Evelyn Smith was sentenced 
to three years in prison Tuesday for injecting comedian 
John Belushi with a fatal dose of cocaine and heroin in 
1982. 

Smith, 39, a former heroin addict and rock backup 
singer from Toronto, had been charged with Belushi's 
murder but on June 11 pleaded no contest to a reduced 
involuntary manslaughter charge. 



Smith also pleaded no contest to three counts of 
furnishing and administering the heroin and cocaine 
"speedballs" that killed Belushi. She was sentenced by 
Superior Court Judge David Horowitz. 

Belushi, 33, who rocketed to fame in the mid-1970s on 
the "Saturday Night Live" latenight comedy series, was 
found dead of an overdose of heroin and cocaine in a 
$200-a-day bungalow at the Chateau Marmont Hotel on 
the Sunset Strip.

Polls show likely winners, but not final

Another sun has set, and Leon County 
election officials still don't know for sure 
who won or Ic^ in Tuesday's election 
hubbttb. 

Because of problems encountered in 
many precincts, Supervisor of Elections Jan 
Pietrzyk and several members of his staff 
worked through the night tallying the 
results of Tuesday night's election. By 
Wednesday afternoon, officials had added 
up the results of the 1,559 absentee ballots, 
as well as the Mlots of 77 people who were 
turned away from their polling places 
be(^i:^ of ii^iuuikal difficulties. 

Alttemgh it will prd»ably be late this 
aftenwon before the results (rf" the election 
are certified, the unofficial totals provide 
a good indication of how it will turn out. 

In the four Leon County Commission 
seats up for grabs, the District 1 seat went 
to Florida A&M University administrator 
Henry Lewis III, who garnered 59 percent 



of the vote. Former FAMU Physical Plant 
Director Cornelius Speed trailed with 41 
percent. 

Lewis' victory is significant because he 
is the first black person ever elected to the 
county commission. 

*'I feel that I have the responsibility to 
address the concerns of the people in my 
district," Lewis said. "The district has been 
overlooked by the commission in the past." 

In District 3, former Leon County 
Superintendent Ed Fenn surprised 
observers by maneuvering into a runoff 
with incumbent Bob Henderson. 
Henderson took 37 percent of the vote, and 
Fenn gathered 30 percent. 

Fenn said he has not yet begun to plan 
his strategy for the runoff. 

"After the first big push, it's time to sit 
back and think of what to do neirf," Fenn 
said. 

Henderson, who has served twice before, 
said he would focus more on the issues in 
the upcoming election campaign than he 



did for the primary. 

"When there are just two people, the 
issues become more narrowly focused," he 

said. 

Former state Rep. Don Price defeated 
environmentalist Cliff Thaell in the 
District 4 race. Price attracted 57 percent 
the vote. 

In District 5, former T^ show host Gary 
Yordon gathered 33 percent of the vote. He 
will be faced in a runoff by Jack Whiddon, 
who was closely trailed by 
environmentalist Ion Sancho and Jim 
Davis. 

"I didn't expect it at all," Yordon said. "I 
didn't think it was possible to win by such 
a large margin in such a crowded race." 

The three incumbents in the Leon County 
School Board races— George Anderson, Don 
Merrick and Donna Harper— all retained 
their seats. , 

In the Florida Senate races, incumbent

Investigation 

continues into 
Leon election

In the wake of Tuesday's b^d^ election, 
efforts to dump Leon County Supervi«»r of 
Elections Jan Pietrzyk and to overturn 
some of the election i^ults pidked up ^bmm 
Wednesday. 

Gov. Bob Graham asked State Attorney 
Willie Meggs to continue an investigation 
of the election as lawyers pored over state 
law to check whether Graham could 
suspend Pietrzyk or ask the state Elections 
Canvassing Commission to throw out any 
of Leon County's results. 

.Leon County Commission candidate Ion 
Sancho said he will go to court to have the 
results in his District 5 race invalidated 
and have a new election called. 

With all but 89 paper ballots counted. 
Sancho is 209 votes away from getting into 
the District 5 Democratic run-off. 

The Tallahassee Democrat and the local 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
chapter joined Sancho in calling for 
Pietrzyk's resignation Wednesday. 

Former county commission Jack 
Whiddon edged Sancho out of the run-off 
according to Wednesday's totals. But 
Sancho said misaligned ballots may have 
caused many of his supporters to vote for 
Whiddon by mistake. Whiddon's lever 
was next to Sancho's. 

Sancho said he would continue meeting 
with lawyers Thursday, but intended to 
announce a lawsuit on Friday. 

'T want i fair election," said Sancho. 
"When you work this hard, to have it 
settled this way is unacceptable, and I'm 
going to do something about it." 

Pietrzyk offered no clues on what went 
wrong Tuesday, but he pledged to do 
whatever necessary to solve the problems 
by the next election, the runoff primary 
Sept. 30. 

Reports had 41 of 68 Leon County 
precincts with problems during Tuesday's 
primary el^ion. Some voting machines 
did not register votes for certain

Local man leads 
Big Bend battle 
against illiteracy

If Jack Newell had a million dollars he would create the 
damnedest literacy pilot project anyone has ever seen in 
Leon County, or anywhere else. He would take care to 
reach remote rural populations. He would be experimental 
in his methods and he would document it all so finely he 
would establish once and for all what is the best method 
fbr teaching adults to read. • 

But Newell doesn't have a million dollars to spend on 
the 22,000 people who can't read in I^n County, or the 
120,000 otiittis in the nine sunroundii^ counties that local 
literacy projects serve. He has only $45,000 to spend and 
he's happy to have that. 

Newell has two jobs. He is the executive director of 
Literacy Volunteers for Leon County (LVLC), a program 
of the Leon County Public Library which is funded by a 
Department of Education grant for $10,000 per year. The 
$10,000 pays for Newell's half-time job salary and some 
materials. 



Panhandle Area Literacy Volunteer Project, covering a 
10-county area. This project is also funded by the 
I^partment of Education for $35,000 per year, or $3,500 
per county. Lucky for Newell, he gets to do both jote at 
the same desk. - 

That's not much moxwy to spend on Uie 142,300 
functionally illiterate people (Newell prefers to call them 
"students") in the 10-county region mentioned earlier 
(Leon, Gadsden, Wakulla, Jefferson, Calhoun, Bay, 
Jackson, Washington, Santa Rosa and Escambia counties). 
But Newell is not discouraged. He is a whirlwind, 
answering seven phone calls in 45 minutes, rummaging 
"teough his papers for graphic art and simultaneously 
being interviewed. 

"There's a lot going on locally now," N«fmll said. "In 
the past, we had a real prc^lem with gettii^r ^ mmage 
out to the pc^ntial stud^t. As a r^ult, our i^vic^^^e 
woefully underused. 

^ "It's not because the problem wasn't out there— just 
because it is hard to reach people when they cannot read.

Exploding student population 
to bring new building to TCC

After enduring at least three years of 
<|vercrowded classes, Tallahassee 
Community College is set,ito begin 
construction of a new 50,000 square foot 
classroom bUiMtng. 

TCC received $4.3 million from the 
Florida Legislature this past session to 
ease an ever-worsening student-to- 
classroom ratio. For the past five years, 
TCC has been the fastest growing 
community college in the state, with all 
available classroom space being filled 
until 2 p.m. for the past three years. 

"TTie classes are very full," said TCC 
sopkit^ore Jeff Dial. "But it isn't jam- 
packed." 

The 16-classroom facility n^ll house 
space for biology, foreign language and 
speech laboratories, student lounges and 
faculty offices. There will also be space for 
the dental hygiene and radiologic 
technology programs. It will accomodate 
1000 to 1500 students. 

The proposed location for the facility, 
iww%alled the classroom and technical 
science building, will be west of the TCC 
library and south of the Lively Vocational 
Ceitter property line. Dean of Student 
Affairs and Coordinator of the building's 
planning committee Mark Rook said 
workers shouW break groiUMi for the 
facility this semester. 

"Construction on the new building 
should begin sometime before the first of 



the year," Rook said. "And we are 
hoping that it will be done by the fall of 
1988." 

TCC is currently ranked 22nd out of the 
28 Florida community and junior colleges 
in space availability (based on 
instructional square feet per full-time 
equivalent students). Many TCC students 
couldn't get their classes this semester 
due to the ^ace problem, aoKirding to 
TCC trustee Harriet Wilson. 

"Approximatly 500 students were 
denied the classes they wanted this fall 
because of the space problem," said 
Wilson. "We really didn't have a choice, 
we had to construct a new building." 

The facility is expected to accomodate 
student growth for the next seven and one 
half years, based on a 3 percent growth 
rate, according to TCC Assistant to the 
President Jeff Schembera. 

"For the past two years TCC has had an 
8 percent (approximatly 500 students) 
increase in its student population," 
Schembera said. "But we are expecting 
the enrollment to level off" during the next 
few years to about 3 or 4 percent." 

Rook thinks the seven and one half year 
estimate was optimistic. He said three 
and one half to four years is more 
realistic. 

But no matter how large TCC's growth 
is in the next several years, the college 
has no plans for any other building in the 
near future, Schembera said.

Tuesday, Sept. 2, 1986 will go down in history as the day the 
wheels g( democracy ground to a screechii^ halt in Leon County. 

The printing of duplicate voter registration cards— registering 
some persons in more than one precinct— hy the Election 
Supervisor's office was only the beginning. If polls that don't open 
until after noon and voting machines that break down or, even 
woiise, mis-register peoples' choices aren't grounds for a new 
election, wlmt are? 

Ignoring, for a moment, the argument ftom the candidates' 
^ndpoint, the one essentia right that distinguishes us as United 
S^tes citizens is the right to vote in free electi(ms for the <^didate 
of our choice. On TuescEay that right was denied to thousands c( 
Leon county residents. 

polling hours— 7 a.m. to 7 p.m.— are difficult enough to 
contend with for most wotking pec^le but in precuiel 10 (a primarily 
bls^ precinct), for instance, there was a two-and-one-half hour wait 
for the single operable machine. Even with the extended polling 
IxHUv anyone who showed after 7 p.m. risked kskig tl^ir chance 
to ^ist a ballot. 

At the Dade ComnHmity Cent^, many didn't need to be turned 
away. They trekk^ tibrmif^ a driving rain after work only to see 
the lines and gi ve 

Sometimes the prdt^M was as smaU as a br^en lever on a 
voting machine. Son^times it was something unforseeable, such 
as the power outage at Precinct 39 in Gbvemor's S^pave Mall. But 
misaligned names and absentee poll wori&ers are problems that 
could have— and should have— been avoided by thorough 
preparation on the part of son^one who takes the citizen's right 
to vote seriously. 

^cords should have been kept more c^fully. A sufficient 
number of repairmen should have been on call to fix minor 
mechani^l malfwctions (the elections office ^ly had two to 
advice madihtes lniuntywide). Alternate plans should have been 
inrepared to deal with skuations such em the one at Govenunr's 
Si)uare. nothing else, paper h&llo^ should have been available. 
And citizens willing to exercise their constitutional rights should 
have been alk^ted adequate times during which to cast their 
Mlc^s.

candMates and others apparently caused 
electors to select the wrong candidates. As 
machine after machine shut down, polling 
places were forced to close for hours on 
end, leaving -voters in line for hours or 
sending them home. 

Despite the "unprecedented" problems, 
the county's board charged with 
overseeing the counting of votes 
proceeded as usual Wednesday. The three- 
member canvassing board for this 
election— Pietrzyk, Circuit Court Judge 
William Gary and County Commissioner 
Bill Mont&rd— spent over six hours 
watching county workers count votes. The 
board threw 36 absentee ballots out as 
improperly cast, but must return at 5 p.m. 
Thursday to OK the precinct totals and 
complete the work. 

County Attorney Ted Steinmeyer said 
the board had the authority to throw out 
any or all of the votes from any or all of 
the precincts in any or all of the races. But 
Steinmeyer s&id any such action would be 
unprecedented. 

The board's three members wouldn't 
say what might happen Thursday 
afternoon. 

"We're still in the middle of this thing, 
so I don't think it's appropriate to 
comment right now," said Montforcf ' ' 

While county workers counted 'th6^ 
ballots, lawyers for Grov. Graham tried t6 
figure out what authority state law gives 
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to the three-member Elections 
Canvassing Commission, according to 
Graham attorney Barbara Linthicum. 
Graham, Firestone and state Division of 
Elections chief Dorothy Glisson sit on that 
commisdon. 

State law on that issue reads: "If any 
returns shall appear to be irregular or 
false so that the Elections Canvassing 
Commission is unable to determine the

determination ..." 

County officials must forward the 
results in all statewide races and the races 
for circuit court judge, state House and 
Senate and U.S. Congress to the state 
commission by next Tuesday, aconrding to 
Glisson.

"The people you can 
hope to reach are what we call the 'significant others' 
of people who can't read. Wives, husbands, friends, 
family— all you can do is hope they will pass the 
information along." 

Newell said the best way to reach non-readers is 
through television, small wonder considering children 
and teenagers watch about 18,000 hours of television 
while spending a mere 15,000 hours in school.

Gators keep Jungle Cruise jumpin'

In the ticket hut and gift shop, you can 
see pictures of the Wakulla mastodon, 
posters from the Johnny Weismuller's 
Tarzan films, a chart of the Wakulla caves 
with markings of where they found 
charred wood, pottery shards, and a shin 
bone. It doesn't say shin bone of what. 

You can buy color post cards of a wide- 
mouthed alligator and books about 
poisonous snakes of Florida. You can lay 
out $3.75 and get a ticket for the Jungle 
Cruise. The rain has made the waters of 
the spring dark gun-metal grey so the 
glass-bottomed boats aren't running. 
They sit tM to the raft, plastic bags 
covering their floors. A sign tells you not 
to molest the alligators. 

The Jungle Cruise guide shouts over the 
engine in a slow, drawly, exaggerated 
voice like he sees all the words printed in 
his head with phonetic spellings. He tells 
the passengers to keep their legs and 
arms and heads inside the boat while he's 
backing out "'cause I ain't the best driver 
in this here place." The two double-knit 
pant-suited Yankee ladies sitting in the back of the boat 
giggle. One says she bets they don't really see any 
croccdiles. But the guide starts laughing low and 
throaty over the churn of his engine. "Look out yonder 
to the right,"he says, ''right now. There's a old gator for 
you, just sunning hisself. He loves that sun." 

Two log-brown knots of eyes look out wearily across 
the river. The alligator is about 10 feet long and very 
blase. Slowly he sinks into the water as the passengers 
run to one side and aim their Canon Sure-Shots.

Fear and loathing return to Tallahassee when CA 
cranks up another fun-filled evening as Stevie Stiletto, 
Maggot Sandwich, Gothic Playground and Thrasher play 
their brand of post-punk tomorrow night beginning at 
9. (That's also when the awards show starts, by the way.) 

Gothic Playground and Thrasher have been making 
the waters choppy on the local underground scene for 
quite some time wM^raight*on hardcore, but the two 
opening bands, also from north Florida, have some 
notable twists in their approach to music designed for 
the fall of Western Civilization. 

Based out of Jacksonville, Stevie Stiletto— despite the 
moniker— is not just a bunch of neo-nazi three-cord 
derelicts. As lead vocalist Ray McCrae stated in an 
Indianapolis underground newspaper The Call, Stevie 
Stiletto "sings about girls and roller coasters and getting 
drunk and having fun." 

Their anything goes philosop)^ is reflected in their 
mvms, whkh does to any chosen plan of attack. 





Taking one from Stiff Little Fingers, the late Ulster punk 
band, Stevie Stiletto has put out a cover of "White 
Christmas" on a 45 rpm single. On their 7-inch EP "It's 
A Bogus Life"on KML Records, musical formula gets a 
firm workout. The styles range from a early X sound- 
alike called "A.O.T." to a thrash-speed song entitled 
"Running People Away." Tlieir sense of humor is evident 
on cuts such as "Let's Blow this Taoo Stand." The title 
track is a real challenge to the idea that all 
musicians can't play their instruments. It begins in a 
slow acoustic mode, exploding into a punk explosion 
during the bridge and returning again to a soft 
strumming sound during the chorus. 

Fellow KML label-mates Maggot Sandwich are a 
Pensacola band with a firm belief in the "straight edge" 
policy of anti-drugs and alcohol. They are led by Vic 
Kaos, owner of KML Music Ltd., vfh& wnteB the lyrics, 
l^eir sublet matter vmes from soz^ about Ted 
Kennedy ("Killer in the Senate") to the mistake of 
patriotism ("Died for Nothing") to an indictment of 
Governor Graham's battle for drug control ("Paraquat 
Bob").

he knows "how much you 
ladies like snakes." He 
says sometimes the snakes 
drop off the branches into 
the boat. "Snake in the 
boat, people in the water.

Mentary revolves around 
who is eating whom fwr 
lunch.

Cornhuskers shucked 
by NCAA sanctions 

FSU-Nebraska game in doubt 



UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 

UncoAn* Neb.- The NCAA's Eligibility 
Committee has declared 60 to 70 
University of Nebraska football players 
ineligible for one game for infractions 
involving the distribution of tickets, 
Cornhuskers Coach Tom Osborne said 
Wednesday. 

O&borne said the status of No. 8 
Nebraska's season opener at Home 
Saturday night against No. 11 Florida 
State was in doubt and university dflkials 
were determining the qiikkest way to 
appeal the decision. 

"I'm shocked as you can imagine," 
Florida State Coach Bobby Bowden said. "I 
want to wait and see what Osborne is going 
to say. What we don't want to do is let our 
guard down. We're just going to prepare for 
the situation as if nothing had happened. 
What if we go out there and they're all fired 
up?" 

Odbome said the Eligibility Committe's 
action was based ou iiiformi^ion fun^hed 
by the university. The NCAA was not 
immediately available for comment. 

"I'm very angry about the whole thing," 
Osborne said. "It looks like cooperating 
hasn't resulted in any benefits to anybody 
that I can see. 

"We're going to fight it any way we can." 

The NCAA offered to have Nebraska sit 
out 10 ineligible players per game until the 
penalities were fulfilled, Osborne said. 



Seven of the players involved would be 
ineligible for two games, Osborne said. 

Osbomft said he was scheduled to appear 
before the NCAA's Infractions Committee 
in Maine Sept. 29. 

"We might be better off to take our 
medicine in one day than to bleed to death 
for six or seven weeks," Osborne said, 
adding to play Florida State with all the 
ineligible players out would be a "joke." 

Osborne said each player last year had 
four passes per game, and were allowed to 
give them to fellow students and family 
members. 

"We had players that went beyond that," 
Osborne said. "There was no evidence of 

scalping." 

Nebraska has the NCAA record for 
consecutive home sellouts with 143 
entering this season and the six games at 
Memorial Stadium this year were already 
sold out. 

Osborne said in one case Linebacker 
Kevin Parson's mt^her was driven to a 
Comhttsker game by a next-door neighbor, 
the only one available f(Mr the drive. 
Osborne said the neighbor was admitted 
through the pass gate as Parson's relative. 

"The interesting thing is that the players 
were completely honest. Had they lied the 
NCAA wouldn't have known the 
difference," Osborne said. "We tried to be 
honest and above board on the matter.

After only one year at FAMU Oscar Williams 
is now the Rattler's top quarterback 

FAMU's Williams 
ready to take over

Last season as a ffti^hman, Oscar Williams was the 
fourth string quarterback at Florida A & M. With the 
departure of signal-c^lers Mike Kelly and Calvin Giles, 
Willianus must now teke the reins. 

Although his rise to stardom at FAMU was relatively 
quick, Williams said getting there wasn't ea^4 He made 
a lot of sacrifices to get to this point. 

"I stayed in Tallahassee this summer to train instead 
of going home," said Williams. "Working out year-round 
was difficult, but it has improved my game a lot." 

If you asked Williams four years ago what he would 
be doing in 1986, his reply would have involved playing 
college baseball. He didn't even think about trying out 
f|r the football team at Tampa Jefferson High School 
vk^ his junioryear became the msyority oilas time was 
spent on the diamond. 

"Baseball was my first love. I pitched in the state 
championship in American Legion and I never really had 
an interest in playing football," Williams said. "At the 
end of my sophomore year, the head coach at the high 
school heard that I could throw a football and he 
approached me about trying out for the team." 

After the tryout, Williams earned the starting 
quarterback job at Jefferson ami after his seniw year 
was recruked by FAMU. He decided on football, but 
when Williams joined the Rattle program, he had to face 
reality. Like most fireshmien, he stood on the sidelines 
and watched the veterans play. 

"I was alternating from fourth to fifth string 
quarterback," said Williams. "It was a disappointing 
season for me— I only took three snaps." 

When the quarterbacks met for this season, the veteran 
quarterbacks were gone. The battle for the signal calling 
duties was between Williams and fellow sophomore Todd 
Lanter. Both said they were ready to compete for the 
position before the start of fall workouts, but before 
pra<^ices' wei% a vrmk old, Lanter decided to leave the 
team because he was ''tired of fo(Al)all." This put 
Williams at the helm for the Rattlers. 

With an experienced offensive line to protect him, 
Williams should have plenty of time to find his receivers 
in the clutch. Williams feels that he has earned the 
respect of the veteran players and is confident he can 
guide the team as a sophomore. 

"I've gained the respect of the rest of the team by 
working twice as hard as everyone else," Williams gaid.

Osborne said numerous other schools 
probably are guilty of the same type <rf 
infractions. 

Senior guard Mike Hoefler, a two time 
letterman, also was declared ineligible for 
infractions involving his staying at the 
home of a Lincoln couple under the 
university's Lincoln Parents Program, 
disbanded earlier this year, Osborne said. 
^ Hoefler was cited for staying with his 
"Lincoln Parents" for two weeks during the 
summer of 1983 at which time he was 
working in Lmcoln, Osborne said. Hoefler's 
parents paid the Lincoln couple $100 for 
keeping their son, but the player used the 
couple's van to drive to and from work, 
Osborne said. 

(febome said the NCAA committee ruled 
use of the van was a violation though 
Hoefler only drove 10 days, put $30 to $40 
worth of gas in it, and washed and waxed 
the vehicle. 

The NCAA committee absolved defensive 
end Broderick Thomas and running back 



Doug DuBose of wrongdoing for being 
improperly reimbursed for travel expenses 
from the Fiesta Bowl, Osborne said. 

He said the university business office 
mistakenly paid Thomas and DuBose. 
DuBoi^, one of the top running backs in 
college last year, is out for the season with 
an injured knee. 

Still pending is the NCAA investigation 
into DuBose's leasing of a sports car. The 
NCAA is looking into allegations someone 
connected to the university co-signed the 
lease. Osborne said the allegation was 
without foundation. 

"Every dime that Doug got, as far as we 
know, came from his parents," Osborne 
said. "Doug has been greatly maligned in 
this whole thing. Both of his parents work 
and are wealthy people. They believe in 
spending money on their kids. The NCAA 
has not believed what they've told them." 

Also pending, Osborne said, is whether 
seven or eight players violated NCAA 
regulations by staying overnight with their 
"Lincoln Parents." 

"We tried to go their route," Osborne 
said. "All bet^ are off at this point as far 
as I'm concerned."

Skinner's protest halts vote count

The nightmare continues. 

A protest filed Thursday by Congressional candidate 

Pete Skinner halted the expected county approval of 
results from Tuesday's botched Leon County election. 

Instead of certifying the results, two of the three 
members of the county's election canvassing board drove 
off at 5 p.m. to begin checking the vote tallies on each 
voting machine used Tuesday. Leon County commissioner 
Bill Montford, a member of the board, said that checking 
could continue through Saturday. 

Assistant County Att(Nmey John Pelham said Skinner's 
protest made the ext^ra check necessaly. But Circuit Court 
Judge Donald Hartwell ssud voting laws required it all 
along. 

Two voting-machine experts to be hired by State 
Attorney Willie Meggs will be waiting in line to begin 
their investigation when the canvassing board finishes. 
Those investigators will need a week to 10 days to unlock 
and check each machine, according to Meggs' chief 
investigator, Dale Croy. 



*'These experts will be able to tell if the machines were 
malfunctioning, aiid why," said Croy. 

Also waiting in line— in this case, behind Skinner— are 
as many as four candidates for L< on County Commission. 
District 5 candidate Ion Sancho said he will file a protest 
today. Sancho originally planned to protest only the 
District 5 results, but he said Thursday he might extend 
the protest to include other races. 

Sancho said three other county commission candidates- 
District 3's Bob Romans, District 4's Cliff Thaell and 
District 5's Jim Davis— and school board candidate Wayne 
McDaitiel have talked with him about joining in the 
election contest. McDaniel, Romans and Thaell said they 
were considering contesting the results. Davis declined 
to comment. 

Romans, Sancho, Skinner and Thaell all said they would 
like to see new elections in their races. 
Judge Hartwell said candidates have until midnight 

Sunday to file any protests. 

While candidates examined Tuesday's results, others 
worried about the run-off primary scheduled for Sept. 30.

Tally ambassadors 
back from visit to 
Soviet sister city

To most Americans of the Cold War generation, the 
Soviet Union presents a forbidding picture. Shrouded in 
secrecy, barricaded by barbed wire, the Russian people 
appear to us a collective mass of cheerless gray in the dim 
distance. 

Last month, a delegation of Tallahasseeans travelled to 
the U.S.S.R. and found a much different pkture. 

"Th^ are 80 courteous, so friendly, so warm," raved 
singer Pam Laws. "They gave us their goodwill, their 
history. They were so generous with what they had. " 

Her sentiments were echoed by virtually the entire 
delegation, which included Florida State University Dean 
of Academic Affairs Gus Turnbull, Ruth Mitchell, an 
administrator with the Leon County Public School System, 
musicians Laws, Sammy Tedder, Lindsey Sarjeant and 
Rene Arbogast, sound video specialists Ken Beattie 
and David Nelson, and peace activists Ed Green and Bob 
Broedel. 

The trip took place under the auspices of the 
Tallahassee-Krasnodar Sister City Program and is the 
second of its kind. The first was in August 1985. 

"It was a great trip," said Turnbull, who met with 
representatives of Krasnodar's Kuban University. "We 
were cordially welcomed by our counterparts. The trip did 
exactly what it was intended to do— gain a bett^er picture 
of Soviet society and give a better picture of American 
society." 

The mieetings of Soviet aiid American counterparts 
rimged from TumbulFs and Mitcheirs exchanges with 
Russian educators to what tedder called 'an ii^ormal jam 
session with about 30 Russian musicians.' 

"The leaders of their bands get together once a month 
for a meeting," he recalled. "We heard about it at our 
hotel, and someone from the Gainesville Sister City 
Program acted as interpreter. We talked about jazz, about 
how pop compares to jazz... They were really excellent 
musicians. They knew some of the [Americanl songs better

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SG pushes to pull Tutu to FSU

After much controversy, the Florida State University 
Student Senate voted 19 to 1 Wednesday night to 
approve $3,500 to bring South African Archbishc^ 
Desmond Tutu to Tallahassee. 

If the bill is signed by Student Body President Zelda 
Zarco, FSU will join several other local organizations in 
trying to raise Tutu's lecture fee of $20,000. No date has 
been scheduled for the lecture. 

Tutu, an Anglican minister, wcm the Nobel Peace Prize 
last year for his non-violent struggle against South 
Africa's system of apartheid which denies basic rights 
to the nation's 22 million black majority. 

Despite the final tally, the senate bill brought about 
heated debate on the senate floor. At different points 
durmg the hour-long discussion, charges of racism were 
raised. 

One senator got up and said, "Do we have the ugly 
head of racism rearing its head?" 

Later in the meeting another senator said, "Yea, 
racism is rearing its head, when you tell people that if 
they don't vote to approve this bill they're racists.." 

Amid all of the debate, Eric Thorn proposed an 
amendment to drop FSU's contribution to $2,500. 

"I thought that more people would vote for the bill if 
it was $2,500." Thorn said. "1 was always in support of 
having (Tutu) come here." 

I^udent Body Vice President Mike Andrews said 
$3,500 was not a lot to ask for considering that the 
mjgority of the money is coming from other souxt;es 
including $3,5(X) from Florida A&M University. 

But, Tim Center defended the $2,500 proposal. "We 
need the money for other things at FSU." Center said. 
"We only have $15,000 in our Iwdget and $3,500 is a 



lot to spend for a ^-minute spe^h." 

The ^ns(»- of the original bill, Pat Leduc, said Center 
was speaking for the student body president. 

"That's Zelda Zarco up there talking." Leduc said, 
refering to Center's speech. "She doesn't want this bill 
to pass, and she'll do anything she can to stop it." 

Thorn's amendment failed 14-5. The senate continued 
to debate the original bill for 20 more minutes before 
it voted to ratify it. 

Even after this long debate, the bill may never see the 
light of day. The general consensus among the senate 
is that Zarco will kill it. 

"I expect her to veto it." Andrews said, "But I can't 
understand why. She says it's not a highpriority project, 
but I think it's something personal and I don't know 
what it could be." 

Zarco said she hasn't made up her mind on the bill and 
wouldn't comment on the matter. She also said she will 
put off signing the bill until after the next senate 
meeting. ? , 

"I'll go with whatever the senate decides, but I want 
to give them another chance to think it over," Zarco said. 

But, with the next meeting not scheduled until 
Wednesday, therie ar^ other problems facing those who 
want to bring Tutu to Tallahassee. Without Zarco's 
approval of the bill this week, Andrews said Tutu might 
not speak in Tallahassee. 

"We have to have at least $15,000 in a bank account 
by this Tuesday, " Andrews said. "Or Archbishop Tutu 
will not be able to come." 

There has been approximatly $13,500 raised so far, 
according to Andrews, leaving him with only five days 
to come up with another $1,500. 

fl should be able to .get the money by Tuesday," 
Andrews said. "There are istill some CMrganizations I have 
yet to ask for money."

Some Florida State University graduate students have more money in their 
pockets this semester thanks to the Florida Legislature 

State gives grads a break

A substantial tuition waiver was 
granted to some Florida State University 
graduate students this semester thanks 
to a decision made by the Florida 
L^slature last i^ssion. 

The new program alloims for aH 
graduate students within the state 
university system who are doing 
assistantships to have their matriculation 
fee for each credit hour waived. An 
assistantship involves working for the 
university as a research, teaching or 
gmduate assistant. 

Hie matriculation fee for oi^ credit 
hour at the gradiiate level at FSU is 
approximately 77 percent of the total cost 
for that credit, which runs $57.46 per 
hour. The other 23 percent is made up of 
various fees a student must pay such as 
health and financial aid. 

The waiver affects about 900 students 
at FSU, according to Associate Dean for 
Graduate Research and Studies Russell 
Johnsen. Johnsen said the waiver would 
help FSU's graduate programs compete 
against other schools. 

"The purpose is to make our 
a^istantships competitive in a national 
market." said Johnsen. 

Interim Dean for the College of Social 
Sciences James Cobbe explains, "If you 



look at the dollar value of assistantships 
in most departments at this school, they 
art' typically lower than those available 
to graduate students at other schools we 
consider ourselves competing with. The 
waiver increases the net value of the 
assistantship and therefore makes it more 
competitive with other universities." 

The Legislature allocated $^,(KK) for 
the marticulation fee waiver at FSU That 
figure is based on the number of credit 
hours graduate assistanst took during the 
preceding year, according to Carl 
Blackwell, vice chancellor for the Board 
of Regents. Statewide, he said. $2 6 
million was allocated for the waivers 

But, they may not be enough for FSU. If 
all qualified students receive the waiver 
for both the fall and spring terms, the 
resulting dollar total will exceed the limit 
set by the Legislature, Johnsen said. 

All qualified students have already 
been given the fall waiver, Cobbe said. As 
for the matriculation fee situation in the 
spring, both Johnsen and Cobbe were 
unsure of its status. 

Bill Ware, a marketing communications 
graduate student who was afiect^ by the 
matriculation fee waiver said he believes 
"Anything that redu«s tte costd* having 
to go to school is welcomed with open 
arms."

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Bad manners 



"I don't quite like the way you said that!" said etiquette-conscious 
Ron Reagan to Zimbabwe Wednesday. And with as testy a flourish 
as Emily Post could conjure, he has pulled the plug on $33 million 
in aid slated for the small African nation. 

What could Prime Minister Robert Mugabe have done to deserve 
such treatment? Had he massacred citizens? Brutally eliminated 
political opponents? Or stolen an election? No, none of the above. 

In the words of an administration spokesman, the Mugabe 
government was accused of ''long and continued acts of diplomatic 
incivility." 

This stated reason for the U.S. action is picayune at best. The 
more obvious motive is to try to silence a voice which has tormented 
Washington and Pretoria for some time. The fact that Mugave 
embraces a socialist outlook bolsters Reagon's shaky case, but the 
sanction pla^^ into ^otha^s hands. 1 

Pretoria is notmous for its underhanded tactics used to remove 
or squash govenpients critical of apartheid. It would, therefore, 
be in the best interest of the U.S; and South Africa to replace the 
prime minister with a person more enthusiastic about the free 
enterprise system. 

This brand of superpower diplomacy is trivial, contrived and 
insulting. But we can expect no more from the vacuous minds 
which have given us gilded foreign policy initiatives like 
"constructive engagement." 

Mugave has long been a caustic and outspoken critic of Reagan's 
constructive engagement. His foreign minister said as much on 
July 4, and Mugabe has used every public forum to make his case. 

But pushing Mugabe into a corner, Reagan may find that the 
African leader will strike back. In his dealings with former Prime 
Minister Ian Smith, Mugabe showed he was a man of high 
principles willing to sacrifice for what he felt was right. Such 
threats to mugabe won't stop him from supporting the liberation 
movement in Southern Africa. 

Smith claimed in a 1978 speech that the white minority would 
rule for a thousand years. A scant three years later, the forces of 
Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo beat that group into submission. 

Reagan's reaction to Zimbabwe's criticisms are all the more 
offensive in light of his mollcoddling of South Africa's racist regime, 
and his attitude which contributes to and reflects his insensitivity 
toward blacks. But he's finding out t^at money alone i^'t sufficient 
to obscure the worldwide repugnance or divert the legitimate 
aspirations of black South Africans. 

Mugabe was recently named chairman of the non-aligned 
nations, and they've reacted with anger and resentment over 
Reagan's action. Mugabe said he fully intends to help impose strict 
and far-reaching sanctions against Botha's renegade regime. Botha 
is threatening to retaliate with military and economic measures 
to which Mugabe has countered, "Hit me with your best shot." 

Reagan needs to shake off his somnolence and stop offering empty 
words and apologies for the South African parasites who kill and 
maim at will. Targeting Mugabe will do little to douse the fire 
raging on Botha's doorstep. And all the yes men in the world won't 
slow the African juggernaut that's valiantly fighting its oppressors. 
Only someone living in a fantasy world could not seriously believe 
that this odious system, too, will pass.

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Jamaicans: IMF cure a bitter pill to swallow

Since 1981, Ronald Reagan has tried to sculpt Jamaica 
into the "capitalist model of the Caribbean," Billions of 
dollars have been pumped into the economy, as a cadre 
of Amierican bankers led by David Rockefeller have 
implemented a plan calculated to pull Jamaica "up by the 
bootstraps." But the plan seems ikwmed to extinction if 
Jamaican voters are any gauge. 

In a strong demonstration of frustration, the island- 
nation's electorate swept Reagan cohort and free 
enterprise advocate Prime Minister Edward Seaga and his 
Jamaica Labor Party (JLP)out of office replacing it with 
the People's National Party(PNP) in the mid-term Local 
Government Elections on July 29. 
. Reagan foreign policy suffered an unexpected setback 
because voters are tired of International Monetary 
Fund (IMF)' policies which though very attractive to 
American bankers, have 1^ many Jamaicmis hungry and 
destitute. Jcmiaicans— like Algerians, Dominicans and 
Tunisians— have lashed out at seemingly harmless policies 
which has stripped them of jobs, pride and dignity. 

PNP leader and former Prime Minister Michael Manley 
challenged Seaga to respect the peoples' wishes by calling 
a general election before the 1989 date if his party lost. 
And lose he did— 57 percent to 43 percent— as the people 
spoke with a loud and concerted voice. 

Jamaicans view the IMF and World Bank as wolves in 
sheeps' clothing used by most U.S. presidents to coer(» 
compliance from them and other Third World countries. 
Espousing a pro-western petition ensures access to loans 
to stave off debt and replenish sagging economies. 
Choosing any alternative, however, means a quick slide 
into poverty— as recent Jamaican politics can attest. 

Yet voters have repudiated Seaga and the IMF calling 
for humane social programs and stronger leadership in 
the face of American pressure. 
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The discontent in Jamaica parallels that felt by the 
people in the 1970s. Then as now, Jamaica had a two- 
tiered society where squalor and poverty co existed with 
wealth and prosperity. Against great odds, Manley tried 
to balance the gross inequities. 

He and his party chose a democratic-socialist path for 
Jamaica between 1972 and 1%0. The coimtry moved 
toward self-sufficiency, but it paid a high price for what 
the U.S. called Manley*s "communist" leanings. The U.S. 
moved to ^stabilize Jamaica by withholding loans. Then 
while munitions flowed in to fuel political warfare, the 
American media helped launch a massive smear campaign 
which crippled Jamaica's fragile economy. 

Little has changed under Seaga— the economy is still in 
trouble. He has mortgaged his country's future on policies 
ctevised by tired old men carrying a track record of failures 
worldwide. And as usual, the spoils ultimately end up in 
some rich boy's pocket. 

In return for loans, Seaga has devalued the Jamaican 
dollar several times, fired thousands of workers, cut 
spending and frozen the abysmal wages of essential 
service workers— all in an effort to "stimulate" the 
economy. The new money initially spurred investment and 
economic growth, but devaluation and deregulation 
produced hunger and frustration. In the 70s, shortages 
were common, but prices were manageable. Nowadays, 



commodities are available but few people can afford it. 

Seaga invited loan officials to take a "fresh look " at 
the economy's problems, but they demanded further 
devaluations and additional public sector cuts instead. 
Seaga ignored them, but he knows he'll have to comply 
if he has plans to go back to "the well." 

Seaga has shown a gratuitous disregard for the 
hardships and inconveniences wrought by his police, and 
the people answered in the best way they know— by 
chasing his party out of offke. 

The Prime Minister is not entirely to blame for the crisis, 
though. While Jamaica is entwined by Western fiscal 
strings, her infrastructure needs overhauling too. Progress 
is stunted by few resources, a large and unwieldy 
bureaucracy, poor management, shortages of sorely - 
needed goods, spiraling costs and dwindling foreign 
reserves. 

Jamaicans are tired of being guinea pigs for unfeeling 
outsiders bent on emasculating the island as they seek 
a quick retiun on their investment. Though they're willing 
to sacrifice, the severe dislocation is no longer tolerable. 

Manley envisions a new economic order where the Third 
World has greater control over their produce, where 
wealth is shared more equitably and where developing 
nations are treated as sovereign nations. Failing 
economies worldwide and frenzied attempts by politicians 
and bankers to reverse the global economic skid illustrate 
the need for change. 

Yet as long as the West a)ntrols the world's purse 
string, debtor natitms should expect little change. 
Bankers today mirror the Inquisition— any challenge to 
their "orthodoxy" is quickly and savagely suppressed. 

Western bankers and politicians should realize change 
is inevitable— no amount of pressure from them can force 
Jamaicans to continue to barter their integrity. The people 
have told Seaga and Reagan that this is too high a price 
to pay.

The historical shape ot 
women's faishion swells out 
and slims (town like a 
manically opening and 
closing umbrella. Big 
dresses or tight trousers,

%xual) exertions of the male world— "the 
angel in the house." 

Economic collapse, urbanization, and 
the restructuring of family units after the 
fidTst world war exploded the comfortable

domestic role of the turn-of-the-century 
woman. The^controUed voluptuousness of 
the Edwardian ideal, the X shaped 
silhouette, was replaced by its radical 
opposite— the thin-armed, flat-chested, 
unwaisted, sexually-aggressive and 
sexually-undefined boy woman. The 
feminine itnage went from mother to 
flapper, angel to vampire ("vamp"), 
motionless madonna to jazz-age "speed."

Everything was skinny— even hats. The 
turn-of the-century lady padded hiM* 
bodice; her daughter bound her breasts. 
Legs, once unmentioned and unseen, were 
flaunted. With women winning the vote 
and taking jobs, social critics proclaimed 
a sexual revolution. Designers like Jean 
Patou and Coco Chanel with their spare 
dresses and filmy evening creation^ hfAh 
contributed to it and reflected it. In the 
twenties and thirties, it seemed as though 
women had been let out (rf imprisoning 
corsets once and for all. 

Fast forward ahead to the late forties 
and early fifties when post World War II 
reaction was not, as before, liberating. 
War-time clothes were austere— narrow, 
straight mid-calf or shorter skirts, 
miUtary-lookii^ jackets, plain hats. 
Women w&rtt left alone to work in 
factories and jobs, often for y^ors, while 
their husbands or fathers were abroad. 
But when the men came back from 
fighting, the women went back into the 
home. The corsets On the guise of girdles) 
which seemed gone forever twenty years 
before, came back to pinch in waists and 
puff out hips and busts. 

Christian Dior's "New Look" was the 
most influential mode in the fifties, 
returning women to almost a mid- 
V^sterian lcK)k. Tiny waists, tight bodices, 
skirts made with fifteen yards of material, 
stiff nylon petticoats, and four inch heels 
once again exaggerated "femininity" at 
the expense of mobility. The dominant 
culture of the fifties preached the old 



virtues of modesty and maternity, even 
for "career women." The female icteal was 
mom in her organdie apron, pretty but not 
powerful. Virginity was back along with 
the crinoline. Feminine perfection was 
defined in Grace Kelly with her white 
blouses and silk head-scarves, strapless 
chiffon evening dresses and pleated 
trousers, light tan skin and ice-blonde 
hair. The fifties style reached its height 
when she gave up her acting career and, 
in 1957, dressed in a Juliet cap and 15-foot 
train, married the Prince of Monaco. The 
best life for a woman was not to find a job 
but to find a husband to keep her in dirndl 
skirts and Peter Pan collars. By the mid 
sixties skirts had shot up off the ankle 
again and narrowed. But when Mary 
Quant came out with the mini, hemlines 
stayed way off the knee for nearly ten 
years. 

It is a sociological cliche to claim that 
everything changed in the heady "youth- 
culture" that blossomed between 1962 
and 1970. The Civil Rights movement, the 
Women's Movement, the Anti War 
Movement, and yet another sexual 
revolution contributed to the feeling that 
anything was possible-particularly for 
women "Freedom " was the buzzword. 
Skirts were inches off" the knee, colored 
plastic, op-art prints in black and white, 
^bots, cut-outs, textured tights. Regency 
ruffles, flat pumps, suede, earrings big as 
plates, psychedelia. The idea was that 
women could wear whatever they wanted 
just like they could have whatever job 
they wanted and sleep with whomever 
they pleased.

Some call it self-mutila-

Thus the earring— a 
device of personal 

ornamentation— remains 
as fashionable today as it 
was back in the Stone Age. 
. In some cultures, 
earrings are still as 
essentia] as clothes. An 
Ii^ian woman with bare 
ears for instance is as 
peculiar as a Preppy 
without penny loafers. "A 
woman without ornaments 
is like a field without 
water," goes and Indian 
saying. 

In other cultures, 
earrings had talismanic 
talue. Both men and 
women wore them to 
guard against evil spirits, 
^ill others thought that 
wearing earrings 
improved their 
understanding of the 
world. 

No matter where 
though, metal has been, 
aiHl still is, the material of 
choice for ear gear. The

commoners stuck to brass, copper, tin, even bones and 
shells. Some African aa^i Asian tribal people stretched 
their earlobes to wear bones or jagged stones, while the 
upper classes could afford intricate gold coils studded 

with precious and semi-precious stones. 

It wasn't until the 19th century that white women 
ceased putting needles through their ears. In 1890, the 
screw-back post, which eliminated the need to pierce the 
ear, was introduced to the West. With it emerged an 
attitude that ear piercing was a form of gross body 



mutilation, a practice best left few "i»inutive, unciviliz^, 

people." 

But after years of screw-back terror and clip-on 
anguish, the pierced look has returned. A 1982 survey 
by the jewelry industry showed that 95 percent of all the 
gold earrings sold in the U.S. were for pierced ears. 

This fall the tres chic are wearing nothing or at the 
very least tiny diamond studs in their bourgeois ears, 
according to a Saks Fifth Avenue fashion video and New 
York's Interview Magazine. 

In the less haute stores this fall are heaps o* hoops. Gold 
hoops, silver hoops, thin hoops, thick hoops, '60s-style 
Twiggy hoops. There are earrings that look like chunks 
of chandeiiens. They are gutsy clumps of silver in strange 
contortions— silver is making a big comeback this year. 
There is the Third World-look earrings of hand-made 
spirals of brass and beads. 

The place to go in Tallahassee for an overdose of mass- 
produced earrings is Special Effects in Govenw's Square 
Mall. The store's walls are crowded with the hip, the cool 
and the ethnic. Manager Joy Goodfellow said she just 
received part of her fall shipment this week which 
includes an assortment of plastic tortoise shell earrings 
that look like remolded Riviera berets and fake fur 
button earrings that vaguely resemble matted ermine. 

Special Effects' pride and joy is a small selection of 
crystal and multi-colored bead earrings handcrafted by 
Native Americans of the Chippewa tribe. The showers 
of sparkling clear and pink crystals are quaintly attached 
to slabs of sterling silver. 

For those with less money in their pockets. Special 
Effects has hundreds of gaudy, gumball-machine plastic 
flamingos and fish earrings. Or pick out the jewelry of 
the Pharoahs. Special Effects has the "Egyptian 
Collection"-earrings that weigh a ton and come close 
to winning the most inauthentic of-the year award. 

Goodfellow, however, said it doesn't really matter what 
your taste is. Anything from art nouveau to punk is 
acceptable in the wild andcras^ '80s. Earrings have even 
becK>me popular with men who can now ^rt everything 
from modest zircon studs to Madonna crosses to tolemic 
animal relics. 

"Some people have to have earrings that match every 
outfit," said Goodfellow. ''Otlwrs wear tl^ same tiling 
everyday. Anything goes." 

To all those without a flair for fashion, Goodfellow says, 
there's always a simple solution. Plain gold earrings, she 
said, will never go out of style.

This "liberation" was a bit dubious. 
Look at the David Bailey pictures of Jean 
Shrimpton or Twiggy in their Quant or 
Bet^y Johnson or Belville Sassoon 
outfits, bony knees eiM^ased in white 
tights, huge dark-rimimd eyes in dead- 
pale faces, white lip^ick, boy-cut or 
straight-ironed hair, A-line dresses with 
little lace collars, flat Mary Janes— the 
look is not so much sexually self- 
determining or even sexy— it is childlike.

What is significant about the sixties— 
and the seventies— is that street fashion 
became a force to reckon with. Rather 
than style moving down from the upper 
classes, it moved up from the lower orders. 
The chief American and English 
designers (French fashion houses, with 
the exception of Saint Laurent, were 
leaked into a period of mandarin reaction 
as shown by the immobile Chanel suit) 
lille Quant, Sassoon, Clark, and Johnson, 
were art-school kids from the working 
class. Their pieces drew inspiration from 
what SoHo belles and King's Road "Dolly 
Birds" were wearing in rock and roll 
clubs The style was proletarian hul the 
image of women protrayed was 
nonetheless sexually defused and 
androgynous. The sexual revolution m 
fashion once again evaded a confrontation 
with femaleness. 



Seventies fashion went bra-less and 
peasant. Everything was loose, shoes were 
platform, and the whole look was 
immensely ugly and incoherent, 
reflecting the bizarre politics and skewed 
state of female roles at the time. Saint- 
Laurent's peasant clothes were the most 
important couture style. Now it's the late 
eighties and the decade is still too close 
to call. In the next few years, it Irtoks like 
the Reagan years will be characteri2»d by 
yet another reaction to freedom in 
women's clothes. The corporate look for 
women, si^pposedly indicating that 
women are making strides in the 
traditionally male-dominated world of 
commerce (unthinkable at the beginning 
of the century), is only another coafining 
style with its pin-stripes and insi^nce on 
navy. 

The pages of Vogue provide no truly 
new modes, just reinterpretations of the 

New Look, the mini, the flapper dres.s. 
and even the Edwardian silhouette 
Norma Kamali gets her ideas from Lower 
East side punks. Zandra Rhodes from the 
Bloomsbury group, Ralph Lauren from 
English gentry. The confusion is 
indicative of paradoxical signals on all 
sides. Women are supposed to be sexual, 
social, and professional equals to men yet 
Nancy Reagan and the Princess of Wales, 
highly feminine dressers and career 
wives, are the most admired women in the 
woi'ld We'll just have to wait and see 
MeanwhiU'. h^llc pi-edicts the return of 
bell-bottomed trou.sers and platform 
shoes. What does ihal indicate about the 
future of the female image?

cream-colored stripes laments, "We used to have these 
with red stripes and they sold pretty well." But not 
anymore.

At the 
high end there is the $129 New Balance NB 1300 ^ked 
out with special cushioning, wedges and supports to 
make the running experience as pleasant and risk-free 
as possible. 

And what kind of people spend $129 on a pair of jock 
shoes? 

"People trom Killearn," said Jordan jokingly. 




For all theu- high-tech wizardry, though, some running 
shoes may do more harm than good. Dr. ^phen Gross, 
a Tallahassee podiatrist specializing in bio-mechanics 
and sports medicine, recommended a thorough 
examination for people wishing to find the best shoe. 

"There's a very high percentage of peopU wtth 
abnormal feet-about 80 percent," said Gross. 

And while shoes come with varying types of wedges, 
anti-pronation devices (to limit side-to-side motion) and 
degrees of shock absorbtion, the decision to use them is 
best left to a professional. 

"People shouldn't ^t shoes with 'systems,' wedges, 
anti-pronators unless ihey need them," said Groas, who 
recently designed one such system for Brooks. "If you 
get the wrong type it could be }\jmt as biul— or worse— 
than not having the system." 

For those who can't afford an expensive consultation, 
Gross offered this advice: 

"If you don't know what to look for, choose a standard, 
mid-size shoe that fits properly. Almost any name brand 
will be a safe bet. 

"It used to be that you could pick up a pair of tennis 
shoes and hit the sb*eets," said Gross, noting that there's 
really nothing wrong with running short distances in 
court shoes. "Tennis shoes for running could be 
dangerous or increase the chance of injury as such 
because they won't absorb the constant strain (of distance 
running)." 

Gross also noted that with the popularity of running 
shoes, there is a new danger to the uninitiated. Running 
shoes, with their wide heels, are not designed for the 
lateral strains encountered in sports like tennis or 
racquetball. 

"The nmning shoe has a flared heel. It's much wider 
and has more shock absorbing qualities in the heel and 
sole. They're designed for straight-line motion rather 
than side-to-side. Running shoes tend to be more state- 
of-the-art than other shoes. Wearing the running shoe 
on the tennis court could be much more dangerous than 
vice-versa." 

Most of Gross' patients arrive, he said, after an injury 
has occurred. 

"It's unusual to have tl^m in on a previous basis," he 
mted. 

But in spite of recent horror stories about running 
injuries. Gross said that the sport is relatively safe. 
"If you're biomechanically sound, there isn't any 

reason why you'd hurt yourself, with the exception of 
some stupid mistake like falling in a hole. Where 
problems occur are in people with physical abnormalities 
such as small feet, bow-legs, weak arches or legs that 
turn out." 

In a n(n^Md walk, said Gross, your feet absorb a shock 
of about 125 percent of your body weight. 

"The faster you iner^ise, the higher the fmx;e," Gnms 
said. 

Top runners can experience a stress of four times 
normal body weight. "They're pushing themselves to the 
brink of disaster," noted Gross. 

For everyday wear, running shoes may be just what 
the doctor ordered. "They're the softest, most comfortable 
shoes available," said Gross.

Classical music, a la Felix

1829— Germany: It is a 

cold morning in late 
October. The family is out 
yodeling, the strudel has 
lost its tang and Felix 
Mendelssohn is bored out 
of his mind. In a wild fit of 
ennui, he decides to 
organize a concert. 

On the program is The 
Matthew Passion of J. S. 
Bach-- a piece of niu^ic 
which had not been 
performed since Bach's 
own time 75 years earlier. 

Mendelssohn's audience, 
used to a steady diet of new 
music, is stunn^. 

1986~Tallahassee, 
Florida: The tradition 
began by Mendelssohn 
more than 200 years ago is 
carried on as two Florida 
State University School of 
Music faculty members 
prepare to present a recital 
of "period" music using 
"period" instruments- 
designed to recapture the 
spirit of cls^ical music.

The performers, Karyl Louwenaar and Karen Clarke, 
spoke recently about the significance (rf their recital 
and the instruments they will be using. 
Louwenaar, who began to specialize in harpsichord 

performance about 15 years ago, will perform on a 
French style harpsichord which she described as "One 
of the latest models, therefore it has a larger compass 
than the earlier Flemish and Italian instruments." Her 
instrument was made bv William Dowd of Boston in 
1975. 

Jeffrey Kite-Powell, music historian and faculty 
member at the School of Music, pointed out that "The 
harpsichord only recently gained normal status. 

Earlier in the 20th century an Englishman, Arnold 
Dolnetch, began research into early instruments, 
particularly the harpsichord, and his efforts led to the 
gradual acceptance of that instrument and its eventual 
popularity. 

Karen Clarke, an alumnus of the prestigious Baroque 
Performance Institute at Oberlin College, Ohio, recently 
returned from an intensive summer of study in England. 



She brought with her a custom-made baroque violin, 
which has some very distinctive differences from its 
modern counterpart. While it is based on the famous 
^radivarius in overall sliape and design, the strings are 
gut instead of metal and are braided (one with silver 
thread) for a more authentic and historically accurate 
sound. 

"This violin has no chin rest, so any change in hand 
position means you have to hold the violen with your 
chin," said Louwenaar. That's something you would 
never have to do on the modern instrument during 
performance. 

The new bow also has a few different features. It's 
shorter than the modern bow and the uppermost section 
produces more sound, making life difficult for the 
performer. While violinists can usually hear when the 
bow is running out, with the baroque version you may 
always he surprised. 

But the most important difference between the old and

new is the sound. The baroque violin is incredibly 
beautiful; Richer, deeper, and less penetrating than the 
modern violin, it blends naturally with the timbre of a 
harpsichord, and does greater justice to the composers' 
intentions. 

But these instruments are certainly not without their 
drawbacks. The harpsichcwd, when not played with 
experienced hands, can be very noi^ and unmusical. The 
violin can also cause a plethora of problems. 

"It's very difTicult to keep in pitch," Clarke pointed 
out as she retunes between movements during a 
rehearsal. This morning I opened my violin case and 
the E-string was broken. In the rainy season you ll lose 
strings like those right and left." 

Douglas Seaton, School oi Music faculty member and 
musicoli^st, explained the reasons for the recent 
interest in period music. 

"Audience of this century have long been disillusioned 
with the new music of the 20th century. They only have 
two other options. One, they can continue listening to 
the harmonic mush of the 19th century, or two, return 
to early music which is so old that it is new," he said. 

"The music of that period is clear-textured polyphony, 
with one instrument per line of music, so that everything 
is audible and anyone can eryoy it. Moreover, these 
compost's wrote for sp^ific instruments. If the modern 
piano had been available to bs^, he iM»^ubt would have 
written different music for it." 

Louwenaar will perform two solo selections on the 
harpsichord. The first is a set of ^ort pieces by the 
late-17th/early-18th century composer Francois 
Couperin, who, according to Louwenaar "Wrote as 
idiomatically for the harpsichord as Debussy or Chopin 
wrote for the piano." The second piece is Bach's 
"Chromatic Fantasy and Fugue," which while not his 
most difficult work technically, calls for very mature 
interpretation. 

Anothm' work by Bach is the big duo work on the 
program. The Sonata in E Minor » one of the earliest 
which could truly be called a duo sonata, uses every 
sound and feeling that the instruments and performers 
can muster. 

There will be thr^ other duets: sonatas by the Italians 
Vivaldi and Corelli, and two short works by Couperin 
which were originally written for two harpsichords but 
are here transcribed as duets for violin and harpsichord. 

Karyl Louwenaar and Karen Clarke will perform 
at 8 p.m. on Sunday, Sep. 7 in the FSU's North 
Recital Hall. Admission"^ firee.

than I did." 

The 18-day trip included four concerts, one in a 
"holiday house," or resort hotel, outside of Leningrad, 
two in Krasnodar, and one at a "Palace of Culture" for 
textile workers in Kishinev. The latter, explained 
Tedder, is a concert hall included in the textile 
I»t>diK^n complex. "They provide entertainment for the 
workers." 

Said Turnbull, "It became clear to us that much of the 
social and recreational life the community is tied 
around the workplace." 

For Pam Laws, it was the two Krasnodar concerts that 
provided an unusual experience. 

"I was real nervous," she said. "I'm not usually 
nervous, but I was a nervous wreck in Krasnodar because 
I knew how important those concerts were to the 
program. 1 worried, 'Are they going to accept this?"' 

Ac(K>rding to Turnbull, Laws need not have worried at 
iJl. "The concerts had to be the highlight of the trip," 
he said "Pam in particular was a marvelous goodwill 
ambassador. She ended the concerts by wading into the 
crowd like an American politiciMi, and it brought down 
the house." 

Laws said that her crowd contact was a natural 
accompaniment to her closing song, "Reach Out and 
Touch Somebody's Hand." 

"Maybe they didn't understand all the music, the jazz, 
but when I walked oat into those audiences, people were

reaching for me," she said. 

Such personal contact is a good example of what Bob 
Broedel, the organizer aiKi moving spirit of the 
Tallahassee-Krasnodar exchange, calls "citizen 

diplomacy." 

According to Broedel, the concept of sister cities 
originated under the Eisenhower Administration, and 
five U.S.-U.S.S.R. pairings were established after the 
Nixon-Brezhnev talks. With the exception of the Seattle- 
Tashkent program, the pairings did not survive the 
Russian invasion of Afghanistan. 

"They were top-down," said Broedel of the defunct 
programs. "What we have now are community groups 
forming and getting the mayor involved—the bottom-up 
method. Since 1980, there's been an interest across the 
nation in citizen diplomacy. And groups like the War 
Resister's League and the Quakers are putting more 
energy into this than ever before." 

Tallahassee's citizen diplomats returned from Russia 
with the belief that bending over backwards can bear 
fruit. 

"I'm interested in anything we can reasonably do to 
pronMrte peace," said Mitchell.

Three locid poUticiaiis said they don't believe 
Leon County Supervisor of Elections Jan Pietrzyk 
can manage the run-off on his own. Former Leon 
County School Board member Broward Davis and 
House District 10 candidate Howell Ferguson said 
the Florida Department of State— or Meggs' office, 
Ferguson said— ought to monitor or supervise the 
the work of Pietrzyk's office. 

The Department of State and its Division of 
Ele^ions are ultimately responsible for the state's 
election. 

Jimmy Lohman, of the heon County Democratic 
Executive Committee, said Gov. Bob Graham 
should suspend Pietrzyk and replace him, at least 
tempcnrarily, with fmrmer SupmrviscNr J(^ Sullivan, 

Jr. 

"This guy (Sullivan) was born in the election 
office," said Lohman. "He has election levers in his 
blood. He knows what he's doing." 

Graham got involved in the election Wednesday 
when his lawyers asked Meggs to continue his 
office's investigation.

Some Republican Party leaders, however, 
thought Pietrzyk might not have been responsible 
for the ele<^on mishaps. 

"I think it was awfully fishy," Florida Republican 
Party chairperson Jeanie Austin told the 
Tallahassee Democrat Wednesday.

Forget the forfeit; 
Seminoles ready 
to battle Huskers

If Florida State is to move its record to 2-0 it will have 

to do it the old fashioned way — earn it. 

A controversy arose Wednesday night and the FSU- 
Nebraska game was: 'Eligibility — does anyone have it?' 

The answer: "Yes, everyone." 

"I'm glad with the way things are. That's the way it 
ought to be," said FSU Head Coach Bobby Bowden. 

"On Wednesday night, I admit I was getting 
overconfident. But it was like a reccuring dream I have 
where we are beating Florida 21-0 in the third quarter. 
Then I wake up and it's not real. I woke up Hiursday 
and it was not real." 

Real or Unreal the final 'mini-verdict' stands. It states 
that 60 Nebraska players did indeed commit infractions 
involving the use of complimentary tickets and are 
subject to punishment. However, the Cornhuskers 
appealed the decision and no sentence will be handed 
down until the Eligibility Committee makes a decision 
on the appeal, which is not until Tuesday. By that time 
the FSU game will be history. 

Thus, tbe Ckx-nhusd^m have avoided biting the bullet 
for one game — an important contest considering ABC- 
TV is covering it prime time. Nebraska should make 
about $280,000 from the network. 

But what about football? Now that the courtroom isn't 
going to decide the outcome, how will the Seminoles do 
against the No. 8 ranked team in the nation? 

"I feel the talent level is equal. It's just a matter of 
whc executes," said Bowden. 

FSU does have an advantage in that it has one game 
under its belt, a 24-0 victory over Toledo. However, this 
week in practice, things have been cut short twice due 
to the stormy Tallahassee weather. 

"You are never prepared for a team the caliber of 
Nebraska," said Bowden. 

Past history has shown that Bowden is the coach to 
lead a team to victory against a tough road foe. He is 
2-1 at Nebraska, 4-1 at LSU, 2 0 at Ohio State and 2-0 
at Arizona State. Last year, FSU shocked the 
Cornhuskers by holding a halftime lead to win 17-13. 

Nebraska will have one major change in its lineup 
Sateu-day. Tailback Doug Dubose, who gained 129 yards 
with 6m TD against the Seminoles last year, is out for 
the season with a leg injury. That injury could be 
misleading since his backup, Keith Jones, is said to be 
faster than DuBose.

"They'll produce another high-caliber tailback. They 
have a stable of horses there," said Bowden. 

Another potent runner FSU must deal with is Steve 
Taylor, an option quarterback with blinding speed. The 
sophomore QB saw limited action last year and became 
the first second year man to be named starter at the 
beginning of the seascm by CoriUiusker coach Tom 
Osborne. 

Entering the game with an inexperienced quarterback 
is unsettling enough for Osborne who thinks the cards 
are stacked against him because this is FSU's second 
game. 

"Last year FSU had a very dramatic turnaround 
between their game at Tulane and their game up here," 
he said. "They played almost without error here." 

The Seminoles were far from error-free last week 
against Toledo. They committed six turnovers, but the 
defense was able to hold a weak Rocket offense. 

Because of last week's game, fullback Dayne Williams 
has earned the starting nod. Williams gained 46 yards 
on four carries including a 36-yard scamper for a TD. 

With all the pregame hype and controversy, Bowden 
put things in prospective by keeping things simple.

Tigers hoping to spoil Riley's debut

Tuskegee University is the winningest football team 
in NCAA Division II football history with 426 victories. 
But most of those wins came in the old days. 

On Saturday at 7 p.m., Tuskegee brings its show to 
town to face Florida A&M with hopes of ruining Ken 
Riley's debut performance as Rattler head coach. 

The Golden Tigers had a disappointing season last year 
finishing 3 6-1 and FAMU blew them out of Bi^g 
Stadium 34 6 at the Rattlers' homecoming. The best part 
about Tuskegee's upcoming season is that the team isn't 
getting any younger. 

"Last year, we had 55 freshman on the team and we 
only graduated four lettermen," said offensive 
coordinator Michael Williams. "Now all of them have 
a year's experience and they are ready to improve on 
what they did last year." 

Although the bulk of Tuskegee's players are very 
inexperienced, Head Coach James Martin said whether 
the Golden Tigers have veterans or beginners on the 
field, they always throw everything they have at their 
opponents. 



"We won't be holding anything back with FAMU," 
Martin said. "There won't be any settling in for us., We 
will come on strong from the start." 

Riley approaches the ballgame with almost the same 
philosophy. He said the Rattlers need to get on with the 
new season and take the upper hand early. 

"We beat them handily last yeai-, but we have to forget 
about that and prove we can contend from the start," 
said Riley. "We are going to make an impression early." 

Tuskegee comes to Tallafaasse with a local athlete 
directing the team at quarterbadt. Quincy's Tony Carroll 
will arrive with a point to prove. Last season, in his 
freshman year, he completed 87 «rf 181 passes for 1,322 
yards and nine touchdowns. 

"He's coming to Tallahasse to show us that he should 
have been recruited by FAMU, " Riley said. "It's our job 
to show him why he wasn't." 

Defensively, the Golden Tigers are led by junior free 
safety Tracy Miller, a 6-foot-2. 195-pound all-conference 
performer. He tied for second place in interceptions last 
season in Division II with eight.

District 10 
candidates put 
on the gloves

With barely three weeks left before the 
Sept. 30 Democratic run-off, state House 
candidate Carol Bellamy and her 
supporters have gone on the offensive 
against opponent Hurley Rudd. They argue 
Rudd is too old, too conservative and not 
well-educated enoi^h to acquire power 
rapidly for Leon County in the Legislature. 

But Rudd has painted the Bellamy 
comments as the desperate acts of a 
candidate running behind in the race. 

Bellamy and her supporters have made 
this point in a series of interviews and at 
a campaign rally Friday evening. At that 
rally Bellamy challenged Rudd to a debate 
uid compared her match-up with Rudd to 
the 1974 runoff between Rudd and Herb 
Morgan, which Mcnrgan won. 

''History can afid will repeat itself;" she 
said. 

Bellamy and Rudd, both former 
Tallahassee mayors, apparently beat back 
three other House District 10 candidates 
last Tuesday and will square off in the Sept. 
30 runoff primary. They seek the seat of the 
retiring Morgan (D-Tallahassee), who 
served as House budget chief for four of his 
12 years in the House. 

Rudd out-polled Bellamy by 1,163 votes 
Tuesday, winning 36 percent of the vote to 
her 31 percent. 

Tue^ay's fourth place candidate, Alan 
Lawson, has endorsed Rudd, and Rudd said 
he has gotten some support from followers 
of third and fifth place finishers Howell 
Ferguson and Maury Kolchakian. 

"If I was in (Bellamy supporters') 
position, I'd be worried too," said Rudd. 

Kolchakian said he won't be making an 
endorsement, and Ferguson said he is still 
considering it. Several Ferguson 
supporters— including Ferguson's 
campaign manager Jcto Ryan, former 
Mayor Kent Spriggs and local teacher's 
union official David Clark— were at 
Bellamy's rally Friday. 

Bellamy, a lawyer, hsis emphasized that 
the leaders of the state House and Senate 
are no longer North Florida "good old 
boys," but young, college-educated Central 
and South Florida urban moderates. If Leon 
County is to maintain the power in the 
House it had with Morgan and outgoing 
House ^aker JauMiNlieurold Thompson 
(D-Chretna), from GaditoCcMiBty; ^e said, 
it must %nd legislators to the House who 
can get along with those moderates, said 
Bellamy. 

Bellamy has touted her friendship with 
outgoing House budget chief Sam Bell, who 
will be House speaker in 1990. Bell and 
Bellamy went to high school together. 

Bellamy stressed Friday that the person 
to replace Morgan this year must be

County wants 
Pietrzyk to 
catch a fire

While two groups of officials spent the 
weekend checking some 180 voting 
machines used in Tuesday's bungled 
primary election, the Leon County 
Commission called on Supervisor of 
Elections Jan Pietrzyk to "step aside ' at 
least temporarily and let someone else run 
the Sept. primary election. 

CommissMMT Doug Nichols brought the 
motion to a special commisrion meeting 
Friday, and the county board passed it 5-0. 

Nichols' motion call^ for Gm. Bob 
Graham to appoint a "special master" to 
run the Sept. 30 election. The intent was 
not to pressure Pietrzyk to resign, 
commissioners said, but to have someone 
other than Pietrzyk make sure that election 
runs smoothly while an investigation 
decides how things went wrong Tuesday. 

"What we did was much le^ cruel than 
what some oi the citiz^M who have caU^ 
us suggested," said Commissioner Bob 
Henderson. 

By Sunday evening two of the three 
members of the county's canvassing 
board— the gi'oup responsible for approving 
the election results— had checked the vote 
totals on all but 10 of the machines used 
Tuesday, according to County 
Commissioner Bill Montford. 

Montford said he and County Court 
Judge John Cnim would probably finish

FSU Health Center chills test stress

Your midterm exam looms just five 
minutes away, but that's all right. You've 
studied all w^, and on cue you'll burst out 
in a litany of precise and relevant facts, l^t 
then your stone-faced professor strolls in 
the r(x>m, and strange things begin to 
happen. Your body shakes, your heart 
pounds, and your hands gush sweat. And 
what's worse, you can't remember a single 
fact, formula, or date. 

People in this situation aren't unusual, 
but are experiencing a common malady 
among students: test anxiety. One Florida 
Sate Umverdty junior explained how tests 
affect her. 

"I get so uptight for the test, I go in and 
I can't remember a Ihing,'* said Anne 
Plohr. "I get a sick feeling in my stomach." 

Test anxiety affects students of all ages 
and majors, according to FSU counseling 
psychologist Karol Brigham. The fear and 
nervousness associated with test taking 
aren't unusual, she said, and are sometimes 
actually a stimulus for better performance.

In some instances, however, test anxiety 
can seriously hamper a student's 
performance. Others may turn in a blank 
esam or find they can't concentrate on 
materiad while studying, said Brigham. 

'The worst cases are people who study 
and are prepared and don't eiwn e^w up 
for the test," she said. 

A student whose anxieties have become 
debilitating should seek help, said 
Brigham. Free counseling for health-fee 
paying students is available at the FSU 



Counseling Center, part of which consists 
of participation in "stress management 
groups" of five to seven persons. 

These groups are not only for students 
with sucademic difficulties, said Brigham, 
but are B^so for stucknte eiqieriencing test 
anxiety. 

"Anxiety comes in a lot of different 
ways," Brigham said. "A person's worries 
in some other area may generalize into 
anxiety over tests." 

Brigham said there are several ways to 
minimize test anxiety. Students should try 
to make a "cognitive change" in the way 
they view a test situation. This includes 
pinpointing the source of the anxious 
feelings and realizing that taking an exam 
is not a life-threatening atiiati<m. Anxious 
rtudrats ^{Mild develop a reaHrtic attitude 
aboirt the significance of tests, said 
Brigham. 

"I think we have some misconceptions 
about what passing a test really nwans," 

she said.

His advocacy on behalf of Leon County voters helped restore a 
semblance of credibility to an election which will long be 
remembered for its myriad problems. We agree with Meggs' 
argument that the election should have been put on hold pending 
a decision on the validity of votes cast. And we expect that Meggs' 
challenge will give other candidates impetus to challenge the final 
votes. 

Dart: To the NCAA for trying to place 60 Nebraska football 
players on probation for the Flori 'r State football game. The 
geverning body assessed the penalty after judging the players 
guilty of giving away complimentary football tickets. But, the 
sanctions appear ridiculous given the fact that the Cornhuskers 
didn't get any money for the tickets— they simply gave the them 
to friends instead of family members. Thanks to an appeal. 
Nebraska didn't lose any players for the contest with FSU, but it 
will have to plead its case before the NCAA on Tuesday. Hopefully, 
tie NCAA will see that it has gone too far this time and reduce 
its ridiculous penalty. 

Dart: To the Immigration and Naturalization Service and to 
Martin Spiegel, the INS judge who presided over the Margaret 
Randall case. Spiegel ruled Aug. 28 that Randall's writings, 
Sjfecifically her book Spirit of the People, "advocate the doctrines 
ol WOTld communism" and denied Randall an adjustment of her 
ilBinigration status. Unless Randall wins an appeal, the 49-year- 
old oral historian will have to leave the U.S. by Dec. 1. Randall 
was born in the U.S. but took Mexican citizenship in 1967 in order 
to secure a decent job. Her one wish now is to live out the rest of 
her life in peace with her family at her Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
home. But the INS is determined to stop her— she has been 
viciously red-baited and become the target of a McCarthy-style 
witchhunt. 

But Randall has committed no crime— she has simply chosen to 
exercise her right to free speech. The real reason the INS and the 
Reagan administration want Randall out is because she's an 
articulate and outspoken critic of government actions. Her writings 
and photographs are undoubtedly damning to administration 
policies. But what gives a government, which hails itself as the 
foremost protector of individual liberties, the right to kick out one 
of its native born just because of her views? Since when does 
American democracy leave no room for dissent?

Older societies have long made a distinction 
between poverty and misery. While the poor still 
h^ their place in the community, the miserable 
had no place. Their problem was not lack of ac- 
cess to money but an inherent unfttne^ f« nor- 
mal human ^iety. 

Americans today are applying this distinction 
to growing numbers of people within their midst, 
coming to view entire groups as outcasts in a way 
that would have been unthinkable even five 
years ago. 

Since the late 1970s, the term "underclass" has 
been appearing with increasing freqency in the 
media. At first it seemed just a way of 
designating the permanent poor. But in recent 
years it has been applied to the ghetto poor who 
are now men not just as jobless but as set apart 
from mainstream society by radically different 
values. 

Black males in ghettos are prime examples, ac- 
cused, even in black publications, of being little 
more than "baby factories." While the black mid- 
dle class has many strong male figures to look 
up to, thousands of poor black men are seen as 
out there roaming around like rootless nomads. 

But gh^to black males are not the only ones 
relegated by the new outlook to underclass 
status. At least four other categories can be add- 
ed to the roster: prisoners, AIDS victims, the 
mentally ill, and illegal immigrants. All bear a 
stigma of being unfit for or even dangerous to 
human society. 

In earlier times, reformers succeeded in chang- 
ing the status of convicts from outcasts to peo- 
ple deemed capable of being rehabilitated. But 
recently this has given way to a new view which 
classifies some as non-violent and salvageable 
and crthers as violent and unsalvageable. Sugges- 
tions have even been made that if the latter are 
to be released, electronic devices be implanted 
in their brains to control them. 

In the 1970s, homosexuals gained a legitimate 
if tenuous place in society by virtue of the "libera- 
tion sentiments" of the era. Now that legitimacy 
is being undermined by the public's dread of AIDS. 
Despite overwhelming medical assurances that 
AIDS cannot be transmitted through casual con- 
tact, AIDS victims— and by association gays— are 
itMn*easingly regarded as pariahs. The fact that 
AIDS is mm bei^ linked to the darker-skinned 
poor wiU mafy evhsam its victims' outcast status. 

In the er& ci r^am, the mratally ill were 
regarded as patients to be cured— and new men- 
tal health prc^ams and'Hofq^itals were set up to » 
heal them. Now as cutl^iu*^ in these efforts hav4*' '

have become the most troublesome and least 
sympathy-arousing among the country's growing 
populationg of homeless and destitute. 

The biggest underclass in the country may be 
formed by illegal immigrants. Traditionally 
targets for arrest, deportation or other measures 
that branded them as aliens and therefore 
beyond the protection of American law, today 
what makes them "dangerous" is sheer numbers. 
Coming in by the millions, they live in the 
shadows, unwant^ hy most Americans, yet need- 
ed by too many for theur cl^p labm*. Even if t^r 
status shouldl)e legidized by amnesty th^ will 
remain second class citi^ns. 

Reinforcing the new view of these groups is 
Americans' changing view of poverty. True, 
Americans historically looked down on poverty, 
regarding it as a sin. But just as the sinner could 
be redeemed, so it was felt the poor could work 
themselves out of poverty. No matter how little 
wealth they had, they were still considered 
members of society. 

Now there is a sense that there are poor peo- 
ple about who are beyond the pale. Struggling 
single black mothers may be portrayed sym- 
pathetically, but ghetta black males are out- 
siders. Fear of violence is so ^p that the public 
would favor permanent incarceration of violent 
criminals— if it could afford it. AIDS victms are 
already a pariah class, as are the many mental- 
ly ill on the streets, including many Vietnam 
vets. And few Americans welcome the waves of 
immigrants coming in from Latin countries as 
healthy additions to American society. 

When Victor Hugo published his great novel 
Les Miserables about a man condemned to p^il 
servitude, he pleaded fw the humanity of out- 
casts living at the lowest depths of human some- 
ty. When Jesus dined with publicans and harlots, 
he identified with the outcasts, not the poor. 

As our underclasses grow, America is in danger 
of becoming like societies of earlier times, with 
their Gypsies, Jews, untouchables, mendicants, 
lepers, madmen, and, of course, aliens. 

Every one of those societies ended up degrad- 
ed as their mainstream classes branded too many 
humans around them as unfit to consort with nor- 
mal human beings. So, too, American society 
' be movmg in this direction as we seem to

Marty: TV's legacy to the silver screen

In the early 50s, the motion picture industry was 
reeling from the effects of television's draw upon its 
traditional audience. Television quickly captured 
weekend evenings with "must-see" variety shows, 
western drama and wacky comedy. Major studios went 
into decline, releasing many talented people who formed 
independent studios ready and willing to try new forms 
and formulas. Some turned to forms emerging from 
television, including the increasingly popular one-hour 
television play, like those on Playhouse Ninety and the 
Hitchcock hour. 

Marty is an excellent adaptation and expansion of a 
teleplay by Paddy Chayefski, a top writer of the time. 
What the novel is to the Hollywood feature film, the short 
story is to the teleplay, and Marty bears a much closer 
resemblance to the latter. 

But, Marty is really much more than an interesting 
example of experimental film. It also succeeds in its 
efforts to natursdistically portray a working-class hero 
striving for dignity and fulfillment in life. 

Ernest Borgnine is earnest in his sensitive Oscar- 
winning portrayal of the title role as a 34-year old Italian- 
American bachelor, a chubby Bronx butcher, pushed 
toward marriage by family and friends. 

But the women he meets reject him all too easily, 
caught in the same superficial evaluation system as the 
men in this film. Marty's shallow buddies exemplify the 
{problem. To them, women are "tomatoes," "squirrels, ' 
"dolls," and "dogs." Their behavior models come from 
fftsogynist det^ive novels: "That Mickey l^illane 
knows how to handle women." 

Marty, a victim of social superficiality, even judges 
himself unfairly, taking the hint from so many rejections, 
losing hope of finding acceptance until he meets Clara 
(Betsy Blair). She is a shy school teacher and another 
long-suffering victim of rejection. But their mutual 
recognition and acceptance sparks a transformation in 
each. Suddenly, the future holds out hope as Marty's 
feelings of social and personal inferiority dissolve under 
the influence of love. With Marty's encouragement, 
Clara finds the strength to accept a career promotion and 
move out of her parents' house. 

But Marty's ordeal is not over. Peer pressure asserts 
itself, as his "buddies" chedlenge him to recognize the

group's values of shallow crudity, stagnation, and 
indecision. Even his family members selfishly reverse 
their positions of support on ethnic and social grounds: 
"Those college girls, they're-a one step from-a the street." 

In the end, our hero is left to choose between his new- 
found happiness and previous loyalties.

The Swe^ Smell of Success 

This portrait of perversion, paranoia, and power- 
seeking despotism has achieved an uneasy timelessness, 
as evidenced by the "I've got mine" attitude of the '80s. 

Burt Lancaster is solid as the nearly all-powerful New 
York columnist, ruthlessly wielding the ability to create 
or destroy careers across the nation. He is the ultimate 
control-addict, manipulating all who crawl to him for 
acceptance. "I love this dirty town," he says. 

Tony Curtis, as the sleek opportunist who plays to 
Lancaster's need for control, is a doomed character, a 
pawn imagining himself a knight in a despot's game. 

Lancaster's passion extends to his own sister (well- 
played by Susan Harrison) and drives him to extremes 
as he tries to have her lover killed. This obsession 
becomes the main motivation in the film, but this aspect 
of Lancaster's character is a weak link in what is 
otherwise a strong performance, as the actor seems 
unable to deny the natural integrity he typically exudes.

1 Nebraska scalps Seminoles

LINCOLN, NEB.-After trailing at 
halftime, the eighth-ranked Nebraska 
Cornhuskers dominated the second half of 
Saturday night's game to defeat the 
eleventh-rated Florida State Seminoles 
34-17. 

The Nebraska second half comeback was 
due to the performaiwe of quarterback 
Steve Taylor who threw two touchdown 
passes and ran for two himself to key the 
Cornhusker win. 

FSU Head Coach Bobby Bowden said he 
thought the difference was the ability of 
Taylor to make the big play. "Defensively, 
I thought we did pretty well," he said. "The 
diff(M'ett<» was on the third and long plays. 
That's where he made the great plays. He 
is a great player." 

The Seminoles hurt themselves on two 
Nebraska touchdowns because they were 
flagged for two <;ostly pass interference 
penalties. 



The first penalty came with Nebraska 

trailing 17-10 and faced with a third and 
eight at the FSU 15. Taylor was forced to 
scramble and tried to hit split end Rod 
Smith. The Seminoles' Eric Williams was 
called for interference to give the 
Cornhuskers first and goal at the six. 
Taylor %tn>ed on the next play to tie the 
score at 17. 

The second penalty occured when 
Nebraska drove to the FSU 22. On a second 
ctown and ten play, Taylor dropped back to 
pass to his favorite target. Smith. This time 
the Seminoles' Martin Mayhew was guilty 
of interference. That gave the Cornhuskers 
a first down at the 12. On the next play, 
Taylor hit Todd Millikan for a touchdown. 
. FSU scored on its first possession to grab 
a 7-0 lead. The big play on the drive was 
when the Seminoles gained 33 yards when 
guard Mark Salva picked up a Victor Floyd

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Air Riley flops, 
but Rattlers win 
with timely defense

There wasn't much wind in the herald "Air Riley" 
passing attack on Saturday. 

Even though one end of the game plan was 
unsuccessful, Florida A&M still managed to keep the 
upper hand against Tuskegee with a 17-9 victory at 
Bragg Stadium in both teams' season opener. 

Sophomore quarterback Oscar Williams struggled in 
his firrt collegiate start with only five completions in 18 
attempts. One of Williams* few bright spots came early 
in the second quarter when he found tight end Ricky 
West in the end zone for an 11-yard scoring toss, giving 
FAMU a 14-3 lead. 

Will iams said although he had a poor showing 
statistically, he was still satisfied with the outcome of 
the game. 

"I put a lot of pressure on myself before the game and 
it really turned out to be a learning experience for me," 
Williams said. 'The most important thing is that we won 
the ball game." 

Tuskegee also emphasized the passing game. Golden 
Tiger quarterback Tony Carroll, a Quincy native, fared 
somewhat better than Williams, completing 17 of 39 
passes for 309 yards. FAMU Head Coach Ken Riley gave 
Carroll credit on his passing performance. 

"He did better than we expected," said Riley. "Carroll 
has a year's experience and it showed." 

FAMU running back Tony Barber didn't see any action 
in the second half of the game, but still rushed for 41 
yards and scored the first touchdown of the season for 
the Rattlers. Barber did play long enough to move into 
second place overall in career ruriiii^ at FAMU. 

"I feel great about moving up in the standings, but I 
wasn't putting too much emphasis on it," Barber said. 
"Hopefully I will be able to get a chance to break Willie 
Galimore's (FAMU career rushing) record before the 
season ends." 

Although the offense put the points on the scoreboard, 
Riley said the key to the victory was the play of the 
defense. 

"Our offense is young and we lost our poise a couple 
(rf times." said Riley. "The defense is responsible for the 
win, especially in the second half when Tuskegee picked 
up momentum." 

With the first game out of the way for FAMU, the 
Rattlers are off on the right foot in their attempt to 
return to the glory days. According to Riley, the team 
will have to improve to be successful next Saturday in 
Jacksonville against defending Division 1-AA champ 
Georgia Southern. 

"If we play like we did against Tuskegee, we're going 
to be in trouble," Riley said. "We made some mistakes 
that we are going to have to correct before next 
weekend."

Primary winners endorsed by opponents

Three underdog candidates who survived last Tuesday's 
bungled primary election picked up endorsements over the 
weekend from some (rf their former opponents. 

Getting endorsements were Leon County Commission 
District 3 candidate Ed Fenn, state Senate District 5 
candidate Doug Nichols and state House District 9 
candidate W. Taylor Moore. 

Unsuccessful District 3 candidates Michael Free and Bob 
Romans said Friday they're both supporting Fenn against 
eight-year incumbent Bob Henderson in the Sept. 30 
Democratic run-off. 

"I believe we need a change, " said Romans.

Although Fenn was the District 3 challenger who 
criticized Henderson the least, the former Leon County 
superintendent of schools surprised Henderson with a 30 
percent share of Tuesday's vote. Henderson took 37 
percent, putting the two in a runoff. 

Free and Romans look for a united anti-Henderson vote 
to topple the incumbent, but Henderson said he has 
already received support from some of their backers. 

"Some people interpret it as a progressive thing to be 
against the incumbent/' said Henderson, "I don't buy 
that." 

Unsuccessful Senate candidate Michael Moore endorsed 
Nichols, a third-term Leon County commissioner, Friday. 
Moore said Nichols' views, particularly on environmental 



issues, were closer to his own than those of opponent 
Wayne Hollingsworth. Moore, the lone black candidate, 
got 13 percent of the vote. 

Hollingsworth won all nine of the district's rural 
counties arid earned nearly a quarter of the vote in Leon 
County. Hollingsworth said he felt good about Leon 
County support going into the election, but Nichols aide 
Bill Manley said misaligned ballots in Leon County voting 
booths caused some votes for third place candidate 
Eldridge Beach to go to Hollingsworth. 

Nichols barely managed to nudge Hollingsworth into a 
runoff, with 24 percent of the vote. Hollingsworth won 45

Not since Paul Rutkovsky displayed a file 
rottingj^^burgers at the Florida State University 
Fine Art Gallery has a work of art caused so much 
controversy in Tallahassee. The latest incident 
involves a piece of work by faculty member and 
1982 National Endowment for the Arts fellowship 
winner Jim Roche that was pulled from the faculty 
exhibit before the art show even opened. 

The work in question is a framed acrylic-on-paper 
drawing with the words "aids cures them" wri 
in cursive across it. Those three words created a 
scandal and cries of censorship when Jerry Dra] 
de^l^li^ FSU Art Department, opted to pull the 
work from the exhibition. 

**Aids Cures Them" Is a small part of a larger 
exhibit titled "Laughing to Keep From Crying," and 
Draper felt that "the impression created by the 
piece would have been unsatisfactory." 

"The piece is part of a larger series of panels 
which read one way when taken together, but 
another way when the panel was extracted," said 
Draper. 

Roche disagreed, saying that "it's Just a slice of

Art show opens under fire

Rarely has an art exhibition stirred up 
so much controversy in the capital city. 

The planned showing of "Aids Cures 
Them" by Florida State University 
faculty artist Jim Roche in this yesu-'s 
Studio Art exhibition at the FSU Fine Art 
Gallery drew criticism and threats of a 
boycott by other artists in the show. And 
after Arts Department Dean Jerry Draper 
ordered the piece taken down, cries of 
censorship were raised.

This year's Studio Art show marks the 
first time faculty work has been shown in 
the fall. As the opening exhibition in the 
1986-87 season at the Fine Art Gallery, 
it affords students the unique opportunity 
to view the work of their professors. 

The show includes all types of media, as 
well as a wide range of personal 
statements. 

Fabric artist Janet Markarian exhibits 
elegantly mummified figures, one witJi an 
animal head, that speak to ^ viewer of

ancient cultures, riches and death with a 
touch of humor. Strips of decorative cloth 
and tapes— sometimes studded with 
metal— bind the figures, creating an 
overall geometrical pattern. Patches that 
throb with lush embroidery cover each 
heart. Letters and words can be found 
throughout the wrapping, and it's fun to 
spend some time decoding. 

Abstractionist Trevor Bell's "Wheel 
Dream" visually dominates the central 
gallery. The canvas is shaped in a half 
circle fractured by a wedge-shaped 
insertion. Dense oranges, reds, blues and 
greens move the eye around the vibrant 
surface and unexpected changes in color

Although previous negotiations 
between city officials and a developer 
hoping to build a convention hotel in 
downtown Tallahassee have failed, a new 
offer seems to have gotten a favorable 
response from city officials. 

Tallahassee Mayor Jack McLean said 
Monday the latest offer from the Atlanta- 
based Patton Corp. would prove 
financially profitable for the city. 

"The Patton Corp. has put a substantial 
offer on the table," McLean said. "I think 
this is one we can support." 

McLean said Patton Corp.'s proposal 
would bring the city between $6 million 
and $7 million in revenue over the 
30-year lease period. 

The $25-million Capitol Hill Marriott 
project is scheduled to be built on the lot 
bordered by College Avenue and 
Jefferson, Duval and Bronough Streets. 

McLean mid unlike the two previous 
proposals that have come from Patton, 
this one would recoup the city's 
investment in the project. In return for 
purchasing the land behind City Hall for 
about $4.2 million, as well as $450,000 in 



improvements on the property, city 
officials asked Patton to sign a 30-year 
lease with annual payments of $336,000. 

Patton originally asked for a token fee 
of $10 a year and the second offer called 
for no payments to be made for the first 
eight years. In the ninth year Patton 
would pay $10,000. That amount would 
increase by $5,000 every year for the 
duration of the contract. 

City officials rejected that proposal 

because the return would only amount to 
$262,914 (adjusted for inflation), more 
than $4 million less than the city's initial 
investment. 

The deadline for negotiations was 
supposed to have been Sept. 1, but 
Patton's new proposal prompted the 
commission to extend it for two weeks. 
That proposal calls for the city to take 
control of the hotel's parking garage after 
the hotel has l:^en in operation for ten 
years. This would bring the city between 
$1.7 and $2.1 million in additional 
revenue. 

The city commission is scheduled to 
consider the Patton Corp. deal at its 
Wednesday night meeting. 



FSU insurance in good hands

A student health insurance plan 
sponsored by the Florida State University 
has shown a tremendous premium 
increase this year, but university 
administrators say the plan is still a 
bargain 

"We have been extremely fortunate fw 
a number of years," said Robert Marshall, 
Chairman of Risk Management, 
Insurance, and Business Law at FSU. 
"The rate structiu-e has finally caught up 
with us." 

Last year the annual policy for a single 
student on a plan underwritten by the 
Union Fidelity Life Insurance Co. cost 
$145. A slightly different plan this year 
costs $235, underwritten by the Colonial 
Life and Accident Insurance Co. 

One factor contributing to tibe rate hike 
is the difference in the policies, said Scott 
Kent, director of the ^udent Health 
Center. The 1986-1987 plan provides 
payment for treatment of pre-existing 
condition— problems which arise from 
incidents that occured prior to joining the 
plan— which was excluded from the Union 
Fidelity policy. Kent said this is an 
important improvement over last year. 

Kent said Union Fidelity took 
advantage of the lack of a pre-existing 
conditiotts clause. 



"They questioned every claim," said 
Kent. "They bent over backwards to 

search for pre-existing conditions." 

Barbara Lininger, a graduate student 
in modern languages, said she filed a 
minor claim last year with Union Fidelity 
but never received payment. 

"I hoi» it works better now than it did 
then," she said. 

Another difference in the policies is the 
hospital room and board benefit. The 
Colonial Life plan pays up to $200 per day 
for hospital room and board, whereas the 
previous program paid only $100 per day. 
The deductable has not changed: $25 per 
accident and $100 for sickness requiring 
treatment. 

The rate hike seems high but is still 
"very cheap compared to (the University 
of Florida) and (the University of Central 
Florida)," said Kent. 

"The students, in retrospect, have 
gotten a bargain," he said. 

Kent served as non-voting chairman of 
the committee that chose Colonial Life 
from about 30 other proposals. Another 
benefit offered by the company, said Kent, 
is a guarantee to retain the same price 
schedule for 1987-88. 

"I don't see (Colonial Life) making a 
^emendous amount of money because we 
got a trade-off," he said.

Bevis has criticized Lawson as an 
"ineffective" legislator who took credit for 
the work of House Speaker James Harold 
Thompson and House Rules Committee 
ehair Herb Moi^fan. 

*'With the lack of Thompson and 
Morgan, I expect Al will fall by the 
wayside," he said. "For our area, I hope 
I'm wrong." 

Moore, a tax lawyer, had no Republican 
opposition and will take on Lftwi^ in 
Nov. 4 general election.

For years, the No. 1 concern of Florida State University students 
has been the parking problem on campus. With over 13,000 student 
decals and less than 7,000 parking spaces, the reason is evident. 

Solutions to the situation have ranged from the ridiculous- 
paving over Landis Green or building a multi-million dollar 
parking garage on the Montgomery Gym tennis courts— to the 
ineffective. The latest remedy, improved bus service to the parkmg 
lot at Campbell Stadium, has been promoted by student 
government as a fix-all to the problem. SG believes that if 
transportation is adequate, students who don't find a space on 
campus will park at the stadium. This measure will work for 
awhile, but with FSU's ever-increasing stude^ bo^, it isn't a 
viable answer in the long-run. 

It is now time for FSU officials to wake up and do something 
about the parking crisis. If FSU's student population is going to 
continue to grow, the university cannot realistically expect to 
provide adequate parking spaces for students' cars. Instead of 
trying different measures to expand parking, FSU should look for 
ways to cut down on the number of cars vying for the few spaces. 
The most logical way of doing this is to not allow freshmen to bring 
their cars to campus. 

At first that sounds like a intrusion into freshmen's inalienable 
rights. But other universities have adopted similar measures, and 
it makes sense. Schools like Notre Dame, North Carolina and Duke 
have successfully cut down on the demand for campus parking. On 
top of that, those schools have reduced traffic congestion by 
prohibiting freshmen from driving their own cars. Wouldn't it be 
nice to drive down Woodward Avenue without being in a traffic 
jam? 

Implementing this plan would be practically painless. Starting 
next spring, the university would simply inform high school seniors 
that they couldn't bring their automobiles when they come to FSU. 
There might be some bellyaching and a few transfers, but the 
majority of prospective freshmen would simply get mom and dad 
to bring them up here. For just one year, freshmen could walk, ride 
a bike or use university transportation to get to their classes. They 
could also utilize Taltran to bus them to any city destination. 

Quite simply, a car is not a necessity to freshmen, it's a luxury. 
And with FSU's current parking situation, it's a luxury we cannot 
afford.

Zelda will 
become a Zero overnight. 

Members of the freriiman class may be 
interested in knowing, and sopohmores, upper 
division, and graduate students may remember 
tiiat in October of last year a march and 
demonstration in support of the liberation 
movement in South Africa was held on the steps 
of the state capitol. An estimated 700 students 
from both Florida A&M University and FSU 
participated in the activities that day, marching 
from their respective campuses, chanting a 
. slogan of freedom tfuif^t them by Tandi 
Gcabashe, an exile from tl» r^«isi(m that is the 
p^sent lot of the South Afi^^n nation. Amcmdla 
Gawetu! All power belongs to the people! 

For many of us it was the first public expression 
of our deep seated feeling of solidarity for the 
millions suffering a modern form of slavery 
across the sea. 

Sen. Arnette Girardeau (D-Jacksonville,) a 
distinguished member of the Florida Legislature 
explained the feelings of trtidarity the black 
raraftunity has for the people of South Africa at 
a forum held the eveniBg ti)e march. 

^raiNU argued that Mack Africans, forced fr«n 
their native lands and into idi^ bound fcnr 
America were stripped of all possessions and thus 
of all material ties to the families and cultures 
from which they were torn. Since few blacks can 
trace with any degree of accuracy the family, 
tribe, or even geographical region of their 
ancestors, they must assume that any African 
black man or woman could be a relative. When 
th^re is suffering, ther^ore, among the black 
population of Sm:^ AMm^ whm Aere is in fact 
ie^n^ed opfinsmm rfti^ mort severe kind, 
many Americans fe^ tlie q^resnon as though 
it is being perpslrated apd^ ^eir own t^mk 
and blood. 

Of course, the struggle of the South African 
people is not a concern of American blacks only. 
Support for a government which uses terror as 
a fmn of social control is an affront to the oeoole

of any nation that ch^i^M ft«edom, all the more 
m to whose constitution proclaims democracy 
as its noblest goal. 

The role that the United States will play in the 
South African revolution is one of the major 
moral and political issues currently confronting 
us. It is an issue which is not easily resolved and 
so will serve as a measuring rod by which the 
citizens of our nation can measure the moral" 
character and political conscience of our present 
and furture public officials. 

Last year, when mm being done to 
organize the rally and demonstration and 
coordinate the activities of FMIU mid FSU there 
was, with the exception of a few members, little 
support from the FSU Student ^nate. This year 
it seems the senate has come to recognize the 
historic importance of the events in South Africa 
and the value to the student body of bringing so 
honored a speaker as Nobel Laureate Desmond 
Tutu to FSU. 

To my knowledge there is no natural law that 
requires an FSU student government president 
to be a likeable, paper pusher-trainee with the 
energy of a white tornado and the political 
i^l^t 9i a cabbage patoh doll. But de8|»te her 
(^ani»ign promises Zarco's bdbavicMr in office does 
not distiguish her from the mediocre officers 
holders who proceeded her. 

Last year the president of the student body, 
Michael Bornstein, used the too familiar 
techniques of the noncommital bureaucrat. He 
never openly supported anti-apartheid activities 
on campus and never publicly opposed them. On 
so important an issue his response was simply 
to hide and hope nobody would notice. At the 
precise hour of the biggest student rally held in 
Tallahassee since the early 1970s Bornstein 
i^^M a press conference to dedicate a 
campus trolley car. 

Zelda Zarco cannot r^ieat the tactics of non- 
committeement that worked for Bornstein. The 
700 students who participated in the Oct. 9 
demonstration, half of which were from FSU, 
would not sit idly by. I think it would be a serious 
miscalculation on the part of Zarco to 
underestimate the importance of this issue to a 
large sector of the student body. Of course, such 
calculations are the stuff of politics at any level 
1^ we all learn by making mistakes. But one 
tiling is fw sure, Zelda ^des to veto the vote 
aMdb ^ ^ Studffiit Smite this past week 
will have to eipli^ her di^mi openly aad with 
a convincing rationale.

KARACHI, Pakistan— Opposition leader Benazir 
Bhutto and other dissident leaders were released 
Monday after weeks of detention in a crackdown on 
opponents demanding democratic elections. 

Bhutto, 33, was released 12 hours before she was 
scheduled to appear in court Tuesday to contort Iter Aug. 
14 arrest and detention without charges as "illegal, 
unconstitutional and malafide." Also Monday, four 
Palestinians were charged with murder and hijacking 
in the 16-hour siege of Pan Am Flight 73 and another 
victim died Monday, pushing the toll to 19. ofRcials said. 
The hijackers, seized by Pakistani commandos, said they 
wanted to fly to Cyprus to free three Arab prisoners. 
PARIS -Bomb attacks, including a car-bomb claimed 
by rival terrorist gi oups, inflicted heavy damage and 
caused at leiwt rae death in four cities across Europe 
Monday, police said. The blasts were felt in a Paris post 
office, in the Netherlands, in Stockholm and in West 
Germany. 

SANTIAGO, Chile— Security forces, empowered with 
state-of-siege authority following an assassination 
attempt against President Augusto Pinochet, arrested 
leftist leaders Monday, ci acked down on the opposition 
press and surrounded the city of Santiago.

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Aliens kidnap Cindy Williams' brain

Somewhere out in the desert of Southern California, 
things are turning weird. 

Uforia, a film made m 1981, is a descent into a world 
of evangelists, country music, '60s rejects, UFO's, and 
other great American traditions. Dissecting the lives of 
smalltown crazies, low-lifes and cons, this comedy, 
appears to have been Michael Nesmith's inspiration for 
Repo Man. 

Fred Ward, Cindy Williams and Harry Dean Stanton 
star in this bizarre paean to the fringe element. Ward is 
Sheldon, a greasy drifter who stumbles upon Arlene, a 
lonely, innocent, cosmic fruitcake of a grocery cashier 
played by Williams. In a town on the edge of the Mojave 
Desert, Sheldon is in league with Brother Bud, a hell- 
fire evangelist. Adding to Stanton's pantheon of 
characters. Brother Bud is a con artist who will try 
anything for a buck— whether it n^ns inverting souls 
or selling stolen cars. 

The rest of the cast is filled out by pyramid dwellers, 
a devout Christian and denizens of a land that s^ms 
to have stepped from the pages of tabloid newspapers. 

The plot centers on the relationship between Ward and 
Williams and the conflict between her unshaking faith 
(mostly in UFO's) against his cynicism. She winds up 
leading a group of true believers after announcing her 
dreams of a spaceship coming to rescue the flock from 
immiaent disaster. 

Natorally , Brother Bud taries to turn the entire episode 
into a way to make big money. 

Williams shines in the role of Arlene. A veteran of 
television's Laverne and Shirley and the American 
Graffiti pictures, she provokes the most response with 
her warmth and sincerity. As Arlene, she is successful 
by portraying a character who goes from abstinence and 
chastity to a life as a low-life's lover— trying all the while 
not to compromise her beliefs. 

Unfortunately, the same thing can't be said about 
Ward, who fakes a Texas drawl and is totally 
unconvincing as the derelict Sheldon. In the beginning, 
Ward's snake-like personna and lustful stares paint him 
a real sleaze. But when he interacts with Williams and 
tries to play a lowlife in love, he falters and fumbles over 
his lines.

Stanton, the veteran character actor whose credits 
include Alien and Paris, Texas performs with his usual 
energy and ability to deadpan anything the script calls 
for. 

Writer-director John Binder's firm grasp of the film 
keeps the pace moving at an exhilarating rate. Binder, 
who studied filmmaking at New York University, helped 
make Woodstock and also assisted in the writing of 
Honeysuckle Rose and North Dallas Forty. 

His incorporation of country music into the score proves 
an excellent transition device. It keeps the flow in a 
subtle fashion and provides a somewhat cliched yet ironic 
commentary on the film's events. When Ward is 
considering a break-up with Williams, the moan of 
Brenda Lee's "Break It To Me Gently" sneaks up and 
fills both the audience and Ward with a sense of guilt 
and empathy. 

While Uforia was certainly the inspiration for the later 
Repo Man, it doesn't have the same blitz of humor. This 
collective of fi-eaks was intriguing but should have been 
given more wacked-out lines to keep the humor. But its 
still worth a matinee ticket.

prevent the viewer from becoming too 
com foil able. 

With highly -polished black wood panels, 
Ray Burgraff has created a rhythmic wall 
sculpture with one thin precise line 
painted through the center like a unifying 
baas note. An identical panel, painted in 
brightly-colored gradations, hangs beside 
the black painting and from a distance, 
the two oreate a negative/positive illusion. 

In contrast to Burgraff a minimalism, 
Mark Messersmith offers a darkly 
beautiful construction filled with 
imagery. There are four panels in 
Messersmith's work: a long, narrow 
horizontal foundation, two central 
canvases that could easily be shown 
separately as complete works and a 
triangular roof above with three flags, one 
at each point. Two painted poles run 
vertically down the painting, giving the 
impression of a cluttered circus tent, but 
the three landscapes on the foundation 
and the landscape on the roof, as well as 
the animals on the flags bring to mind 
Florida's fragile ecology. The central 
panels contain a rigid, mute figure, a 
headless doll, a toppled department store 
dummy with a mask over its face and a 
horn in its mouth giving an overall 
impression of decaying gaiety. 

In the front gallery, David Crook 
displays two spherical sculptures. One is 
a large blue and green glove, the other a 
small gray moon— both part of a larger 
"Ghetto Mb8^** installation. A drawing 
on the wall nearby illustrates the 
complete installation with clock hands on 
the eleventh hour. 

Charles Hook's large metal sculpture 
squats ominously in the central gallery 
while Adam Strauss represents his 
smaller "black box" wall sculptures in 
the back room. 

Strauss uses natural textures of 
hanunered metals, luuls.aad rope layered 
in formal rectangular and square 
compositions.

are hung together and read as a group, 
consistmg mainly of found images. They 
are cleverly titled "Habitat 
4","Structural Remains 4","Shrine 
l","Monument 3", and "Artifacts" in 
overlaid white print with a small, 
humorous narration following. 

Robert Fichter shows three large 
paintings, two of a cartoonish figure 
contemplating nature and one of a crowd 
of people sitting in bleachers. Strange 
hooded figures— reminiscent of the Ku 
Klux Klan— are sitting there, too. 

On the other side of the room, Janice 
Hartwell has paintings of landscapes and 
architecture done on cast paper with flat 
surfaces of sunlit colors, speaking of her 
travels to the exotic cultures of 
mideastern countries. 

Hidden on a back wall, but not to be 
missed, are William Walmsley's "Ding 
Dong Daddy" lithographs with his 
floating letters and anthropomorphic 
forms in luscious pinks. Walsmley has 
been using words for a long time and 
there are plenty of messages here to 
decipher. 

Joan Mansfield's small and precise 
children's book illustrations are a delight, 
beautifully rendered. There are other 
graphic and mixed media works to spend 
time with, pieces by Tyler Turkle, Paul 
Rutkovsky, Ed Midgett and Lantz 
Caldwell. 

In a back alcove, George Blakely's 
"Macropaedia, Knowledge in depth from 
A to Z" consists of a curtain of 
photographs fronted by a complete set of 
encyclopedias. 

Also not to be missed is the work of 
William Harper, whose jewelry goes far 
beyond ornament and offers complex 
details and exquisite craftsmanship. 

Studio Art will be on display until 
Sep. 28. The FSU Fine Art Gallery 
and Museum is located on the corner 
of Call and Copeland streets. Hours 
are 10 a.m.-4 p.m. M-F, Thursday 
evenings from 7 - 8:30 and weekends 
from 1 -4 pan. The galfery U also open 
for one hour before Mainstage 
performances. Admi^on is free.

American life that they wouldn't let be 
shown at the university." 

"I would be totally opposed to the 
sentiments of the work," said Trevor Bell, 
an art department faculty member. 'But 
as an artist I support his right to show it." 

Roche said the AIDS piece was a 
fragment based on the human condition. 
Other drawings in the collection include 
•Kill Gadhafi," "Killers Die Quick" and 
"Russia Sucks." 

Roche said he saw the phrase "aids cure 
them ' in a U.S. News and World Report 
magazine. 

"It's off a bumper sticker,' said Roche. 
"You can see it on any car in a big city 
and it is a, well, a fundamentalist if you 
will, view-point." 

He said his body of work depicts a 
particular viewpoint in America— that of 
the fundamentalist right. 

"There has been a valid and truthful 
shift to the right in America," Roche said. 
"When an artist sees anything vibrant 
happening they take note. The edge I'm 
dealing with has not been a popular one. 
Why? Becau^ I started to interpret the 
right side of the culture." 

"In some ways I expected them to take 
it down," Roche said. "If FSU wants to 
function as other museums throughout 
the U.S. they will not be able to pick and 
choose." 

Allys Palladino Craig, director of the 
Fine Arts Gallery, said the faculty show 
is an exhibition where the works are 
chosen by the faculty members 
tlmmselves. 

She d^ribed Roche's work as "always 
controversial" and said, "his imagery 
itself is political." 

"The work was pulled because it was 
isolated from the main body of work," said 
Palladino-Craig. She said the pulling of 
Roche's piece raised two important issues. 
If the work had been allowed to remain 
the art department could have been 
"critized on the grounds of cruelty and 
inhumanity." But as it stands the 
department faces the issue of censorship. 

"Given those two choices, and because 
our dean was unable to reach Jim Roche 
about substituting work or adding more 
pieces to set "Aids Cures Them" in 
.context, the decision was made to 
withdraw the work," she said. "The work 
was subject to misinterpretation." 

Roche called his piece "self- 
explanatory." 

"I always show one piece," Roche said. 
"The ones who don't get to show often 
show lots of pieces. Had I shown every 
damn one of them it would have been 
taken out. But if the piece had been 
liberal, I'm sure they wouldn't have

censored it." 

"You don't succumb to threats. That's 
not how you lead," Roche said. 

William Harper, Fine Art faculty 
member and an artist renowned for his 
cloisonne and enamel jewelry, initially 
protested the exhibition of Roche's piece. 
Although Harper launched a personal 
protest against the "aids cures them" 
piece he did not advocate its cen»)rship. 

Harper wrote a protest letter which he 
said would have been displayed instead 
of his work if the Roche piece had been 
exhibited. An excerpt read: "The object in 
question is designed to appeal to the 
lowest aspects— hate, bigotry, 
vindictiveness— to which Man can sink 
when he is totally lacking in nobility. It 
is childish propaganda in the hands of a 
mind which should know better, but 
which has become bitter. It is no more 
ART, than were the speeches of Hitler!" 

Another faculty member, Paul 
Rutkofsky, altered his entry, "Only 
Meat," to protest Roche's work. According 
to Palladino-Craig, Rutkovsky painted 
"Fascist in this gallery" across three 
packets of bologna in his mixed-media 
piece thinking Roche's piece would be on 
display. 

Rutkovsky left town before the opening 
of the exhibit, unaware that the Roche 
work had been pulled, and was 

unavailable for comment. Roche said he 
had plenty of support opposing the 
censoring of his v/oxk and in sui^>cart of the 
work itself.

FAMU has new attitude under Riley

Last Saturday, Derrick Gainer took the opening kickoff 
61 yards to begin Florida A&M's season with a bang. 
His runback also started the so-called "Riley Era". 

Ken Riley, former All-Pro defensive back with the 
Cincinnati Bengals, returned to FAMU to replace former 
coach Rudy Hubbard. With Riley's arrival, the team's 
coaching staff was overhauled, with nearly every position 
being filled with new personnel. Riley also revamped the 
offense, which sent the media into overdrive. The term 
"Air Riley" was used to describe the restructured FAMU 
team the new Rattler coach was putting together. 



And after their first win, a 17-9 victcMry over Tuskegee, 
it appears the strategy has worked. But "Air Riley" only 
gained 45 yards. The victory was earned by the play of 

the defense. 

But the players didn't mind the lack of aerial fireworks.

Pietrzyk refuses to 
give up election post

Leon County Supervisor of Elections Jan 
Pietrzyk acknowledged some responsibility 
for the problems with last week's botched 
primary deetton, but said Tuesday he won't 
resign or "step aside" as the county's chief 
election official. 

Instead, Pietrzyk said he'll bring in two 
experts and improve procedures to help 
make sure the Sept. 30 runoff primary goes 
smoothly. 

But some local leaders who have called 
on Pietrzyk to step aside said his plans for 
Sept. 30 aren't good enough. 

Pietrzyk emphasized he won't quit 
"unless I am legally require to do so," but 
m investigation of the election called % 
Gov. Bob Graham could result in Graham 
suspending Pietrzyk. The investigirtion 



may be done early next week, officials said. 

Pietrzyk blasted the local media at a 
press conference held Tuesday afternoon. 
Pietrzyk said that spending hours with 
reporters during the last week before the 
election left him little time to do his job 
properly. 

While Pietrzyk talked to reportws, 
county offfcids were delivering tl» electiim 
results approved early Tuesday afternoon 
to the state Division of Elections. But three 
candidates have already protested thme 
results, and the state Elections Canvassing 
Commission could choQse to throw out aaam 
results. 

"I do not intend to step down or step 
asMe, at least totally," said Pietrzyk. "In 
spite of massive problems, there were also 
miulsive extenuating circumstances, and

County postpones audit

The Leon County Commission decided 
Tuesday not to audit the budget of 
Supervisor of Elections Jan Pietrzyk— at 
least for the time being. 

Commission Chairman Bob Henderson 
suggested an audit because of questions 
about how $16,000 the commission 
approved for voting machine maintenance 
was spent.

"We need to look at whether the money 
was spent in the actual maintenance of the 
machines," Henderson said. "If the 
Auudunes were not properly maintained as 
Pietrzyk said, where did the money go?"

Officials differ on effectiveness of minority retention programs

Increasing minority participation in America's 
educational syst^ has always been problematic, 
Florida State University is no exception. Depending on 
i|rho one talks to, FSU's minority retention efforts are 
described as eith^ visits viable, im^^fMt^ c»' 
^on-existent. 

Supporters of FSU's retention programs point to the 
variety and scope as clear evidence of the institution's 
commitment. 

Critics say university efforts are a potpourri of programs 
dogged by a lack of coordination and duplication. Some 
say FSU merely acts out of enlightened self-intorest, and 
argue that a sbeHble and hospit^le environment 
minoritii^ doesn't exist. The miymty concede, however, 
that myriad problCTUs abound. A;Bm^ them m FSU'a 
inability to coordinate all the programs, its failure to 
precisely monitor retention problems and failure to reach 
a larger number of needy students. 

Supporters say problems notwithstanding, the programs 
and figures speak for themselves. 

"There are many, many retention efforts going on here," 
8€ud Bob Leach, vice president for student affairs. "The 



Summer Enrichment Program, University Experience and 
Horizons Unlimited are but a few. Since my arrival, FSU 
in most areas, has b^n very committed to recruitment 
and retentioi." 

l^e Summer Enrichment Program— coordinated by 
David Ammerman, professor of history— familiarizes 50-60 
minority students with FSU. University Experience caters 
to freshmen and Special Programs/Horizons Unlimited- 
directed by Richard Washburn— are alternate admissions 
and support programs for about 200 disadvantaged 
students needing assistance in making the transition to 
college each fall. At any one time, Washburn says, 
900-1000 FSU students participate in the programs. 

Freddie Groomes, assistant to President Bernie Sliger 
smA responsible for university human resources, agrees 
with Leach's observations. 

"The institutionalization of this program (retenticm) is 
a critical aspect for the jaresident," she said. "Affirmative 
action at FSU is everyone's business and he has said as 
much. He said he's monitoring administefribws to how 
well they support the program." 

The most important support, however, will come from 
the students themselves, say administrators. 

"Our office provides counseling, and information on

loans and grants," said Thyria Greene, director of the 
Office of Minority Affairs. "But students need to make full 
use of them. Minorities don't need special treatment, just 
a chai^ to develop in a challenging setting." 

Greene credited Leach wiUi spearheading FSU*s 
commitment, and working to involve minorities 
systemwide. 

Despite the various programs instituted for minctfity 
students at FSU, Black Student Union President Chrurt^ 
Minor says it's still not enough. 

"There seems to be no iqiecific retmtion prt^am hm.

York manufacturer to inspect the voting machines. He 
^d he bad intended to ask the commission for more 
money to fix some of the machines the next fiscal year. 

Despite his (wiginal claims that faulty machines were 
partially responsible for Tuesday's electoral woes, 
Pietrzyk said the problems the company found with the 
machines were relatively minor. 

Henderson's fellow commissioners agreed that an audit 
needs to be done, but they said it should not be done until 
State Attorney General Willie Meggs finishes his 
investigation into the election irregularities. 

Meg^ said a full report on the election should be 
relea^ by the end of the week. 

"We don't need to compound the problems in that 
office," Commissioner Bill Montford said. "I have 
C(mcems about the budget, but I don't see any benefit 



in doing this investigation now." 

Commissioner Gayle Nelson agreed. 

'*My heart goes out to this man," she said. "At this 
point, I would rather leave that office alone." 

Commissioner Lee Vause said Pietrzyk's budget ought 
to be audited only after the Sept. 30 runoff election. 

"The impact on the budget definitely needs to be 
answered, but I don't think it has to be between now and 
the runoff election." 

Henderson said the issue is likely to come up again 
after the el^ion. 

This is the second action the commission has 
cpnsid^ed taking concerning Pi^rzyk since the election 
fiasco.

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Indecent exposure 

The Florida State University Fine Arts Department lost on two 
counts last week. An artist gained notoriety far in excess of what 
his narrow, bigoted piece of "art" deserved while a department 
dean set a far too dangerous precedent by his decision to censor 
that art from the Studio Art Show. 

Only a handful of people would fail to detect the inhumanitarian 
impulse that led FSU art professor Jim Roche to produce his framed 
acrylic-on-paper drawing with the words "AIDS ciures them" 
crawled across it. 

The viewpoint expressed in Roche's work is morally 
indefensible— many sectors of our community would find it 
repugnant and offensive. Nevertheless, we cannot condone Fine 
Arts Dean Jerry Draper's decision to have Roche's piece removed 
from the gallery. To be sure, Draper's controversial decision to 
censor a controversial piece of art wasn't reached under the best 
of circumstances. We understand that as the head of his 
department, Draper's actions were intended as an attempt to save 
the integrity of an art show under fire and not so much to defend 
the rights of AIDS victims. But if Roche's views are such that his 
work has to be pulled at the last moment, the man shouldn't have 
been tenured at the university. Once on board, Roche should be 
able to exercise control over his professorial domain. To bar him 
from free expression is a serious infringement of his academic 
priveleges. 

That's not to say that Roche's art should've been readily accepted 
or gone without protest. Roche's colleagues Bill Harper and Paul 
Rutkovsky's actions are to be applauded. Harper announced he 
would pull his own exhibit if Roche's went on display and 
Rutkovsky painted "Fascist in the gallery" over his entry. By 
deleting Roche's art, we, the audience, were denied the same right 
to protest, to show the artist our moral outrage. The act of exclusion 
of the art doesn't allow audience participation in making it what 
it is. It takes aw^ay the chance for a critical public to ascertain the 
bigoted nature of Roche's work. And at the same time assumes that 
if the public is "spared" from this indecency, we will be one step 
further from being influenced by the artist's views. In contrast, 
being subjected to it may help educate us to the repugnance of those 
views. 

Censorship is hardly an effective method of social change and 
in the long run, it only punishes the very same people who are most 
often victimized in our society. Historically, it has been the 
fundamentalist right that has sought to impose censorship on those 
who don't accept their narrow views on issues like freedom of 
expression, reproductive rights, gay rights and other civil liberties. 
In a Falwellian world with its truth squads intact, there would 
be no Kurt Vonnegut books or Beatles' albums. 

For this reason, we believe that the decision to exclude Roche 
from the FSU art show may have set a bad precedent. Next year, 
the axe may fall on those who, in our opinion, least deserve it. 
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What it ain't worth

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Pan Am bails out: cowardly heroism?

I understand Pan Am is about to tack on a new 
sentence to its standard rap to passexigei^ repu*ding 
what to do in an emergency: 

"...and finally, please take note. If this craft should be 
hijacked, you are entirely on your own. Thanks for flying 
Pan Am." 

But seriously folks, isn't it sublimely ridiculous that 
most of the press in the U.S. has saluted the Pan Am 
cockpit crew for bailing out of the hijacked jumbo jet at 
the Karachi airport right in the mid^e of the crisis? The 
standard justification so far is that the best sla'ategy to 
beat hijackers is to keep the airplane on the ground and 
that by bailing out, the pilots ensured this would happen. 
But the deadly result speaks for itself— more people di^ 
at Karachi than in any other recent hijacking. 

If they wanted to keep the plane on the ground, they 
simply could have shot out its tires. Had the pilots stayed 
aboard, the panic which ensued when the lights flickered 
off perhaps could have been avoided. Certainly the pilots 
would have been aware that more fuel would be n^ed 
to k^p tl^ generat(»*s aboard the plaM going. Certainly 
there would have been superior communications between 
the plane and the ground regarding such crucial matters. 
Certainly the passengers would have felt a little more 
secure had authority figures been present in the crisis. 

The suspicious part of my political psyche believes that 
a more critical stance would have been taken by our 
press and public had most of those who died been red- 
blooded Americans, or Europeans. Because the outrage 
oveF victims of U.S./IsraeU violence (i.e. dead Arabs) has 
been virtually non-existent in the orbit the U.S.

Rajiv Gandhi's theory 

Almost entirely i^ored in the post-hijacking analysis 
was the distinct possibility— raised by Indian Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi— that the loss of power was a 
deliberate occurence, part of a failed rescue attempt by 
Pakistani security forces. Gandhi was quoted in Sunday's 
New York Times as saying, "I do feel that the actions 
taken by the security forces were not of a competent 
nature. I do not believe that fuel of the power unit just 
ran out. It was a concerted deliberate action to take over 
from the hijackers. Unfortunately, it was bungled very 
bs^y, and it has caused the death of a number d people." 

A pilot himself, Gandhi knows whereof he speaks. It 
is unlikely the authorities could have been so ill- 
informed. More likely they believed the hijackers would 
simply give up or be caught off guard when the lights 
went off, deliberately or otherwise. They were wrong on 
both counts as it turned out. 

The terrorized press 

As usual the press coverage during and after the tragic 
events in Pakistan was characterized by a total lack of 
integrity and imagination. The usual coterie of 
spokespersons from the Ministry of Truth, Justice and 
the Amerian Way and "experts" on terrorism sang their 



tautalogical song regarding the phenonema of 
"international terrorism." The absolute worst coverage 
however, came from CNN where junk food journalist 
Ralph Begleiter spewed out one romantic cliche alter 
another to describe the Pakistsmi handling trf* the 
situation. To hear Begleit^ tell it, you would think the 
tragedy was resolved with ncrt a single loss of life. He 
was beside himself with joy. 

For more on the subject of Terrorism and junk food 
journalism proceed to the nearest magazine rack and 
pick up a copy of this month's Harper's magazine. Here 
you will find a succint analysis on the role and function 
of "Terrorism" written by the insightful writer, 
Christopher Kitchens. Titled, "Terrorism: A cliche in 
search of a meaning," Kitchens shows why the only 
meaning of terrorism in the U.S. is "swarthy opponent 
of United States foreign policy," and how "instant 
journalism" has demeaned our political culture. "The 
word 'terrorist,'" writes Kitchens, "is not— like 
'communist' and 'fascist'— being abused; it is itself an 
abuse. It disguises reality and impoverishes language 
and makes a banality out of the discussion of war and 
revolution and politics. It's the perfect instrument for 
the cheapening of public opinion and for the intimidati(m 
of dissent." 

Indeed. Kitchens' analysis helps us to underhand why 
there is no discussion of Reagan's Middle East policy ai^ 
what factor it plays in explaining why— since he a^um^ 
office— the U.S. has become a target of the "Terrorist." 
Might it have something to do with our support of Israel's 
invasion of Lebanon? Is it just a coincidence that America 
has been on the hit list and that we are active 
belligerents in the Middle East? For the media in general 
these questions aren't even worth asking. After all who 
wants to come off as an apologist for "terrorism."?

the feedback I have gotten is 
that the vast majority of people 
understand this." 

The Leon County 
Commission voted 5-0 Friday to 
ask Pietrzyk to "step aside" at 
least temporarily and let 
someone else run the Sept. 30 
election. 

Three county commissioners 
interviewed Friday said 
Pietrzyk has the right idea in 
bringing i» belp, but they're 
not convinced he has gone for 
enough.

TCC's success 
doesn't go to head

Though Tallahassee Community College's population 
is booming— with over 1,000 more students this year 
than last— Florida's fastest growing junior college isn't 
changing its approach to educati(m. 

Jeff Schembera, assistant to TCC's president, said the 
reason fcMr the school's success lies mainly in its 
individualized attention to students. The size of the 
school— about 6,2(X) studstits— gives the advantages of 
the smaller classroom, increased adviser attention, and 
faster registration procedures. 

"The faculty is teaching faculty, not involved in 
research. And you don't have graduate students teaching 
basic level courses," said Schembera. The processing of 
veteran and financial aid material also goes much more 
quickly. 

Though projected enrollment figures stated an annual 
inerease of 31 percent for the last two years, it has been 
between 8 wui 9 p&aoBBi. About 500 i^Kients were turned 
away at this year's regirtration because there simply 
wMi't room, said Sl^mb^a. But the increase is expected 
to taper (M, smA. the college is wA going to expand much 
more. 

"Growth can be accommodated, yet that academic 
attention that students want is still there," said 
Schembera. 

The school tries to spread itself out rather than build 
itself up, said Schembera. 

TC^ is {^tempting to buy an old hospital in Gadsckn 
Ccmnty to cmvert it into clas^ootti space. 

A lot (tf students from that district will be able to attend 
classes in the cojmty," said Schembera. "Right now 
many of them make the ctive to attend TCC's 
Tallahassee campus." There are also five state buildings 
downtown that are used to teach class during lunch hour 
to people employed full-time, a Wakulla County public 
school facility used for night courses, and classes offered 
in conjunction with FSU and the Florida State Hospital 
in Chattahoochee. Combined with tlie extended hours 
mk weekends and ni|^ts, mate people in more places have 
ace^ to educatwn, Ym said. 

TOC ttoxAec^ aeem to waake the most d what the school 
has to offer. Their transfer students who enroll at four- 
l^ipr schools do as well as, if not better than, students 
enrolled for the four-year program. 

"It's been proven on CLAST scores," said Schembera, 
professing the academic success of the students. 

He said the college is closely affiliated with the two 
major universities in town, which is attractive to 
students who want to go on to a univerdty, but don't 
want to pay university tuition for four yem. Of the 
stwtoits who graduate, 71 p^cent go to a uiumtnty. 
S^ty pereent eftkise ^ to Fl^, and rajwt of the re^ 
gotoFAMU. 

The school also has an a0*eement with FSU that allows 
TCC students to participate in the university's health 
program. Studente can also belong to FSU's Marching 
Chiefs, Greek organizations on both campuses, and pan 
attend sports activities at student rates. 

Schembera said the main problem facing TCC now is 
class size and the availability of facilities. But the 
conversion of the old Physical Education building, made 
po^ible by the building of the Lifetime Sports complex 
A&M help alleviate tl^ crowding, said Sdiemb^a. 

Hie only* new building planned at TCC is the nem 
■ewnoe and technical building which will add 16 new 
classrooms.

Pajcic wants growth to pay for itself

Democratic candidate for governor Steve Pajcic said 
Tuesday people and businesses who move to Florida 
should help cover the cost of growth by paying property 
taxes from the minute they move in. 

Under current law, Pajcic said, property taxes are 
figured beginning the first of each year. That means a 
person who moves into a new home on Feb. 1 will have 

U tax-free months before he is placed on the tax 

rolls. , ^ 

"When someone takes possession of a house on 
February 1 and begins to impose burdens on local law 
enforcement, on local firefighters, on the school system, 
that person should immediately begin to pay his or her 
fair share of the local property tax," Pajcic said. 

Making new owners pay property taxes from the day 
they take possession would raise about $100 million a 
year, Pcgcic said. He said letting that money go 
uncollected is a "hidden subsidy of growth." 

"Florida's current taxpayers should not be expected 
to continue aibsidizing ihs costs of growth," Pajcic ^id. 
"Growth should pay for growth." 

Money raised by the proposed tax revision ^ould go 



exclusively to helping local governments pay for services 
such as law enforcen^nt and schools, P^c said. He said 
he would be prc^ii^ ways to deal with the larger 
growth management issue of Florida's infrastructure 
shortfall-estimated at about $32 billion-later in the 
campaign. 

Pajcic has proposed paying for the shortfall through 
user fees, user taxes, impact fees and revised local 
bonding procedures. While user fees and his proposed tax 
revision would make moving to Florida more expensive, 
Pajcic said they would not hurt the state's reputation 
as a good site for new businesses. 

"It will make sure we get the right kind of growth; 
growth that pays for itself," Pajcic said. "We shouldnot 
artificially deter growth, nor encouraJfce it." 

Pajcic challenged Attorney General Jim Smith, his 
opponent in the Democratic gubernatorial run-off, to 
present a growth management platform of his own. 

Pajcic said a poll done by his campaign showed his lead 
over Smith has increased since the Sept. 2 primary, and 
said an endorsement of Smith by the Miami Herald 
would have "minimal impact" on the Sept. 30 run-off. 



Danielle blows into the Caribbean

MIAMI— Tropical Storm Danielle pushed into the 
Caribbean with winds of 50 mph Tuesday, leaving 
behind a trail of damaged crops and buildings in the 
Windward Islands and prompting Jamaica to issue a 
storm watch. 

The storm churned off the coast of Venezuela at a 
ia^ard speed <}i 20 mph, veering slightly to the 
northwest on a course toward Jamaica. Maximum winds 
remained at 50 mph but Danielle was expected to 
strengthen by Wednesday. 

"The storm is sputtering because of its proximity to 
the north coast of South America and sign^icant 
strengthening in the otherwise favorable environment 
will therefore be delayed for 12 to 24 hours," National 
Hurricane Center forecaster Hal Garrish said. 

At noon, the season's fourth tropical storm was located 
near latitude 13.7 ijorth, longitude 69.5 west, about 575 
miles east of Kingston,' Moadca, and was moving north 
i^rtfawest, the NatioMl Hurrieuott Center repcHPted.

warned the island nation's 2.2 million people that 
Danielle could cause serious flooding even if winds do 
not reach hurricane force of 74 mph. 

In June, flooding caused by a severe weather system 
that became Tropical Storm Andrew killed 49 people in 
Jamaica and forced the evacuation of at least 1,000 
others. ^ 

Jamaican officials set up a communications system 
Tuesday and organized emerge^ toams to cteal with 
Danielle, Which was expected to threaten land again 
within the next 24 hours, fcnr^asters said. 

"I would say that the islands of the Caribbean, in 
particular the area of Hispanola, the Caymans, Jamaica 
and Cuba all have to watch this storm very closely," 
Hurricane Center forecaster Bob Case said. "A slight 
turn to the north could bring it into one of those areas." 

The storm plowed into the Windward Islands Monday, 
tearing the roofs off houses and downing power lines on 
1^ Vincent and damaging crops throughout the

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New homestead may hurt poor

The proposed revision to Florida's 
home^ad tax exemption would hurt the 
poor and elderly without guaranteeing 
lower taxes for anyone, spokesman for a 
coalition of citizens' gr'oups said Tuesday. 

The homestead exemption currently 
allows a taxpayer to eliminate the first 
$25,000 of his home value when figuring, 
property taxes. The propo^ revision of 
that law, which will be rejected or 
approved by the voters in November, 
would instead exempt the first $5,000 and 
then half of the next $40,000 value for a 
total exemption of up to $25,000. 

In simple terms, anyone whose house is 
valued at between $5,000 and $45,000 



would see an increase in taxes. 

"This propo.sed amendment would 
increase the current regressive nature of 
our tax structure by shifting the property 
tax burden to low and moderate income 
families," ^d George Sheldon, president 
of the Florida Consume^' Action Network 
and chairman of the anti-revision 
coalition. "It would increase taxes for 50 
I»rcent of Florida's senior-citizens, and for 
83 percent of Florida's black citizens." 

Supporters of the revisi(m say it is 
needed in rural counties where the 
current exemption has left few houses on 
the tax rolls. But opponents say the 

amendment would mean a tax increase 
for those who could least afford it.

she .said. "The Office of Minority Affairs 
might be the only place dealing with the 
issue— by itself, its not enough. The 
Summer Enrichment Program is more of 
a recruitment than retention t(X)l, and 
then the university doesn't track 
students' pn^ress throughout their school 
career," ^id Minor. 

She castigated FSU's curriculum saying 
it didn't cater to minorities. She said 
strained black white relations are reason 
enough to make such courses required. 

"One has to question any place where 
a white male can go through four years 
of college and not encounter another 
culture," she said. "To cwrect this, FSU 
should have a g(X)d portion of cultural 
courts." 

Like MintK*, (Ahers ^)H)ed her view that 
retention goes beyond academics. 

"Retention at times takes on an 
academic emphasis," said Leonard Perry, 
associate dean of students at FSU. "But 
there are environmental, financial and 
personal factors too. A lot of students are 
academically competent but still don't 
make it through schooL A caring and 
sensitive environment enhances 
retention." 

Leach said though the university has 
made strides to correct imbalances there 
is work yet to be done. While most faculty 
members are strongly committed to 
retention and minority concerns, there is 
sometimes an insensitivity to minority 
needs which makes FSU a foreign 
territory to the% students, he said. 

"I believe circumstances prevent people 
from doing well," Leach said. ."And as 



time passes, more minorities are learn 
ing to sidestep obstacles. FSU has one 
of the better recruiting pools, and 
the quality of black .students over the 
past five years has risen. That's why 1 
fight against the notion that a race of 
people can't achieve because of their 
color." 

Perry said , feeling like a part of the 
university— fitting in— affects minority 
participation. A lack of minority services 
and programs makes most blacks feel 
they don't fit in on campus. And this "fit" 
he pointed out, is essential to keep 
students. Those who brand black and 
minority issues as "special interests" he 
said, were missing the point. 

"People need to realize interests and 
activities geared toward Wackr aren't 
special interests," he said. "They are 
merely one cultural ccmqwnent campus 
life. If student government and athletics 
aren't regarded in this way, neither 
should black activities." 

Ammerman said the retention puzzle 
was difficult to decipher. He said he 
chaired a committee two years ago which 
identified problems and offered solutions. 
Yet, he points out, the same problems 
remain. 

"Generally, we're not cbing too bad.'Jw 
said. "The graduation rate is abour 50 
percent, and FSU has put in a lot of work. 
One of the biggest problems is not having 
a program requiring a student going on 
probation to see a counselor. We should 
have a study skills center which deals 
with retention, but the university doesn't 
have the time, personnel or space to deal 
with students. Obviously, everyone is in 
favor of retention, but we haven't learnt 
from our mistakes."

It's pre-game! Marching Chiefs, 
fwirling flags.

SomecH^ who plays third chair in Symphonic Band could 
come in bsre and play first chair, which might never 
otiierwi^. 

"Third, music education majors need to m^r^^d 
how a person feels when they're learning a tow 
instrument. They're going to be going out to teach people. 
By playing their secondary instruments in Campus 
Band, they begin to feel for their future students as weU 
as improve their own abilities on the instrument. 

"Fourth, we have a numb(3r of conducting students 
who, with this band, have thy opportunity to work with 
a group. They come in and get good experience 
rehearsing a piece erf music with a large group. 

"I can't emphasize-tiie fifth reason enough. You know, 
on a campus <rf"25,tW k«dentfli, th^^jfi^«»be k»»is 
of all-state high school insteumentalists who have 
stopped playing because it took too much time, there was 
too much pressure, whatever. "It's those people I want 
to attract— the ones that have nothing to do with the 
School of Music. This gives them a chance to just sit and 
enjoy playing in a band in a non-threatening, non- 
competitive environment. 

llie students' reason for joing Campus Band are as 
varied as their other interests.

"I played trumpet for six years in junior hi^ and high 
school," said Wright. "That was really fun. This doesn't 
require a lot of time and energy and it's a credit." 

Bassoonist Tommy Strong, also in music education, is 
returning for his second year in the Campus Band. "It 
gives me a great opportunity to work on my secondary 
instrument. Last year I played oboe, this year clarinet, 
some time on oiher instruments, whatever they need me 
to A). It also uilxeda^ me to new literature for a group 
that is not really great— just so-so." 

Even Byo appreciates the exposure to music which 
"isn't on the university level." **Most of the stuff for this 
band is grades three and four (out of six), which is geared 
toward students of modest experience— average high 
school groups-but still occasionally challenging," Byo 
said.

Beginners marks a poor start for TemDie

While watching Absolute Beginners, snippets <rf 
other, older films will no doubt come to mind: the 
lumberjack's ballet in Seven Brides for Seven 
Brothers, ihe Snow White sets for Babes in Toyland 
the Julfe Andrews* twiri in the The Sound of Music. 
Abmaute Beginners is Hans Christian Anderson 
wed to The Blackboard Jm^e, with a soupcon of 
Black Orpheus.

Beginners is less than the sum of its parts. 

JuUan Temple, known for his video work with ^ 
Rolling Stones and, more recently, Janet Jackson^ 
is in charge here and he does admirably well given 
two seemingly insurmountable obstacles: some 
loatl^some choreography and blonde, bland leads. 

Absolute Beginners is tagged a "new musical" and 
set in 1^, but the look is more Retro-Future-like 
the sets of BraxU and j^reets of Fire. The parts of 
the film that work are the smoky scenes of black 
British club Ufe, where Sade recaUs Keeley Smith 
in an. ice-blue bugle-beaded sheath, the one cool 
spot in a room shot through with red light. A dance 
troupe of black men dressed in somber suits, white 
shirts and black ties Gike Black Muslims wearing 
Ray Bans), dip and sway to the music. Deep, throaty 
bass faotes leading the rhythm. These men are the 
music made flesh and they fit right into the mUieu 
without a false move. 

Unfortunately, Temple does not spend all his time 
in the clubs. He stageselabcnrate gang wars b^ween 
a rising fascist group (Led by a man called The 
Fanatic), the black britons and young Colin-who 
appears to be the only white friend the black brits 
have. Eddie O'Connell is spry enough and even 
faintly resembles James Dean, but he is James 
Dean cloned to a Ken doll. Some of the chase scenes,

and the Campus Band here." 

Of course if all that ex-band members remember are 
the hours of rehearsal and the pressure, then the trick 
is getting them back into the rehearsal hall.

'The Play.' 

Aside from its opening drive, The Play' 
was about the only offensive highlight 
Florida State displayed in its 34-17 loss to 
Nebraska last Saturday. 

'The Play' was a fake reverse. The 
Seminoles commonly run a reverse in 
which flanker Darrin HoUoman streaks to 
the backfield and takes a handofTfrom the 
tailback. This time, however, tailback 
Sammie Smith never handed the ball off 
and cut upfield for a touchdown. 

Confused? 

So was Nebraska. 

"We ran the reverse four times against 
(opening opponent) Toledo," said FSU head 
coach Bobby Bowden. "They thought they 
were ready for it and had four guys right 
on top of HoUoman and one even tackled 
him." 

Meanwhile, Smith trekked 53 yards 
downfield to put the Seminoles ahead 14-10 
with just seconds remaining in the first 
half. 

"It was a simple reverse but the fake was 
good and when I cut upfield, I saw about 
three guys I had to beat," said Smith. "Then 
Herb Gainer made a great block and I was 
able to Kjore." 



Unfortunately, things went downhill 
from there and FSU could only manage 
three points the rest of the pime. 

But on the positive side, with the 
touchdown and 74 additional yards, it 
finally seems Sammie Smith is making 
progress to be the back he was projected to 
be when he came out of Apopka H.S. as a 
prep Ail-American. 

"They had high expectations when I was 
recruited," said Smith. "I don't think I have 
let anyone down and hopefully I can do the 
things that are expected of me." 

Injuries, more than anything, have 
slowed down Smith throughout his two- 
year college career. Last season, after 
rushing for 74 yards in FSU's win over the 
Cornhuskers, the next game he fractured 
his leg against Memphis State. 

Then, after winning the No. 1 tailback job 
in the spring, he came back in the fall only 
to be slowed down by bruised ribs, the flu 
and heat exhaustion. The flu caused him 
to lose 13 pounds in one day and ten in 
anotl^r. • 

Now it seems that Smith may fiiiaUy be 
healthy and emerging as the top back in 
FSU's tight three-man race between Smith, 
Victor Floyd and Keith Ross.

Dawson provides relief 
for FAMU kicking game

Coaches hate to see their offense miss a 
third down conversion. But whettthere is 
a consistent punter in the line-up, they 
know it's not the end of the world. 

After Florida A&M defeated Tuskegee in 
its home opener last Saturday, senior 
punter Rod Dawson proved to the coaches 
that they can rely on him when the Rattlers 
get in trouble deep in their own territory. 

Dawson came out to rescue FAMU on six 
occasions against the Golden Tigers and 
averaged 44 yards a punt for the evening. 
He said he was pleased with his 
performance with the exception of one kick 
that traveled a mere 41 yards. 

"I feel pretty good about Saturday 
because it was my first time on the field in 
a year and a half," Dawson said. "I was 
happy with all my kicks, except for the first 
one." 

Because of injuries and academic woes, 
Dawi^n was sidelined for the end of the 
1984 season and all of last season. Now he 
returns to the Rattler squad with the 
potential to take all the records from 



previous FAMU super toes 

Though Dawson said he would love to see 
his name in the record books, his ultimate 
goal is to play professional fbotball. 

"When I was young I used to dream about 
pro ball,"said Dawson. "If I keep kicking 
the way that I have been, who knows what 
will happen." 

Dawson, a native of Cross City, started 
kicking when he was in fifth grade. His 
first time on the playing field was in the 
Punt, Pass, and Kick Contest. By the time 
he was in eighth grade, he was competing 
in the state championships for the event. 
After making it to that level, he turned into 
an all-around good football player. 

In his senior year at Dixie County High 
School, Dawson was not only was punting 
for the Bears, but also handling the 
quarterback duties and playing as a 
defensive back. 

"I was recruited by FAMU to play in the 
defensive backfield," Dawson said. "Then 
they needed a punter and they saw that I 
could punt. Since then, it's been my job."

The Florida State University volleyball team began 
its 19^ home aesmn Monday night, just as it had 
finished last year's season, with a loss to the Georgia 
Bulldogs. 

Last year's loss to the Bulldogs came in the opening 
round of the NCAA tournament. 

The Bulldogs, who came into the match with a 3-2 
record, finished the Seminoles off in four games, with 
scores of 15-12, 13-15, 15-5 and 15-4.

When searching for reasons why 
the Boston Red Sox are cruising in 
the American League East, many in 
the media have pointed to ace pitcher 
Roger Clemens. After all, Clemens 
has won 21 games this season, 
including a contest with the Seattle 
Mariners in which he struck out a 
Major League record 20 batters. 

Yet, even as Clemens basks in the 
limelight, third baseman Wade Boggs 
continues to be the backbone af the 
Boston nine. His spectacttlar 
^^^)erformance8 at both third base and 
^:the plt^lMtve proven crucial in 
pSed Sox* move to a seven game 
l,>over Toronto. 
^ S quick check of the statistics 
proves Boggs' worth to the club. For 
two out of the past three years, the 
perennial All-Star has won the 
American League batting title and, 
now that Boston is finally in a 
pennant race, he is once again tops 
in the league with a .352 batting 
average. When contacted prior to 



league-leading 91 walks at the plate 
this season, Boggs shuts out 
everything but the ballgame at hand. 

'I've never seen anyone watch the 
ball the way he does," said Red Sox 
Batting Coach Walt Hriniak. "He 
struck out only twice last year...that 
shows you what kind of eye he has," 
Boggs may see everything on the 
diamond, but he tries to ignore off- 
the-field comments by columnists 
and TV commentators who expect 
the Red Sox to choke. He said this 
year's team is much different than 
past Boston squads that have blown 
•big leads in the AL East. 

**We have only two guys who were 
on the '78 team that lost to the 
Yankees," Boggs said. "It's a brand 
new ballciub." 

Should the Red Sox hi^ off the 
Blue Jays, the chances are that 
they'll take on the California Angels 
in the AL Championship Series. The 
Angels, who have already beaten 
Boston in seven out of 12 games this 
season, won't be a pushover for the 
Red Sox, according to Boggs.

Trailing heavily in an open race far state 
Senate, Leon County Commissioner Doug 
Nichols macte a pitch for the black vote in 
Senate District 6 Wednesday. Suf^rting 
Nichols' pitch were two local black leaders, 
Tallahassee Mayor Jack McLean and 
Nichols' unsuccessful black opponent in the 
Sept. 2 primary, Michael Moore. 

"Let's put a progi^essive person in that 
Senate seat," Moore said. 

McLean, the second black man to serve 
as Tallahassee's mayor, and Moore, a past 
president of the Florida A&Hl University 
Boosters, joined Nichols at a press 
conference Wecfaiesday to unveil the new 
pitch. 

The fact that Moore is going to campaign 
for Nichols, sending letters and visiting his 
Sept. 2 supporters throughout the district. 



could turn the race around, Nichols 
supporters said. But Nichols' pitch could 
also backfire by upsetting white voters and 
probably won't be enough to win him the 
race, said Jim Crews, a former Leon County 
commissioner who ran for the seat 
unsuccessfully in 1982. 

When a former Ku Klux Klan member 
who supported Crews' 1982 opponent, Sen. 
Bill Grant, found out about Crews' efforts 
to woo black support, he launched an effort 
to discredit Crews by playing on racial fears 
of some white voters. That effort was partly 
successful, Crews and his supporters said. 

But Nichols said Wednesday his new 
strategy could only help his campaign. 

*1 always looked out for minority 
concerns during my 10 years on the county 
commission," he said. "I'm not going to 
abandon those concerns in this race. I

Referendum to be on ballot

Reconsidering their previous action, the 
Tallahassee City Commission voted 
Wednesday night to allow voters to decide 
whether there should be a special election 
for Commissioner Bruce Culpepper's seat 
in February. 

The seat was left vacant by former City 
Commissioner Carol Bellamy who resign^ 
a little more than half-way through her 
four-year term to run for the State House 
of Representatives. The commission 
appointed Chamber of Commerce Pi'esident 
Bruce Culpepper to fill the seat last June, 
intending to put the remaining year of the 
term on the ballot in February. Bellamy's 
term is not scheduled to expire imtil 1988. 

But, . since there is no city elation 
scheduled for next year, ^cials estimate 
that it would cost at least $30,000 to hold 
a sp^iai election. If there were a runoff,

that cost could go to $60,000. 

Because of this, Commissioners 
Culpepper, Betty Harley, and Frank 
Visconti voted on July 9 against putting a 
referendum calling for city approval of a 
special election on this November's ballot. 

But due to outcry from several local 
groups, Culpepper brought the issue up

Zarco signs Tutu bill after senate refuses to fold

Despite a last ditch lobbying effort by Student Body 
President Zelda Zarco, and an attempt by 15 Florida State 
University Student Senators to rescind a $3,500 allocation 
to bring Archbishop Desmond Tutu to Tallahassee, Zarco 
relent^ and sign^ the bill. 

The measure to rescind, which was sponsored by Senator 
Eric T^m, was just one vote short of the two-third's 
mc^ity needed for passage. Last week, only one ^nat<»r 
opposed the $3,500 allocation for the Tutu lecture, but 
after a 20-minute speech by Zarco in favor of reducing the 
amount spent for Tutu, 14 senators changed their minds 
and voted against the allocation. 

Zarco said she is in favor of bringing Tutu to 
Tallahassee. 

"Not once did I ever say that I was not in favor of 
bringtflv Juri^tohop Tutu here," Zarco said. "I 



recommend that the senate pass a bill tonight for $1,100 
and earmark $2,400 in case we need to use it." 

Speaking in favor of the bill last week, Student Body 
Vice President Michael Andrews said he had to have 
$15,000 in an account by last Tuesday in order to bring 
Tutu to FSU. Wednesday night Zarco presented the senate 
with a letter by Bill Clutter, director of Student Campus 
Entertainment and the per»)n in charge of bringing Tutu 
to Tallahassee, (Rowing this to be false. 

l%e letter states, "At present we do not need to make 
any official offers (to bring Tutu here) . . . there is no time 
limit." 

Zarco said that since there was no time restriction, Tutu 
supporters could look for more community support in 

raising the money. 

Andrews, however, said there is a time limit. 

"Bill Clutter told me that he does not know when we 
would need the money," Andrews said. "But he did say

that when he (Tutu) announces his plans we had better 
have the money in an account or we will probably lose 
the cheoice to get Tutu." 

Thorn said he sponsored the measure, in part, because 
of the high pressing tactics used by the bill's supporters 
at the last senate meeting. He said he felt that some white 
members of the senate might have been reluctant to vote 
against the measure for fear of being called racists. 

"I felt like I was lied to," Thorn said. ^^And was put 
under a lot of pressure being called a racist." 
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Supercomputer staff moves up top

Originally designed as a three story building to house 
scientific materials. Florida State University's Science 
Library will have a fourth floor with a totally different 
purpose. 

It will be the headquarters for the staff of the 
Supercomputer R^arch Institute (SCRI), the Personnel 
who run ttie Supercomputer. 

The 25,000-8quare foot top flocnr was d^igi^d 
specifically for the software and personnel of SCRL The 
computer itself is housed in an off-campus development 
called Innovation Park, off Lake Bradford Road near the 
Seminole Golf Course. The additional funding needed for 
the extra floor was provided by SCRI, itself, according 
to Dr. B.J. Hodge, FSU vice president of administrative 
affairs. 

SCRI notwithstanding, the main purpose of the $8.5 
million Sciemre Liln^ is to unite all of the hard sciences 



at FSU, making research easier and more convenient. 
Located between the Chemistry and Education buildings 
on the west side of campus, the building is the 
culmination of nearly two d^£uies of perserverance by 
a group of faculty who received approval for the building 
from the Board of Regents in 1978. 

Upon completion, the facility will be the home for over 
400,000 volumes of scientific literature and research 
materials, according to Director of University Libraries 
Charles Miller. Miller said this is twice as much as the 
average college library has. 

By ta-ansferring these materials from Strozier Library, 
shelf space will be made available for humanities and 
social science publications which have been stored away. 
There will also be more individual desk space for 
students and faculty, Miller said. 

Barring unforeseen complications, the facility should 
meet its May 1987 completion date and remain within 
budget, Hodge said.

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The battle of Chile 




Thirteen years ago today, the Chilean people were robbed of their 
right to self-determination. A U.S. -sponsored coup d'etat overthrew 
the democratically-elected government of Salvador Allende 
Gossens and installed the corrupt and repressive regime of Gen. 
Augusto Pinochet. 

Immediately following the CIA-engineered coup and for years to 
come, little news of Pinochet's heavy-handed tactics and gross 
human rights violations was heard in the country that boosted him 
to power. Instead, Americans were bombarded with negative pro- 
paganda about Allende's brief stay in office— about how his socialist 
party would turn Chile into another Soviet satellite. Reports of U.S. 
destabilization tactics and the systematic torture and murder of 
more than 40,000 innocent Chileans was deliberately downplayed 
in the American press. 

Thirteen years later, nothing has changed in Chile. Gen. Pinochet 
and his right-wing thugs are still waging war on their own peo- 
ple. But Chileans are no longer willing to be passive bystanders 
while their friends disappear, families are slain and movement 
leaders are imprisoned without due process. 

Chileans, as all desperate people eventually do, have raised their 
druggie to a higher, more militant level. They are no longer afraid 
to take to the streets and defiantly chant anti-government slogans. 
That became evident when— despite police efforts to disperse the 
mwds— hundreds mourned the murder of Chilean journalist Jose 
Carrasco Tapia in Santiago Sunday. Carrasco, who had been a 
vocal critic ^ Pinochet's ruthless measures, had received death 
threats before his mangled body was found on the roadside. 
Pinochet's administration, as usual, denied any responsibility. This 
just days after an attempt on the TO-year-old general's life which 
prompted him to impose yet another ''state of seige" throughout 
the land. 

Pinochet may have escaped the enemy's bullet this time but in 
a nation where the ruling junta is multiplying its enemies by the 
minute, Nazi-like actions aren't going to be tolerated any longer. 

The U.S. government is directly responsible for Chile's misery 
today. It must do more now than just shake the hand of Pinochet's 
opposition; friendly diplomatic gestures to opposition leaders aren't 
enough. When the time comes for a U.S. vote on whether to grant 
multi-national Icmns to Chile, the Reagan administration can't af- 
ford to lay to waste the opportunity to impose punitive measures 
on a nation which continues to top Amnesty International's list 
of human rights violators. 

It's time for our government to help undo the dirty deed com- 
mitted on Sept. 11, 1973. For 13 years, the Chilean people have 
endured. Let not there be a 14th.

The Roche work withdrawn from the current 
faculty exhibition was not withdrawn to 'save the 
integrity of an art show under fire' as suggested; 
boycott by other faculty played no part in the 
decision. There is a perverse rule in the art w(tf Id 
that the more (X)ntrov«rsy an exhibition provokes, 
the more interest it generates. 

The work was withdrawn solely on a 
humanitarian basis. Dean Draper assessed the 
statement in the work, believed that most visitors 
would miss the implication that it was part of a 
larger body of work containing slogans quoted 
from contemporary culture, and would find it 
reprehensible. The editorial unfairly taints a 
decision taken to avoid causing pain to a segment 
of the population. 

Only when the withdrawal became a media 
event did it cease to exist as the initial situation 
wherein one of the artists selected a single work, 
assessed to be inexplicable other than as 
invective, to hang in the exhibition. At that point 
it became another issue, that of censorship. 

I speak for myself only, but I would far rather 
take an action subject to criticism than to cause 
pain. In the film world there are ratings of G, PG, 
R, X and criminal. The gallery does not have any 
mechaniran for alerting visitors; it is a public 
place. Faculty exhibition works are not curated 
by the gallery; in curated exhibitions, the gallery 
ani^the artist work out the decisions together far 
in advance of the show. 

When a situation is represented as only black 
or white, the fact that either decision was going 
to draw criticism is lost. We have cooperated with 
the press, we have provided catalogues of Roche's 
career works to set things into perspective for 
Flambeau reporters, and we will continue to 
listen to both sides. I feel the editorial should 
have reflected Dean Draper's task and the 
courage it t<K>k to make the decision.

$2,400 has already been contributed by various 
student government agencies. This money comes 
from student tuition dollars. Although it seems i 
as though student government has a large 
budget, our discretionary dollars are quite 
limited. 

In order to increase peurticipation and 8uiq>ort for 
Archbishop at his lecture, it is my feeling that 
his appearance should be not only a student effort 
but a community effort as well. I am confident 
that the extensive amount of publicity that this 
university and the Tallahassee community will 
receive from bringing him here will be enough 
to garner a substantial amount of financial 
support.

Rose has Peter Jennings' hair, Bill Moyers' Texas accent 
minus Moyers' irritating metronomic head movements, 
and, hallelujah, a sense of humor.

Reagan's terrorism theory is flawed

Behind the Reagan administration's new outburst 
against Libya's Col. Gaddafi lies a model of terrorism that 
is at. its roots. 

The White House treats Gaddafi and the terrorism it 
associates with him like an opportunistic disease. His 
actions are assumed to be a constant factor on the 
international scene, incubating just beneath the surface. 
And only suf^ressicm through military action and 
economic sanctions is seen as capable of halting the 
disease. 

This model is flawed for several reasons: 

•It inaccurately implies ^ 
that terrorism has a single T 
cause —Libyan state I 
sponsorship. I 

•It assumes that ter- I 
rorism and Libyan spon- I 
^mship of it operate in a I 
vacuum, independent of I 
other world events. I 

•It likewise assumes I 
that U.S. actions against I 
Libya are carried out in I 
similar isolation, with no I 
consequences except for I 
their effect on terrorism I 
itself. I 

But terrorism I 

worldwide, and especially I 
in ^e MicUlle East, h£us I 
many causes; A more I 
realistic model would see 

terrorism as stemming from the politkal dynamics within 
communities from which terrorists emerge. There are as 
many potential sources of terrorism as l^ere are 
communities on earth. 

Much terrorism is criminal action and may be 
committed by thugs or mercenaries. But in the end, it is 
only the communities in and from which the terrorists 
operate who can control them.

identify actual Libyan citizens committing the terrorist 
acts they associate with Gaddafi. They now refer to 
"surrogates" as the actual perpetrators. 

These "surrogates" have b^n Palestinians, for the most 
part. Clearly, if the Palestinian community was at peace 
vnth. ilself and the world, the% surrogates would not exist. 

Inspection of terrorist acts over time demonstrates that 
terrorism does not continue unabated as a blind force. It 
waxes and wanes with world events. As a rule of thumb, 
when peaceful solutions such as the promise of 
negotiations to settle inter-community grievances are in 
the offing, terrorism wanes. 

But when such negotiations break down, terrorism 
S(X)ner or later arises as a community response. The most 
dramatic demonstration of this principle occurred in 
Lebanon last Christmas, when that country's warring 
factions signed an accord to share power. Terrorism 
completely ceased. When the accord broke down in 
February, terrorism quickly resumed. 

New diplomatic moves to get the Israeli-Palestinian 
peace process moving— including talks between Israel and 
Morocco, Israel and the Soviet Union, and the U.S. and 
Jordan— will likely be key factors in blunting terrorism 
as the Palestinians wait to see what happens. 

Terrori^ can, in fcK^, be cured, but such a cure requu*es 
that the United States stop pursuing easy solutions based 
on a flawed model. The real solutions are tough and 
require the most difficult mov^ anyone can attempt in 
international relations: getting enemies to sit down and 
talk to each other. It is the poisonous ideological 
differences between communities that constitutes the true 
support system for violence in the Middle East. 

The United States will never stop terrorism by itself, 
acting in splendid isolation. Ultimately, effective 
measures must embody the cooperation of many 
communities acting in good faith and with good will. 

This will involve testing some diffi(nilt propositions: t^at

Mann, a state senator

Students fear long way home to dorm

Construction on one of the parking lots at Florida State 
University's McCollum Hall has not only been the cause 
for inconvenience of residents, but also a serious safety 
problem. 

One female resident was attack^ at night recently as 
she walked from FSU's Stone Building to McCollum. She 
had apparently been forced to park at Stoiw becau^ of 
the severe shortage of parking spaces caused by the 
construction at McCollum. Since then a poster has been 
hung in McCollum's lobby warning residents to he 
cautious when walking at»night. 

Residents are full of questions and complaints as, they 
feel, the construction is dragging on and causing major 
inconveniences. 

One question «n<mg residents is why the work wasn't 
done during the summer. 

"I remember this summer when there were maybe five 
cars in that parking lot. That was the ideal time to do 
it," said Kathy Gonzalez, a freshman who's lived at 
McCollum since April. In fact, FSU Director of Parking 
Services Al Gilligan said construction was orginally 
intended to take place during the summer. However, due 
to the approval of a new type of pavement and delays 
in the bidding process, construction only began in late 
August. Hie lot isn't due to be completed until late 
Oeldber. 

Because of drainage problems behind McCoUimi a hold- 
ing pond within the parking lot would have been required 
to accommodate water runoff ir regular asphalt would 
have been used. So to maximize the number of parking 
spaces, explained Gilligan, a porous concrete, new to the 
area, which allows water to wash through it, had to be 
approved. The approval took longer than expected. 

Gilligan also said when the original bids for the project 
were received, they were much higher than anticipated. 
The project had to be resubmitt^ for bidding to finally 
arrive at the $90,000 figure the project will cost. 

Yet, some McCollum residents feel that the actual 
construction is taking too long. 

"I just wish they'd go ahead and get it done," said John 
I¥ice, a senior who's lived at McCollum one year. 

"They've just been taking their sweet time about doing 
it. That's all there is to it," agreed Gonzalez. 

Gilligan explained, however, that prep work prior to 
the paving is being delayed because of recent rain. 

We do apologize for the delays and make no bones 
about that," Gilligan said.

"I get parking tickets every night when I come home 
because I park out front but I'm ncrt about to walk and 
get mugged," said (Jonzalez. 

Residents complain that lighting between Stone and 
McCollum is poor and the Escort Service only operates 
until 12:30 a.m. 

"What are you supposed to do, not go out anymore?" 
said Lori Cdfee, a senior who's lived at McCoUiun one 
year. 

McCollum Assistant Coordinator Mary Ashlock who 
put up the sign in the lobby described the walk as "really 
creepy" and said she prefers to walk along Palmetto 

Drive when coming from Stone. 

Some residents feel the parking violations received at 
night are unjustified since the alternative to parking 
illegally is potentially dangerous. 

*T have eight tickets and I'm going to appeal every one 
of them," said Gonzalez. "I could understand the 
ticketing if we didn't have the sign in the lobby." 

FSU Mice spokesnmn Lt. Jack Handley said the 
reason students are getting the tickets is because they're 
parking in fire lanes and loading zones. He said his 
department is currently working on the case of the 
McCollum resident who was attacked and that he would 
be glad to take another look at lighting in the area. 

Handley suggested some alternatives for safety at 
night such as the buddy system— having someone at the 
parking lot to meet you or phoning ahead to let someone 
know when to expect your arrival.

allow his work to be in the same show 
with Roche's while Rutkovsky painted 
"fascist in this gallery" across one of his 
piec^. While it's a sorry bu^ness to see 
artists at each overs' throats, it beats the 
unfairness of censcaring one of their works. 

Maybe we've all got hold of the wrong 
end of the stick anyway. Surely the 
bottom line is whether Roche's painting 
is a good work of art. W.B. Yeats flirted 
for some time with the unattractive 
notions of eugenics and far-right Irish 
politics but he wrote exquisite poetry. 
Ezra Pound thought Benito Mussolini was 
the bert thing to happen to Europe in 400 
years, but this regrettable fMt has 
nothii^ do with whether we should 
read the Cantos or not. 

The trouble is, it's hard to tell whether 
"Aids Cures Them" is utter rubbish or a 
clever reflection of a popular hard-line 
sentiment. Is it the artist's opinion or is 
it a kind of overheard dictum, a rotten 
indication of a rotting society? If we see 
the phrase on a bumper sticker, we are 
naturally appalled. But do we haveiOte 
same reaction to ^'Aids Cur^ lliem" if it's 
painted, framed, ai^ hung in a gallery? 

Jim Roche has produced some other 
work that suggests "Aids Cures Them" 
could be taken ironically. His "The 
K^ntennial Welfare Cadillac" had a tag 



on the front that read "Help Fight 
Poverty— Wor/e.' ' There is no way a viewer 
with any sophistication or wit could read 
this straight. His "Road Crosses" are 
covered in Bible Belt slogans painted in 
bright plastic colors. "No Technical 
Acquittal," "Why Fry In Hell Fire," and 
"No Sntow Only Joy" are not necessarily 
a statement of Jim Roche's credo but a 
comment on the fundamentalist 
sensibility, much closer to found art than 
propaganda. But even if Roche believes all 
this literally, it hardly matt^. "Road 
Crosses" is a lively, clever, scary piece, 
Trust the tale, not the teller. 

"Aids Cures Them" is taken out of 
context. It is supposed to go with a set of 
"slogan" panels that express other 
charming sentiments of Middle America 
like "Russia Sucks." Again, it seems 
irrelevant whether Roche subscribes to 
these bigotries or net— in viewing an art 
show, we are not deciding if we want the 
artist to live next door. We are responding 
to the artifact. We are having a response 
to it. And even if that response is disgust 
or horror, it does not invalidate the 
artist's right to show his piece, to get the 
response in the first place. Censoring 
"Aids Cures Them" is just trying to 
pretend that ideas like that don't exist in 
our society and insisting that art must be 
"good" for m. I don't want Jerry Draper 
deciding what is appn^niate for me to see. 
I want to judge for myself.

The drain. Things down there in the drain. Things 
down there in tiie drain that might reach up and get you. 
The awful necessity of having to go down the drain to 
face those things. These are the essential fantasy-fears 
that underlie It, Stephen Kings's latest, longest and most 
complicated novel of terror to date. If drains ever 
bothered you, then It is going to suck you right in. If 
not— well, the story's other compensations may or may 
not suffice. 

It all begins in 1958, when a 6-year-old boy named 
Georgie Dehlkrou^ floats a litter paper boat down the 
gutter of a thwoughfare in the city of Derry, ME. When 
the boat disappears into a storm drain, Georgie peers 
down disconsolately and spies a merry clown holding the 
boat in one hand and a bunch of brightly colored balloons 
in the other. Would Georgie like his boat back and a 
balloon into the bargain? Sure. Georgie reaches out. 
Shrill screams attract passers-by. Moments later the 
Denbrough child is found dead in the gutter, with a 
gaping wound where his arm was once attached to its 
socket. 

Flash-forward mm to 1985. Stanley Uris, a successful 
Atkmta accountant, gets an after-dinner phone call from 
a friend in Derry that pron[4)tg him to go upstairs, run 
a bath, climb into it, and slice his wrists with a razor 
blade, scrawling on the wall the bloody word "IT" as his 
dying act. But five other former Derry residents 
reluctantly accept telephoned reminders of a promise 
they once made as children. They immediately set out 
for their hometown. 

What can be so terrifyingly compelling? It seems that 
whatever got little Georgie Denbrough back in 1958 is 
acting up again indeed that it has been acting up every 
m years « ao since anybody can remember, and that 
whatever the gang of seven did in 1958 to stop it will 
have to be done again, as the gang on(» vowed in a ritual 
of blood. So home go the six to Derry and forward goes 
King's narrative, jumping back and forth between 1958 
and 1985 until we can hardly distinguish the horror of 
then from the horror of now. 

King's huge novel is about a multitude of things. It 
involves the guilts and innocences of childhood and the 
difficulty for adults of recapturing them. It questions the 
difference between necessity and free will. It also 
coi^eras the evil that has haunted America from time 
to time in the forms of crime, racial and religious bigotry, 
economic hardship, labor strife and industrial pollution. 

It is a museum filled with the popular culture of the

1950s: brand names, rock 'n' roll songs and stars, the 
jokes and routines of childhood in that era. It explores 
fairy tales, language and literature: One of the six who 
go back is Georgie Denbrough's older brother, Bill, who 
has surmounted his family's tragedy— or maybe 
harnessed it— to beccnne a successful writer of horror 
fiction. 

It is not only the unknown monstrosity hiding beneath 
the city of Derry; It is also excrement, the dark, the 
unconscious, the sex act and everything else that is 
frightening or inconceivable to children. 

The novel is filled with every sort of scary set piece 
that King is so adept at contriving: nightmarish chases; 
trips into cellars where monstrous creatures may be 
lurking; a photograph album that bleeds; a bathtub drain 
that cackles hideously and "gouts" blood. (I don't know 
offhand if it was King who first revived and revised the 
verb form of "gout"— whose obsolete meaning, according 
to the Oxford English Dictionary, was "to drop" or "to 
gutter"— but blood in these pages gouts ever5rwhere like 
water gushing from a fire hose.) 

Such set pieces help to hold our interest in this epic 
of coprophilia. So do King's raw powers as a yarn spinner 
of horrors— his sense of pace and scene, his almost 
adolescent affmity for the gross and vulgar. But he has 
set himself two formidable plot challenges: one is to 
produce something terrifying enough to justify Stanley 
Uris's decision to commit suicide rather than face 
whatever is lurking in the sewers of Derry; the other is 
to explain what moved the children to pledge their lives 
to the city on that fateful day of the blood oath. 

In neither of these challenges does King quite succeed. 
Nothing every explains why Uris cuts his wrists or why 
the gang has to reunite. The story moves along, but for 
all its awesome stage effects, it huffs and puffs and creaks 
and clanks. It lacks the political vision of The Dead Zone. 
It mi^es the logic of Firestarter, and Cujo. It wants the 
brooding, (Hninous mood of The Shining. It tries too hard; 
it reaches for too much; it's too damn complicated. 

Or maybe you simply have to have a thing about drains 
for It to terrify you the way it obviously meant to.

A lot of people think how the sports section 
of the newspaper is highly unintellectual and 
unliterary.

If you invested in the authors' earlier 
tomes, T/^e Baseball Hall of Shame and The 
Baseball Hall of Shame 2, then you will expect 
the same elevated tone and rarified taste here 
and by God, that's what you get. Note the 
chapter headings. Delicacies on offer include: 
"A Pain in the Pass-^the most pitiful passes 
ever thrown," "The Rear End of the Front 
Office— the most odious actions by owners," 
and "Toilet Bowls—the most atrocious howl 
game perfomances." It is an emharras de 
richesses as the Froggies say. You hardly know 
where to dive into the delectable volume. 

But go on and jump. In the section on the 
worst teams in the universe, you can delight 
in Northwestern's losing streak. 
Northwestern is not a college where anybody 
goes to play football but an egghead 
establishment which gets its graduates jobs 
with Fortune 500 companies. After another 
humiliating defeat, the students at 
Northwestern chant "that's all right, that's 
OK; they're gonna work for us someday!"This 
is what the university gets for putting the 
bucks into books and teaching and stuff 



instead of the athletic department. 

Real football fans will enjoy the chapter on 
extremely vicious players. There's Mean Joe 
Greene of the Steelers who used to kick 
linemen in the groin and threaten to talk 
about the ref s m^ma. There's Dick Butkus of 
the Chicago Bears who got thrown out of a 
game in 1969 for biting an official. Most 
sadistic of all, Conrad I^bler of the Cardinals 
was the fuhrer of face-mask violations. He also 
likes to blind-side tackle already-down 
opponents and spit in the face of the injured. 
In his own defense, Dobler has said that he 
rarely meant to blind anybody just blur their 
vision a little, maybe. 

Those of you fascinated with the ritualistic 
trappings of football will revel in the tales ot 
weird halftime shows. One time in 1973, the 
Rice University Band decided to take their 
lives in their own hands and make fun of the 
Texas A&M Aggies whom they happened to 
be playing. They goose-stepped down the field 
in ripped-up army uniforms and ridiculed the 
Aggie mascot, a dog known as Reveille. For 
this, the militarist maniac Aggies proceeded 
to beat the living^ hell out oi any Rice partisan 
they could find. But best of all has to be 
. Stanford Band's precision drill formation of a 
cyst in their "Tribute to Presidential 
Diseases" show. This is to the script "Ohio" 
what napalm is to Calgon bubble bath. 

Closer to home, you will all be glad to hear 
that Florida State and the University of 
Florida have both made it into the book. The 
authors include a loving description of Larry 
Jones' torture room which brought the 
Seminoles national prominence in 1973.

Double trouble for crack users 



Pietrzyk won't 
be in control 
of next election

Local leaders who have called on Leon County 
Supervisor of Elections Jan Pietrzyk to resign or "step 
aside" breathed a collective sigh of relief Thursday with 
the news that two expert consultants hired by Pietrzyk 
will actually be in charge of the Sept. 30 and Nov. 4 
elections in Leon County. 

"I think this will make people have faith in the process," 
said Leon County Commissioner Gayle Nelson. **I have 
total confidence that we're going to see a good election." 

Since last week's mangled Leon County election, the 
Leon County Commission, the Tallahassee Democrat, the 
Florida Flambeau, local Democratic Party chief Jon 
Ausman and county commission candidate Ion Sancho 
have called on Pietrzyk to resign or step aside. Nelson, 
fellow commissioner Ek^ Henderson, two Democrat ediUH*s 
and Sancho all said Thursday they were relieve by the 
announcement. 

But some of those leaders also expressed concern about 
Pietrzyk's apparent insistence that he will still be in 
charge and about Pietrzyk's long-term future in the office. 

Pietrzyk agreed to the new arrangement in a letter 
Wednesday after lawyers for Gov. Bob Graham suggested 
to Pietrzyk if he declined to put the two experts in charge

Because of its success in combating the 
crack cocaine epidemic, the Tallahassee 
Police Department's "crack squad" was 
given the go-ahead to double its personnel, 
police chief Mel Tucker said Thursday. 

Tucker also said the pi^val^ice of the 
cbrug problem— including ©paek— may be 
cause , for Leon County to institute 
urirady«s <hrug testing of all those arrested 
for misdemeanors and felonies. Such a 
program, however, is fiar from being 
inqilemented, he said. 

The three-agent squad— working in 
conjunction with the vice and narcotics 
squads— has made 135 arrests and seized 
over $53,000 worth of crack and $377,445 
worth of powder cocaine in the three 
nwnths oi its existence* said Tucker. Three 
more officers will be a^Mbd to the full-time 
sti^of the crack squad as soon as the 
ft^Idlde personnel can be found in the 
department. But the impressive number of 
airests and seizures has not stopped the 
much-touted crack epidemic. 

"Not only is the battle not being won, but 
we're still losing," said Tucker. "Crack is 
the most dangerous drug to come down the 
pike in my experience in law enforcement, 
and that's 18 years. It*s dangerous because 
it's clmap and ite extremely addictive." 

TallahasM made tl^ crs^ikdown on 
crack a h^h priinrity shout three months 
qgo when the drug began showing up in the 
area. The establishment of the crack squad 
and a crack "hotline"— a police telephone 
extension for callers with tips on the sale

eommitment to the problem, said Tucker. 

A primary reason for TPD's attack on 
crack, said Tucker, is the connection 
between the crime rate and the rate of drug 
abuse. Serious drug users often commit 
robbery or burglary in order to support 
expensive drug habits, said Tucker. He 
^timated the 15 percent rise in crime 
duriiH^ the first half of l^is year was ti^ 
to the runaway success of the rektively 
new cocaine derivative— crack. 

Tucker said this hit home to him recently 
when his wife's car was broken into in 
downtown Tallahassee in the middle of the 
day. He said the "spontaneous" nature of 
the break-in led him to believe it was a 
attempt by a drug user to get quick cash 
to buy drugs. The upswing of this type of 
burglary recently hss accompanied the 
debut of crack, he said. 

"We feel we'll have a greater impact on 
crime through Hghting narcotics than by 
fighting the crimes themselves," said 
Tucker. 

In May TPD received 11,000 calls for 
service by Tallahassee residents. In June 
that number climbed to 13,000. In 
July— 15,000, and in August it received 
19,000 calls. This deluge of calte has forced 
TPD to delay responding to lower priority 
calls, said Tucker. "Wene^ a permanent 
solution to the problem or we're gmng to 
have to hire a bunch more pec^le.' 

B^^ause Uiedrug problem and the crime 
rate seem so intertwined, Tucker and Leon 
County Circuit Court Judge Charles 
McChire are rtudying the possibility of 



Downtown hotel proposal 
checks out of Tallahassee

The death knell has sounded for a 
proposed downtown convention hotel. 

After more than three months of 
negotiations with the city, Atlanta 
developer Earl Patton informed 
Tallahassee officials Thursday that his 
company has discarded plans to build a 
280-room Marriott hotel in downtown 
Tallahassee. 

The reason the Patton Corporatum 
pulled out, according to Tallahassee 
Mayor Jack McLean, was the city's foot- 
dragging on the project. 

"If Tallahassee had shown that it 
wanted the hotel, I think that window 
would still be open," McLean said. "But 
now I think that winiibw is closed." 

McLean said Patton had indicated his 
firm had been working on several 
different deals— including the one in 
Tallidias^e--and had decided to pursue 
the others. 

The proposal made by the Patton Corp. 
earlier this week called for lease 
payments of $10 to be made to the city for 
the first five years, and payments of 
$10,000 to be made for the next five years. 

After that, the city would take over the 
management of the hotel's 612-space 
parking garage, getting revenue tmn the 
opwmtion the garage. Over tl^ 50 years

of the lease agreement, this would put an 
estimated $29 million into city coffers. 
Adjusted for inflation, that would be 
between $2.8 million and $3.5 million. 

In exchange, the city would purchase 
the property behind City Hall for $4.2 
million and make $450,000 in needed 
improvements for the hotel. 

After a grueling nine-hour meeting, the 
Talli^iassee City Commismmi voted early 
Thursday morning to table the proposed 
Capitol Hill Mariott hotel for two weeks 
until the project could be studied further. 

Commissioner Dorothy Inman, who 
proposed that the issue be tabled, said 
although she favors a downtown hotel she 
still had questions about the project that 
had not been answered. 

"To have voted on the project with the 
basic issues still unresolved would have 
been crassyj," Inman said. '^Particularly 
with us having had l^e prqiosid for mch 
a cAiort time." 

Inman said she didn't receive staff 
reports on the latest deal with the Patton 
Corp. until 9:30 the night before tl»y 
were expected to vote on it. 

Inman said she wanted a study of 
whether the hotel would attract a new 
market to the area instead of feeding off 
existing markets. She also wondered 
whether the hotel was large enough to

To walk into the office of the Center for 
Participant Education at Florida State 
University is to understand the meaning of the 
woid alternative. 

Plastered on the walls, covering all available 
space, are the faces of revolutionaries and poets, 
feminists and musicians, mov^i^nt leaders and 
rebels. There is Che Gueverra and Alan 
Ginsberg, Maya Angelou and Ralph Nader, 
Sean Sands and Michael Manley. 

Posters caution against the dangers of rising 
militarism in the U.S. and and call for a nuclear 
freeze and anti-interventionism in the Third 
World. Many are adverti^ments for past CPE 
progranis. The atmosphere in the office 
envelopes you and alerts you that there are 
issues in the world more pressing than 
procuring a plump salary after college. 

Established in 1970, today CPE is the oldest 
and largest free university in the country. The 
student government agency still upholds the 
basic premise upon which it was founded— 
anyone can teach, anyone can learn. It remains 
active as a progressive voice in the community, 
working to present an alternative viewpoint to 
mainstream thought. 

For years, CPE has been criticized by the FSU 
administration, student government and the 
community because of its so-called liberal bias. 
Current Director Sylvia Smith, however, 
defends CPE's right to dissent in the latest 
catalogue published this week. 

We believe that essential to any effort at a 
democratic society is a people fully informed of 
the issues affecting the world around them, free 
k> control the forces of their own education, and 



free to criticize and change existing ideas and 
social policies. At CPE, you can actively pursue 
these goals by engaging in participant education. 

Smith said the theme of the fall catalogue is 
"geared toward dispelling the myth" 
surrounding the patriotic fervor of the nation's 
birthday party for Lady Liberty. 

Liberty can't have any meaning, said Smithy 
in a country that deports Central American 
refugees fleeing repressive regimes propped up 
by U.S. dollars. She said thousands of 
Salvadorans, Hondurans and Guatemalans are 
sent back across the border every day without 
notice, but headlines are made when those 
fleeing socialist bloc nations seek political 
asylum. 

As further contradictions of Aimfrican liberty. 
Smith cited the Supreme Court's anti-sodomy 
ruling and the Reagan administration's foreign 
policy. Smith said many of CPE's films and 
programs this semester are designed to addre^ 
issues of freedom in American society. 

Leaf through the pages of the CPE catalogue 
and you discovei- a wide selection of over 150 
classes— a catch-all phrase for a learning 
experience— ranging from Chinese Language 
and Calligraphy to Alternative Agriculture to 
a course called Impet^hment of Ronnie Reagan. 
There are creative expression clsusses, health 
classes, people-to-people classes and yoga & 
spirituality classes. 

There are programs which will bring feminist 
Flo Kennedy and civil rights activist Julian 
Bond to campus to speak, and also films 
including a series on Latin America and one 
titled Stories of Labor Struggle. The common 
denominator of all CPE's activities is they're 



free. 

One consistently popular class of CPE is 
Taoist Tai Chi, an ancient Chinese exerci.se 
system, taught by FSU English professor Karen 
Laughlin. 

"The class is always full," said Laughlin. "It's 
a gentle, flowing, relaxing form of exercise 
relate to martial arts." 

Laughlin's class is described as a four week 
introduction course. Registration for courses is 
Sept. 17-18. 

Another popular class is Peter Chang's 
Chinese Language and Calligraphy class. 
Chang taught Asian Studies at Eckerd College 
in St. Petersburg and moved to Tallahassee in 
1977. 

"One of the courses I offered at Eckerd was 
Cfumse Calligrs^hy," said Chang. "I saw a sign 
advertising the need for teachers at CPE and 

I decided to teach a class." 

Chang teaches the Chinese written language 
and said the "language itself repre^nts 
pictures." 

"When you write a word, say mountam, you 
really create a picture of a mountain," Chang 
said. "When you write the word water, it flows 
like a stream. I'm preparing my students to go 
to China so they'll be able to cwnmunicate." 

CPE continues to serve ' FSU and the 
Tallahassee community in general with their 
wide selection of activities. Although the 
atmosphere of FSU has been conservative of 
late. Smith feels people are once again 
begmnmg to question authority. 

"I sense people awakening to the need of a 
democratic renewal," said Smith. And CPE is 
on the cutting edge of ushering it in.

Steven Wayne Benson won't ever be strapped into Florida's 
electric chair even though others have died in it for less heinous 
crimes than his. Benson, who feared he wouldn't get a share of his 
mother's $10 million estate, planted pipe bombs in a car and blew 
his mother and brother to bits. He wasn't found to be mentally 
unstable or impaired in any way. Neither did he have any prior 
criminal record. He killed out of pure avarice. He received two life 
sentences and may be out on parole if the 35-year-old lives another 
50 years. 

Benson is a rich white man. And while his sentence is hardly 
one to laugh at, his case is "living proof of the arbitrary nature 
of capital punishment. The U.S. Supreme Court ruled 14 years ago 
that the "freakish application" of the death penalty is 
unconstitutional, but justice frequently has nothing to do with 
decisions of life and death. More often than not, the convicted's 
chance of getting the death sentence depends on the color of his 
skin, that of the victim, and his wealth. 

Studies by the NAACP Legal and Educational Fund show that 
in Florida, between 1972 and 1977, black offenders who killed 
whites were four times more likely to be sentenced to death than 
those who murdered blacks. Ninety -two percent of those executed 
since 1976 had killed whites, while almost half of all homicide 
victims were black. And of the 1,765 inmates on Death Row today, 
729 are black— or 41 percent— in Florida, 87 of the 244 inmates 
waiting to die are non-white. 

Moreover, the majority of those on Death Row are poor. More 
than 90 percent couldn't even afford a lawyer at the time of trial. 

The facts make it clear why the state didn't spare the life John 
Spenkelink, a poor white man who was the first to die in the electric 
chair since Florida reinstated the death penalty in 1976. 
Spenkelink was convicted of killing a man who he claimed had 
robbed and sodomized him. It was hardly the kind of cold-hearted 
murder millionaire Steven Wayne Benson plotted arid carried out. 

The facts leave little room to doubt that if Benson had been jH»r 
or black, he would've been behind bars on Death Row— it wouldn't 
have mattered whether the murder had been premeditated or not. 

We can blame the jury or the judge, but ultimately it is the 
system that's at fault for the gross inconsistencies in doling out 
justice. Even proponents of capital punishment— who favor it on 
" moral " grounds— would agree that if the state is to execute those 
judged unworthy of life, it can't afford to be selective about it.

ALEXANDRIA, Egypt-Israeli Prime Minister

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WASHINGTON-Senate Democrats led a final charge 
Thursday against the nomination of William Rehnquist 
as the nation's 16th chi^ justice but conceded that only 
a quarter of the Senate would v(^ to rej^ him. 



WASHINGTON-CBS Inc., still reeling from the 
management shakeup that brought the ouster of its 
chairman, announced Hiursday the resignation of Van 
Gordon Sauter, president of CBS News and executive 
vice president of the CBS Broadcast Group. William S 
Paley, 84, the company's founder, returned temporarily 
to the position of chairman. 

WASHINGTON-The administration skirting 
retaliation intensified diplomatic efforts Thursday to win 
freedom for jailed American reporter Nicholas Daniloff 
and to avoid a rupture in U.S. Soviet relations. The 
administration held back on retaliation or punitive 
measures to build pressure on Moscow, but pursued 
behind-the-scenes efforts to free Daniloff. 

NEW YORK-Prices lounged on the New York 
Stock Exchange Thursday in the heaviest trading Wall 
^reet has ever seen. The Dow Jones industrial average 
was down 86.62 points to 1792.88 as the NYSE closed, 
its biggest one-day point loss ever. Declines led 
advances by a 10-1 ratio. Big Board volume amounted 
to about 238,270,000. Prices plumented on the American 
Stock Exchange. 

WASHINGTON-Two satellites, one caiTying the first 
laser radar in space, successfully orbited Earth for 
2V^-hours last week in a "storybook mission" for 
development of a **Star Wars" Uller rocket, the 
Pentagon said Thursday. 

WASHINGTON-A joint House-Senate budget 
committee approved a report Thursday showing 
Congress must cut about $10 billion off the deficit this 
month to meet Gramm-Rudman provisions. 
Administration budget director James Miller, setting up 
an autumn fight with Congi ess, reiterated to the panel 
that President Reagan will not accept reductions in 
military or foreign aid or tax increases.

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Court rejects Gilbert's appeal

The Florida Supreme Court has rejected 
an appeal by Roswell Gilbert, the 76-year- 
old retiree sentenced to life in prison for 
killing his ailing wife as "an act of love." 

In a terse ruling published Wednesday, 
the justices said unanimously that 
Fl<aida*s strict jurisctictional rul^ barred 
them from considering Gilbert's appeal. 
They said t^y would nrt reeomider their 
ruling. 

The decision means Gilbert must 
remain in the Avon Park Correction 
Institution, where he is serving a 



minimum-inandatory term of 25 years for 
the first-degr^ murder <ff Emily Gilbert, 
73, his wife <rf5l yetirs. 1^ 4th District 
Court of A|^)eal has upl^ld U» <»nvii^iim 
and sentence. 

Gilbert said he killed his wife in May 
1985 as "an act of love" after she begged 
him repeatedly to end her suffering from 
Alzheimer's disease and osteoporosis. The 
state argued he acted because his wife had 
become a burden to him. 

Harry Gulkin, Gilbert's Fort 
Lauderdale lawyer, said he will oinsider 
qipeali^ to the federal courts.

that miuld make matters worse for him, 
crfficials said. 
After (insulting with Graham aid^ and 

Secretary of State George Firestone, 
Dorothy Glisson, director of the State 
Division of Elections, asked Pietrzyk 
Tuesday to put the two consultants in 
charge of the next two elections. 

"If the people (in Pietrzyk's office) did 
not understand how to (k) the first 
primM^, they ne^ some help," said 
Glisson. "Tl^re wasn't any way to get this 
right without taking drastic steps." 

Gov. Bob Graham asked last week for 
an investigation of the Sept. 2 election 
with an eye toward a possible suspension 
of Pietrzyk, Lawyers for Gov. Bob 
Graham told Pietrzyk this week if he did 
not agree with Glisson's request "that 
wouM be a f«tor in our review of his 
conduct in office," according to Linda 
Shelley, general counsel for Graham. 

Depending on the findings of that 
investigation, Graham could still suspend 
Pietrzyk. 

Those two experts— Glenn Boord, a Fort 
Lauderdale elections consultant, and 
Helen McNeal, a former Marion County 
supervisor of elections— will arrive in 
Tallahassee over the weekend and begin 
preparing the county elections office for 
the Sept. 30 runoff primary. Boord will 
supervise tht hamiling voting machines 
and the training of jkiU workers, and 
McNeal will help run the elections office. 

Pietrzyk told the Democrat Wednesday 
that he would still be in charge of the 
election and that bringing in the 
consultants was his idea. He told 
reporters Tuesday that he would not 
resign. 

But the letter delivered from Glisson to 
Pietrzyk "strongly suggested" Boord and 
McNeal be hired. Glisson said Thur^ay 
that Boord and McNeal would have the 

final say over decisions relating to the 
office and the elections, and the two 
consultants agreed. 

Pietrzyk declined to make a statement 
Thursday and walked into his office, 
shutting the door behind him, when a 
reporter appeared. Pietrzyk has criticized 
the press for its election coverage and for 
taking up too much of his time. 

Commissioner Hendermn said that he 
became nervous when he read in 
Thursday's Democrat that Pietrzyk said 
he's still in charge. 

"Who's running (the election)?" asked 



Henderson. "Somebody's got to run it. and 
(putting Boord and McNeal in charge) 
would conform iiMre specifically with our 
request." 

The commission voted 5-0 last week to 
ask Pietrzyk to '*step askie immediately" 
and let sonmme else run the iMxt two 

elections. 

Democrat Editorial Page Editor Bill 
Mansfield said he couldn't see the 
arrangement with the expert consultants 
as a permanent one. "That's a short-term 
fix, not a long-term solution," he said. 

In the long run, Mansfield ^id, be feels 
that Pietrzyk will have %o give up the 
office. 

A Democrat editorial last week urged 
Pietrzyk to resign unless the 
investigation clears him of responsibility 
for the problems. 

As officials looked ahead to the coming 
elections, leftover questions from the 
chaotic Sept. 2 contest dragged on: 

•An unexpected delay Thursday 
po^poned final approval of the Leon 
County results by the state Elections 
Canvassing Commission. Graham 
lawyers spent the afternoon reviewing 
election results. When they still weren't 
finished late Thursday afternoon, Glisson 
said the commis.sion's final OK would 
have to wait until today. 

Firestone, Glisson and Graham make 
up that commission. 

•Graham asked State Attorney Willie 
Me^' ofHce to conduct tl^ investigation 
of the election. Meggs said Tuesday that 
investigation might be completed early 
next week, but Assistant State Attorney 
Peter Antinacci said Thursday that is now 
an "ambitious" deadline. 

Wednesday, Meggs' investigators 
finished looking at each of some 180 
voting machines used in last week's 
el^ion, Antinacci said, and they are now 
trying to interview all 68 poll supervisors 
who worked on last week's election. 

•Mark Herron, the lawyer for Lemi 
County Commission candidate Ion 
Sancho, said Sancho may go to court as 
soon as today to have the commission 
District 5 results invalidated and a new 
election called. 

Three other candidates— Congi-essional 
candidate Pete Skinner, Leon County 
school board candidate Wayne McDaniel 
and commission candidate Cliff Thaell— 
have indicated they are also considering 
centering last week's results. Those 
candidates have until Sept. 20 to do so, 
Herron said.

Laktations guitarist Debi Wiley talked about the 
unique appeal of her all-woman band.

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thematically related scene from one of his 
novels. This structure is plain enough, its 
transitions smooth and easily understood. 

But the film fluctuates confusingly 
between drama and documentary. The 
Schrsd^ play fast and loose with details 
of their subject's life, having the narrator 
(Roy Scheldt) speek linm from Midiima's 
iM)vels with no indication that lines aren't 
necessarily biographical facte. And worse, 
the texts are often trimmed to omit 
intellectual issues, so the audience never 
fully understands fully Mishima's 
motivation for his actions. 

The director has taken great pains to 
duplicate some scenes from Mishima's life 
without interpretation. Nothing is added 
and nothing is gained-it's just that 
Mishima has been replaced by the 
Japanese actor Ken Ogata. 
Unfortunately, Ogata bears more of a 
resemblance to Guy Williams as Professor 
John Robinson on Lost in Space thm he 
does to Yukio Mishima. 

Ogata, though he is very expressive in 
some scenes, acts without a trace of the 
essential effeminacy that Mishima 
struggled with in his attempts to make 
himself over in the image aiike samurai. 
And Ogata hasn*t got the muscles 
Mishima had. 

Another important flaw in the film is 
that it was made under conditions given 
by Mishima's widow Yoko, so Mishima's 
homosexuality was off-limits. This is 
somewhat like making a movie about a 
non-tubercular Keats. 

Yes, Mishima visits a gay bar in the 
film, and^fes, he is driven to masturbate 
for the flr^ time hy a picttm of the 
martyred St. Sebastian. But the 
importance of his orientation to his work 
is not accounted for, and neither are the 
unusual details of his marriage. 

The film does have its moments. The 
dramatizations of the novels are filmed as 
if on a stage, with marvelous sets and 
fluid action. The performances in these 
scenes are of a uniformly high quality.

One performance stands out-Yasosuke 
Bando as Mizoguchi in The Temple of the 
Golden Pavilion. Bando's protrayal of the 
timid, stuttering acolyte is heart-rending, 
though some of his more eloquent 
gestures are fragmented by the director's 
quick cutting. 

The score is by the popular minimalist 
composer Philip Glass, who is perhaps 
best know for his opera Einstein on the 
Beach. His plan for the music in Mishima 
is similar to the form he used in his other 
film score, Koyannisqatsi— theme and 
variations. But after the impressive main 
title music, the Mishima variations aren't 
particularly interesting, and they sound 
as if they wore played by a teeny 
(»%he^a miked vary dosely. So when 
Mishima dies, he dies to the 
accompaniment of piddling drum rolls 
and wimpy string tremolos. Only the 
poignant music for the Kyoko's House 
section of the film is haunting. 

Mishima probably would have loved 
Mishima, because the Schraders show 
only what Mishima himself showed the 
worW— a hard-wmrking writer who was 
also a dramatic, if eccentric, public figure, 
never mind that he was really some sort 
of strange Japanese hyl»id ctf Truman 
Capote and G. Gordon Liddy. Delicacy 
and politics don't interest Hollywood as 
much as sex and death.

But FAMU running back Tony Barber

"It's great to be 1-0, it's been a long time 
since we have had a zero in the loss 
column," Barber said. "We are hungry for 
them, our goal is to keep the zero in the 
loss column as long as possible."

FSU player shot to death

Florida State University 
isive tackle Pablo 
Lc^ez was shot and killed 
early Saturday morning 
after a hostile encounter 
with a local man outside a 
fraternity dance at Mon- 
tgomery Gym. 

Lopez, 21, of South 
Miami,, was shot in the ab 
domen with a 12 gauge 
shotgun at nearly point- 
blank range at approx- 
imately 1:40 a.m., FSU 
Polity %K>k^man Lt. Jack 
Handley said. Lopez, who 
was married Monday, was 

pronounced dead on arrival at Tallahassee Memorial 
Regional Medical Center just before 2 a.m. 

By?'on C. Johnson, 20, was charged with first -degree 
murder in the shooting and is being held in the Leon 
County Jail without bond. Johnson, who is not an P'SU 
student, was attending the party hosted by the Kappa 
Alpha Psi fraternity. 

Two other men— one a Seminole football player— were 
also charged with felonies in connection with the incident. 

Ed Clark, 20, an FSU linebackei* from Miami, was 
charged with aggravated assault and discharging a 
weapon in a public place, Handley said. He apparently 
fired a weapon at an FSU police officer while liie 
policeman was trying to arrest Johnson. Clark, who was 
driving the car in which Lopez rode to the party, was 
booked into the Leon County Jail and has been released 
on his own recognizance. 



Chevelle Lepnlden Bennett, a 20-year old Tallahassee 
Community College student, was with Johnson at the 
party and was charged with bemg an acces.sory to the 
murder, Handley said. Bennett drove Johnson to get the 
gun that was used to kill Lopez. He has also been released 
without bail. 

Handley said the FSU police department was still 
conducting interviews with students who were at the gym, 
but didn't expect more arrests to come out of the incident. 

"We are completing our interviews today, " Handley said 
Sunday. "At this point, we do not see any additional 
charges being filed or any additional arrests being made." 

FSU Director of Public Safety Bill Tanner said that 
violence wasn't uncommon at Montgomeiy Cym events. 

"We've had incidents dow n there in the pa.st, but nothing 
of this nature," Tanner said. "Pushing and shoving 
matches mostly ." 

According to Tanner, FSU cancelled a party at 
Montgomery Gym Saturday night and has called a 
meeting of top university officials to discuss safety 
considerations at the gym this week. Tanner, however, 
admits that pai lies at the gym are no rowdier than other 
Greek events. 

"You see similar kinds of things at fraternities, " he said. 
"(Fighting) is not unusual." 

Up until the confrontation, Friday night was like. any 
other for Lopez. He spent most of the evening with 
teammates Gay Ion White, Herb Gainer and Pat Carter. 

The 6-foot -4, 281-pound junior was in his second season 
as a starter for FSU. H« had battled injuries throughout 
his college career, but recent success had him thinking 
about the possibility of a pro career. Lopez was majoring 
in criminology. He had just gotten married last Monday

Sancho to

Garmon gets life 

Clycte Garmm received a life senteiKe with no chance 
<tf parole for ^ymrs Friday ftH- the Nov. 13 first-degree 
murder of his girlfriend, Marianne Payne. 

The 12-person jury returned a guilty verdict 
1 hursday afternoon and recommended a life sentence 
Friday. Leon County Circuit Court Judge Charles 
Miner did not override the jury's recommendation- 
although he is empowered to do so under Flcwida law- 
and upheld the life sentence. 

Garmon was arreted and charged with Payne's 
murder shortly after he entered her work place at the 
Cedars Executive Center on North Monroe Street and 
discharged six rounds from a .38 caliber handgun into 
her chest. Payne had report^ Garmon to the police for 
threats and harrassment several times in the months 
prior to the murder. Garmon purchased weapon in a 
1 allahassee pawn shop just hours before the shooting. 

Death investigation continues

beating death of Eddie Lee Hudson, 60, of 1115 



- Seaboard St., who was found lying dead in his front 
yard at about 5:45 p.m. Friday, said Lt. Roy Dickey of 

An autopsy Saturday revealed Hudson died from 
head injuries inflicted with a blunt instrument. 

No one has been charg«i in connection with Hudson's 
death, and police are continuing to question witnesses 
to the altercation. Dickey said he could not reveal 
details of the case bjcau^ it is still unsolved. Hudson's 
death could have been the result of anything from 
justifiable homicide to murder, he said. 

Gunman escapes with cash 

A man armed with a handgun "assaulted, attacked 
and robbed" an employee of Hair Options at 208 Lake 
Bradford Rd. Saturday just after 5 p.m., said Dickev 
The victim, whom Dickey declined to name, described 
her attacker as a white male, 5' 7" tall, about 145 lbs 
and between 35 and 40 years of age.

How many times does it have to happen? 

The widely -publicized shooting death of Florida State University 
football player Pablo Lopez was only one ctf a number of firearm- 
related events this past week. 

In Gainesville Sept. 5, University of Florida sc^homore John 
Owens put a .22-caliber revolver to his head and blew his brains 
out in a game of Russian Roulette following a drinking bout at the 
Sigma Phi Epsilon fraternity house. 

In Tallahassee this past Friday, a jury recommended life 
imprisonment for Clyde Garmon following his conviction in the 
Nov. 13, 1985 shooting death of Marianne Payne. Garmon— with 
a history of alcohol abuse, and wanted for earlier threats on Payne's 
life— walked into a pawn shop, purchased a .38-caliber revolver, 
went to Payne's work place and fired six bullets into the body of 
his former girlfriend. 

T^ese events serve as graphic reminders of the two-fold danger 
prmnted by lax gun control laws and the irresponsible attitudes 
Aat abound in this community. 

It is a fact that in Leon County, a weapon may be had on demand 
1^ myone who wants one— for no money down. Any person with 
a cl^kbook and a chip on his shoulder can walk into a pawn shop 
or ipoftiBg goods store, lay down his driver's license, sign an 
affkUivit disavowing drug or alcohol addiction or a prior arrest 
Meordi, M Mit a check and leave with the firearm of his choice, 
mwM as ammunition to feed it. There is no "cooling-oflf period," 
Ml a erees^keck with police recorcte— if there ever is one— comes 
too late to prevent the SK;tions of a determined hothead. 

WlwU^r the weapon is a pistol (as in the case of Garmon) or a 
duAgwi (the weapon used to kill Lopez), the result is the same— a 
human being is left dead and gun-control advocates can only shake 
Mieir heads and mumble, "I told you so.'* 

Ckranted, a gun is an inanimate object. It will not go off by itself. 
Birt tihe simple fact is that firearms are finding their way into the 
hmito ci pmons who should not possess them. 

mifle the constittitien defends the right of citi^ns to keep and 
hear arms, it does not give them the license to blow one another 
away. The founding fathers had a civilian militia in mind when 
they ^w up the Bill of Rights. Not a hot-headed lover. Not a 
drunken fraternity brother. Not a young man whose passions have 
been nurtured by a resurgence <d the macho code of honor in this 
age of Rambo. 

There is only one way to stop the killing. 

Opponents of gun control are fond of pointing out that guns don't 
kill pec^le— people do. But guns work according to the laws of 
physics— laws whi^ cannot be changed. People, on the other hand, 
operate un^r a conqilex set of laws imposed from within, by their 
potential for reason, and from without by the government. Reason 
is all-too-subject to failure. 

Which leaves government control the only vial^ means of ending 
the carnage. Until laws are passed limiting access to firearms, no 
one is safe. Hunters, collectors and sport shooters, as responsible 
members of the community, should be willing to put up with the 
inconvenience of firearm registration, cooling-off periods and 
thoroii^h legal and psychelogical background cl^ks. 
-Such is a small jprice to pa,^ for the lives that w^ uld be saved.

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War on drugs could refuel racism

When populist moral crusades overflow, the result can 
often be a. tide of racism. 

Such is the case with the current war on drugs, where 
the enemy is the pusher and the pusher almost 
invariably is portrayed in the media as dark-skinned. 

There is no question the drug scene bears distinctive 
racial features— with most dnigs coming in from the 
Third World and a disproportionate number of pushers 
coming out of the inner cities. But the current overriding 
imagery of non-white pushers and white users only 
reinforces the impression that race lies at the heart of 
America's drug .dilemma. 

The dangers Inherent m this view are apparent to 
anyone who knows the history of America's drug 
campaigns over the last century.

The first American Cocaine War, cited by President 
Fieagan recently as proof that victory if possible t oday, 
ended in passage of the 1914 Harrison Act, criminalizing 
the use of both cocaine and opium derivatives. Focused 
in the deep South— Atlanta, where the Coca Cola 
Corporation then imported great quantities of coca leaf 
for its tonics, was the cccaine capital of the nation— the 
anti-cocaine campaign of the early 1900s played upon 
white fears of a black population rendered but of contnri 
by this insidiously energizing drug. 

"The fear of the cocainized black coincided with the 
peak of lynchings, legal segregation, and votinj^ laws," 
observes Yale University Professor David Musto in his 
history of U.S. addiction and governmental response. The 
American Disease. 

During that time a president-commissioned report 
affirmed that "cocaine is often the direct incentive to the 
crime of rape by the Negroes of the South." And popular 
BaAgozines Hk^^ Qood Housekeeping avowed that the 
infe^lon was being carried from house to house by "old 
colored men pushing their pushcaits/' 
; Seven decades later, anti-drug messages, both visual 
and vocal, are again often taking a racist tone. It's 
happening even though the present epidemic of cocaine 
originated with an overwhelmingly white affluent set 
who could afford the pure stuff before cheaper crack 
arrived on the scene. 

. In February 1985, it was already acceptable for the Los 
Angeles chief of police to ride in the cab of a military 
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tank outfitted with a battering ram to level suspected 
drug producing homes in black neighborhoods. The first 
home leveled was a mistaken address. 

These days TV footage of door-smashing police raids 
on black crack dealers are running nightly at the top 
of the news on all three networks. Recent news specials 
such as CBS's 48 Hours on Crack Street hammer home 
the point that inner-city blacks who use and sell crack 
are preying on a demoralized white middle class. 

Recently New York City Police began confiscating the 
cars of white customers who drive in from the suburbs 
to buy small quantities of crack. That same weekend, 
Gov. Mai-io Cuomo called for life imprisonment for crack 
(read black) dealers selling these same small quantities. 

The racist imagery of America's drug wars has not 
been confined to blacks. Possession of marijuana became 
a federal offend in 1937 in a wave of anti-Mexican 
sentiment, fueled by the deprivations of the Great 
Depression. "Mexican peddlers have been caught 
distributing sample marijuana cigarettes to school 
children, a leader of the vigilante American Coalition 
told the New York Times in 1935. 

Perceived as a threat to the hungry labor force here 
and no longer needed as cheap labor in the U.S. West 
by farmers, Mexicans were hounded from community to 
community by other vigilante gi'oups as well, all of them 
charging that the farmworkers spread the marijuana 
evil wherever they went. 

Similarly, the Ku Klux Klan-afflliated Alabama 
veterans group. Civilian Military Assistance, set up its 
own iMt^ier patrol near Nogales, Arizona, this pa^ July 
4th and corraled 16 Mexican illegal immigrants in a self 
described effort to "stem the flow of drugs into America." 

The Chinese have taken their own lumps for 
suppo.sedly infecting white Americans with alien drugs. 
Back at the turn of the century when Ronald Reagan 
remembers a quintessentially successful fight against 
cocaine, the United States' real drug problem was an 
opium derivative addict population of 
200,000— proportionately about the same number of 
herion addicts in this country today. 

Although addiction was clearly an outgrowth of the 
pharmaceutical industry's excessive use of opiates in 
popular remedies, the Chinese were punished for 
bringing this curse down upon the American people. 
Eviction and exclusion, boiled up by the lynch mob 
mentality of anti-drug crusaders, prevailed all over the 
West. 

As the current war on drugs zeroes in on its enemies 
and the number of non-white targets multiplies, racism 
is again being refueled.

1987 Kellye Cash shied away Sunday 
from questions on moral issues. Her 

grand-uncle, singer Johnny Cash, 
described her as "like Mom and apple 
pie. 

Wearing a pleated magenta dress with 
a simple strand of pearls, the willowy 
Monde from Memphis, Tenn., said she 
does not like controversy and proved 
elusive on answering questions from 
reporters on abortion and women's rights. 

"I'm basically a conservative 
Christian," she said when asked her 
views on the Equal Rights Amendment. 
"Y'all are reporters, I know you can figure 
it out." 

But she repeatedly refused to elaborate 
on her position, saying only that she has 
high, Christian moral standards. 

"I don't think it has anything to do with 
being Miss America and I wish you'd just 



stop asking," she said. 

Cash, 21, said she got a congratulatory 
phone call from her father, Capt. Roy 
Cash, who is on NATO maneuvers in the 
North Atlantic on the USS El Paso. 

"He said all the men on the ship 
dressed up as women and had a mock 
pageant," Cash said. "These are the men 
who are defending gur country." 

Her mother said Cash is perfect, except 
for her big feet— size 9. 

Johnny Cash said his grandniece is 
"like Mom and apple pie." 

"She makes me so proud," the singer 
said from his home in Hendersonville, 
Tenn. "She'll be a great ^keswoman for 
this country." 

Cash never entered a pageant before 
this year, in marked contrast to last year's 
winner, Susan Diane Akin. Akin had 
entered more than 100 pageants 
beginning at the age of 5, but Cash said 
she did not need that kind of preparation.

The mood at the dorm Saturday 
morning was a far cry from that of Friday 
evening. With no football practices 
scheduled until Monday, Lopez and 
teammates White, Herb Gainer and Pat 
Carter were at Gainer's apartment 
preparing for a relaxing weekend that 
would include a trip to Jacksonville for 
the Florida A&M Georgia Southern 
game. They talked football, kidded around 
and watched Miami Vice. 

Gainer said Lopez spoke with them 
about the violence in his hometown while 
they were watching the show. 

"It's so weird," Gainer said. "We were 
talking about people getting shot and 
kiHed." 

Three hours later outside of a Kappa 
Alpha Psi fraternity dance at 
Montgomery Gym, Lopez was murdered. 
Gainer and White were inside the gym 
when the incident happened. 

"I was dancing and someone ran in and 
told me Pablo had been shot," Gainer 
said. "But, I thought he was kidding, so 
I kept on dancing." 

A few seconds later, the gym was in an 

"Me and Herb were dancing and some 
people screamed: 'Pablo's beea ^it,"* 
White said. "We ran through the mmi 
aad saw him hurt." 

Lopez' roommate and best friend Fred 
Jones was at the scene almost 
immediately. But, the FSU linebacker 
soon fainted. 



"Fred didn't understand anything we 
said," White said. "I don't think he even 
knew who we were." 

White and Gainer took Jones to the 
emergency room at TMRMC. Jones spent 
the night at the hospital and was released. 
He declined to comment on the events 
when contacted Saturday. 

Meanwhile, Lopez was rushed by 
ambulance to the hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead on arrival. Yetv less than 
an hour after the ii»:ident, the emergency 
room was filled to capacity by friends of 
Lopez. 

"Pablo was one of the most popular 
players on the team," Gainer said. "They 
had so many people in the emergency 
room that they had to move them into an 
auditorium." 

Thi^'s where FSU team chaplain Ken 
l^nith informed the crowd that Lopez was 
dead. 

If a small sampling of Seminole players 
is any indication, Lopez will be sorely 
missed. 

"He was a very nice guy, very loving," 
Gainer said. "I never had a problem with 
him, Pablo and I were very close." 

Sophomore fullback David Palmer said 
the lineman was always up. 

"He was a clown, a spirited type 
person/' PaliMr said. "He was always 
making jokes and rtuff like thiA."

start tMiay. 

"I guess the main issue is to start working and insure 
for the people that we conduct two good elections," said- 

McNeal. 

Boord said he's come down with a cold, but he'll be 
ready to work at 8 a.m. today. 

The state's three-member Elections Canvassing 
Commi^ion formally approved the results from all over 
the state in races for ^ate Legislature, circuit cimrt 
judge, U.S. Congress and statewide offices. An 
unexpected delay pushed the approval date back from 
Thursday to Friday last week, but officials said the 
approval process was routine. 

Secretary of State George Firestone, state Division of 
Elections Director Dorothy Glisson and Gov. Bob 
Graham serve on the canvassing commission. 

Sancho's lawsuit features a new argument: not only 
were voters turned away at the polls, the suit argues, 
but the county also counted absentee ballots which 
should not have been counted. 

But the lawsuit primarily points to the kinds of now- 
famous Sept. 2 problems: voting machine breakdowns, 
closed polls, names misaligned with levers, broken 
levers. 

"The thrust of our suit is that the gross negligence 
which permeated the election from the first hours to the 
last caused people to lose faith in the Leon County 
election results," said Mark Herron, Sancho's attorney. 

Herron said the legal battle will be tough to win. Most 
election contests try to prove that the wrong candidate 
won and^as^ that the losing, candidate be made the 
winner, but this suit asks for the results to be voided and 
a new election held. 

Sancho said he needs to find individuals who will tell 
of then' problems voting in District 5. Gk>ing door-to-door 
to get people to talk has not gone well, he said, so he 
will run a newspaper advertisement and mail out letters 
to some District 5 voters. 

School board candidate Wayne McDaniel, 
Congressional candidate Pete Skinner and county 
commission candidate Cliff Thaell have also said they 
may cont^t the results in their races. 

Herron said state law gives the county 20 days to 
respond to Sancho's suit, but he hopes the response will 
come more quickly. Ideally, Herron said, he and Sancho 
would like there to be a new District 5 election before 
the scheduled Sept. 30 runoff. 

Former Gripe Night host Gary Yordon, with 33 percent 
of the vote, and former county commission Jack G. 
Whiddon, with 21 percent, topped Sancho and two other 
candidates to wind up in thi^runofi^ l%e two winners 
disagree on Sancho's suit. 

**If I were in Iwi's po6iti<m, I'd do the same thing," said 
Yordon. 

But added Whiddon: "As far as Fm coiwemed, (Sancho) 
is out of the race."

but the wedding didn't 
become public knowledge 
until Saturday. 

Lopez and his three 
friends intended to go to 
the fraternity party 
together Friday night, but, 
when White, Gainer and 
Carter went to a store, 
Lopez went to Montgomery 
Gym with Clark. 

Just as the two players 
left the F^U athletic dwm, 
a Hre alarm was pulled at 
the gym— scattering about 
3(X) people across Dogwood 
Lane onto Landis Green. A 
juvenile was charged with 
turning in a false alarm, 
Handley said. 

At approximately 12:30 
a.m., Clark's car arrived 
on the s^ne and drove at 
a high rate of speed 
through a group of people 
who were standing outside 
the gym. At that point, 
Johnson either kicked or 
hit Clark's car. 

Clark stopped the 
vehicle and Lopez got out 
and confronted Johnson. As the two 
argued, Clark stepped out of the car and 
began waiving a pistol in the air. 

The two football players got back into 
the car and drove away, Handley said. 

Gainer said Lopez wasn't the kind of 
person to pick fights. 

"A lot of people felt intimidated by him 
because of his size," the 
junior wide receiver said. "But, I always 
said he was just a 285-pound kid." 

Se minole fullback David Palmer 
agreed. 

"He was a huge guy but he didn't bully 
people around," Palmer said. "He didn't 
go after smaller guys." 

After Clark and Lopez departed, 
Johnson left the party. He got into 
Bennett's car and the TCC student took 
him to a friend's house (Handley would 
not reveal the person's name) and 
obtained a 12-gauge shotgun before 
returning to campus. Handley said the 
person who loaned Johnson the gun would 
not be charged. 

Clark and Lopez also went back to the 
gym. While the exact time that they 
returned is not known, Gainer and White 
said they saw Lo{^z prior to his second 
altercation with Johnson. ^ 

"We saw (Lopez) at the party and he 
said he'd gone with someone else," White 
said. "We talked for awhile and joked 
around." 

According to police records, at 
approximately 1:40 a.m., Lopez and Clark 
met up with Johnson in the parking lot 
behind Bfontgomery Gym. They resumed 
their argument, Johnson ran to Bennett's 
auto, pulled out the shotgun and fired a 
shot into Lopez' storaeush at a range of just

a few feet, Handley said. 

A nearby FSU police officer heard the 
blast and immediately arrested Johnson. 
But, as he was handcuffing Johnson, 
Clark fired a shot at the officer with the 
pistol he had previously brandished. 
Clark fled the scene, but turned himself 
in to the police late Saturday afternoon 
after being urged to do so by FSU officials. 

Clark has since been released on his 
own recognizance. FSU Coach Bobby 
Bowden said no disciplinary action would 
be taken against Clark until the legal 
process is finished. 

"We haven't done anything yet," 
Bowden said. "There's no sense in double 
punishing him." 

Lopez was still ^tve when hospital 
paramedics reached him in the 
Montgomery Gym parking lot, Handley 
said. However, Lopez died before he 
reached the hospital. 

White said he would miss Lopez as both 
a friend and a teammate. The junior tight 
end said the Seminole football team would 
be drawn together by Lopez' death. 

"He was an important part of .the 
machine," White said. "Everybody's got 
to be a lot tougher in memory of him. 

"Life goes on, but right now, football 
seems pretty meaningless." 

The funeral is scheduled for today at 3 
p.m. at St. Raymond Catholic Church, 
Miami. Lopez, who played at South Miami 
High School, will be buried at Woodlawn 
Park Cemetary after the services. 

FSU- has lowered its flags to half-staff 
to honor Lopez and will hold a memorial 
service today at 3 p.m. in Ruby Diamond 
Auditorium.

Rebel Without a Cause was among the 
first films to capture the revolutionary 
unease of a young post-war generation. 
Director Nicholas Ray, known for his 
themes of disenchantment, solitude and 
the breakdown of love and friendship, 
brings it all home in this drama of 
adole^ent struggle for recognition. With 
t^ nervous vitality that marks his films, 
Ray's visual poetry, his mastery of space 
and color, and his fine direction draw fi^m 
the actors and sets a significance which 
transcends the inclusion of this work in 
a standard Hollywood genre. As Ray once 
said, "If it were all in the script, why 
make the film?" 

James Dean plays Jim Stark, more a 
dreamer than a rebel and certainly with 



enough good cause and intent to justify 
his actions. His "rebellion" comes from 
frustration at the family disunity and 
weak role model that rob him of emotional 

sustenance and support. 

"Knock 'em dead like your old man used 
to" is his father's pathetic admission of 
lost personal strength, reduced through 
the years by creeping submissiveness 
toward his wife and the world. Ironically, 
Jim is his father's conscience, offering to 
the adult the values that mcK^k adult 
hypocrisies; "You told me to tell the 
truth." 

Judy (Natalie Wood) has a similar lack 
of family support. Rather than a role 

model, she seeks the sustenance of family 
love and acceptance. But her father 
threatened by her budding maturity,

rejects her affection and denies her a position as either 
child or adult. As her mother simplistically states "It's 
an age when nothing fits.'* 

In tlie end Jim and Judy find a similar definition of 
adulthood which sU-esses sincerity, strength, compassion 
and love. 

Without even the meager sustenance and recognition 
of a disharmonious family, Plato (Sal Mineo). a tragic 
figure of loneliness, represents the emotional 
consequences of absentee parental i^thy. His fantasies 
define his need as he makes a surrogate father figure 
of Jim, the masculine ideal of his dreams. But as the 
inadequacy of this relationship is revealed and the 
emotional props fall away, Plato is again and forever cast 
adrift m the void of loneliness. 

The themes of the film-disenchantment, solitude, 
parental accountability-are actually presented 
allegorically, neatly packaged in the form (rf a 
planetarium-show sequence which describes, among 
other themes, Jim's arrival and the changes that his 
insistence upon honesty will demand. As Jim arrives 
late, the lecturer is describing a supernova and of the 
earth: "As this star (Jim Stark) approaches,... the weather 
will change; the great polar fields of the north and south 
will riot and divide; the seas will turn warm, and the 
last of us search the heavens and are amazed

Rattlers give 
champ Eagles 
no problems

JACKSONVILLE-The final outcome 
of the Bold City Classic wasn't a big 
surprise. 

Ge<H^ ScRithem, the d^ikUng Division 
1 AA national champs, outclassed Florida 
A & M 35-12 in front of 21,982 fans at the 
Gator Bowl in Jacksonville. Although the 
Eagles (1-1) trampled over FAMU (1-1), 
Georgia Southern Head Coach Erskine 
"Erk" Russell said he wasn't very excited 
about the way his team looked. 

"I'm not sure we played very smooth," 
said Russell. "We had a lot of good 
indi vklual effcH^, but the team on a whole 
wasn't that effective. We had too many 
penalties and mistakes to classify us as 
a good ball team." 

In preparation for the game, the 
Rattlers knew the key to victory would be 
shutting down GSC quarterback Tracy 
Ham. The Rattlers were unsuccessful in 
their effort. Ham took the Most Valuable 
Player honors on the Eagles end by 
cotopleting 10 of 19 passes for 185 yards. 
He also finished the evening as GSC*s 
leading rusher with 89 yards and two 
touchdowns. Ham said it was good to get 
back into Division l-AA football. 

"Against Florida, it was tough because 
they were faster and stronger than our 
team," Ham said. "With FAMU, we had 
more time to get our plays off and it made 
things a lot easier." 

Eagle running back Ricky Harris 
agreed with Ham. 

"We were stopping ourselves a lot more 
than the FAMU defense was," said 
Harris. "Last week, we l<»t and I was a 
lot more ejKrited and satisfied with the 
game overall. It still feels good to win 
though." 

According to Ru.ssell, the win was very 
important for GSC because it needed to 
prove that is was capable of controlling its 
opponents. Russell said the Florida loss 
wasn't a very good indication of his team's 
talents. 

"I knew our chances were slim against 
Florida, but I knew Florida A & M was 
capable of giving us a game and possibly 
beating us," Russell said. "It took us a 
whole quarter to figure out their offense 
because we weren't accustomed to the 
offense FAMU Head Coach Ken Riley was

playing. In the second quarter, we caught 
on and from there it got better." 

After the game, Riley was dejected but 
spoke highly of Russell's progi-am. He said 
the offend had opportunities to score, but 
when the pressure was on the Rattlers, 
they failed to come through. 

"I feel terrible but I take my hat off to 
coach Russell. We took a good old fashion 
beating," Riley said. "Early, we had a 
chance to be in the game, but we dropped 
some important passes and it hurt us." 

FAMU quarterback Oscar Williams 
improved on his performance from the 
previous week, as he completed 16 of 37 
passes for 144 yards. Despite a number of 
incompletions, Williams was pretty much 
on the ball all night. . 

"I hope we mature soon," Williams said. 
"We may have lost, but I rtill think we 
did some things well." 

Lawrence Jett managed to capture the 
trophy for the Most Valuable Player on 
the FAMU side. At his linebacker 
position, he managed to come up with five 
tackles, including a quarterback sack, one 
fumble recovery and one interception. 

Despite the loss, Riley offered some 
words of wisdom to the Rattler non- 
telievers. "I don't think we played that 
poorly," said Riley. "We won't quit and 
we will be back."

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Man charged 
with murder in 
rent dispute

Tallahassee police charged a man Monday with the 
beating death of 60-year-old Eddie Lee Hudson in a 
dispute over rent payment, according to TPD Sgt. Don 
Patchen. 

James Arthur Purnell, 41, of 1115 Seaboard St. was 
charged with second-cfegree murder after police arrested 
Wm Monday afternoon for last Friday's murder. - 

Hudson died at about 5:45 p.m. Friday after he was 
struck in the head with a three-foot long piece of two-by- 
four lumber during a fight with Purnell, said Patchen. 
Purnell had come to collect rent for the landlord from 
Hudson, who lives in the same apartment complex on 
Seaboard Street in south Tallahassee. Hudson, "who had 
lived there for years" apparently could not pay the rent, 
Patchen said. Purnell then proceeded to throw Hudson's 
belongings into the front yard in an attempt to evict him. 

An argument ensued and Purnell grabbed the lumber 
and Hudson drew a knife. Then, "swinging it like a 
baseball bat," Purnell struck Hudson in the head. An 
aut(^y Saturday morning revealed head iiyuries were 
the cause of Hudson's death. 

Patchen said Purnell was held for questioning by police 
Friday but was released because it was not certain if 
Purnell had acted out of self-defense. One witness to the 
murder led police to believe that Hudson attacked Purnell. 
Over the weekend, however, other witnesses came forth 
giving contradicting stories to the first witness. 

Patchen said the accounts witnesses gave— that Purnell 
entered Hudson's apartment, that Purnell was trying to 
evict Hudson forcibly and illegally and that Pttmell 
apparently armed himself first with the two-by-four-^led 
police to isme the arrest warrant for Pumell's arr^ 
Monday.

FSU player 
eulogized as 
friend to all

Nearly 1,000 friends and fellow students 
of Pablo Lopez gathered in Florida State 
University's Ruby Diamond Auditorium 
Monday for a memorial service in honor of 
the slain football player. 

Lopez, who was shot and killed after an 
altercation outside of a fraternity dance 
early Saturday morning, was remembered 
not as an athlete, but as a fiiend. 

"Pablo cared for everyone and always 
went beyond the call of duty," said Team 
Chaplain Ken Smith. "He was a giwit man 
with a little kid's heart." 

Gaylon White, Lopez' friend and 
teammate, agreed. 

"He was there anytime anyone needed 
him," White said. "You'd say 'Pablo loan 
me $5,* he'd giveit in ym. 'Pablo loan me 
the car,' there were the keys. 'Pablo, stop 
by my room,' and he'd always be there." 

The memorial service was attended by 
many FSU officials as well as the entire 
Seminole football team. FSU Coach Bobby 
Bowden and assistants Chuck Amato and 
Wayne McDufTie were in Miami for the 
funerai Monday afternoon. 

The crowd heard a number ot speakers 
praise Lopez, including FSU linebacker 
Odell Haggins, who was scheduled to talk 
about Lopez as a teammate. Instead, the 
freshman expressed his grief over his 
friend's death as he fought back tears. 

"Pablo always wanted the best out of 
things, " Haggins said. "I wish the best for 
Pablo." 

Lopez, 21, of South Miami, was shot in

Split Ferguson camp won't make endorsements

Unsuccessful state 
House candidate Howell 
Ferguson shook up the 
House runoff between 
former Tallahassee 
mayors Carol Bellamy and 
Hurley Rudd Monday, 
announcing he will not 
endorse either candidate in 
that race. 

Local "progressives" 
interviewed since the 
glitch-ridd^ Bdpti 2 
Democratic primary had 
counted on Ferguson to 
endorse Bellamy, but Ferguson said his key supporters 
were split between Bellamy and Rudd and so he could not 
endorse. 

"By not publicly endorsing either candidate in the runoff 
I am encoura^ng people who supported me to make their 
own decision," said Ferguson. 

Three "progressive" election-watchers—local

Democratic Party chief Jem Annnan, former Leon County 
commissioner Jim Crews and county commission 
candidate Im Sancho— all said they still think Bellamy 
is running ahead of Rudd. 

The three progressives and Ferguson campaign 
manager John Ryan said they ex^^ct a minority of his 
votes to go for Bellamy. 

Progressive activists interviewed last month identified 
Bellamy and Ferguson as the two progressive candidates 
in the House 10 race. The Big Bend League of 
Conservation Voters co-endorsed the two. "(Bellamy) is 
philosophically closer to Howell," said Ferguson supporter 
Jimmy Lohman. 

Ryan explained the Ferguson decision this way: Some 
«f ^rgu8(M*8 SMM^ onnwpratiw ki^ w^«!tws lik^ 
because of the lead^ship potentis^ th^ see in him, not 
b^au^ of his progressive politics. Others who would 
ordinarily have gone for Bellamy enthusiastically are 
unhappy with particular recent Bellamy actions— like her 
failure to support city pension-fund divestment— and so 
did not push Ferguson to endorse her. 

Despite the decision not to endorse, Ferguson authorized 
Ryan to supply Bellamy's campaign with some voter lists, 
Ryan said, and Bellamy aide Deena Frankel said there 



has been "a lot of contact" between the two campaigns. 
Ryan said the Ferguson campaign offered no such support 
to Rudd. 

Rudd won 36 percent of the vote and Bellamy took 30 
percent to get into the Sept. 30 primary. Third-place 
Ferguson won 13 percoit. 

Five Democrats sought to replace retiring Rep. Herb 
Morgan. The Bellamy-Rudd winner will face R^ublicsm 
Bob West in the Nov. 4 general election. 

Ferguson said he expected to do better in the race, and 
Sancho said Ferguson's disappointment may have carried 
over into the non-endorsement decision. "Howell really 
put a lot of effort into the campaign, and maybe he felt 
he was unappreciated," said Sancho. 

The bigi^t effert ^the Ferguson decision, said Crews 
and Bellamy supporter Roxamt^ Dow, may be on 
Ferguson's chance in any future run for political office. 
Dow said Ferguson may look like a "soreloser," and both 
she and Crews agreed progressive voters may blame 
Ferguson if Bellamy loses to Rudd. 

Ferguson's decision insures that there will be no formal 
endorsements from any of the three unsuccessful 
Democrats in the Sept. 2 House 10 race. Fourth-place

It looked like it was down for the count, 
hnt the downtown hotel prc^xml may yet 
stagger to its feet. 

Earl Patton, representative for the 
Atlanta-based Patton Corporation, said 
Monday that the firm had not totally 
discarded plans to build a 280-room 
Marriott convention hotel in downtown 
Tallaha^^. 

"We are still very much interested in 
building a hotel in Tallahassee,-* Patton 
said. "It just is no longer the number one 
priority with us." 

But Tallahassee Mayor Jack McLean 
said, although lie is happy that the Patton 
Corporation has not withdrawn from the 
project, he is holding off judgement on the 
possibility of a cfewntown hotel . 

"Basically I wn taking a wait-and-see 
attitude,*' McLean said. 

After a grueling nine-hour meeting last 
Wednesday, city commissioners decided 
they still had questions about the design 
of the parking lot and marketing plan 
of the hotel. 

McLean said city officaials sent an 
inquiry on these problems to the Patton 
Corporation last week. Patton said they 
will resf^nd to that inquiry sometime 
today. 

I^tm said his firm has put the 
I W fti h i g i iaf p^el on the burner 



because of the city 's foot-dragging. He said 
the original July 1 deadline had been 
pushed back twice by the city. And last 
Wednesday, the city commission voted to 
further postpone a decision on the project 
until Sept. 24. 

"We had delayed for almost three months 
on the project on tl^ request of the city," 
Patton said. "All this time we had been 
postponing decisions on Ae other projects 
we hi^ been working on." 

Patton said when the city postponed it 
this last time, the firm deci^ to exerci^ 
an option it had on another Florida hotel. 

That, however, doesn't totally rule out 
the possibility of a Marriott in Tallahassee, 
Patton said. 

"I wouldn't say that it looks doubtful," 
Patton said. "I think we still feel positive 
about reaching some sort of ^eement with 
i'allahassee." * 

The proposal made by Patton early last 
we^ called for lease payments of $lt) to be 
made to the city for the hrrt five years, and 
payments of $10,0<X) to be made for the 
next five years. 

In the 1 1th year, the city would take over 
the management of the hotel's 612-space 
parking garage, getting revenue from the 
operation of the garage. Over the 50 years 
of the lease agreement, and estimated $29 
millim would go into the city treasury, 
McLean smI. 



Ungrounded

Many travellers feel flying the 
friendly skies is the only way to get 
^ around. But for others, getting on an 
t airplane can be a harrowing 
perience. 

I^ose who want to a&rviate theur fear 
of flying may find relief from a 
program offered by Florida State 
University*8 Psychology Xtepartment. 
Jeannle 1^kham» a doctoral student 
in the department, and FSU 
psychology professor Jack 
administer the esqiei^^ntal, non-profit 
treatment, which culminates in an 
optional practice flight. The treatment 
cost $^» most of which pays for the 
flight. 

One component of the treatment is 
Stress Inoculation Training, which is a 
**kind of ]>rs^ee in dealing with the 
stress before it arises/* said May. "It's 
designed to help somone who 
anticipates stress.'* 

Beckham said the training provides 
the individual a number of ^tegies for 
dealing with fear of fljdng. According 
to one natiqnfd study 10 to 20 percent 
of those who fly report some 
discomfort.

Guatemala: apartheid south of the Rio Grande

For many North Americans, the world below the Rio 
Grande remains swathed in a calculated obscurity The 
popular view of Central America, in particular, conforms 
to the aistorted^lection of hal^truths and trivialities 
presented by the mainstream media. 

Safely ensconced in their armchairs, good citizens can 
view the fodder from network television and be assured 
that dark skinned peasants who dare try to improve their 
lives will be swiftly corrected. 

Yet there is an equally misguided and myopic focus on 
particular countries within the region. The liberation 
movement, government repression, and U.S. intervention 
in El Salvador, combined with a reactionary CIA backed 
assault on Nicaragua has given these two countries the 
lion's share of attention at the expend of Guatemala, 
within whose borders exists the full range of similar 
situation. Continued popular ignorance in this most 
populous country of the region translates into a tacit 
approval of U.S. -supported genocide. 

Along with El Salvador, South Africa, and others, 
Guatemalans a renowned member of the World Pariah 
Club. Countries interested in joining need only torture and 
murder their citizens with greater savagery than others. 
As in South Africa, Guatemalan repression is aimed at 
a racial i»aj©rity. Well over half of its 7.5 million people 
are indigenous Maya, related to the fertile bwt densely 
populated highlands. Average farm size is being steadily 
reduced to the point where a son's inheritance could never 
support a family, while land-owning elites often expand 
their realms with military support, resulting in one of the 
most unequal land-owning systems in Latin America. 
Attempts at colonizing the sparsely-populated northern 
provinces have been subverted by political resistance and 
massive land grants to well-placed generals bent on 
raising fast-food hamburger for the U.S.

Not surprisingly, there has been resistance, and a brutal 
reaction. The military claims to have 'secured" the 
country, earning paternal praise from the U.S. for a job 
well done. Rooting out subversives is hard work; in the 
most recent campaign over 400 villages had to be 
destroyed and thousands murdered. Documenting one 
typical example of the government's "strategy." the 
human rights group Amnesty International reported how 
the army entered a village, "forced the entire population 
into the courthouse, raped the women, beheaded the men 
and battered the children to death against rocks in a 
nearby river.'* Public awareness of such atrocities would 
undoubtedly spurn popular indignation in this country, 
yet the network triumvirate continues to praise "contra" 
advances and South African terrorism with a deaf ear to 
injustice in the so-called "backyard" of North America. 

It is difficult to imagine what crimes a country must 
commit before the information gatekeepers decide to alert 
the public. Along with a murderous army in the 
countryside, Guatemala boasts an active contingent of 
urban terrorists. As in El Salvador, these "death squads " 
are often staffed with moonlighting officials charged with 
eliminating critics of the government. A much-heralded 
"return to democracy" this year has not diminished their 
grisly work— more than 700 Guatemalans have died and 
120 disapi^ared since President Vinicio Cerezo took office 
in January. Of course, such facts don't sit well alongside 
growing U.S. praise of the democratic panacea, and are 
conveniently withheld from consumption 

Guatemala hasn't always been without genuine 
attempts at social justice. For North Americans, the most 



Experts start work on election

TPv/o experts hired to help run the next two elec- 
tions in Leon County got down to work Monday, 
meeting with county officials in the morning and 
facing an onslaught of reporters in the afternoon. 
Both said Monday they're convinced the big pro- 
blem with the mangled Sept. 2 election was that 
the voting machines were not set up properly. 

Fort Lauderdale elections consultant Glenn 
Boord and former Marion County Supervisor of 
Elections Helen McNeal met with Leon County 
Supervisor of Elections Jan Pietrzyk for two 
Monday morning. During tlHrf^ time Pietr- 
zyk formally deputized the two to wisrk on the 
elections. 

"The tension is gone out of the office," said 
McNeal. "We feel very comfortable." 

McNeal said she and Pietrzyk worked out a 
timetable leading up to the next election. McNeal 
will help supervise the county elections office, a 
crowded five-room area on the second floor of the 
First Florida Bank building on South Monroe 



Street. 

Boord said he spent the afternoon trying to 
familiarize himself with the county warehouse 
on West llimpe SU^t in which the w)unty stores 
its 180 some voting machines. 

"It went very quiet, very calm," he said. 

Boord said he'll start next Tuesday or Wednes- 
day thoroughly checking each machine by trial- 
voting three of four times in each machine, try 
ing the Democratic, Republican and independent 
levers. He said that will take the entire week 
before the Sept. 30 primary. 

During the Sept. 2 election hundreds were turn- 
ed away from the polls when voting machines 
broke down and others complained their votes 
went for the wrong candidate because candidates' 
names were not lined up exactly with their 
levers. 

Boord said he will look today at sample paper 
ballots with the candidates' names to be inserted 
into the voting machines next we^ "M they 
don't ntj we won't put them in,'

This time, the CIA's surrogate 
thugs have met a dogged resistance while the anti- 
Sandinista rhetoric aimed at North Americans grows 
daily, setting the stage tor yet another misguided foray ^ 
against positive change. 

i^liberate suppression of Guatemala's past saga and 
present plight hides a valuable lesson while condeming the 
reactionary policies of a murderous government. In an age 
of popular protest over South Africa, q country whteh 
recently enjoyed a similar media ignorance, the 

information blanket over Guatemala and its neighbors is 
criminal. Concerned North Americans would do well in 

redirecting their energies toward an equally repressive 
"apartheid" on then* own continent.

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Government workers 
to undergo drug tests

WASHINGTON-President Reagan 
sent Congress his plan Monday to e^alate 
the war to make America drug-free and 
drafted uncounted thousands of 
government workers in his new crusade 
by ordering them to take drug tests. 

"This is the federal government's way 
of just saying no to drugs," Reagan 
declared in signing a sweeping set of anti- 
drug initiatives. "We're getting tough on 
drugs and we mean business. 

"To those who axe thinking of using 
drugs, we say stop. And to those who are 
pushing drugs, we say beware." 

Mandatory testing— the scope is yet to 
be decided but more than 1 million people^ 
could be covered— emerges as the most 
controversial element of package Reagan 
sent to Capitol Hill as both parties 
jockeyed for political advantage on the 
drug issue. 

Reagan, who was joined by Jfirst lady 
Nancy Reagan in an nei^lxw-to-neighbor 
televisionaddress to kick off the "national 
crusade" against drugs BuiMli^ night, 
also asked Congress to toughen criminal 
penalties and shift $894 million from 
other areas to beef up efforts to halt the 
flow of drugs, jail pushers, curb drug use 
and expand treatment and rehabilitation 
programs. 

On Sunday, Reagan said the drug 
{M'oblem costs Americans $60 billion a 
year but caniiot be solved by throwing 
dollars at it. His plan to redirect Amds now 
in the budget contrasts sharply with a 
House-passed anti-drug package that calls 
for billions in new spending. 

More than half the spending Reagan 
outlined—Monday— $500 million— will go 
to enforcement, which already consumes 
most of $2.2 billion now spent to. fight 
drugs. He also earmarked $56 million to 
test existing and prospective federal 
employees, $100 million to promote drug- 



free schools, and another $100 million for 
state treatment facilities. 

Many of his proposals mirror provisions 
of the bill passed Friday by the House, 
including the death penalty for some 
drug related crimes, expanded powers for 
federal law officers, and a relaxation a 
rule against courtroom use of illegally 
seized evidence. 

Aides said Reagan remains opposed to 
a key, and costly, feature of the House bill 
—mobilizing the military to slow the flow 
of drugs. 

Reagan ordered drug testing programs 
be developed for all federal law 
enforcement officers, workers in sensitive 
national security jobs, those with access 
to classified information, and others 
whose work affects "public health or 
safety or other functions requiring a high 
degree of trust and confidence." 

Within these categories. White House 
Legal counsel Peter Wallison said, federal 
managers will have "a lot of latitude" to 
decide which employees should be tested. 

Federal employee unions threatened 
legal action against the testing and 
Robert Tobias, president of the National 
Treasury Employees Union, called the 
Reagan order "a punitive dragnet 
designed to ferret out users and abusers 
in a sector where there is no evidence of 
a drug problem." 

White House officials refused to speculate 
on many of the 2.8 million federal workers 
who could be affected. The Office of Per- 
sonnel Management said the number 
with access to classified information alone 
surpasses the 1 million mark. 

Some employees of the CIA, National 
Security Agency, FBI, Customs Service 
and other agencies, as well as members 
of the military, already are subject to 
periodic testing.

Lawson vote and Bellamy will get at least 
75 percent of F^guson's votes. 

But Democratic chieftain Ausman said 
he thinks half of Lawson's votes were 
from people who thought they were voting 
for District 9 Rep. Al Lawson and those 
votes will go to Bellamy. 

"(Because of Ferguson's decision) it will 
be clc^r," said Crews, who alim)st ran for 
the seat. "The momentum is going 
(Bellamy's) way, and she is going to win. 
But Ferguson's endorsement (would have

Go Seminoles! 
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Hitch's finest focuses 
on psychosexual follies

Rear Window (1954) by Alfred 
Hitchcock, is one of the most explicit films 
ever made on that troubteswne, beaten- 
to-death issue of voyeurism— not just the 
watch-the-Peeping-Tom-watch variety but 
also our not-so-altruistic cravings as 
viewers to pry and snoop into other 
people's lives. Rear Window, probably the 
best film Hitchcock ever made, superbly 
exercises our own naughty tendencies. 

The simple story of the film, like most 
of Hitchcock's works, acts only as a 
vehicle by which many different themes 
are conveyed. The hem-hawing James 
Stewart excellently portrays L.B. Jeffries, 
a freelance traveling photographer laid up 
during a heat wave in his Greenwich 
Village apartment complex with a broken

little to distract him from the perpetual 
boredom and the oh-so-horribly romantic 
endeavors of the charming ('') Lisa 
Freemont (Grace Kelly). The situation 
starts to change when during Jeffries' 
usual, casual spying into the numerous 
apartments across the courtyard, he 
begins to suspect (hope?) that his un- 
American neighbor, Lars Thorwald 
(Raymond Burr) has murdered his 
invalid, nagging wife. 

Both Lisa, the frustrated editor of a 
fashion magazine and Stella (Thelma 
Ritter), the pragmatic, private-duty nurse 
are initially not interested in Jeffries' 
observations. In fact, Stella states

Mysteries of motherhood explored In verse

This evening marks the third week of readings at 
the Alley» and tonight, verse is the thing. Mary Jane 
Ryals and Donna Decker will entertain and il- 
luminate the audience to the nuances of both city 
and country lifestyles. 

Although Ryals was born in Georgia, she is a self 
proclaimed "Florida cracker^* since she grew up in 
the state and lived in almost every part of it since 
the age of two, 

Ryals did graduate work at the University of 
Florida, studying under poet Donald Justice. She 
left Florida and under Justice's suggestion went to 
Florida State University to study under Van Brock, 
an FSU iwiaiessor and ex«student of Justice. 
While she plans on reading some new poetry, Ryals 
also hopes to throw in a couple of "old primers 
because people seem to like them." Her subjects 
tonight at the Alley will be Cedar Key, Moiida and 
its earthy environment, as well as some poetry 
about motherhood. 

"One of the hardest things in the world to do is 
write a poem about motherhood," said Ryals. She 
described the two poems she'll read as being far 
from the Hallmark card version of motherhood. In- 
IHHHHM^ chooses to explore the intimate ties bet- 
wM|Pither and child before, during and after the 
'ChBoS bom, and how these ties are broken. 

"Elegy for Ginger" is a poem that took seven years 
to shape, and is about a friend's suicide. Ryals ex* 
plained that many times a poet knows the truth of 
a poem but form remains elusive.

Also on hand tonight will be Donna Decker, a 
native New Yorker who came south to take advan- 
tage of what she caUed FSU*s unique writing 
program. 

**The writing program at FSU is different than 
most other places," said Decker. "It's one of the few 
universities in the country where you can do your 
dissertation as a creative work." 

Decker attended Central College of New Yor| 
where she received her masters d^ree. While the^ 
she co-authored a poetry book with two other peo- 
ple titied Three Thirds. She plans to read wm^ from 
Three Th^rth and also a variety of new work. 
One of Decker's favorite pieces is "Letter To a 
Tugboat Captain's Daughter." The title was taken 
from an Ezra Pound poem: "The River Merchant's 
Wife: A Letter." Decker's grandfather was a river- 
boat captain who drowned. She called her poem an 
attempt to "tell him a couple things." 

Mary Jane Ryais and Donna Deeleer read their 
poetry tonight at 8 in the AOey at 210 South Monroe 
Street n^ jpeadings are free, the beer is not. 
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Hitchcock's clearest warning of the film: "We've become 
a race of Peeping Toms. What people ought to do is get 
outside their own house and look in for a change." This 
sound advice of introspection over psychological 
voyeurism is quickly forgotten, however, and the now 
action-oriented women become the "legs" of the wheel- 
chair ridden "window shopper." The result neatly 
illustrates how looking out the window is not always a 
harmless pastime. 

In fact, in Rear Window the morality of the entire 
j process of film comes into question. Hitchcock faces the 
ethical problem of resolving what the audience wants 
to see with what he wants to show them. By allowing 



the story to be cinematically told from Jeffries' seated 
point-of-view, the protagonist becomes the surrogate 
voyeur and we— also seated— are the actual Peeping 
Toms and must undergo the kind of introspection 
Hitchcock advocates early on in the film. 

Hitchcock once said of Rear Window that " . . .of all 
the films 1 have made, this to me is the most cinematic." 
Through the com(^tent use of sweeping camera angles, 
the corresponding reactions on Jeffries' face, 
psychologically effective, ofT-screen sound and numerous 
phallic images (telephoto lenses, thermometers), Jeffries' 
mental process (and ours as well) is revealed in a single 
act of pure cinema at its Hitchcockian best. 

Rear Window screens tonight at FSU's Moore 
Auftttorium at 7:30 and 9:30. Admission is $2.

The Cowboys drafted Walker, the cornerstone player 
of the New Jersey Generals and the U.S. Football 
League, in the fifth round in the spring of 1985 on the 
chance that he might one day he available. Then, after 
the USFL was awarded only $1 (trebled to $3) in damages 
in its antitrust suit against the National Football 
League, the USFL owners voted earlier this mon^ to 
su^nd operations until 1987, and tl^ door swung open. 

Aug. 13, Walk^ became a Dallas Cowboy after a 
i2'lMia^]i^otiating session at the t^m*s training camp 
in Thousand Oakd, Calif. The 24-year-old former 
Heismap Trophy winner signed a five-year package 
worth a reported $5 million, making him the highest 
paid player in the team's history and anu>ng the highest- 
paid in the NFL. 

"It all happened so quick," Walker said recently. "I

had come to Thousand Oaks to meet the coaches, but 
time became a £iu:tor»^ I had to sign.

For 
starters, Tony Dorsett, Walker's partner-to-be in the 
Cowboy's so called dream backiield, blasted management 
for extending itself so onerously and quickly to a 
newcomer. 

Dorsett stressed that he had nothing against his new 
teammate or his contract, but Walker, by nature one of 



the m«^ unaffiuming high-profile players in pro football 
found himself a principal in a controversy that was of 
considerable interest to a city feverish about its team 

Predictably, differences of opinion developed. There 
were those who thought Walker hadn't paid enough dues 
to earn so much money, and those who felt that Walker 
was the future and that Dorsett should pack his bags. 

So Walker found himself in the familiar position of 
having his ability on trial. 

He heard the ^me kind of questions when he went 
from a small high school to a major college {HPogram at 
Georgia, and again when he created ^w^royersy by 
leaving Georgia for the USFL after his junior year: 
Would he be able to solve more sophisticated defenses? 
Could he take the weekly pounding from more talented 
players? Could he take criticism from a more scrutinizing 
press? 

Even for Walker, whose trademark has been hirffeven 
temperament, it was irritating to think that his talen^ 
was still being questioned. After breaking Eriq 
Dickerson's single^^a^n pro football m^rd 1^ rushing 
for 2,411 yaids in the USFT^'s last season, in the spring 
of 1985, many people— Dickerson among them— 
suggested Walker's record was tainted because the USFL 
was a minor league. 

"I'm used to it by now," the 6-1 , 225-pound Walker said 
recently. "All my life people have judged me, but they 
don't know me, they don't know where I've come from 
or what I've gone through. People are entitled to their 
opinions about me, but only Herschel knows."

Clark suspended 
for rest of season

Florida State University football player Ed Clark, who 
allegedly fired a gun into a crowd aher Pablo Lopez was 

killed early Saturday morning, will not play for the 
Seminoles for the rest of the season, FSU Coach Bobby 
Bowden announced Tuesday. 

Clark will still practice with the team, Bowden said, but 
will not be allowed to participate in games due to 
violations of "team rules." Bowden wouldn't elaborate on 
the exact rules that were broken by the linebacker. 

Clark, 20, was charged with aggravated assault with a 
firearm and discharging a firearm in public in connection 
with a dispute that ei^d in the death of Lopez. Clark, 
who was released on his own recognizance, refused 
comment on the charges and the suspension when 
approached after Tuesday's practice. 

Football may not be the only activity that Clark is 
suspended from. If the charges against him are found to 
be true, he could also be barred from attending classes at 
FSU, accordmg to the FSU Conduct Code. 

A student faces dismissal, suspension, a written 
reprimand or a variety of penalties in between if he "uses, 
possesses or manufactures, without university 
authorization, firearms, explosives, weapons, unregistered 
fireworks, or other dangerous articles or substance 
injurous to persons or property," the Code says. 

FSU Vice-President for Student Affairs Bob Leach 
wouldn't comment on Clark's case, except to say that FSU 
police are still investigating the case and there won't be 
any university action against him prior to the completion 
of the investigation. 

Bowden's move, meanwhile, came the same dav that it 
was reported that Clark was arrested on assault and 
weapons charges less than a year ago in Miami. 

Clark was mrrm^»A hy M^o-Dade police on Dec. 25 and 
charged with carrying a concealed fireira, assault on a 
police officer and reckless display of a firearm. Those 
charges were reduced on Jan. 16 to a misdemeanor offense 
of weapon exhibition, iu;<»rding to Dade County Court 
records. 

Earlier this week, Bowden said no disciplinauy measures 
would taken against Clark until all legal actions were 
finished. However, he was having second thoughts on 
Tuesday morning. 

"If a player is involved in something outside the 
university, I usually wait and see what the authorities 
(fe with him. But, in this case I don't know,*' Bowden said. 
'1 am planning to talk with Ed this afternoon and then 
I'll make my decision." 

Bowden said his decision to suspend Clark had nothii^ 
to do with the Miami charges and that he would reassess 
the player's situation at the end of the season. 

Clark, a 6-foot-3, 219 pound sophomore from Miami, is 
described by his teammates as a regular guy who displays 
a "tough" image to people he doesn't know. 

"Outsiders might think he tries to play tough guy, but

But the 
Dfficial, county voting machine technician Mike Watson, 
pledged those problems will not be repeated in the Sept. 
30 election. 

Voters complained during and after election day that 
they were not sure which candidat(> they voted for or were 
afraid their votes went to the wrong candidates because 
of the misaligned ballots. 

Watson said the county ran out of time last month and 
had to send tl^ 50-inch ballot used on Sept. 2 to a printing 
firm which could not print the whole ballot. 

Instead, Supervisor of Elections Jan Pietrzyk's office had 
17-inch strips printed and county workers had to hurriedly 
cut and paste them together, Watson said. "Some mistakes 
were made," he said. "Some turned out a quarter-inch or 



half inch off." 

Watson said he and elections consultant Glenn Boord 
checked a sample ballot for the Sept. 30 election from 
Gandy Printers Tuesday and it is the correct length. 

Since the Sept. 30 ballot is only 14 or 15 mches long, 
Watson said, there should be no problems. "We won't be 
cutting and pasting this time," he said. 

Watson said the county will get the ballots Thursday. 
Watson spent Tuesday trying to hire some extra help to 
assist him, Boord and four other permanent employes in 
%tting up and testing some 180 voting machines at the 
county warehouse, he said. 

That work must be finished by next Wednesday, Watson 
said, in time to let candidates examine the machines. 

Chances that any Sept. 2 candidates will join District 
5 Leon County Commission candidate Ion Sancho in 
contesting the election results grew slimmer Tuesday. 

District 4 commission candidate Cliff Thaell announced 
he won't contest the results in his race.

Star Wars is offensive, expert says

Retired Air Force Colonel Robert 
Bowman calls the "Star Wars " 
program "the most gigantic fraud 
ever perpetrated against the 
American people." 

Bowman, former Director of Space 
Weapons Research for the United 
States Air Force, said at a Tuesday 
press conference the Strategic 
Defense Initiative or Star Wars 
program is not the protective shield 
the Reagan administration has led 
the American people to believe. 

"The Strategic Defense Initiative 
involves the development of new 
offensive weapons disguised as 
defensive weapons in an effort to 
obtain military superiority over the 
Soviet Union," Bowman said. "It does 
not have the slightest chance of 



protecting the people of the United 
States." 

The latest price tag on the Star 
Wars program is $2.5 trillion, he said. 

Bowman said although it is the 
Reagan administration that is 
holding the Star Wars bag, it is 
Congress that holds the purse strings. 
And that is the message he said he 
wants the American people to 
understand. 

"Congress is where we can stop it," 
he said. "It is where we have to stop 
it." 

Bowman, who retired from the 

military in 1978, is currently the 
president of the Institute for Space 

and Security Studies, a non-profit 
gi'oup devoted to the prevention of 
nuclear war. He has been .speaking 
against the SDI progi'am for more 
than four years because he believes 



it has sold out our national security 
*'for crazy dreams of military 
superiority." 

Bowman said Soviet leaders are 
well aware of the offensive 
capabilities of SDI, and would do all 
they could to try to prevent its 
implementation. 

"I think an attempt by either side 
to deploy such a weapons system 
signillcantly increases the chances of 
a nuclear war," he said. 

Bowman, who directed advance 
space prc^ams under Prmdents 
Ford and Cart^, said he still believes 
in the defense policies the United 
States pursued under those 
administrations. 

"I support the defense policies the 
United States government has held

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Haitians say U.S. plays favorites

MIAMI— Haitian immigrants accused the U.S. 
government Tuesday of treating them like "permanent 
garba^" b^ause they are black and poor. 

At a news conference Tuesday, Gerard Jean-Juste, 
director of the Haitian Refugee Center in Miami, 
complained that the 111 Cuban political prisoners and 
their relatives who arrived in Miami on a "freedom 
flight" Monday were given a hero's welcome, while 
Haitian refugees are deported. 

"One group receives the red carpet treatment. We are 
happy for them and we share in their families' joy. But 
we are bitter that we Haitians always receive permanent 
garbage treatment. We are black and mostly poor, but 
we are human beings. We would like our families to be 
reunited," Jean- Juste said. 

Many U.S. officials and politicians offer red carpet 
treatment to ethnics with political and economic clout, 



especially during the weeks before elections, he said. The 
November 1984 decision granting legal residency to 
Mariel Cubans and Monday's arrival of the Cuban 
political prisoners both came just weeks before elections, 
he noted. 

Perry Rivkino, district director for the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, responded that Cubans are 
^nsidered political refugees and are granted special 
treatment under a law known as the Cuban Acyustment 

Act. 

"That was enacted by Congi'ess and only Congress can 
change it, not the INS," Rivkino said. 

Pending legislation would grant permanent resident 
status to undocumented Haitians who have lived in the 
United States several years. 'Hie legislation was 
proposed by Rep. Peter Rodino, D-N.J., chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee.

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Pie in the sky 

The American media has dubbed the Reagan years the "Feelgood 
Era." If it is to be believed, America thinks it's strong again, the 
whole world loves or fears us and there's a chicken in every pot. 

Beneath the veneer of prosperity, however, lurks some startling 
realities. A good example is the Strategic Defense Initiative or 
"Star Wars." The project is (X)sting taxpayers roughly $2.5 trillion. 
Critics like Robert Bowman shout from the rooftops to any who 
will hear that even if all the technical and other problems could 
be eliminated, SDI would fall far ahwi of what Ronald Reagan 
promised in 1983. 

SDI was designed, we were told, to be a peace shield that would 
protect the U.S. in the event of a nuclear first strike. Reagan calmly 
and rather naively explained that the system would i^i^er nuclear 
weapons "impotent and obsolete." 

Yet, the outcry against such waste has been smothered by the 
nation's new-found patriotism. While Reagan siphons billions of 
dollars from crucial social programs, his budget cuts are causing 
severe dislocation for a significant portion of this nation's poor, 
elderly and children. 

Reagan constantly serenades Americans about his commitment 
to family, education and equality, but his policies undercut all of 
his supposedly cherished ideals. 

Money diverted from social programs to defense affects us in 
many ways. Gramm-Rudman budget cuts have forced the Library 
of Congress to severely reduce the number of hours it stays open. 
Just three days of SDI funding would keep the library open for the 
entire year. 

The $2.5 trillion could be used to restore block grants to cities 
which are slowly strangling from urban blight, crime and other 
ills. A share could be used to give teachers decent and competitive 
salaries, or help provide affordable housing for the poor and the 
elderly. Or provide viable training and job placement programs 
for the 50 to 60 percent of unemployed, underemployed or 
unemployable minorities which few people bother to talk about. 

But no, these things don't appear to be very high on Reagan's 
agenda. He seems more content to give millions to "freedom 
fighters" overseas, or to find ways to manipulate the tax system 
so we think we're getting relief when we really aren't. 

That's what Reagan's tenure has delivered. 

First one group and then another laments about declining 
education, the staggering illiteracy problem and the general falling 
off of productivity nationwide. 

The example we are getting from our leaders merely exacerbate 
the problem. In all likelihood our destruction won't come from 
without, but from within. 

As Daniel Boorstein, the librarian of Congress said "Historians 
will not fail to note that a people who could spend $300 billion on 
their defense would not spend $18 million on their knowledge.

Has death become passe in this quiet Texas town?

HUNTSVILLE, Texas-The rowdy 
crowds and solemn vigils that were part of 
state executions when they resumed four 
years ago are long gone now. Instead, only 
a handful of reporters were on hand when 
three men received lethal injections in one 
week recently in the pale-blue death 
chamber here. 

If cteath can eyer be acc^ted as a routine 
part of life, it happens here in this quiet 
East Texas town of 30,000 people, 40 
churches and more executions than 
anywhere else in America. 

"Someone said the other day the only 
thing that could cause much of a stir would 
be if a Charles Mason-type guy were going 
to get it, or a woman," said Bo Bertling, 
owner of the Cafe Texan, Himtsville s main 
^thering place. "I've got a guy who comes 
in every morning wh(we tour of duty is out 
there m Death Row. He'll sit here and say: 
'This guy is not worth a hill of beans. He's 
K)rry. He's despicable. He's killed three 
people.' So when you hear things like that 
you become— I don't know if the word is 
hardened, but it all becomes passe." 

When Randy L. Wools, Larry Smith and 
Chester Lee Wicker were strapped onto a 
gvurney and given lethal injections within 
a week mat the end of August, Texas 
'fmmi l^nia to become the nati(m's 
Imder in exemitioi^. There have been eight 
so far this year and 18 since the United 
States Supreme Court allowed capital 
punishment to resume in 1976. Officials 
expect them to continue at a pace of about 
one a month for the 230 men and three 
women remaining on Death Row in Texas. 

That pace has been bitterly criticized by 
such groups as the American Civil 
l^b^ties Uriioni hht ^i) has few critics in 
town dOft^ noAh ^ Houston m ^tf

and the company is the Texas Department 
of Corrections, which has its headquarters 
here. 

The prison system has more than 4,500 
employees. Many other businesses ranging 
from equipment suppliers to shops like 
Bustin Loose Menswear, which specializes 
in selling to convicts who have just been 
released, are dependent on the prison 
system. 

"This town is like a kept woman," said 
George Beto, who headed the prison system 
from 1962 to 1972 and now teaches here. 

For most of this century executions have 
been a fact of life here, as much as part of

The editor of The Huntsville Item still sits 
in on every execution, and prison work goes 
back for generations in many families. Jay 
Byrd, who now runs the annual prison 
rodeo, is the grandson of Capt. Joe Byrd, 
who for many years flipped the switch on 
the old oak electric chair and who gave his 
name to the cemetery where many 
executed men are buried. 

From 1924 to 1964, 361 people were 
electrocuted in the chair, known 
throughout Texas as "Old Spcurky." It is 
now crated up across from the cells in the 
death chamber. Local boosters are hoping 
"Old Sparky" will be a highlight of the 
prison museum they are trying to promote 
as a tourist attraction. On Aug. 29, 1977, 
Texas officially adopted lethal injection as 
a substitute £ai:«1ihectil<dctric chair, , , 

Pruon dficuds say that, despite the 



increasing numbers, executions are 
handled with dignity and that death by 
lethal injection is the most humane way 
available. 

'it's a part of the job that no one goes 
around bragging about, but it's part of the 
job you have to do."" said Robert Ott, 
assistant warden lor the Walls Unit, wher*- 
executions take place. "Tve seen all kinds 
of killings, and homicides and executions. 
I worked for 22 years as a criminal 
investigator. If there is a humane way to 
take a human life, this is it." 

Still, people like Ott, and Texas's 
attorney .general, Jim Mattox, who attends 
almost every execution, say it is very 
difficult for anyone to witness an execution 
and remain unmoved. 

Beto, the former prison system director 
who now teaches corrections 
administration at Sam Houston State 
University here, recalls one convict who 
asked to be allowed to sing "Swing Low 
Sweet Chariot" as he was led to tlie chair. 

"That night I could hear him coming. I 
couldn't see him, I eould just hear him 
singing that song and then he came into 
view. He stayed with it while he sat in the 
chair and they strapped him in. He kept 
singing until the first jolt. It makes my ears 
creep every time I hear that song." 

Beto takes a different view of the death 
penalty than many others here, saying he 
is philosphically in favor, but practically 
oi^K>sed. 

"I believe the state has Uie ri|^t to take 
a man's lifi|," he said. "But, {ffactically, in 
a democratic society -like ours, the death 
penalty is capriciously and inequitably 
administered. Whether a person is 
convicted depends on the quality of his 
defense, the hysteria of the moment in the 
coiumunity resumed after a gap of 18 years.

Kirkpatrick protesters file 
lawsuit against Civic Center

In response to what they considered a 
civil rights violation for their arrest 
earlier this year, the "Civic Center Five" 
nied lawsuits against the Tallahassee- 
Leon County Civic Center this week in 
the Fi<deral Di^ic^ Co«urt to an^er 
injuries. 

Attorney Geoff Smith, representing four 
of the five, said he filed "a civil complaint 
under the Federal Civil Rights Act which 
seeks redress for damages caused to (his) 
clients by the violation of their civil 
rights." 

The five were arrested January 8 by the 
Civic Center Authority and the 
Tallahassee Police I^partment during a 
lecture by former U.N. Ambai^ador Jean* 
Kirkpatrick. Local activist Ed Green and 
Florida State University students Roberta 
Cassidy, Ken Jason, Glenda Savage and 
Sylvia Smith were protesting her support 
of the Reagan administration's foreign 
policy, especially the backing of contra 
forces trying to overthrow the government 
of Nicaragua. 

Civic Center authorities claimed that 
the center was private property and had 
the five demonstrators arreted on the 
charge of tr^assing on private property 
after warnings. The charges against the 
four students were dropped a few weeks 
later. Green was prosecuted but Leon 
County Judge Hal McLamma eventually 
threw out the charges brought against 
him. 

Green's lawyer Danni Vogt said that 
McLamma ruled the Civic Center ^ 
operating as a public fsMdlity on January 
8, 1^. 

**The defendent (Ed Green) was 
^nerally free to come and go as he 
pleased, and exercise his freedom of 
speech," Vogt said. "The issue is whether 
there was a trespass by the defendent to 
sustain a warning. If in fact the defendent 
was obstructing a doorway and attendees 
«)uld not enter, then there was a trespass. 
A careful reading of the transcript of the 
officer's testimony indicates otherwise. 
The^defmidimt may have been a nuisaiMX 
to ituiee not diaring his views, but 
Mthiag more." 

Assistant Director of the Civic Center 
Soger Englert said that when the incident 
Wcured it was Civic Center policy not to 
jiUow demcmstrattXTS on the prcqperty.

'*Th€ Civic Center Authority directors 
had given us directions not to allow 
protests on the property," Englert said. 
"At the time (of the demonstration) we 
had been advised by our attorney that we 
were not public property." 

Lawyers for the five protesters, 
however, said that the Civic Center is 
public property since it is publicly funded 
and yiat the five had every right to 
expres their opinion. 

Englert said that since McLamma' s 
decision, the Civic Center has changed 
their policy concerning demonstrations. 
He said that during public sponsored 
events demonstrations which don't 
obstruct the flow of traffic are allowed. 
Englert commented that as of this time 
he was unsure of their policy for privately 
sponsored functions. 

Tl^ five are now seeing mon^ary 
cconpsQsaticm for legal co^s— all five were 
held in Leon County Jail and had to post 
bond— and damages to their reputations. 

Smith, spokeswiMnan for the group, said 
she hopes the lawsuit will also force the 
Civic Center to adopt a public policy 
allowing protests in the future. 

"As a result of our arrests we have 
suffered damage to our reputations as 
well as anguish and firustration," she said. 

Smith, who is dir«5tor of FSU's Center 
for Participant Education, said t^ arrests 
were ill^al. 

**We were illegally- arrested and 
detained, forced to secure legal counsel 
and {Muraded befrare the press," Smith said. 
"The charges were dropped but our First, 
Fourth and Utl^A4ifeAdAfe$1?rights were 
violated." 
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Beer-swigging students 
nabbed on the runway

"They saw those police officers coming 
and took a large dose of adios," 
Tallahassee Police Department 
spokesman Scott Hunt said of eight 
Florida State University students who 
were an^ted after trying to escape arrest 
at the Tallafaa^ee Municipal Airport 
Tuesday. 

The students were arrested just after 
midnight for trespa^ihg on the airport 

runway. 

The eight brought a couple of cases of 
Busch beer and were sitting at the end of 
the runway sipping the brew when police 
arrived. 

*'They ran through the briars, they ran 
though the brambles and they ran 
through the places a rabbit wouldn't go," 
siihI Hunt. 



However, according to one of those 
arrested, they hardly had a chance to get 
to the edge of the woods before the law 
swooped down on them. 

"The cars just kept coming," he said. 
*'There were about seven of them." 

Mark J. Lane, 18; James Alvin Hansen, 
IS; Timothy S. Fetter, 18; Mark F. Stern, 
19; Jose Krsol, 20; Terry Wittmer, 20; 
Lyte S. Judy and Michael Gould, 20, were 
charged with trespai^ing, said Hunt. All 
eight spent a "pretty miserable" night in 
Leon County Jail following the incident, 
said Gould. 

"They were just sitting there politely 
getting drunk," said Hunt. 

"We weren't even," said one of the 
students. "We didn't have time to. We 
were only there for about 20 minutes 
before t^ police got there."

he's just aggressive," said cornerback 
Deion Sanders.

Until Saturday, Clark's only reported 
incident with the law was on Christmas 
night, 1985, outside Miami's Studio One 
83 nightclub. After a dispute at the club, 
police reports show that Clark took out a 
t2-gauge shotgun and attempted to 
conceal it against his body as he 
approached an off-duty dSicer working at 
the door. 

The officer told Clark to stop and drop 
the weapon. Clark dropped to one knee 
and began to put shells in the shotgun, 
police said. Two backup officers then drew 
their weapons, at which point Clark 
dropped his. 

Clark's Miami case has yet to be heard 
in court. Clark was placed in a pre-trial 
prevention {Hrogram at a hearing on May ^ 
^ Pat Thomas, Chief of Dade County 
Court, said Clark was allowed to be put 
in the program because he was a first- 
time offender, and because the victims- 
five Metro-Dade police officers— and the 
state agreed to it. 

The pre-trial program required Clark to 
forfeit his weapon, complete 100 hours of 
community service, pay a $1(K) fee and 
attend counselixig sessions. Had he 
completed the program successfully, 
t^mas said, the «]md^^ vcmld have 
been dropped. 

On July 2, Clark started the program, 
but by the ei^ of the month, the Court 



saw that he wasn't active in it, said 

Thomas. 

"He did not do community service, he 
did not pay the fee and he did not attend 
counseling sessions," Thomas said. 

In addition, Clark's arrest on Saturday 
wm a vi€Aatima <^ the program. 

"Obviously, a requirement of pre-trial 
diversion is to not be arrested again," 
Thomas said. 

Since Clark did not complete the 
program, Thomas expects a trial date to 
be set in Miami at his next hearing on 
Oct. 2. 

In Saturday's altercation outside of 
Montgomery Gym, Clark was charged 
with aggravated assault and discharging 
a weapon in a public place by FSU police. 
FSU police ^^esman Lt. Jack Handley 
said Clark and Lopez were involved in a 
hostile encounter with Byron Johnson 
outside the gym. 

At approximately 12:30 a.m., Johnson 
allegedly hit or kicked Clark's car as it 
was passing on Dogwood Lane. Lopez got 
out and an argument started. Clark then 
jumped out of his car and, according to 
FSU Police Chief Investigator Lt. Ted. 
Rivmbark, started waving a .357 
Ma^um. Clark and Lopez rrtumed to the 
car and drove away. 

Just over an hour later, Handley said, 
Johnson shot and killed Lopez with a 
12-gauge shotgun in a parking lot in the 
back of Montgomery Gym. Then, as an 
FSU police officer tried to arrest Johnson, 
Clark allegedly fired his weapon into the 
nearby crowd, but didn't hit anyone. 

Clark surrendered to police on Saturday 
afternoon and was book^ into Leon 
County Jail. 

Clark was released on his own 
rec^nizance by Circuit Judge Charles 
Miner. Miner was in Miami for a circuit 
judges' conference and could not be 
reached for comment.

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District 3 opponents trade jabs

Two candidates for the Leon County Commission who 
said little about each other during the first primary 
campaign have begun to strike out at each other in the 
campaign for the Sept. 30 runoff. 

Incumbent District 3 commissioner Bob Henderson has 
called his opponent "vague" and "uninformed" and has 
criticized the opponent's four-year record as Leon County 
stHMgrintendent of schools. Challenger Ed Fenn said 
Iftittderson's past commi^ion decisions on land use, 
building permits and drainage have catered to "special 
interests.** 

"When you get $12,500 from a lot of special interest 
groups, your decisions, sometimes, can't be in the best 
interest of the county, but in the best interest of your 
supporters," said Fenn of Henderson. 

Countered Henderson: "Most candidates challenging 
incumbents either ask voters to look at the incumbent's 
i^a>rd or offer some new ideas. Mr. Fenn has done 
neither.*' 

Hendersmi has served on the county commission for 
two four-year terms. He won re-election in 1982 with no 
opposition, but this fall won only 37 per<^nt of the v<rte 
in the bungled Sept. 2 primary. 

Fenn spent four turbulent years as school 
superintendent starting in 1976. Current 
Superintendent Charles Couch defeated Fenn in 1980 
after a Department of Education audit criticized Fenn's 
administration. 

Fenn has conceded he did not originally intend to run 
aptinst Henderson. He had hqaed to run for the open 
Dirtrict 4 seat of outgoing commissioner Doug Nichols, 
ai^ even attended a Hendmon fund-raiser. But when 
tlw! county district lines were redrawn and his 
neighborhood wound up in Henderson's district 3, he 
decided to stay in the race against Henderson. 

Henderson challengers Michael Free and Bob Romans 
criticized Henderson more vocally than Fenn during the 
Sept. 2 campaign, but Fenn beat them both with 30 
percent of the vote. Now, Fenn is the bei^ficiary of their 
support and he has b^n to edio thehf critktsras. 

Free said he is calling his former suppmrters to line 
up behind Fenn. Romans said he is going door-to- 
door to pitch fw Fenn. B^h will help Fenn put upypurd 
signs. 

Fenn noted that Henderson's campaign has received 
heavy contributions from "special interests"— which he 
identifies as developers, contractors, bankers and 
lawyers— including $1,000 from Fallschase developer E. 
Lamar Bailey and $250 from Killeam Properties 
develi^r J.T. Williams. 

Hencterson Ymb raised $12,585, while Fenn has raised 
$1,945. 

Fenn said he lost the 1980 superinteiHlent's race 
because he had (tended "special interests." He said he 
probably won*t serve more than one term on the county 
commission because those same "special interests" will 
make sure he isn't re-elected. 

Fenn said he told the Tallahassee Board of Realtors 
he would not take a contribution from its political action 
committee and said he would turn down any "larsre 
contribution'* like Bailey's. 

Hbi^fson maintains that campaign conU'ibutioi:^ do 
Mt ii^i^i^ his votes. 

**}iclboi^ kmms me if they think I can be bought 
by a few hundr^ dbllars/* said Henderson. "I vote 
conscience." 

But former Common Cause director Peter Butzin said 
Henderson shouldn't even take contributions like 
Bailey's because it at least lends an appearance of vote- 
buying. Environmentalists have called Bailey's stalled 
Fallschase development "a disaster." 

Local environmentalists interviewed disagree m 
whether Fenn*8 p&ctatmt ctf Henteson is correct.

Regulation staffer Cindy Cosper contend that Fenn has 
not been active on environmental issues and support 
Henderson as the best of the five commissioners on 
environmental issues. 

Fenn said the county commission should enforce the 
isree ordinance more strictly, stick more closely with land- 
use plans by not granting so many re-^ning requests, 
and take a more "common sense" approach to problems. 

Examples of county commission decisions favoring 
developers Fenn cited are: 

• County approval of the Woodmoni Retirement 
Community development near Lake Jackson. 

Henderson said many neighborhood residents 
supported that development. The project also looked good 
on paper, Henderson said, but developer Richard Pelham 
did a bad job on it. The commission fought with Pelham 
lart month over the iSMe. 

Pelham and his cmnpany, As^iated Mortgage 
Investors, together gave Henderson's campaign $250. 

• County a^roval of a development on a flood plain 
off of Tharpe Street north of Godby High School. 

Henderson said the city made the decision to permit 
that development. Romans first raised the issue, 
criticizing the county for permitting that development. 

• The county's decision to require the developer of the 
Executive Inn near the Tallahassee Mall to plant 40 trees 
instead of fining them for violating the Tree Ordinance 
by cutting trees. Henderson touted this as an example 
of a ofeative way to enforce ^e ordinance, but Fenn said 
he visited the inroperty and was not impressed with the 
trees there. 

As Fenn has stuped up criticism of Henderson, 
Henderson has responded in kind. He said some of Fenn's 
campaign pledges don't make sense when compared with 
Fenn's record as school superintendent. Pledges 
Henderson cited were: 

• Fenn's pledge to do comprehensive planning. The 
1980 performance audit particularly criticized the lack 
of long-range pluming in Fenn's adminirtration, and 
Henderson said he doem't see how voters can expect 
Fenn to do a good job with {daiming for the county, given 
his record. 

. Fenn said the school system had a plan that he did not 
want to revise every year. 

• Fenn's pledge to use his experience in managing 
public funds. The 1980 audit also criticized some of the 
budgeting practices of Fenn's administration. 

Fenn said one of the biggest successes of his 
administration was getting the school district budget in^ 
thebl»:k. 

• Fenn's ^eigit to use a "oMmacm sense" apfMtiach to 
dac^M-miduAg. Fenn said the county (^ciids need not 
use engineers to tell if an area is a flood plain, but only 
need to glance at the water marks on the trees. 

Countered Henderson: "(Fenn) got into trouble while 
school superintendent for doing things by trial and error, 
by the seat of his pants. It's nice to say you're going to 
do things by common sense, but we're a land of laws, not

MOSCOW— At least 15 people died and another 15 
were hospitalized in the Soviet republic of Lithuania 
after drinking antifreeze sold as moonshine by a 
drunken speakeasy operator, the Socialist Industry 
newspaper said Tuesday. 

The tainted alcohol was sold in a speakeasy run by a 
64-year-old female pensioner, the report said. 

The newspaper said a gang of moonshiners broke into 
a softdrink factory in the town of Kaunas and stole 
several large containers of what they thought was fruit 
essence which contains a minute amount of alcohol. 

But the factory a^Jarently was using the containers 
to store antifreeze. 

"The mixture was packed into bottles by profiteers and 
sold to the public illegally by Agafia Zuchyavichne, a 
64-year-old female pensioner who for the past 15 years 
has not been sober one day," the newspaper said. 

PARIS-Police maintained a massive presence at 
airports, train stations, theaters and other public places 
around Paris Tuesday in an attempt to stop terrorist 
bombings that have killed three peopte and wounded 
112 others in the last week.

The compromise bill, approved by voice vote, was sent 



to the House for final congressional action. 

Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., chairman of the 
Armed Services Committee who retires this year, said, 
"This may be the last piece of legislation I have to offer. 
If it is, I have no regrets. It is the one achievement in 
my public life in which I take the greatest pride."

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Director probes the mysteries of "the new flesh"

The Fly is one of the most amusingly, 
erotically, and disturbingly disgusting 
movies I have ever seen. 

—Andrew Sarris, The Village Voice 

I want to make you watch the 
unwatchable. 

-David Cronenbe^, in a Voice interview. 

David Cronenberg makes movies about 
guts and Grand Guignol g«M^, rot and 
romance, the mutability of the flesh and 

inviolate romance. He creates a world 
where only the most courageous 
romantics can survive. His characters 
push their physical boundaries to the 
limit, even mutating into a human VCR 
as Max Renn does in Videodrome-aU in 
the name of the new, the visceral, the 
truth you f^l in your gut. "Long live the 
new flesh," as Renn (sublimely played by 
James Woods) says in Vidmdrome. 

Cronenberg has been making movies for 
more than ten years in Canada, where he 
was born and raised. He continues to film 
in Canada, mainly in Toronto, which 
emerges through his films as a North 
American Everycity: rainy, vivid only at 
night, full of warehouses and 
iMTownstones. From the start, with They 
Came From Within (released in Canada 
as Shivers), Cronenberg's idiosyncratic 
lust- into dust vision was evident. The 
production values in his earlier films are 
not as posh, but the lore is intact. 
Cronenberg lives to peel back the veneer 
of civilization and reveal the wanton. In 
They Came From Within, a parasite 
infects a high-rise apartment building 
causing its hcwts to lose all their sexual 
inhibitions. In The Brood, a film 
Cronenberg refers toiu his own Krcmter 
vs. Kranter (he made it after a messy 
divorce and child custody battle), 
snowsuited, mutant babies attack aiults. 
In Videodrome, Dr. Nikki Love, a radio 
psychologist played by Blondie's Deborah 
Harry, advises the lovelorn by day and 
burns herself with lit cigarettes by night. 
In The D&td Zone, a high school English 
teacher wakes up five years after an 
automobile accident and can see the 
future. 

The symbolic underpinnings of 
Cronenberg's fihns make him the darling 
d cinematic academicians. There are 




several books about his films, including 
The Shape of Rage, published by the 
Academy of Canadian Cinema, which 
contains such chapters as "The Comedy 
of Cronenberg" and "Cronenberg: A 
Dissenting View." Cronenberg has even 
spawrod a new adjective: Cronenbergian. 

But it is relationships that matter in his 
work, and relationships are what he 
emphasized in a recent interview With 
The Village Voice. His most recent films, 
Videodrome, The Dead Zone and The Fly, 
all center on lovers and the degree of their 
commitment. In Videodrome, the romance 
between Max and Nikki Love is not so 
fully developed, to the film's detriment 
perhaps, but it is clearly a harbinger of 
the more complex relationships in The 
Dead Zone and The Fly. In fact, these two 
films have identical endings: women 
weeping ovar the dead bodi^ of their 
lovers. 

It's the romance that makes the gore 
bearable. At a crucial moment in The Fly, 
Veronica (Geena Davis) confronts Seth 
(Jeff (kjidblum), who is transmogrifying 
into a fly-a very oozy trip. Seth's ear falls 
off and Vfronica consoles him with an 
eminrace, presdng her immaculate self to 
his slimy frame. Inevitably, the movie 
audience heaves aiMl groans at this 



moment, disgusted. But which of them 
would turn away from a loved one with 
cancer or some diifiguring disease? Love 
conquers all— even genetic mishaps. 

With the success of The Fly, Cronenberg 
has more clout for making his own films. 
As an auteur (his films always begin with 
the logo-A David Cronenberg Film, like 
Stanley Kubrick's films) Cronenberg has 
written and directed five of his seven 
filnw: 7%« Dead Zone and The Fly were 
derivations of a Steven King novel and 
a 1959 film classic respectively. What's 
next? An adaptation of William 
Burroughs' The Naked Lunch, accoitiing 
to Cronenberg. That ought to bring in the 
masses. Long live the new flesh. >

Oliver! nnocks Dickens' classic

Musical comedies, perhaps in an 
attempt to validate what was always 
considered a low form of art, have often 
purloined the plots of popular literature. 

But to give audiences the light-hearted 
entertainment they long for, the plots 
often hmi to be rearrange a bit. This is 
L«ri^ and Lowe tacked on a happy 
ending to George Bernard l^aw's play 
Pygmalion when they molded it into My 
Fair Lady. It didn't matter that Shaw's 
thoughts on the English class system 
were lost in the translation if the 
audiences left the theater humming "I 
Could Have Danced All Night." 

This is also the problem with Oliver!, 
Lionel Bart's musicalization of Charles 
likens' Olwer Twist. In an effort to 
lighten it up a bif , Dioken's mvel about 
how the poor were treated in 19th-oentury 
L^^{m has been turned into a happy 
little romp down Melody Lane. 

To fit in all the catchy little ditties, the 
writers abandon much of the plot. There 
isn't time to show the horrible conditions 
Dickens described in the orphanage 
Oliver was forced to live in. Instead, time 
must be allotted for the orphans to warble 
"Food Glorious Food." The squalor of the 
L^^idon slunu had to go, too. It wouldn't 
faiLve made a good backdrop for the happy 
villagers sii^i]^ '*(^nmd^ Yourself One 
WUs."

But it wasn't only the plot that had to 
be revamped. The characters were a bit 
too rough for the average musical viewer's 
taste. Bill Sykes becomes a lovable 
scoundrel. He even has a cute little 
mongrel. Fagin, who kidnaps Oliver and 
coerces him to join his thievery ring, 
becomes almc^t grandfatherly. He winks. 
He dances. He sings funny little son^ps to 
all the adorable kiddies. 

And all this singing gets in the way of 
the plot. Even when Sykes kills his 
girlfriend Nancy in a jealous rage, there 
is another song almost immediately 
stft^nvard, so it has none of the intensity 
of the san^ scene in the Dickens novel. 

Oliver! is an ^um^le ci one of the worst 
tendencies of musical a>medies— taking a 
good piece of literature and using it as a 
flim^ backdrop for a string of ballads and 
production numbers. So what if the songs 
in Oliver! don't have much to do with the 
story? So what if they could have been 
interpolated into just about any story? At 
least people will walk out of the th^ter 
humming "As Long As He Needs Me."

It all started in a little backyard in 
Tallahassee. Dad Holloman would team 
up with little Darrin. Mom Holloman 
wDuld get Tanner and they would spend

Canes ready for 
Sooner showdown

MIAMI— Coach Jimmy Johnson is hoping a practice 
schedule change will enable second-ranked Miami to 
come out against top-ranked Oklahoma without any of 
the rustiness the Hurricanes usually experience 
following a week off. 

The Hurricanes, 3-0, and Sooners play Sept. 27 in the 
Orange Bowl. Oklahoma, 1-0, plays Minnesota this 
weekend. 

Johnson said at his weekly news conference Tuesday 
that last year's practice of giving players three days off 
in weeks the Hurricanes did not have a game led to a 
lethargic start in the following game. This weekend. 
Miami players will practice Friday and Saturday, and 
have a team meeting Sunday. Last year, those three days 
were off days. 

"We've changed our schedule for the open dates 
because in the past, we have been a little bit rusty and 
a little bit out of synch, especially offensively, after an 
open date," Johnson said. 'The big concern that I do have 
is having a layoff and losing some timing. 

"Because of the way our offense was performing 
Saturday night (in a 61-11 win over Texas Tech). I would 
have just as soon played the game on the next couple 
of days. They were really on schedule and they were 
really clicking. When we have had layoffs, we have not 
performed with the same type of execution we had 
^turday night." 

Miami quarterback Vinny Testa verde said the 
.schedule change should pay off. 

"T think when you have a week off before a big game 
like Oklahoma, or for that matter any game, the timing 
seems to be off between me and the receivers," he .said, 
'it will help us out a lot.'' 

Johnson said he had not yet studied films on Oklahoma 
and declined to speak in great detail about the Sooners 
After coaching as an a^istant at Oklahoma and a head 
coach at Oklahoma State, he does know what type of 
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Miami quarterback Vinny Testaverde takes it 
easy during a recent practice 

team the Sooners generally ha\i' 

"They are, as always, as talented a loothall team a.-- 
there is anywhere in the country. " John.son said "From 
what I understand they are bigger and stronger than 
what they have been over the pa.«*t few years, and that 
is hard to imagine because they've always been one of 
the biggest teams in the country.

just like high school when we were on the same team. 

I ti eat all my teammates like brothers but having my 
real brother there is extra special." 

And while together out on the practice field each day 
Tanner must fight with Williams and David Palmer for 
valuable playing time. The same is not true for Darrin. 

After a redshirt season in 1983 Darrin has been known 
as the "Little Waterbug" to Seminole fans. The 5-foot 7, 
160-pound junior wide reroiver is FSU's main deep 
threat. 

Like his brother, Darrin played in the backfield at 
Leon. Once he got to FSU Bowden looked at his size and 
felt he would be better suited for the receiver spot.

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Gators just want to keep 
Kerwin Bell on his feet

GAINESVILLE, Fla.-The Florida 
Gators, preparing for Saturday's game 
against the powerful Alabama Crimson 
Tide, have concentrated on keeping 
quarterback Kerwin Bell on his feet. 

Gators coach Galen Hall said one of his 
main concerns was finding more 
protection for Bell, who was sacked six 
times in Florida's 23-15 loss to Miami two 
weeks ago. 

"We're looking at several things to get 
Kerwin some more time," Hall said. 
"We've tried some quick passes this week 
in practice so he doesn't have to take a 
long drop and have even worked some on 
the shotgun formation. We've got to be 
able to get the ball down field and keep 
Kerwin off the ground." 

Hall said the Gators used a week off to 
put the Miami Icma behind them and 
concentrate on preparing for Alabama, 
ranked No. 4 and Florida's first 
Southeastern Conference opponent of the 
season. 

"It was tough to lose to Miami, 
especially at home," Hall said. "But that 
game is behind us now, and we've still got 
a tough schedule ahead of us. The first 
game on that schedule is this week 
against Alabama. 

"Before the season, it appeared 



Alabama would have one of the top two 
or three teams in the nation, and that has 
been proven true on the field," Hall said. 
"Hiey are balanced in every area and can 
beirt you with their running game, 
passing game, defense or in the kicking 
game. They remind me of Miami in that 
you can't find a weakness anywhere." 

Bell, who had one of his worst outings 
as a Gator against the second-ranked 
Hurricanes, said he hoped to improve his 
output against Alabama. 

"We will have to play a great game to 
come out on top," Bell said. "We are going 
up against one of the top teams in the 
conference and the nation in Alabama. 
We grew up a lot against Miami, and we 
have to keep working hard." 

Hall said much of the Crimson Tide 
attack was as good, if not better, than the 
Gators faced against Miami. 

"Their running game is every bit as 
good as Miami's, but it has a different 
look," Hall said. "Alabama's nmning 
backs are smaller and faster, but they're 
just as effective. They don't run right at 
you like Miami's runners." 

The Gators are 5-15 overall against 
Alabama and have never won at home 
against the Crimson Tide. Kickoff is set 
for 1:30 p.m. EDT Saturday at Florida 
Field.

FSU police finish 
Lopez investigation

Despite conflicting eyewitness accounts 
and unanswered questions, Florida State 
University Police Department completed 
itis investigation into the death of 
Seminttie football player Pablo Lopez 
Wednesday.. 

The department will send all 
information gathered from the probe, 
including the results of Lopez' autopsy, to 
the state's attorney's office, according to 
FSU Police Spokesman Lt. Jack Handley. 

Lopez, 21, was shot in the stomach at 
point blank range with a 12-gauge 
sh<rtgun outside Montgomery Gym early 
Saturday morning after an argument 
with a local man. The sophomore 
offensive tackle from Miami was 
pronounced dead on arrival at 
Tallahassee Memorial Regional Medical 



Center just before 2 a.m. 

Byron C. Johnson, 20, was arrested and 
charged with first degree murder in the 
shooting and is being held in Leon County 
Jail without bond. Additional charges 
were levied against Ed Clark, 20, an FSU 
linebacker from Miami, for aggravated 
assault and discharging a weapon in a 
public place, and Chevelle Lepolden 
Bennett, a 20-year old Tallahassee 
Community College ,student, for being an 
accessory to the murder. 

Deputy State's Attorney Tony (iuan.sco 
said the state's attorney's office has 21 
days to file charges against the three men. 
He said the office will use the police 
reports and interviews with FSU 
investi^tors to determine which charts 
will be filed in court or, in the case of 
Johnson's first-degi'ee murder charge.

Though he failed twice to win the 
presidency of the Florida State University 
student government last spring, Brently 
Kendell has not given up his presidential 
ambitions. 

Kendell filed a complaint with the 
Student Supreme Court last week 
accusing Student Body President Zelda 
Zarco of campaign violations. In addition 
to the complaint, Kendell said he will 
continue to circulate a "Dump Zelda" 
petition to force a recall election. 

Kendell— whose real name is Brent 
Kendell Blachly— said he has over 1,000 
the 1,500 signatures he needs to put the 
matter on the upcoming student senate 
elections ballot. If he gets enough 
signatures to put it on the ballot, a two- 



thirds majority of the student body 
electorate will be needed in order to force 

a recall election. 

But Zarco said she doesn't think 
Kendell s efl'orts will get him anywhere. 

"Let h. try (to prosecute me). " Zarco 
said. "All 1 have to say is I m ready for 
him." 

Kendell's complaint has yet to be heard 
by the Student Supreme Court. 

Kendell said he wants students to be 
informed about the events surrounding 
last year's election. 

"I just war* the truth to come out." 
Kendell said. 'She lied, she cheated and 
she's going down." 

Zarco said the charges were 
ungrounded.

Digging deep into the noodle where dreams are spun

A stately pleasure dome decree, 
Where Alph, the sacred river ran 
Through caverns measureless to man 
Down to a sunless sea, 

—From Kuhla Khan,a fragment of a poem dreamed 
by Samuel Taylor Coleridge. He was interrupted by 
a tradesperson before he could complete the poem, 
and, upon returning to his desk, he found he had 
forgotten the rest of the dreant. 

We spend one-third of our lives sleeping. Twenty percent 
of that time is filled with dreams. That's five years of a 
person's average life span. 

Why do we dream? No one knows, but dreaming is 
essential to all mammals. A person who stays awake for 
too long begins to hallucinate— dream imagery breaks into 
the waking world. A cat deprived of dreams" behaves

erratically and will soon die. 

Mammals dream several times a night, every night, 
although it is common for people to forget their dreams 
upon awakening. Mammals have dreamed for more than 
100 million years, ever since early mammals stopped 
laying eggs and started to give birth vivaparously— or live 
births ii^e^ (rf* hatching eggs. 

Non-dream sl^p, or quiet sleep, evolved approximately 
50 million years earlier than dream sleep, when reptiles 
began to climb out of the gene pool as mammals. Being 
warm-blooded takes much more energy than being cold- 
blooded, and food is the fuel. Fmdmg food saps a mammal's 
energy like a Cadillac guzzling gas. Tigers hunt for one 
hour a day, then sleep for 23. Mountain gorillas spend all 
their waking hours eating. • " 



Dream sleep also fuels physical development. Liw-birth 
babies take much longer to develop than those hatched 
from eggs. Consequently, newborn babies spend 50 percent 
of their sleeping time in dreams. Premature babies spend 
as much as 80 percent of their sleeping time dreaming. 

In 1952, during a study of sleeping bahies at the 
University of Chicago, Rapid Eye Movement iRKM) was 
discovered, enabling dream and sleep researchers to bettei- 
study the nocturnal escapades of their subjects. Eugene 
Aserinsky, a graduate student working under Nathaniel 
Kleitman, noticed that the babies' eyes appeared to move 
beneath their cl<^d lids during sleep and that these 
periods of eye movement alternated with periods of 
relative quiet. 

These eye movements, or REM (a term coined by Dr. 
William Dement— then a second-year medical student 
studying for a Ph.D. under Kleitman) were easy to track 
by taping electrodes to the subject's eyes. In rapid order,

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Coke goes flat on South Africa

ATLANTA-The Coca-Cola Co. announced Wednesday 
it is selling its remaining holdings in South Africa, in 
part to groups of black South African investors, in an 
effort to show its opposition to apartheid. 

The announcement was made by Coca-Cola President 
Donald Keough, who said the company is seeking a way 
not only to speak out against apartheid but to show its 
support for black South Africans, who make up about 
70 percent of that nations's population. 

"Our decision to complete the process of disinvestment 
is a statement of our opposition to apartheid and of our 
support for the economic aspirations of black South 
Africans," Keough said. 

"Our objective is not solely to disinvest, however," he 
said, "We will disinve^ in a way that creates significant 
multiracial equity participation in the South African soft 
drink industry." 

"Our goal is to structure the transactions in a way that 
improves the prospects of black South Africans and 
increases their ability to invest in their country's 
economy." 

The action drew applause from Dr. Joseph Lowery, 
president of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, who had said earlier this year that this 



group was considering a boycott oithe Atlanta-based soft 
drink producer. 

"Dr. Lowery is smiling over the decision— he's quite 
pleased," said SCLC spokesman Marti Chitwood. 

Randy I>)naldson, a spokesman for Coca-Cola, said the 
company's holdings include a 30 percent share in the 
Amalgamated Beverage Industries bottling company 
and a minority ownori^p in a canninif company in 
Johannesburg. 

He said Coca Cola has 460 employees in South Africa. 

"We don't break down our financial assets on a countay 
by country basis," said Donaldson. 

"Our intentions now are to sell those holdings so that 
we will have disinvestment from South Africa. Also, in 
the process this would introduce multi-racial equity— 
but the details are yet to be worked out." 

Coca-Cola has been decreasing its holdings in South 
Africa since 1976 when it restructured Its busing there 
to sell its syrup to independent franchisers. 

"In recent years there's been a hastening pace of 
reduction of our holdings there," said Donaldson. 

"Two years ago we had a majority ownership interest 
in Amalgamated Beverage Industries. It's been reduced 
a couple of times in the last two years to where our 
ownership there now is 30 percent," he said.

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Senate confirms Rehnquist 
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I NITKI) J'RKSS IM KRNATIONAL 

WASHINGTON-The Senate confirmed 
William Rehnquist as the nation's 16th 
chief justice Wednesday In a 65-33 vote, 
rejecting arguments he should not lead 
the Supreme Court because he is 
insensitive to the rights of women and 
minorities. 

The vote to approve Rehnquist was 
closely followed by a 98-0 vote to approve 
his replacement on the bench, 
conservative jurist Antonin Scalia. The 
two votes were a victory for President 
Reagan, who had been unsuccessful so far 
in pressing his conservative agenda in 
cases decided by the high court. 

Rehnquist, 61, was nominated by 
Reagan in June to replace retiring Chief 
Justice Warren Burger. At the same time, 
Reagan aim named appeals court judge 
Scalia to replace Rehnquist, who has 
served as an associate justice of the high 
court for more than 14 years. 



Court watchers believe the two, both 
more solidly conservative than Burger, 
may tip the delicate moderate balance on 
the court, leading it to adopt a more 
conservative stand on abortion, for 
example, or loosen the ban on prayer in 
public schools. 

Observers also forecast Rehnquist. with 
his sense of humor and incisive intellect, 
could be more pursuasive than the formal 
and somewhat stuffy Burger as the leader 
of the nine-member court and could 
nurture a gradual shift in its direction 
during his lifetime tenure. 

Reagan has only one other appointment 
to the high court, the 1981 selection of 
Sandra Day O'Connor as the first woman 
on the bench. 

Before the Rehnquist vote. Sen. Howard 
Metzenbauni, D-Ohio, pleaded with his 
colleagues to reject the nomination and 
called the event a "vei*y sad ni^t" in the 
history of the Senate.

"I really can't say anything," said 
Zarco. "I mean, what can I say to 
something like that?" 

In his complaint, Kendell accuses Zarco 
of indiscretions ranging from lying to a 
hearing officer to failing to disclose the 
true value of her 1985 presidential 
campaign fund. 

"She's a nice person," Kendell said. 
"But if she screws up politically she's got 
to get out." 

These new- charges are similar to those 
filed by Kendell against Zarco last year. 
After Zarco won the election, Kendell— 
who finished a distant third of three 
candidates— filed charges against her for 
not reporting all of her campaign 
expenses. He alleged that she had 
"doctored up'* sales receipts in order to 
show she had not gone oyer the $1,0(H) 
campaign spending limit. 

As a result of these charges she 
withdrew from the race. Then, because of 
other campaign violations, the FSU 
Student Supreme Court threw out the 
fifst election and called for a new one to 
be held. This allowed Zarco a second 
opportunity to run and she went on to win 
the student body presidency. 

The new complaint also alleges that 
Juan Bauta, FSU Supervisor of Elections, 
violated the student conduct code and the 
elections code when he didn't disqualify 



Zarco for the second election last year. 

"I think that Brently should stop 
throwing allegations around." Bauta said. 
"He might get more support if he did." 

Zarco thinks Kendell is filing the 
complaint in order to gain more media 
coverage. 

"All he wants is the publicity." Zarco 
said. "But all he's doing is just losing his 
credibility." 

Kendell said another reason he is 
challenging her is his own political 
aspirations. 

"I still have ambitions." Kendell said. 
"I'm going to run for senate president this 
year." 

He went on to describe his plan to 
become president, which calls for getting 
rid of those in line for the job. 

"After Zelda is gone, Mike (Andrews, 
Student Body Vice President) will take 
over the presidency," Kendell said. "I 
have enough stuff on him (Andrews) to get 
him kicked out." 

Then, should his upcoming bid for the 
student senate presidency be successful, 
he would be next in line of succession. 

"I've got the charisma and the 
eloquence to make a great president," 
Kendell said. "A lot of people in student 
government don't express themselves 
well." 

Kendell said that if the recall election 
fails to oust Zarco, he will try to have her 
prosecuted for violations of the FSU'^s 
student conduct code.

For a long time, those (d m who strive to be politically responsible 
have been forced to quench our thirst with Pepsi products. But now 
we can go back to drinking The Real Thing. 

The Coca Cola Co. amuwnced Wednesday that it was divesting 
all its holdings in South Africa. Company President Donald 
Keough ^id it was not just an eccmomic move but a show of support 
ft)r black B(fiith ^Mcms struggling to end apartheid in their 
country. Coke began decreasing its activity in South Africa in 1976. 
Still, the country represented 3 percent of Coke's holdings and the 
soft drink manufacturer had in its employment roughly 460 South 
Africans. Wednesday's decision means that the firm will be totally 
out of South Africa in six to nine months. 

Coke's announcement came after months of a nationwide Coke 
boycott called by **Free South Afiica" groups. Though there are 
dozens of Anusrican firms doing business with South Africa, Coke, 
along with SheU Oil, was singled out as a target for protest because 
o( its high profile with American consumers. 

It's doubtful that the Coke boycott . actually hurt the 
multinaticmal corporaticw economically. More likely, the negative 
publicity caught the attention of the head honchos at Coca Cola— 
at least enough to prompt some form of action. It certainly wouldn't 
be the first time that a national boycott delivered results. Last 
summer Campbell's $oup Co. agreed to negotiate better working 
ccHfuiitions for Ohio farmworkers after years of a Campbell's boycott 
called by farmworker advocates. 

By divesting. Coke has macte it clear to Pretoria that some 
Anterican businesses wairt to we»h the stains ci kpme^tmd off their 
pocketbooks. Moreover, afiroflt>making corporatiwi has managed 
to shan^ world governments— including our own— which refuse to 
impo^ full economic sanctions on South Africa. The European 
Economic Community nations agreed Wednesday to weak 
sanctions, imposing a ban oh imports of iron, steel and gold coins 
from South Africa and prdiibiting new European investment. But 
they refused to put a ban on the purchase of South African coal. 
Unfortunately Uie EEC stopped ^ort <d teuly decisive action. 

Barring a bloody revolution, international pressure is {wssibly 
the only answer to change in South Africa. It took Coke long 
enough, but it*s better late than never. We applaud those 
consumer who refrained from buying their favorite sdPt drink and 
Coca-Cola for refusing further business with apartheid. If it 
succeeds in bringing the oppressive Rretoria regime closer to its 
end— now ^/la^ would clitssic.

Knight-Ridder, which owns the 
Tallahassee Democrat, Gannett, of the 
Orlando Sentinel, and others have 
instituted drug testing for new employees. 

As the American Civil Liberties Union 
and precious few others keep {K)inting out, 
itfug testing is a violatiwi an individual's 
^ivacy, based on the Fourth Amendment 
right to protection from unreasonable 
searches and seizures. Urine tests are not 
100 percent reliable, they are demeaning 
and they discriminate against employees 
who take medication for physical conditions 
that have no bearing on their jobs- 
conditions that are eertainly no business of 
their employers or anyone else. 

The public clamor for— and acceptance 
of -drug testing smacks of McCarthyism. 
There has even been talk of requiring drug 



testing for high school students. Newly 
declaml Republican presidential candidate 
Pierre "Pete" du Pont thinks all teenagers 
^(mld be tested for drugs. If they fail the 
test, they won*t be allowed to have a 
driver's licenses. No pee, no keys. 

Other rights are in jeopardy as well. Last 
week, the House approved and anti-drug 
measure that would— among other 
things— allow the use of certain illegally 
obtained evidence in drug trials. The bill 
also calls for the death penalty for drug- 
related murders and would employ the 
military in sealing off international drug 
routs. The House also wants to build more 
prisons, presumably to house all the 
workers and teens^ers who fail their EMIT 
tests. 

The madness must be stopped. Instead of 
stampeding around like panicked cattle, we 
should be thinking about rational, realistic 
ways to deal with drug use in America. For 
there is a drug problem— even though most 
studies show drug use has leveled off or 
even decreased in recent years. 

Drugs have been the agents of tragedy 



and grief. But so have guns. Take the 
NRA's noxi(Nis slogan and apply it to di^ugs: 
"Drugs don't kill people, people kill 
people." People who do have a problem with 
drugs need help, not hysteria. They 4on*t 
need to he sii^led out as pariahs or held 
up to society as examples. Instead of 
spending billions on a flashy but futile anti- 
drug crusade, we need to increase funding 
to rehabilitation and employee assistance 
programs. We need to realize that 
recreational drug use is a fact of life in this 
country, and no amount of peeking, prying 
or preaching is going to change that. 

"Education and rehabilitation is the real 
answer to the drug problem," ACLU of 
Florida Director Larry Spalding told the 
Orlando Sentinel. "Not temporary, quick 
and-easy panaceas like drug testing. 
There's a lot of sensationalism and 
paranoia being generated about this 
subject. It's a deep societal problem that 
ne^ to be addressed in a sophisticated 
way, not through heavy-hah<ted t«;tKs that 
violate people's rights." 

There are s^eral things that will hi^^n 
if the war on drugs bandwagon keeps a- 
rollin'. It can go the way of the Meese 
commission on Pornography and sort of 
fade into well deserved obscurity. 
Considering the fact that the entire crusade 
was fabricated to cover up Reagan's warts, 
this is likely. Or the Bandwagon will keep 
on trucking, losing momentum until 
Reagan declares th&t the war on drugs is 
over and it*s a victory for the forces of good. 
This would be great campaign fodder for 
politicians astute enough to attach 
themselves to the crusade early on. 

There's another possible outcome. The 
workers of this country will finally say 
enough's enough and lead a popular revolt. 
They're already plenty teed df about it. I 
recently overheard this conversation: 
"Sure, rU t£dce a ^rug test, if Nancy Reagan 
holds the cup."

That seems to 
the sentiment among most state workers, 
who are understandably interested in how 
their federal brethren are going to react to 
Reagan's drug-testing dictum. 

For now, the Jar Wars Juggernaut 
steams on. Be careful to stay out of its path.

brought in front of a grand jury. 

Once the charges are filed, according to assistant public 
defender Randy Murrell, prosecuting and defense 
attconeys will examine the rep(H*ts and prepare tl^ir cases. 
Murrell, who represents Johnson, said he doesn*t expect 
his client's ca^ to come to trial for at least a few months. 

Guarisco said none of the reports will be made public 
until all legal actions are finished. 

If recent developments are any indication, the state 
attorney's office will have to deal with police reports that 
are full of discrepancies. For instance, Handley told The 
Orlando Sentinel on Tuesday that witnesses gave 
investigators two different versions of Lopez's actions just 
before he was killed.

the researchers discovered that a sleeping adolescent or 
adult underwent four or five periods of REM sleep during 
the night, alternating with longer periods of quiet sleep. 
Further, when awakened during REM sleep, their subj«:ts 
could recall very vivid dt^aihs. 

Prior to this discovery, dreams had fascinated scientists, 
philosophers and layp^le, but to no avail since there was 
no clear research methodology. Subjects roused during 
non-REM sleep were five times less likely to recall their 
dreams. With Aserinsky's discovery, dream research 
blossomed. In the past 30 years, thousands of .sleep and 
dream studies have resulted from the work of Aserinsky, 
Kleitman and Dement.

What do dreams mean? Ancient people believed dreams 
were messages from their ancestors, like a I'ace memory 
written in symbols. Many of today's dream researchers 
fall somewhere on the spectrum stretched between two 
extreme polar dream theories. 

One group of dream researchers believes dreams are 
simply the dregs of the brain's processing of the day's 
events. They theorize that the brain, like a computer, uses 
REM sleep to comb the day's information and dreams are 
the by product. In other words, they believe dreams are 
part of a physinlogieal process. 

On the other end of the spectrum lie the psychological 
process advocates. They believe dreams incorporate 
aspects of our unconscious and are relevant to our 
psychological growth. 

Take Sigmund Freud, who publisl^ The Interpretation 
of Dreams in 1900. Freud's theory dream interpretation 
is not easily condensed into a single paragraph, but the 
gist is that dreams provide the sleeper with an opportunity 
to live his or her forbidden wishes and desires: incest, 
exhibitionism, voyeurism, sexual promiscuity, killing a 
parent, etc. For Freud, most dream images are either 
female or phallic. 

Carl Ciu.stav Jung, on the other hand, thought dreams 
were a guide to one's psychic development. Jung also

developed the theory of the "collective unconscious," in 
which he posed that humans inherit trace memories from 
prior generations, spiraling backward to prehistory. 

There are also common dreams: flying, being naked in 
a group of clothed people, being on stage before an 
audience and unable to perform, taking an importMit test 
and freezing in feir, being chased by cats or snakes or 
hounds. The commonality of the dream world len(k( 
credence to Jung's theory of the collective unconscious, 
but for an interpretation of specific dream symbolism, 
well— it all depends on who you ask. 

For example, if one dreams about a bird, Freud would 
say the bird is a phallic symbol, while Jung would say the 



bird represents transcendence and the breaking of earthly 
bonds. For Freud, a house is a woman and if the dreamer 
is being chased through the house it means he/she has a 
desire to visit a brothel. For Jung, a house represents the 
self, with the various rooms representing asp^s of tiie 
personality. 

And, for the Senoi tribe of the Malay Peninsulai dreams 
are as important as the waking world. There, the adults 
teach their children to pay attention to their dreams and 
to control them if they can. If a child dreams of falling, 
say the elders, turn that into flying— a good lesson for all 
dreamers to learn.

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A friendly wave on the road past nowhere

TAMAROA, Ill.-For all but 900 people 
in the world, this sleepy southern Illinois 
community is little more than a 40-mile- 
an-hour speed zone on the way to 
somewhere else. 

But back about 1970 something 
unusual began to happen here, something 
so weird that drivers would slow down 
and turn their heads to stare as they 
passed on Route 51. Some people would 
even drive by again or stop their cars and 
demand to know what was wrong. 

What was happening up there on the 
north end of Walnut Street was that 
^meone was waving. Just standing or 
sitting there in front of his place waving, 
like the old days. He would wave at people 
in cars and trucks, on tractors and 
bikes— even pedestrians would get a wave. 

For 12 hours every day in rain and snow and summer 
sun, this guy would sit in front of his shed and wave at 
everyone, as if he was friendly and cared about them. 

Then in 1976 the unusual man was joined by his son. 
So there were two people waving at everyone, whether 
they knew them or not. 

"We just decided," said Clarence Chapman, Tamaroa's 
first unofficial waver, "that the world had maybe 
forgotten how to be friendly-like, locked up in their air- 
conditioned cars and basements and all. So Sam and I 
wave. We're just saying, 'Hi. Howdy. How you? Nice 
day.' That sort of thing." 

The trouble is that waving friendly-like is catching. 
Many passers-by now actually wave back. Some honk 
their hM*BS. A few shout to the men they've never seen 
before: "Hello!** Many stop to chat or swap tall tales. 

fste ui^nfirmed sightings of people waving in 
other parts of this depre^ed town. Aiwi if the Chapmans 
are a little late getting out on a morning, the regttlsa:^ 
will still toot their horns and wave teck as if both men 
were there waving away. 

At least some of them do. "Kids always wave," says 
Clarence Chapman, "But by the time they grow up, it 
seems like some of them stop wavmg. Oh, I guess they 
think it's too strange or something." 

Of course, this kind of irrepressible friendliness is 
annoying to some motorists. Some ev«i yell an obscenity, 
"We smile real big and wave back," said Sam Chapman, 
"and think to ourselves it's real faod ttet SfMisft>&s «f 
just passing through."

ci arence Chapman is a 64-year-old former farmer 
forced out of that business by economics and out of a 
foundry job by asthma that still starts him coughing if 
he laughs too hard. He walks on a cane now, wears a 
thin mustache, a straw cowboy hat, a Rin-Tin-Tin string 
tie and whatever slacks and shirt he can find at home, 
across the road from his junk shop. "We call it junk," 
he says, "But after you buy it, you can call it anything 
you want." 

&im Chapman is 36 and has been waving for 10 years, 
since he graduated jfrom college with a major in 
philosophy. "The demand for philosophers was somewhat 
soft then, as now," Chapman says. So he joii^d his 
father's junk business. 

The junk business in rural southern Illinois is not a 
high-pressure occupation. It provides ample time, year- 
round, for at least one of the Chapmans to wave at every 
passing person. 

At R^altimes, Sam and Clarence take turns going 
indoors so they do not miss an auto. In between, they 
li^n a lot to the birds in the sassafras trees. 

Some passers-by require a eomment: "There goes the 
Knight boy home from Bible school to mow the lawn." 
"Old Harold must be hitting the suds already tbday. He's 
got his missus driving." "Elon't know those folks. Hi. 
How are ya?" 

The two men might even break into song, which tells 
neighbors tiiat life is progressing normally. "You can 
hear them clear up to my house," said Phyllis Ferguson.

The union that

forcment plans to begin 
^ting job apphcanto for 
drug use, American 
Federation of State, Coun 
ty, and Municipal 
Employees president Jim 
Jarmer said Wednesday. 

FDLE Commissioner 
Robert Dempsey said at a 
morning news conference 
that the department plans 
to make the drug tests a re- 
quirement for people seek- 
ing employment, possibly 
beginning as soon as 
Novemter 1. The department would ask a current 
employee to submit to a test only if he exhibits signs of 
drug use 

"We feel the integrity of the dt'partnu'nt requires that 
everybody be able to stand a test and have the feeling 
that there is no problem," Dempsey said. "We feel it is 
appropriate for us to check all our people out then they 
come in. 

**0n(% they are in the department aiul we feel they are 
okay, we are not asking few ^mtiniMus tests. If 
reasonable suqiicions arise to test, we*l? t^t," Dempsey 
said. 

An employee who is found to be a drug user after an 
original and a second follow-up test. Dempsey said, would 
be asked to take a rehabilitation progi'am. Once 
rehabilitated, that person could seek a transfer to 
another state agency, but could not continue at FDLE. 

"When one uses drugs he has committed a crime," 
Dempsey said. 

"It would be unconscionable for a law enlbr^ment 
agency to maintain an employee Who has committed a 
crime, even though we do not ta^e them to the 
prosecutor," Vi 

Asked y he would set an example by submitting to a 
test himself, Dempsey said, "Hand me*a jar." 

Florida AFSCME, which represents about 76,000 state 
employees, would have no authority to act on drug tests 
for prospective employees, jarmer said. But requiring 
current employees to submit to tests is something the 
union '*would certainly want to talk to them about.*' 

"That's pretty questionable— if somebody looks like 
they are on drugs, who decides that?" Jarmer asked. "I 
was walking into walls yesterday because I'm a diabetic 
and I had a sugar reaction. Does this mean we will start 
testing all diabetics?" 

Jarmer said he wanted to .see the FDLE policy once 
it is finalized, but would not rule out lej^l action to 
prevent its implementation. 

Dempsey said he did not consider the tests to be 
unconstitutional or an invasion of privacy. He said the 
tests are an administrative and not a criminal 
proceeding, and that an employee has the option of 
resigning if he does not want to take ^e test. 

"We're not invading people's right to privacy— you 
have (^timis— if you don't want to take the test you can 
fiirf enqikQrment elsewhere," Dempe^ aaid. "If you want 
to prove you are fit to continue in your position, I think 
its apiNTopriate that you take the test."

SiM)kesmen for five children's advocacy groups accused 
the candidates for governor Wednesday of ignoring 
Florida's poor, sick and troubled children. 
, During a news conference, they demanded Republicans 
Bob Martinez and Lou Frey and Democrats Steve Pajcic 
and Jim Smith fsorm up with specific programs on the 
ne^ Florida's 2.8 million children and youth. 

"We've heard their iK)sitions on crime. We've heard 
tliMr positions on capital pimidiment. We've seen their 
Rambo ads," said Dick Batchlor oi the Prevention Task 
Force, which lobbies for programs on child abuse. 

"Now let's stop and think about the future of this state 
and talk about the children. ' • 

Batchelor said the groups decided to go public with 
their complaints after private appeals failed. 

"Now it is time for action," said John Daigle of the 
Florida Alcohol and Drug Abuse Association. "The 
problem did not arii^ overnight. and there are no silver 
bullets. We ne^ a long-term rtrategy and we just Can't 
wait any longer.'' 

The spokesmen, who were flanked by four samll 
children from a Tallahassee pre-school, recited a litany 
of problems and needs. 

The Sunshine State ranks 41st among the states in 



infant imrtality. .^xwdi^ to ths child advocates, one- 
quarter of those who survive their first birthday grow 

up in poverty and are more likely to be abused or suffer 
health problems that shwten their liyes or contribute 
to delinquency and crime. 

About one-third d^FlerMa's 9thgrMlers never graduate 
from high school, said Jack Levine of the Florida Center 
f«Hr Children and Youth. Less than one-third of the state's 

runaway and "throwaway" youth are given safe shelter. 
Drug abuse programs are available for about 30 percent 
of the teenagers who need them. 

"Any candidate who ignores the health and pri^ctive 
needs of our youth is mortgaging our future.

company is based in Royal Palm Beach, Fla.. a 
community west of West Palm Beach. 

The businessmen said they were inspired by sex 
therapist Dr. Ruth, who approached the subject of sex 
in a frank manner and urges others to do the same. 

Kane and Bachman hofie to boost business by donating 
5,000 of the specially packaged condoms to Planned 
Parenthood in West Palm Beach. They say the 
contraceptives will be packaged in containers that have 
a picture of a road with a sign saying, "Plan ahead. Use 
condom sense." 

A spokeswoman for Planned Parenthood confirmed 
that the group expects to receive the donation, which is 
worth about $6,500 retail.

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Local gallery faces tough decisions at the crossroads

Tallahassee is no longer a little.town, no tonger a closed 
little society. The town is at something of a cultural 
crossroads-what is the future of the arts here? For some 
members of the community, the crossroads meet at a 
large, rambling antebellum house located at 125 N. 
Gadsden Street. 

The downtown building is the home of the LeMoyne 
Art Foundation. Right now, it seems the Foundation and 
Its showcase gallery are at a crucial point in their history 

Originally founded in 1963 by local citizens as 
Tallahassee's first private gallery, LeMoyne is a part of 
Old Tallahassee. The Foundation's name was taken from 
a French artist arui cartographer who came to Florida 
and later painted a seri^ dealing with native Americans 
and the area landscape as it was in the 16th century. 

LeMoyne began as a non-profit organization to promote 
the modern visual arts. In the beginning, the gallery 
displayed mostly local art. This is now a bone of 
contention as LeMoyne enters its 23rd year. 

The original idea was simple: create a private 
gallery-a place to view local art. Memberships would 
entitle patrons to attend openings and receive the 
newsletter, but the exhibitions would be open to 
everyone. Perhaps it would even be a place where people 
could buy original works, quality reproductions or small 
gifts. 

Currently some are questioning whether LeMoyne's 
main focus should remain so parochial. The foundation 
is faced with the difficult problems of acquiring funds 
and trying not to stagnate. Some feel the gallery should 
be more commercial, while others feel that the overall '

NEW YORK-NBC 
obliterated the c(»npetition 
for the week with "sneak 

previews" of its new prime 
time shows, but the three 
networks split the 
numbers in evening news 
for the tightest race in 
history. 

Just one-tenth of a 
rating^ point separated 
first place from last place 
in the evening news, and 
with a margin of error of 
five-tenths of a ratings 
point, anybody could have 
won. 

Figures from the A C. 
Nielsen Co. showed CBS 
Evening News with Dan 
Rather had a 10.5 rating 
and 21 share. NBC Night- 
ly News with Tom Brokaw 
and ABC World News 
Tonight with Peter Jenn- 
ings were tied with a 10.4 
rating and 21 share. 

"It's the closest ever," 
said NBC spokeswoman 
Helfn Manasian. "It 
couldn't be closer unless it 
was tied^ and it has never 
been tied.'* 

The prime-time enter- 
tainment race was 
anything but tight. 

NBC had seven of its 
shows in the top 10, in 
eluding two "sneak 
previews" of new pro- 
grams: Our House at No. 2 
aiSd Easy Street at No. 3. 

NBC's strategy of airing 
new prograns after the 
blockbuster series The- 
Cosby Show paid off nice- 
ly. As usual Cosby finish- 
ed first. Our House 
debuted after Cosby and it 
became the highest rated 
premiere since NBC aired 
You Again? after Cosby s 
show last February. 

But when Our House 
aired again in its regular 
time on Sunday opposite 
CBS's 60 Minutes, the 
show secured the best 
share NBC has had in that 
time period since July 
1981 during the Disney 
movie days.

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emphasis should be regional art and 
educational programs. 

Gallery Director Linda Nolan sees both 
sides. "Everyone has a priority with 
how they look at LeMoyne. If you're an 
artist and want to just sell your work, 
then you're not interested in education," 
^d Nolan. "Some educators may not be 
interested in the selling of art." 

Nolan is faced with the tough task of 
keeping everyone happy, but progress is 
difficult. She seems unsure what role 
LeMoyne should play in Tallahassee. 

"We're here for the community-not 
just one aspect. But I'm going on 
instinrt," said Nolan. "I sent out 2,000 
questionaires and only got 48 responses. 
It always helps to know what the other 
peatson wants." 

There are also jM-oblems with fmaiKes,^ 
lack of space and limited time. 

"LeMoyne establishes regional and 
local artists. Affiliated artists require a 
show once every one or two years," said 
Nolan. "LeMoyne has not expanded. 
Another gallery could be used that would 
give us extra space on a rotating basis." 

But that expansion would require 
funcMng, Nolan noted, 
i "(Florida State University's) Fine Arts 
\ can afford national shows, but LeMoyne 
needs backing. If we don't sell anything 
we won't be able to buy ads or have a nice 
reception." 

Part of the problem is that people 
involved with LeMoyne have been and 
still are in disagreement about what role 
the gallery should play. 

Dsainy Pietrodangelo, an affiliated 
artist and former board member, 
currently teaches a class on photography 
at LeMoyne^ He once left the board in a 
dispute over some proposals that were not 
passed, but has recently returned. 

"When the board was trying to redirect 
the scope four years ago, the membership 
that had been involved a long time didn't 
agree," said Pietrodangelo. "New 
directions didn't come about. (The board) 
started to lose interest and the gallery 
didn't process." 

But dissatisfaction is also affecting the 
current status of the gallery. Geoff 
Lardiere, also an affilated artist at 
LeMoyne, was the artist representative to 
the Board of Directors until last week 
when he resigned. 

"I couldn't make any progress, I 
couldn't change anything," said Lardiere. 
"My proposals didn't go through." 

Lardiere believes that for LeMoyne to 
continue, it needs to become more 
commefcial. He feels the gallery is on 
financial^ shaky ground and can't go 
forward unless changes are made. 

"LeKfoyne is a non-profit organization 
and part of the problem is they don't have 
the funds," said Lardiere. "They need to 
aggressively market artwork and they 
need corporate backing. They don't make 
any effort to sell any work." 

Hanging on to the original vision is 
getting harder. At the moment, the 
gallery relies heavily on individual 
membershij^ ranging from $15 to $5,000. 
It also (fepeiMis on sponsorships and sales 
of artworks and reproductions. 

When the gallery opened it was the only 
commercial and private gallery in 
Tallahassee. But that isn't the case 
miymoi^. Now it is one of a number of 
choices, as Nolan indicated. 
"There wam'fc mmy place to go for area 



form the foundation as an opportunity for 
them to put up art on the walls and as a 
central location to di^lay them." said 
Nolan. 

"We don't want to compete. You could 

choose to come here or go to the theatre," 
said Nolan. "But there's something about 
an 1 859 house that nurtures . an art 
experience." 

Ron Yrabedra, currently on sabbatical 
from teaching at Florida A&M 
University, recently stepped down as the 
LeMoyne director to devote more time to 
his painting. Ife became frustrated trying 
to make LeMoyne more succesrful but 
feels it should continue with its current 
goals. 

"Many people want LeMoyne to 
conform to their visions. Every now and 
then, people come along and want to turn 
it into a commercial gallery," said 
Yrabedra. "But it's not the primary 
iwrtivation." 

He realizes that attracting more 
national shows requires more money and 
more commitment from the community, 
but he is unsure how it can be done. 

"I'd love to see a model like Albany has. 
But right now that's not possible becau.se 
of the building and security. It would be 
very expensive," said Yrabedra. 

"I really tried to make it successful. 
Some new ideas need to come along, " said 
Yrabedra. "People who Jtarted LeMoyne, 
they're still there now. It needs to attract 
more people." 

One significant factor affecting 
LeMoyne is the distance that exists 
between FSU, Tallahassee and the 
gallery. Many perceive that the entire 
organization is somewhat of a social club 
and that a dinner jacket or cocktail dress 
is required to get in the front door. 

"There has never been a strong 
associaticm l^tween L«Moyne and the 
University," said Pietrodai^elo. "It has 
a reputation with a segment of the 
University as a gallery for Sunday 
painters, not serious painters." 

While Yrabedra also acknowleged this 
problem, he feels that the perception of 
the gallery is false. 

"LeMoyne is not looked upon favorably. 
It has a reputation for being a club, that 
you have to be socially adept (to belong)," 
said Yrabedra. "That is not a philosophy 
of mine or the people involved in 
LeMoyne," 

Whatever direction the LeMoyne 
gallery takes in the near future hinges on 
the new board of directors. The new 
members will be announced in October. 
Both Nolan and Yrabedra hope the 
upcoming board can guide the Foundation 
into more successful waters. 

"There are nifty new board members 
showing up and a lot of new folks are 
showing interest," said Nolan. "I have a 
very positive outlook, and we're trying 
hard to progress. I'm fighting this image 
of not being able to grow, and LeMoyne 
is coming of age." 

"I don't want to give a portrait of a 
negative situation. We're not going down 
the tubes," said Nolan. "I look at 
(LeMoyne) as an investment, not a 
charity." 

Currently, LeMoyne offers classes in art 
production and appreciation for everyone 
from pre-schoolers to adults. The gallery's 
recent Ansel Adams show was very 
successful— as was Friday's opening of 
Update '86, a collection displaying new 
works by 28 of LeMoyne's affiliated 
artists.

in Rattler defense

Florida A&M linebacker Lawrence Jett has found a 
formula for success on the football field. 

Using the ingredients of determination and 
aggressiveness, Jett usually manages to get the 
upperhand on opponents. 

"Ever since I started playing football, I have tried to 
intimidate my opponents, and it usually works," said Jett. 
"Last weekend when we played against (Georgia Southern 
quarterback) Tracy Ham, I knew that he was good, so 
when I hit him I was talking to him. I would say things 
like, 'Come on Ham . . . show us what you got.' " 

In last Saturday's Bold City Classic against Georgia 
Southern, his tactics didn't work well enough to bring 
FAMU a victory, but he was effective enough to earn the 
Most Valuble Player award for the Rattler squad. Jett said 
he was honored to get the accolade, but it wasn't that 
worthwhile since the Rattlers lost 35-12. 

"It's nice to get the trophy and all, especially as a 
sophomore," Jett said. "But I wish we could have won the 
gan^. That's really all that matters to me when it comes 
down to it." 

After the game, Jett had compiled some impressive 
statistics. He was responsible for five tackles, including 
a quarterback sack, one fumble recovery and an 
mterception. Linebacker Coach Rick Kravitz said Jett's 
intensity level was high for the game. 

"He was trying so hard early in the game that he made 
a couple of mistakes," Kravitz said. 'By the second half, 
he settle down and played exceptionally. I'm excited 
about him winning the award." 

Last year, linebackers Merlon Jones and Willie Brown 
were the defensive standouts. In the middle of the 1985 
season, Jones went down in mid-season due to an injury. 
Jett stepped in as a freshman and handled the pressure

"He did a good job when Merlon was injured and it was 
a tough position because Merlon was an exceptional 
player," Kravitz said. "I think Lawrence has the potential 
to be as good as Merlon was if he can concentrate on 
gaining weight in the off- season." 

Kravitz describes Jett as a natural athlete. 

"You have football players and you have all-around 
athletes," said Kravitz. "Lawrence has the ability to do 
a \<A of things on the field. He is quick and a very intense 
ball player." 

For now, Jett is mainly concerned with stopping Temple 
running back Paul Palmer. The Rattler defense has been 



watching films on the Heisman Trophy candidate to 
prepare for Saturday's game. 

"(Palmer) might give us some problems. He is an 
outstanding runner with some really good moves," said 
Jett. "I think if we can shut him down, we'll be in good 
shape." ' 

The FAMU squad is relatively young this year and Jett 
realizes that the team will probably have its ups apd 
downs, but he thinks in a couple of ye»s the Rattlers will 
be a strong ball club.. 

"I have been on winning teams all my life and I'm sure 
FAMU will be no exception," Jett said. "We have so much 
young talent on this team that there is no telling how good 
we will be. I'm sure by my senior year we will have a 
winning program." '

Reporters may 
gain access to 
student records

After years of being stymied by 
university police when searching for 
student information, Flmda newspaper 
rieportws may finally get act^^ to student 
police recwds. 

In a case brought by the Independent 
Florida Alligator, Alachua County Circuit 
Judge Wayne Carlisle ruled Wednesday 
the University of Florida Police 
Department could not keep students' 
records out of the public eye. 

UF officials wouldn't comment on the 
case, but Alligc^r ^tor Joshua Weinstein 
sud he doesn't expect the univ^ity to 
appeal. He said UF police have already 
acted on the judgment by opening up their 
student records. 

"I think the decision makes our job a lot 
easier," Weinstein said. "We now have all 
information at our disposal." 

Florida State University's Police 
Department, however, is still keeping its 
student police records closed, according to 
FSU Police Spokesman Lt. Jack Handley. 
The mcaH&f. Handley said, will remain 
p'ivate, pending consultation with 
university attorneys. 

When informed that FSU still had its 
student police records closed to the public, 
Weinstein said the school's police 
department was operating illegally. 

"If FSU doesn't open up its records, it's 
in violation of the law," Weinstein said. 
"University police records are now open, 
and if Lt. Handley doesn't know it, ask him 
to call (UF Police) Chief Stevens." 

But FSU attorney Geitdd Jaski said since 
FSU is not ia Carlisle's circuit, and 
therefore not under his jurisdiction, the 
ruling was not necessarily binding on the 
^hool. He did say, however, that the 
deci^on would "hc^fully be instruc^ve*' 



Watson and Assistant Supervisor of Elections Nancy 
Carrell said Pietrzyk told his staff he is "uncomfortable" 
with them talking about the Sept. 2 elaetion before the 
results of State Attorney Willie Me^' invertigation nre 
release. 

Carrell retuti^ a phone call to the Flambeau instead 
of Pietrzyk Thursday. 

Watson said he and Braswell told their stories because 
they believe only if the public understands what went 
wrong with the election will they also understand that 
their office has taken the necessary steps to make sure 
it doesn't happen again during the Sept. 30 election. 

"We're really trying to correct the mistakes, but we're 
afraid ^ople who were turned away from the polls last 
time will not vote next time," he said. "They need some 
reassurance." 

Watson told his story one day before the results of the 
investigation are slated to be released. Today is also the 
last day unsuccessful Sept. 2 candidates can go to court to

In Wes Craven's Nightmare on Elm Street, the heroine dreams with a 
vengeance. Her purpose: to catch a killer who has been cavalierly crossing 
the line between dreaming and waking, mutilating and murdering the 
local youth. This plucky lass settles down to sleep one night certain she 
will dream about the killer and determined to drag him back into the 
waking world where he can be obliterated once and for all. She knows 
exactly what she's doing, she's conscious in her dreams. Call it lucid 
dreaming. 

Like Chuck Yeager bursting through the envelope of sound, lucid 
dreaming breaks the barrier between dreaming and being awake. Aft^ 
all, if a dreamer is aware that he or she is dreaming, tlwn the dreamer 
is conscious. And, if the drelmer is coi^ious, <»9 vUM^c^ieiousness still 

still exist? 

Lucid dreaming is not new. St. A«:^uM^ine reported a ludd dream in 413 
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to university officials. 

"If there has been any judicial order relating to the 
Univ^ity of Florida, I will definitely want to see it," 
Jaski said. "Certainly, everyone is interested in this 
ruling." 

For years, college authorities have told reporters they 
couldn't give out students' police records because to do 
so would be a violation of the Buckley Amendment. The 
Buckley Amendment, passed by Congress in 1974, is a 
law that prohibits university officials from releasing 
students' educational records to the public. 

The fight over student police records came to a head 
in Gainesville last July. After two students were 
assaulted on campus, UF police "blacked out" the names 
of Uie two victims on the police report. When an Alligator 
reporter asked for the students' names, police said they 
couldn't give them out because of the Buckl^ 
Amendment 

At that point, the Alligator decided to test the privacy 
law by filing suit against the university, Weinstein said. 

"We thought this was the most blatant misuse of the 
Buckley Amendment we'd ever seen," he said. "The law 
is written to protect students' privacy, not incompetent 



police departments." 

UF argued that the students' identities were prot^rted 
by Florida's version of the Buckley Amendment, state 
statute 228.093. The statute bans the release of "records 
(directly related to pupils and students) of law 
enforcement units of the institution which are 
maintained solely for law enforcement purposes..." 

But Carlisle ruled Wednesday that students' police 
records are not educational records and should not be 
confidential. He cited Florida^* Sunshine law, which 
requires all government meetings and recwds be c^n 
to the public. The decision does not aflfect students who 
are younger than 18. 

"He (Carlisle) said they were defining educational 
records too broadly," Weinstein said. "I completely 
expected the judge to rule the way he did." 

Jaski said he hoped the decision would clarify the 
an>^ent difference between the state and federal 
stu(tent imvacy laws. 

"There is a big inconsistency l^tween the Buckley 
Amendment and the Florida statute," he said. "I'd 
welcome any definitive judicial intttpi^etatimi that would 
clarify that discrepancy."

New plan may protect 
the Apalachicola River

The effort to increase protection of the 
Apalachicola River gained some ground 
Thursday with the approval of an 
Apalachicola-Chattahoochee Flint 
Navigation Maintenance Plan, but 
environmentalists say the action is not 
enmi^. 

The plan was passed by a committee of 
representatives from Florida, Alabama, 
Georgia and the Army Corps of Engineers 
during a meeting at the Northwest 
Florida Water Management District 
Office on U.S. 90 West, outride of 
Tallahassee. While possessing no 
implementation authority, the plan 
establishes guidelines for 
environmentidly sound maintenance of 
the federally authorized navigation 
channel. 

"It's progress," said Big Bend Sierra 
Club President Mary Allgire. "But as 
usual, we feel that there could be a lot 
more being done." 

The Sierra Club and other 
environmental groups would li^ to see 
the project— which provides for a 9-foot- 
d#p, lOO-foot-wide channel ^percent d 
tip time— deauthwized by Coi^ress. 

We took the concerns that were 
express and put them back into the 
document," said committee member Pam 
McVety, Executive Assistant Secretary of 
Florida's Department of Environmental 
Regulation. 

McVety explained several important 
clMmg^ in the plan, like a provision for 
greater cooperation among the states and 
the Corps when planning changes in river 
managenftnt. 

"We now have a good relationship with 
the other states and the Corps," she said. 
"I can't emphasize enough what a m^jor 
point this is." 

McVety said the committee also agreed 
on a goal of no further environmental 
degradation of the river. 

"That's a major accomplishment," she 
said, "Navigation will occur, but it has to 
be (Mmpatibfe with the environment.** 



There were many public concerns 
remaining about the Corps' project, 
including opposition to their expected 
application for a 25 year dredging permit, 
said DER Environmental Specialist Steve 
Leitman. He said some citizens were also 
concerned over continued degradation of 
the river during the approval process. 

"(The river) is more than a place to 
recreate; it's more than a pla^ to get fish; 
it's part of their lives," said Leitman. 

Discussion of the possible construction 
of a sill across the Chipola River cutoff 
drew protest from members of the crowd, 
some of whom wore placards reading 
"Save our Environment." 

"The people of Florida aren't going to 
accept it," said El Elofson, chairman of 
the Chipola River Basin Protection 
Group. "But from what I hear, that lousy 
thing is still being considered. 

The Apalachicola and Chipola Rivers 
join near Wewahitchka. 

Leitman said Florida was opposed to 
construction of the sill. 

"We have pretty much put the Corps on 
notice that getting the permit is going to 
be pretty hard pressed," he said. 

Other public concerns included the 
filling in of sloughs, erosion of the river's 
<Mke fields, and a desire to see the entire 
project deauthorized, said Leitman. 

Environmentalist at the meeting called 
the plan inadequate, but said it was 
progress -nonetheless. 

"It's too vague," said Humphrey Donnie 
of Chattahoochee. "But it's a good effort 
at cooperation." 

Irene Haley, an Apalachicola River 
specialist for the St^a Club, said the 
project has already caused considerable 
damage to the river. 

"You can't go down the river or up the 
river without seeing something the Coxps 
has done to it," she said. 

Haley said she favors deauthorization 
to prevent a channelization similar to 
Central Florida's Kissimmee River. 

"We aren't going to let the same thing 
happen to our river that happened to the 
Kissimmee."

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Courting Injustice 



In the aftermath of the Rehnquist nomination, critics of the new 
chief justice have been left with a sour taste in their mouths. 
Despite the evidence demonstrating Rehnquist's blatant 
insensitivity toward the rights of minorities, women, the poor and 
the elderly, Congress confirmed the nomination. 

We should not have been too surprised at this development 
though, because the courts often mirror the injustice, intolerance 
smd weakness of j^iety—regardless of its supposed purity. One 
only has to look at sentences given to minorities and the poor as 
opposed to rich whites to see the obvious biases. 

Only the blindest person refuses to see that America's celebrated 
justice system has some huge and ugly flaws. And those least able 
to protect themselves suffer the most. 

While supporters speak in glowing terms about the impartiality 
of judges, Rehnquist's positions in Supreme Court cases, and his 
responses during the deliberation, say otherwise. As usual, what's 
applicable for the msyority is not necessarily the case for the 
minority. 

A case in point is that of Florida Federal Court Judge Alcee 
Hastings. A Carter appointee in 1979, Hastings has long been a 
vocal and uncompromising critic of flaws in the criminal justice 
system and Reagan administration policies. He was accused of 
conspiring to take a $150,000 bribe in 1983, tried and acquitted. 

Since the end of that case, however, his colleagues on the federal 
bench have been working to get Hastings removed from his lifetime 
position. Citing a little-used law, the judges have recommended 
his impeachment on the grounds that he obstructed justice by 
falsifying his defense. They also criticized him for accusing other 
judges of racism. 

What Hastings' esteemed colleagues are doing is silencing this 
liberal voice. Why? 

One of the most fundamental principles of the American legal 
^stem holds that one is innocent until proven guilty. Another 
principle holds that once a person is tried in, a court of his peers, 
that person cannot be tried again for the same charge, what 
gives? 

Hastings had his day in court so why don't they leave him the 
hell alone? 

What this kangaroo court has done is try to destroy Hastings' 
credibility and effectiveness as a judge, ruin him financially (with 
over $600,000 in legal fees) and attempt to hold him to racial, 
cultural and other biases they themselves don't subscribe to. 

This is just another in the long series of cases where judges bend, 
distort or ignore the law. How then are ordinary folk to behave? 
That the judges' actions are arbitrary and discriminatory seems 
clear. But the end-result may work to Hastings' benefit since the 
only li^lihood of his getting something akin to a fair and impartial 
hearing will be if he's forced to participate in impeachment 
proceedings before Congress.

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No studying at this library

Having problems getting into a bar 
because you're under age? Well then, 
open one. 

That's not exactly why Eddie Wilburn, 
Jeff Groldman and Tim Mclntosh-three 
Florida State University Students- 
opened their own club, Late Night 
Library, but it could have been a deciding 
factor. 

Nineteen-year old Wilburn, a minor 
himself, got the idea for the Late Night 
Library, a bring- your own bottle club, 
while visiting a (iainesville nightspot 
about a year ago. After hooking up with 
Goldman and Mcintosh, the three set out 
to qjen the Library, though they knew 
nothing about owning or running a club. 

Getting tbe Library o|)ett %as *m 
experience in itself, said Wilburn. After 
deciding to open the bottle club, the next 
step was to find the money to do so. None 
of the three Sigma Alpha Epsilon 
fraternity members had any kind of 
financial support from their parents, nor 
did they get any loans. Wilburn got some 
funds from a venetion blind company he 
owns jointly with his father in 
Jacksonville, and Mcintosh sold his sports 
car to get money for their investment. 

After getting the money, they had to 
find a location Wilburn said he just 
happened to be driving through the 
intersection of Woodward Avenue and St. 
Augustine Street when he noticed a 
vacant building for !ea.s(v The three 
checked it out and decidi'd it was a prime 
location for the Library because of its 
proximity to campus.^ 

Next, licensing. The«ily thing requii wl 
for the operation was a dance hall permit, 
which was no problem to get. said 
Wilburn. 

Once they had the building, they had to 
fix up the inside. The lighted dance floor 
in the Library was already there, but the 
three had to buy a lighting system and 
rent a sound system. 

The three SAE's then hired a staff of 
about 15 people— seven of which are 
bouncers. 

"Crowd control is crucial, inside and 
out," said Jimmy Holton, a 270-pound 
foi 'mer FSU football player, now a 
bjadmcer at the Library. 
/ According to Goldman, everything has 
gone according to plan, except one thing. 

"We anticipated everything except a 
line this long," said Goldman in reference 
to the line which practically wrapped 
around the side of the building Saturday 
night. 

That's why, when some of the masses 
get out of control, they need someone like 
Mark SleemaQ, who describes himself as 
"bigger than Odd (in wei^t, that is), 
twice as smart and with a deeper voice." 

He loves his job so much that he said, 
"I should be paying them (his bosses)." 

Of course, there are the usual drunks 
that have to be dealt with, "but they're 
only a problem until they (the bouncers) 
get there," said Goldman. 

After hiring the bouncers and the other 
employees (all of which are students, 
iiK:luding two SAE frsrtemity members), 
all they needed was custpmers. 

"We handed out fliers for one hour the 
Thursday before we opened,'* said 
Wilburn. 

That $30 and ons hour spent on fliers 
has turned their club into one of the 
hottest nightspots in Tallahassee. 

The majority of the clientele know of the 
Library by word of mouth. According to 
Wilburn, the Library's second week 



attendance was 1,500 on Friday and 
Saturday nights— not too shabby for next 

to nothing in advertising. 

What do their parents say about the 
Library and their sons' achievements? 

"Of course I had my reservations, but 
I'm very proud. I'd love to make it up and 
see how well it s doing. All I get is hearsay 
from my son," said Tobe Mcintosh, Tim 
Mcintosh's mother. 

"My dad is going to freak. He hasn't 
been here yet, Imt he thinks it's great. 
He's been wondering what's going on with 
his son," said Goldman, the 21 -year -old 
co-owner 

"My parents love it." .said Wilburn 
The work has more of an influence on 

school than the owners want to admit. 

Wilburn is taking only two classes while 

Goldman and Mcintosh have three this 

.semester. 

"During the week, it's nine to five, a full 
day working. It's week long preparation 
for the weekend. Mondays are the busiest, 
and Wednesdays and Thursdays we have 
to be here for deliveries," said Wilburn 

Not only is there a lot of work during 
the day. but the houi's at night are the 
.strange.st. The Library is open lioni 11 
p.m. to 5 a.m. Thursdays. Fridays and 
Saturdays, and all three owners have to 
be there. 

"We need two s«K.*tions of management 
(for the front and back portions <if the 
club), which we do ourselves for two 
reasons." .said Wilburn. " First, you can 
see what's going on for yourself, and 
second, people can rob you blind It's not 
bad because it s like I'm out partying too 

The only major problems the student 
owners have encountered are the high 
temperatures inside the club and, believe 
it or not, friends. 

Of course the friends love the Library, 
but Wilburn has a hard time expressing 
to them that they have to pay. 

"Everytime I walk outside. 10 people 
start yelling, 'Eddie, Eddie...', but if I let 
in those 10 people for fre^, it's losing $30." 
said Wilburn. 

There's one solution for this, at lea.st for 
his friends in the fraternity. 

"Monday night we have chapter 
meetings here, and then it's Monday 
night football," said Wilburn. 

To pkea^ everyone, they play a mix of 
rock, top 40, and progressive music. 
Everything from Dokken to Madonna to 
the Cure can be heard throughout the 
night. 

The paymg customers seem to be all for 
the Library. 

"It's good," said Mark Stanish, a 
21 -year-old who was there for his second 
time Saturday night. 

"It gets a little out of control, people are 
bringing in kegs, but as far as the club 
goes, it's excellent." 

Another student said, "You ^t drunk 
in line and run out of beer by the time you 
get in." 

There is a $3 cover charge to get into 
the Library, which enforces Florida's 
drinking age law. Thursdays will be all 
ages night, and a bracelet system will be 
used to separate those of legal drinking 
age from the minors, said Wilburn. No 
alcohol is served, but mixers «ich as Coke, 
%rite, orange juice, tonic water and the 
like are available for those who bring 
their own alcohol. Plans for the future 
including serving food and opening up the 
now-closed side and back sections of the 
building. The Late Night Library is 
located at 506 S Wbodward Avenue, and 
is open Thursday ^Safttu'cteky from 11 p.m. 
to 5 a.m.

contest the results. Only one candidate 
has done so, and no more election contests 
are ex{^cted today. 

Ill a telephone interview Thursday 
Watson outlined five crucial points in 
August when things went awry: 

•The agreement reached in June 
between a federal jud^e, the Leon County 
Commission and a local civil rights group 
required the county to redraw commission 
district lines. Bra.swell did not finish that 
task until roughly Aug. 1, giving 
Pietrzyk's office one month to prepare for 
an election with a crowded field of 
candidates. 

•By mid-August Pietrzyk had begun 
telling candidates their voting-machine 
lever numhers, but Braswell and Watson 
had already set up the voting-machine 
ballots in a way which gave candidates 
different lever numbers in different 
precincts. 

Pietrzyk decided to stick with one lever 
number for each candidate in all 
precincts, Watson said. As a result, 
Pittrzyk's ststf had to redesign the ballots 
and did not get the ballot to the printer 
until Aug. 15, two or three days late. 

•On Aug. 20 Braswell discovered he had 
been programming all the machines in a 
way which did not allow voters to cast 
ballots in the circuit judge's race properly. 
This was the first time he and Watson had 
set up the machines without the help of 
long time technician Mike Price, who 
Pietrzyk let go earlier this year. As a 
result, Braswell had to start the 



programming all over agatrf and e^uaty . 
workers had to cut andl»aste:a part of the 

ballot. 

•On the weekend of Aug. 23-24. countv 
workers had to do 90 percent of the 
preparation of the machines. After 
Pietrzyk left at 1 a.m., Braswell and 
Watson flnished inserting the ballots in 
the machines at 4 a.m. They spent the 
next five hours programming the 
machines and setting the party levers, 
testing some machines along the way, but 
never separately testing any machines in 
the proper fashion. At 8:30 a.m. 
candidates' representatives arrived to 
inspect the machines and the two had to 
quit for good. Later that morning county 
workers began taking the machines to the 
polling places. Watson said proper testing 
would have caught the misaligned ballots 
and locked levers. 

•At the poll-worker training schools on 
Aug. 28 and 29, Pietrzyk and his staff 
failed to adequately train poll workers on 
how to use the party levers on the 
machines, Watson said. Braswell 
programmed the levers in a new way, so 
even long-time workers were unfamiliar 
with how to use them. Watson said this 
accounted for 90 percent of the problems. 

The machine ballots were arriving 
Thursday, Watson said, and a bigger staff 
will have through Saturday to insert 
them. From Sunday through Tue.sday two 
election consultants, Glenn Boord and 
Helen McNeal, will help test the 
machines, Wat.son said. On Wednesday 
and Thursday, the two will help run twice 
as many poll-worker training sessions as 
last time, McNeal said.

A.D. During the 8th Century, Tibetan 
Buddhists began to refine the art of lucid 
dreaming as a vehicle for evaluating truth 
and illusion. In 1867, the first .study of 
lucid dreaming was written and published 
by the Marquis d'Hervey de Saint-Denys: 
Dreams and How to Guide Them. 

With the discovery of Rapid Eye 
Movement in the 19508 and sleep 
research advances during the last two 
d^ades, the study of lucid dreaming 
entered a nev\^ pha^e Last year Dr. 
Stephen LaBerge, of the prestigious 
Stanford University Sleep Research 
Center, published Lucid Dreaming: The 
Power of Being Awake and Aware in Your 
Dreams. LaBerge and his associates 
speculate that one day lucid dreaming 
will be used as a th^apeutic tool. 

"There is no active treatment 
employing lucid dreaming at present," 
said Stuart Rawlings, an administrator 
at the Stanford University Sleep Research 
Center, "but there is great pK)tential. 

"Lucid dreaming could be used as a 
confidence building mechanism for people 
who need more courage. It could also be 
employed to enhance test performance for 
students and possibly in other areas— such 
as learning a foreign language while you 
sle^/' 

A Mo(rt of m ha.m experienced hicid 
dreaming in one form or another. For the 
novice polysomnologist (stiuloit of sleep), 
lucid dreaming is likely to occur during 



recognition of an anomoly in a dream (a 
person with eight arms or a rock that 
talks) can also trigger a lucid dream 
experience. 

An accepted method today for 
discerning whether one is dreaming or 
awake involves just such an anomaly— 
the renegade gravity of our dreams. In a 
1936 Journal of Abnormal Psychology 
article, Alward Embury Brown— who 
reported on nearly 100 of his lucid 
dreams— revealed his own dream test. 
Brown would jump into the air in his 
dreams to see if the gravitational pull felt 
the same as when he was wide awake. If 
he was able to fioat. or if he was slow to 
descend, he knew he was dreaming. 

Unfortunately, there are no simple 
rules for learning lucid dreaming. Dream 
research is a young science, and even 
LaBerg admits much more work must be 
done before intentional dreaming can be 
employed as a life-enhancing tool. 

LaBerge notes that some people have 

their first lucid dream immediately after 

learning about the possibility. So, if you 

think you're dreaming, jump for the sky 

and see if you float. Pleasant dreams. 

• • • 

The Stanford University Sleep Research 
Center has a three-part lucid dream 
research program. Their goals are: (1) to 
investigate the phenomenology and 
physiolo^ of lucid dreaming, (2) to 
deyelt^ he^m tCMshniques for inducing, 
^abilizing and u^dng lucid dreams, and 
(3) to continue to chart the 
psychophysiological processes. If you are

Local musicians build a 
band you can bank on

There was a time Tallahassee 
had a thriving nightlife; there 
were live bands aplenty, playing 
spandex metal rock, thrash-and- 
trash hard-core and road-weary 
white-boy blues along with blue 
grass, folk and acoustic cover 
music. A time when the sounds of 
Persian Gulf, Know It Alls, the 
Slut Boys and The Implications 
echoed rauMi and roll throughout 
the city At night. 

There was Smitty's, the 
ultimate roadhouse. When the 
taps at Smitty's ran dry the 
owners would buy beer at the local 
supermarket to sell to customers 
and prices fluctuated according to 
how crowded the place got— as 
well as how late at night people 
stuck around. Chances were, near 
two in the morning you'd find 
yourself buying a $3 quart of beef. 
But Smitty's had some of the 
finest in live muMC every 
weekend. 



There was also Tommy's Dance 
Hall on Tennessee Street. 
Tommy 's prospt>red in the '70s by 
featuring local acts like The 
Implications and The Slut Boys, 
and brought in name bands such 
as The Psychedelic Furs, Iggj? Pop, 
Joan Jett and Steel Pulse. 

Tommy's closed and opened 
later as The O.K. Club, a beer bar 
and conceit hall. Located where 
Shamrock Rentals is now. The 
Club featured outfits like Sector 4, 
Red Square and The Shakes who 
played raw, danceable music— real 
loud. The Shakes were one of the 
few groups around town with a 
ftmate tead singer. 

Time passed. Personnel 
changed. Opportunities for bands 
to play at clubs around town 
began to dry up when the drinking 
age was raised and for a while, 
community support for the local 
live music scene faltered. Unless 
you played cover metal or salt-

The Big Dog 
gets his chance

A Tallahassee tradition may be moving into the 
national limelight with the assistance of the movies. 
Something Wild, the film Jonathan Demme shot in 
Tallahassee last spring, opens Oct. 31, featuring "Let 
the Big Dog Eat," the title track off Bill Wharton's 1984 
album. 

Bill Wharton is a Tallahassee area musician who's 
been playing music professionally for 25 years. He has 
played everything from dixieland and jazz to R&B and 
rock. Wharton arrived from Orlando to attend Florida 
State University in 19^ and never left. 

^*Let the Big Dog Eat" won't make it to the soundtrack 
album, howfver. New Jersey band The Feelies drew a 
contract that ^)ecified only thev mm^ aould be on the 
accompanying soundtrack. Wharton will receive 
royalties from the song for every time the movie is 
shown. 

The album from which the track was taken is a strange 
collective of bluesy rock and folk ballads. Wharton's 
ballads concentrate on acoustic guitar, recalling Bread 
and Jimmy Buffett.The rock songs with the backing band 
swell with that swampy blues style used to sing about 
alligators and lonely women. 

Wharton is well-acquainted with the blues. He does a 
Robert Johnson howl on one of the songs. The title song 
is a jumpy piece built around the kind of guitar riff that 
the Rolling Stones' Keith Richard molded a career out 
of. Wharton covers the R&B classic "You Gotta Move"

Though venues for bands who play 
original music are still few and far 
between, the music scene cycle is on the 
ujswing again. With the success of CA 
Chapel there is once again an outlet for 
pr^essive music. And Kent's— a km\ 
watering hole-has started featuring 
Tallahassee bands. The Grand Finale also 
draws large crowds— most often when 
Strip favorites The Casual T's play. 

Gothic Playground, a youthful-looking 
group whose sound is California hard- 
core, can be seen at CA Chapel this 
weekend. 

World On Wheels has an interesting 
pi^gressive-guitar sound. They play 
meetly their own Muthern p(^. 
• f • 

Perhaps the one of most unique bands 
to emerge in this new, creative 
atmosphere is the Eubanks. The band 
consists of four women and one man. 
Their sound can be called folksy-pop with 
a dash of rock— lively and vaguely 
familiar. To that statement Tom Stahl, 
Eubanks lead guitarist, would simply 
respond: "It's that Eubanks sound you 
hear." 

The core of the Eubanks is made up of 
ex Implication members. The 
Implications were a band whose sound 
could be described as danceable B-52's 
with some Bangles and punk thrown in. 
They mostly wrote their own music, 
playing areund town when the Slut B<^s 
were in their heyday. The band, for 
bandly reasons, dispersed, several 
members striking out for New York City. 
Now the three remaining members, Stahl, 
Karen Ladzinski and Molly Kearney, 
;:!ong with Misty Roe and Kim Smith, 
hiive regrouped as the Eubanks. 

The band s first performance was with 
the Casual T's in July at Finale's. It was 
a fcort of baptism by fire. According to 
Ladzinski ^eir premiere turned out to be 
a record-leaking night for attendance. 
I^e said Eubm^ were aware that the 
crowd was there mostly to sec the Casual 
Ts. But Alex Weiss, the T's manager, had 
heavily publicized the Eubanks, too. 

"I'd never seen Finale's that crowded 
before," said Ladzinski. "People were 
standing two feet in front of the stage. We 
did something different by starting off 
with acoustic music and by the crowd's 
reaction I thought we should electrify the 
sound— quickly." , 

The Eubanks- have the typical bass, 
rhythm and lead guitar set-up but deviate 
by including keyboards, synthesizer, and 
a drum machine. Their distinctive sound 
stems from their female vocals. Ladzinski 
and Kearney write the lyrics to all the 
band's songs and share the singing. Their 
voices harmonize tightly. What the 
Eubanks lack in driving rhythm they 
make up in clari^. 

Ladzinski said that for a while she and 
Kearney worked too much on hamioiiy 
which en^ up too complex musically.

"They had six-part harmony at one 
time," added Stahl. 

Eubanks vocals don't dominate the 
music like, say, Anne Wilson's of Heart. 
And they don't have the stand-out 
eccentricity of a singer like Cindy Lau{^r. 
Ladzinski's and Kearney's voices meld 
together in light folksy blend with a pop 
rhythm. 

"We're different musically," said ^ahl. 
"We're not as technically proficient but 
1 don't think it matters because the vocals 
are the big thing." 

"Our lyrics tend to be poetic and 
serious," said Ladzinski. "The music 
lightens them up." 

Currently the band has been in semi- 
i^lusicMi in an effort to build their 
re^rtoire. 

"We have 13 originals and one cover," 
said Stahl. The one cover is Johnny 
Cash's classic: "Folsom Prison." 

"We're rehearsing now for a longer 
show. We'll be doing one cover that is raw 
and completely different from what we do 
now," said Stahl. 

What the Eubanks are doing now is a 
rendition of The Living Room Jams. Until 
their next perfmnance October 25 at the . 
Miccosukee Lawl Coop, they'll be playing 
' in Stahl's living room. Aside from 
working on new material they'll be 
experimenting with their sound; maybe 
add some saxophone or congo drums. Roe 
said that after watching the Squalls, a 
band from Athens, Georgia, play at the 
Downunder, she got the idea for the 
congos. The Squalls were an extremely 
danceable band switching instruments to 
get different sounds. 

typical Eubanks practice is Mt in a 
back room at Stahl's house. The room is 
crowded with a large couch, guitars, 
sound equipment and fat cats. Norman, 
a bewildered-looking white and grey cat, 
sits in a box under a table and Martha, 
an acorn-bramed cat plays with the 
equipment cords. The band ignores both. 

The band runs through several pieces 
ami after they're wmrmed up and loose the 
^und begins to gel. Most ef their songs 
are sparse, Stahrs guitar lead acting as 
backbone. Kearney's bass riffs are 
interesting and mix well with Ladzinski's 
basic rhythms on guitar. The band agreed 
that good dance music is their goal. 

"After we played the first time 
somebody came up to me and said 'you're 
very refreshing,"' said Stahl. "We're not 
the Slut Boys," Stahl said, meaning the 
Eubanks don't have a rough, driving rock 
and roll sound. 

"Although we've probably spent more 
hours dancing to them than any band 
around town," he added. 

The band's looking forward to playing 
in public and feel they've generated a 
" local following. Stahl's aware that the 
music scene in Tallahassee has picked up 
and hopes the momentum keeps going. 
Ladzinski commented that maybe 
Smitty's, which is in need of a roof mong 
other things, will reopen. 

In the spirit of volunteerism Stahl 
quipped: "We'll open for TSitu, too.*"

Tallahassee's music hounds are forever howling about 
the town's lack of honest to-goodness live music— and the 
Florida Flambeau usually leads the pack. But a whole 
passel of organizations have gotten together to put on 
a show tonight on the Union Green that should put an 
end to their baying— at least for a while. 

Following the lead <^ Bernard Graham, Student 
Campus Entertainmeiit« the Center for Participant 
Education, Caribbean Club, Black Student Union, 
Jewish ^udent Union, Minority Student Council, Inter- 
Residence Hall Council, United Latin Society, and 
Women's Center have all pulled together in a rare show 
of "strength through diversity" for Coalition Day, The 
highlight of the get-together will be an ongoing concert 
from 4:30 to 9 p.m. featuring four bands and a variety 
of music that should satisfy even the most eclectic taste.

chcvd progression. 

"It*s a musical form more than just 
numbers. The thing about the blues is you 
do^'t play unless you feel it," said 
Wharton. "The cause of any smging of the 
blues is where it summons up this gig in 
you. It's lifestyles and things you do, it's 
an art form." 

"I got into the blues purposefully. To get 
into it is more than making money ."said 
Wharton. "It's a very superheavy "gig- 
comes from Africa, and voodoo, 
materialization and manifestation." 

The album came out on Peckerwood 
Records which is Wharton's own label. 
P^kerwood is about twenty miles east of 
Tallahasse that Wharton describes a» 
"almost a state of min#'. It4s al^ the 
location of Paco's Garden where he 
recorded the track of the same name. 

Paco's Garden is named after Paco Reed 
to whom the album was dedicated. Reed 
was a friend and neighbor of Wharton 
who died shortly before the album was 
begun. Wharton describes him as a heavy 
drinker who had been stabbed in the liver, 
and who eventually suffered from renal 
failure. 

"This guy was a very seminal kind of 
thing. I recorded the song 'Paco's 
Garden" early in the morning at the site 
of his grave, which is kind of in the

woods.' said Wharton, i stayed up all 
night drinking Jack Daniels to get where 
the guy was at, and then we hauled in the

Brit music mags deliver the dope

This rock and roll busine^— seems we in America 
made up the music first but still ne^ those in Britain 
to interpret it for us. We may still start the styles but 
we can't write about them. With Crecni degenerating 
further into a juvenile fanzine, Rolling Stone behaving 
like Life for the gold cocaine spoon set, and Spin 
desperately trying to make up its six-month trendmess 
lag, you need to turn to the British music press to suss 
out what's what not just on those glossy Anglo-acts that 
saturate the Top Ten— TTiompson Twins, Tears For 
Fears, Eurythmics, Arcadia— but funk, jazz, reggae, 
revolution rwk, pub rock, club rock, garage rock, salsa, 
soul, wuntry and cross-over. Imported magazines and 
newspapers (available at DuBey's) cost through the nose 
but deliver the dope, straight and otherwise. 

The reason for this is that music culture and "youth" 
culture in Britam twine around each other like the briar 
and the rose. In America, except for pockets of excitement 
in L.A. or N.Y. or Cleveland or Athens, music is an 
ornament for the Yuppie bibelot collection or a nostalgic 
retrieval of some golden Age (*50s, *60s) or what you 
dance to in b^ween drinks. In Britain, your music is your 
religion, your style, your tribe. The audience both creates 
and reflects the philosophy of various styles and 
movements, various artists and bands. Music declares 
sexual orientation, fashion persuasion and political 
commitment. Remember punk? Three-chord grinders 
recorded in South London front rooms not only ravaged 
the haircuts of a generation but refocused music as 
dissent— Rock Againrt; Racism, Rock Against Sexism, 
Rock against Thatcher. It is the sort of thinking that, 
cleaned up a little but still unshav^, turned itself into 
Band Aid 

So weeklies like the New Musical Express, Melody 
Maker, and Soiinds, and monthlies like The Face and 
Blitz are read both revrently and cynically, but faithfully. 
Otherwise, how would anybody know when the next 
Smith's tour is or what Smiley Culture said about the 
Brixton riots or what David Byrne really thinks about 
Super 8. 

This months Spin h€is R.E.M. on the cover, articles 
about Jimmy Swaggart, Boy George and the Atlanta 
child murders. It is a good B-for-effort by liouveau long- 
hair Bob Guccione, but it falls short of the deep fun 
smacked out by the September Blitz. This slick-as-ice self 
proclaimed style mag was started six years ago by three 
Oxford graduates who owned a whole wardrobe of pointy 
shoes but otherwise did not know what to do with 
themselves. Now thev have a world-wide market, killer 
lay-outs and color cowr^ to dye your eyebrows for. This

America today. And it 
takes risks— the best piece 
in the current one is on the 
Baader-Meinhof terrorist 
collective.

Marcmno jeans. Photographer Annie Leibovitz (once you 
could at least loek at the pictures) is not even in evidence. 

But we digress. If you really want to keep up with the 
scene (all of them, any of them, New York, London, 
Sydney) become a religious reader of the New Musical 
Kxpress. It will cost you the instant coffee money every 
week, but it's worth it. The NME is a music paper of 
enormous power and inlluence in Britain. It is loved and 
hated. It can shoot careers with adrenaline, it can kick 
them down and out (ask Joe Jackson). It notices 
everything from New Psyhedelia dance bands in 
manphester to folk-rock from Gainesville, what it does 
not dfscuss damn near does not exist. 

In the issue for Sept. 6 (they get here late) there is a 
superb piece on Talking Heads and their fihn aesthetics, 
an intenriew with Nashville iconoclast Dwight Yoakam, 
and an update on perennial favorite Quentin Crisp (who 
has taken to calling himself "one of Britain's stately 
homos"). Lest you forget that the world is not all compact 
di.scs, theic s a nasty expose of the way the Thatcher 
government disposes of nuclear waste (usually in quaint 
little villages) and the way les Anglais fight back. There 
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D.K. ROBERTS 

are record reviews of people you never heard of but will 
like The Weeds and Tools You Can Trust-don't laugh, 
the NME was writing about Declan McManus when he 
was Declan McManus the first time around. 

Maybe better than all the cool music up-to-the- 
microsecond stuff, the NME is politically serious— it 
believes collectively in social justice nuclear disarm- 
ament, civil rights, and a free Third World. It pushes 
Red Wedge (a gioup of singing socialists with funky 
haircuts that make Simply Red look like the Mormon 
Tabernacle Choir) shamelessly. The NME's other sins 
include sneering at all European pop, being a little sh(»1; 
of female writers and editors (gives the thing a bit of a 
boy-stance) and printing the same inane and moronic 
reader's letters as every other music journal on either 
side of the Atlantic ("I hate Mark E. Smith. I hate him 
so much. How dare he slag off Pete Townshend in that 
article?"). But the NME's heart is good and its intentions 
are pure riot, its style is snappy and its writers 
adventurous. Jump to it, start a trend— who knows, we 
just might generate a music culture right here in the 
U.S. of A.

Since the midi-60s folk and rock have 
endured an on-again/off-again uniealy 
marriage. From the time Bob I^lan was 
booed off the stage at the 1965 Newport 
Folk Festival— because he dared bring 
along the very electric Butterfield Blues 
Band— to current guitar crankers like the 
Replacements and Husker Du being 
threatened to death by angry 
headbangers because they decided to open 
a show armed with only acoustic 
instruments—folkies and rockers ^em 
ever ready to guard against stylistic 
impurity. 

Of course, we all know that's stupid. By 
its very nature, folk music trades on good 
lyrics and the ability to tell a story. Rock, 
as any testosterone-wracked teenage boy 
can attest, is a music of power and raw 
emotion. Put the two together, as in 
Dylan's "Subterranean Homesick Blues" 
or the Replacements "Unsatisfied," and 
the result is something to hear and feel. 
If you agree— and especially if you don't— 
read on... 

Peter Stampfel and the Bottlecaps 

(Rounder) 

The Bottlecaps are a rock and roll band 
but not so you'd notice right away. 

Backing 47-year-old manic madcap 
musicologist Peter Stampfel, this youngish 
band of N.Y.C. hipsters manage to come 
off as relaxed, wise and very very funny. 

Stampfel, you might remember, was one 
half (with Steve Weber) of the '60s gonzo- 
folk-acid-bluegrass band the Holy Modal 
Rounders. He also collaborated (or should 
we say conspired) with those infamous 
post-beat poets and diity old men the 
Fugs. The Rounders' songs "If You 
Wanna Be a Bird," and "Don't Bogart 
That Joint" appeared on the Easy Rider 
soundtrack and other 

Stampfel /Weber /Fugs/Rounders 
compositions like "My Mind Capsized" 
and "New Amphetamine Shriek" were at 
once celebrations and satire-lacquered 
warning signs for the Age of Aquarius. 

Well, Stampfel's at it again, makin' 
strange noises about a totally different 
decade. And for my money, twenty years 
gone, he's tighter and more, ahem, right 
on than ever. Opening with "Drink 
American" and ending with "Press On" 
he offers some perennial philosophy and 
hummable good advice: "Don't be 
conAi^d/when you got to choo^^tween 
a thousand different brands/'Cause it's 
your patriotic duty/To always drink 
American..." 

Then there's "Surfer Angel," a Gidget- 
goes-to-the-Great-Beyond girl -gr oup soap 
opera and more, sung from the male point 
of view. What's even better, the 
Bottlecaps throw in musical quotes from 
"Wipeout," "Pipeline," "I Only Want To 
Be With You" and "Third Stone From the 
Sun" while the man with the nasal twang 
rants and raves about "coward sissy 
Howard." 

Things get serious when Stampfel turns 
his attention to urban decay and 
gastrointestinal tragedy. "Random 
Violence" sports the nickname "Randy" 
and the "Lonely Junkie" lets us know 
that: "My bowels are in stasis/my 
atrqphied ass/is heavy and loaded with

gas..." Whew! Elsewhere as in 
"Screaming Industries Breakdown," 
"Everything Must Go" and "Funny The 
First Time" Stampfel and the Bottlecaps 
speak, m Harvey Pekar's words, of "life 
as a war of attrition." 

This record is, as they say, painfully 
hilarious. Believe me, having just moved 
to a big city, it has become one of those 
unique albums which slowly but surely 
serves as soundtrack for real life. I 
couldn't give a higher recommendation 
than that.

Peter Case (Geffen) 

Peter Case was a teenage Plimsoul and 
his best offering with that paisley 
underground LA group, "A Million Miles 
Away," is still one of my favorite pop 
songs of all times. But as this record 
proves. Case has gone on to much 
weightier and greater things. This, his 
first solo effort, finds him hanging out 
with the likes of T-Bone Burnett, Mitchell 
Froom, Mike Campbell, Roger McGuinn 
and Van Dyke Parks. The result is a 
brooding, booming tour de force most 
readily compared to a truly American 
King of America or perhaps Nebraska if 
Bruce had finally decided to remix and 
augment his basic 4-track masterpiece. 

As Case tells his sister in the liner 
notes, "these songs are about sin and 
salvation." And though he denies it, they 
are also about "small towns in America." 
The day that I first heard "Small Town 
Spree" was also the day an Oklahoma 
postal worker decided to turn his friends 
and neighbors into Swiss cheese. 

Tl^ big beat goes on and on down the 
road with "Walk in the Woods," a chilling 
tale of a place where you can "tal^ a walk 
and never come back,..." or "Satellite 
Beach" with its "truck stops and big as 
cities" and "off nights that last for a 
week." Of genuine interest to fans of the 
Pogues should be Case's encore-like cover 
of Shane MacGow^an's "Pair of Brown 
Eyes." It's a real fine reading and a bang- 
up way to end a brilliant album. 

As another reviewer pointed out, Case 
"has accomplished that rare feat of 
writing accessible pop songs in an acoustic 
format." Yesdi, smd he don't sii^ and pky 
bad either— even on other people's tunes. 
Don't be surprised if you see Cai^ joining 
J. Henry and Mr. McManus on the 
upcoming star-studded Elvis tour. Til 
then, grab this slice of vinyl from a 
folk/rock genius in progress. --------

Extremities: 

Fawcett Involved with a 
self-pltying sadist again

NEW YORK-The smashing, crashing, 
thrashing battle between Farrah Fawcett 
and James Rus^ that takes up about half 
of "Extremities" leaves the contestants in 
a state of exhaustion— and the movie 
along with them! 

As Marjorie, the victim-vanquisher of 
Joe, the aspiring rapist-murderer 
i Fawcett, who . shook off her "Charlie's 
Angels" image several years ago, gives a 
taut display of terror shading into 
hysterical hate. She is outraged not only 
by what Joe wants to do to her but al«> 
by the realization of what she is capable 
of wanting to do to him. 

Russo, who may remind you of Marlon 
Brando in the years of "A Streetcar 
Named Desire" and "The Wild One," 
plays Joe as a self-pitying sadist, most 
threatening when tender. It's a 
compelling performance that narrowly 
saves the rote from seeming like a put-on. 
"Kiss me nice," says Joe in the course of 
smacking Marjorie, hauling her across the 
kitchen floor by the hair, throttling her 
and stepping on her with his lizard boots. 
"It doesn't have to be this way," he says, 
but given his needs and Marjorie's 
resolve, how else could it be? 

Fawcett and Russo played Marjorie and 
Joe in the Off Broadway production of 
WilUiim Mastrosimone's play, for their 
striking performances in the screen 
version adaptation, Mastrosimone has 
"opened up" his play a little. Here Joe 
first attacks Marjorie in her car at night, 
providingihe director Robert M. Young 
with an opportunity to lay on the echoing 
footsteps, the spooky music, the camera 
moving menacingly in on the victim. A 
visit to the police convinces Marjorie that 
the law will offer no protection against 
her aissailant, who has stolen her wallet, 
eovitaining her address. There is also a 
glimpse of Fawcett playii^ a vigorous 
game erf* squash, demonstrating that she 
is in fit shape, which will come in plenty 
handy later. 

Marjorie is alone in the house she 
shares with twrt other wofnen when Joe 
I reappears and their battle begins in 
f ferocious earnest. With the help of the 
j "stunt coordinator," Jeannie Epper, 
I Fawcett turns the tables and everything 
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else within reach on Joe, and by the time 
her two housemates get home, there's this 
battered male all trussed up in the bonds 

that Matrosimone has fashioned for it. 
Once the fight is over, his play doesn't 
budge. 

'Kiss me nice,' says 
Joe in the course of 
smaclcing Marjorie, 
hauling her across the 
Icitchen floor by the hair, 
throttling her and 
stepping on her with his 
iizard boots. 

Marjorie's housemates look at her 
peculiarly when she requests their 
assistance in burying Joe in a grave she 
has dug "between the tomatoes and the 
flower bed." Terry (Diana Scarwid) is 
scared and reveals that she had been 
raped by the father of a friend. Her 
character is so dimly sketched, however, 
and her connection to the Joe-Marjorie 
battle so remote that the revelation has 
about as much impact as learning she 
once had chicken pox. Patricia (Alfre 
Woodard) is a social worker, who actually 
says, "Let me remind you, he's a human 
being just like you and me." Fawcett has 
most of the juicy lines. "No talking to this 
animal," she commands. "He's mine." 
Dialogue does not seem to be 
Mastrosimone's strong suit. 

Joe clearly enjoys all the attention. 
When asked to confess, he replies from the 
fireplace, "I'm not saying one more word 
till I talk to my attorney." No, you're not 
supposed to be laughing. The movie drifts 
on for a while, into an arbitrary fadeout. 
In addition to being anticlimactic, the last 
half-hour offers scant repayment for the 
exertions of its hardworking black-and- 
blue principals.

Reggae a go chant down Babylon

Reggae has taken the world by storm. From the tiny 
island-nation of Jamaica, what was once heard only on 
noisesome ghetto streets now holds sway over listeners 
of all races and classes. "Jah music" blares from radios 
in London and Senegal. One can trace Bob Marley 's 
"rydims'* from (Mrtemala to New York, and Peter Tosh 
is heard in Japan and Saudi Arabia. 

But both reggae and rastafarianism are misunderstood 
by whites and other outsiders. They are more prone to 
respond to the rhythms and melodies and often disregard 
the lyrics which blast "Babylon" and the lifestyles most 
whites embrace. Similarly, most whites don't understand 
or relate to the deeply spiritual aspects of 
Rastafarianism—the religious base for the reggae 
movement. 

No one knows why Jamaica {H-odueed these rebeIlioi|8 
aiMi expressive cultural entities^Social scientii^s poi^t - 
to the unique historical forces which ^aped tlie island 

and people as a probable reason. 

Author Stephen Davis, in the book Reggae Bloodlines, 
describes Jamaica as "an angry Third World country 
locked in a convulsive struggle with itself and its past." 
Thus, reggae makes little sense unless you comprehend 
the many forces which have shaped its haunting and 
riveting imagery. 

Reggae music is roo^ in slavery. Jamaica and the 
CariM)ean owe their existence to one of the most 
inhumane diasporm in hirtory. l^aek Africans were 



wrenched from the African continent, shipped to the New 
World and deposited throughout the Caribbean and 
Latin America. Or«:e there, the Africans were subjected 
to the most systematic deculturization in modern history. 
The only qualities the oppressors couldn't destroy were 
the Africans' humanity and spirit. 

Reggae reflects that humanity and rebellious spirit— 
every chord, riff and lyric speaks to the struggle, survival 
and sovereignity of 'bl£u:ks worldwide. Reggae is, 
therefore, the animate manifestation of a people 
searching for their place in the world. 
Jamaicans are still shaking off the vestiges of 
colonialism. After 300 years of subjugation to Britain— 
during which time the nation's resources were stolen and 
the people brainwashed— a classic struggle is still being 
waged between rich and poor. This situation is also 
exacerbated by the spectre of color. Generally, being born 
white carries with it guarantees of social status, wealth 
and tlM> other creature comforts. Having a dark 
complexion usually means a decidely more difficult climb 
to security and well-being. The sufferers from the ghetto 
were and are th(»e relegated to the bottom of tfie social 
ladder-and reggae music tells the story of their 
disaffection and anger. 

The poor break their backs for pennies fr^eek. Most 
have no education and severely limited means of social 
advancement. Yet all the time they are exposed to 
images of wealth and comfort which beckon them to hold 
tight— if they are able. It's against this backdrop that

reggae was born. 

Reggae is rebellion and 
revolution. It's an angry 
denunciation of all oppres- 
sion, yet, it ofTers hope and 
redemption. Even though 
it's an amalgam of past 
and future, everything 
and nothing at all. 

Reggae's phenomenal 
growth and subsequent 
dispersal worldwide is 
most directly attributable 
to Bob Mar ley. Through 
his influence, the music 
has spread throughout the 
Csu-ibbean and the world, 
and now forms a vital link 
between West Indians at 
home and abroad. 

Reggae in its rawest 
form is angry and un- 
sophisticated. Its lyrics 
"lick out" at all oppressors. 
Spawned in Kingston's 
ghetto, reggae is a bitter 
and conical portrayal of 
life in the "sufferer 
culture," where economic 
hardship, raci»n and in- 
justice dog the black man 
from birth until death. The Steel Putse 
music is a synthesis of 
African songs, Afro-American spirituals 
and hymns, and rhythm and blues. 

Raw or "roots" reggae is usually sparse 
bass guitars and burra or bass drums. The 
beat is described by musicologists as an 
inverse rock and roll beat. White 
musicians have tried without success to 
catch "de music," but few have been able 
to master the sound like luminari^ such 
as Robbie Shakespeare, Sly. Dunbar, 
Carlton Lee, Geoffrey Chung and others. 

Marley's music didn't begin to catch on 
overseas until Johnny Nash and Eric 
Clapton sang cover versions in the U.S. 
Paul Simon recorded "Mother and Child 
Reunion" in 1971 and with subsequent 
songs by The Rolling Stones and others, 
reggae began to make a dent in the 
international market. 

No-one in the reggae wcnrld represents 
a better embodiment of reggae than 
Marley . He was bom and raised in the 
ghetto, so he sang what the lived— 
becoming the voice of downtrodden people 
at home and abroad. 

He paid his dues for a number of years 
before gaining prominence in the early 
*70s. His strident lyrics, which stressed 
unity and African liberation, struck a 
chord in the hearts and minds of black 
youths from Kingston to Brixton ai^ 
beyond. His drive and initiative helped 
propel both reggae and Rastitfarianirai . 
globally. Reggae music will always owe 
this crown prince an hnmense debt of 
gratitude. 

But to truly understand reggae, one 
must understand Rastafarianism, which 
predates but heavily influences reggae. 
Both are intimately intertwined; in Itheir 
co-exi£rt;ence, each is a vehicle for the 

Rastafarianism is the religious 
component of the tom^in^ secular 
r^gae. It helps the music attain a sense 
of balance. The brotherhood of Rastafari 
is a spiritual entity which many 
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Jamaicans view as a viable and logical 
alternative to the imag^ and lifestyle of 
"Babylon." 

For Rastas, the cosmology of their 
theology resolves all the contradictions 
wrought by the white man's god in a 
brutal neo-colonialist society. The religion 
offers dignity instead of shame— and hope 
in tiie face of numbing oppression. In fact, 
its vibr^nce has made Rastafarianism a 
significant cultural force in Jamaica. 

Rastafarianism re^^ strongly to the 
white religious symbols and images 
foisted upon blacks by the colonizers. 
Furthermore, it rejects the decadence ami 
materialism of the West. 

Adherents believe that former 
Ethiopian Emperor Haile Selassie I is God 
incarnate. Like reggae, Rastafarianism is 
a Record of the historical and on-going 
experien^s <tf blacks in Jamaica and the 
New WcNrld. Ttke sect reveres Marcus 
Garvey, a Jamaican who fostered the 
largest black organization in American 
history; And like Garvey, Rastas share 
the dream of an Africa united under a 
Pan- Africanism. Rastas are waiting in 
eager anticipation for the day when they 
will leave "Babylon"(the West) for 
Zion(Africa). At that time, blacks- 
through repatriation— will escape the 
K^Mi^ that has become part and parcel 
ctf existence in Uie, white man's world. 

But in spite of the religious and political 
overtone, Reggae miisic is firrt and 
foremost dance musk. It is a vibrant, 
stirring rebel sound that defies 
categorization. Reggae means different 
things to different people, but it is best 
defined as a spiritual, uplifting presence 
that offers a humane alternative to the 
harsh and often inhuman qualities 
as»ociated with capitalism. As former 
Prime Minister Michael Manley said in 
^ book R^ie IntemtOiomU, "ReggM 
is a positive assertion of moral 
categories."

Music school faculty 
gives peace a chance

Overtures celebrating war heroes. Art 
songs about dying youths. Operas 
revolving around rape, murder, sex, and 
violence— it's no suprise that a few faculty 
members of FSU's School of Music are 
giving a benefit concert for peace. 

The concert, which begins at 8 tonight 
in Opperman Music Hall, is actually a 
benefit for the Tallahassee Peace 
Coalition. Performing will be faculty 
members Carolyn Bridger, Waldie 
Anderson, Karen Clarke, Greorge Riordan, 
Frank Kowalsky, and grad student Diane 
Stein. 

"We're trying to raise money," states 
Carmen Avila. who originally had the 
idea of a classical concert for peace. But 
tickets are $7, and with only around 530 
seats, the potent!^ Tor making a large 
sum of contributions is small. A lot of 
money had to be wpeni on programs, 
mailoiAs, etc. There's more overhead than 
we thought. Not to mention the reception 
afterwards." 

Obviously, fundraising isn't the only 
goal of the concert. ''We're really out to 
1 aise consciousness and increase our 
membership." 

The Coalition has grown to a present 
membership of over 700 since its inception 
in 1981. Elaine Roberts, very -active 
member of TPC, explains that "it 
originally came oitt»of pe(^le hearing 
about the nuclear freeze campaign. A 
conference— "Peace in Search of 
Makers"— was organized and held at the 
Presbyterian University Center. 



Eventually, that led to our organization 
and John Carey and the Peace Studies 
Program." 

Their job now is to do active work in the 
community. Roberts continues. "We want 
to let people know thi'ough a grassroots 
kmd of approach, about things which 
affect their lives. We get information to 
them which they wouldn't get from 
mainstream sources. We've stopped 
waiting for them to come to us; we go into 
the community, talk to people, listen to 
their concerns." 

They concentrate on issues like the 

nuclear build up, U.S. intervention in 
Central America, and the militarization 
of Florida. 

Their main goals are working for peace 
from within the system and within 
individuals, ending the arms race and 
converting to a peace oriented economy, 
and creating a more equitable sharing of 
the world's resources (or human needs. 

The musicians ire also motivated. 
Violinist Karen Clarke ^aks well for the 
group. "Most of the time, we're so busy 
that we don't feel like we have enough 
time. But it's very important for the 
artists in general to support these causes. 
The dance department did it last year, 
and this year we can contribute in our 
own way." 

The program includes vocal works of 
Aaron Copland and Ralph Vaughn 
Williams, and instrunwMat works of 
Georg Philipp Telemann, Darius 
Milhaud, Bela Bartok. Tickets, which 
cover the concert and the reception, are 
$7. For further information, call 222-5845.

Heels won't get kicked around

For the second game in a row, Florida State is 

confronted with adversity. 

However, a ticket scandal in Nebraska in no way 
compares to the situation the Seminoles face this 
weekend. 

On last Friday night, starting offensive tackle Pablo 
Lopez was shot to death in back of Montgomery Gym. 
The team spent its Weekend off in mourning instead of 
turning its attention to l^turday afternoon's contest 
against North Carolina. Serious preparation for the Tar 
Heels did not begin until Tuesday. Monday's jH'actice was 
shortened due to the emotional memorial service for 
Lopez that was held in the afternoon. 

"(Tuesday) we did what we normally would do on a 
Monday," said Bowden. "We are running a bit behind 
this week." 

The Seminoles must prepare for a potent North 
Carolina defensive front that had the Seminoles 
sirambling last year. In that game,which was played at 
Chapel Hill, the Tar Kiels held a^O lead at halftime 
l^fore losing 20-10. 

"Last year, we took a whipping from the North 
Carolina defensive front," said Bowden. 



That strong line play has carried over to this season. 
Defensive linemen Tim Goad and Reuben Davis are Ail- 
American canidates and both played a big part in the 
Tar Heels 20-0 win over Kansas last weekend. 

"There is no way you can completely shut down a 
controlled passing game like Kansas," said North 
Carolina Head Coach Dick Crum. "What we were able 
to do was put pressure on the quarterback and keep them 
from making the big play." 

In fact the Tar Heels are so noted for their defensive 
pressure that the Tar Heel Sports Information 
Department has coined a) new stat called 'hurries.* A 
hurry is when a quarterback must make a rushed or 
quick throw to avoid a sack. For the record, last woek 
Goad caused six hurri^ while Davis was inv^vad in tw^. 
The two possess excellent numbers in a more familiar 
stat— called 'tackles'— as well. Tl^y both have r^orded 
10 tackles this season. 

The tough defensive line magnifies the FSU problem 
at offensive line. An already much maligned group, the 
line must now fill some big holes. Center Jim Hendley 
was moved to tackle to replace Lopez. Tim Hebron, who 
was battling Lopez for playing time, is still recovering 
from an appendectomy performed two weeks ago. As the

Rattlers don't want to bomb in Philly

Temple University graduate Bill Cosby is usually good 
for a few laughs when he rolls into Philadelphia. When 
Florida A&M visits "The City of Brotherly Love" to play 
the Temple Owls this Saturday, the Rattlers' goal is to 
leave town remembered as a competitive football team, 
not a comedy group. 

FAMU goes into Veterans Stadium with a 1-1 record 
and is r^;arcted as a heavy underdog against Temple (l-l). 
One of the reasons the Owls are picked to finish on top 
is because of Heisman Trophy candidate Paul Palmer. 
The Temple funning back has rushed for 271 yards on 
44 carries and scored four touchdowns this season. 

Rattler Head Coach Ken Riley said even though 
FAMU is not expected to win, his team is going into the 
game with hopes of making a good showing. 

"Regardless of how good Temple is, we still have to 
face them at 1:30 p.m.," said Riley. *T told the kids if 
they are not ready to play four full quarters, a Division 
I football team will embarass them." 

Although Palmer has been running well against 
q^neiits, Riley said that he isn't the only player on 
Temple's squad with a lot of talent. 

"This is big time football— Temple has blue chippers 
on the team," Riley said. "Palmer doesn't touch the ball 
every time, so we just can't concentrate on him. I'm sure 



if this kid gets the opportunity, he's going to have a good 
game against us." 

Although the Owls are the prohibitive favorite. Temple 
Head Coach Bruce Arians is very concerned about 
FAMU. He told the Temple News that Rattler 
quarterback Oscar Williams could pose a problem for 
Temple because he is very mobile. 

"He is a great scrambling quarterback," said Anans. 
"The only other great scrambling quarterback we have 
faced in ths part four yeara is (former Boston College 
quarterback) Doug Flutie." 

According to Arians, Temple has a lot of talent, but 
the team really isn't top 20 caliber. He said the FAMU 
game has put a lot of pressure on his squad. 

"When a team goes into a game as the underdog, they 
usually play a little more casually because they don't 
have anything to lose," Arians said. "The team is pretty 
tense because they are not supposed to lose this game. 
To be honest, our team is not an exceptional football team 
by any strech of the imagination." 

The Rattlers had a problem stopping Georgia 
Southern's offense last Saturday. Riley hopes to correct 
this against Temple. 

"The defense has to be in the right position to stop this 
offend," said Riley. "We're going to have to do a better 
job containing and rtop toyuig to arm tackle.**

Faulty primary may 
delav runoff election

In the wake of Friday s release of a report 
concluding that "human error" was 
responsible for the massive problems 
during the Sept. 2 Leon County primary 
election, an unsuccessful eaiMlidate called 
for a grand jury investigation ctfthe el^k>n 
and pledged to ^ to court this week to have 
the Sept. 30 runoff delayed. 

"We'll probably just argue f«r District 5," 
said Leon County Commission District 5 
candidate Ion Sancho. "In my heart, I'd like 
to go for the whole election, but without the 
support of other citizens or candidates, we 
have to stick to our race." 

Sancho was the lone l^pt. 2 candidate to 
contest the results. He missed getting into 
a runoff with top District 5 vc^e-getters 
Jack Whiddon and Gary Yordon by 209 
vot»s. 



Although the report released Friday 

indicated no evidence of criminal activity 
in the Sept. 2 election. Sancho said a grand- 
jury investigation could still examine 
"questions of public policy " and recommend 
any necessary changes in state election 
laws. 

State Attorney Willie Meggs said, 
however, that he is not going to ask few a 
grand-jury investigation at this point. 

While Sancho plotted to hold off part of 
the Sept. 30 election, county workers were 
preparing for that election. 

Workers finished inserting the ballots 
into voting machines Saturday and spent 
Sunday getting supplies together for poll 
workers, according to county voting 
machine technician Mike Watson. They 
will spend Monday and Tuesday morning

Women go solo successfully

Although American women have become 
an integi'al part of the work force in the last 
29 years, in many respects their status is 
unchanged. They still get the lowest-paying 
jobs. They are often the "last hired, first 
fired." And, more frequently than not, they 
find themselves in a never-enctti^ struggle 
to balance the demands of their chilchren, 
their bosses and their mates. 

In 1950, there were 17 million employed 
American women. Now there are 57 
million. But numbers alone do not a 
revolution make. The jobs that most women 
have are not jobs that pay. According to the 
U.S. Census Bureau, in 1982, 60 percent of 
all employed women earned less than 
$10,000 a yefflr. 

Some women have decided that the 
way to eiKl on-the-job discrimination is to 
become their own bosses. At least three 
million American women now own their 
own businesses— taking in, according to the 
U.S. Department of Commerce, gross 
receipts of over $40 billion. From 1970 to 
1979, the number of self-employed women 
increased by 56 percent, more than five 
times the rate for men. 
But it's still not easy. 
"Sometimes people are surprised when 
they come in aini want to talk to the owmer 
or manager and you say 'Hi,'" "said 
Rubyfruit Books' Joan Denman, one of 
approximately 300 local self-employed 
women. "At least now there are more 
women in business and they don't panic. " 

"Lamentably, there are still men in 
business who don't trust a woman or feel 
they can rely on a woman as they would a 
man," said Lucia Maxwell, co-owner and 
manager of Abbey Road Farms, w^l^ 
supplies 80 accounts with a ton of sprpnts 
weekly |Jprth Florida, Georgia j^nd 
Alabfl^/ . < 



Tana McLane, who owns a graphic 
design, layout and production firm, agrees. . 

"There an inherent trust for the services 
a white male provides," she said. 

Local businesswomen ascribe their 
motivations to a wide variety of sources. 
Many mre mothers who have found self- 
employment a flexible solution to the 
problem of (k>ing everything at once. Smoe 
have advamed degrees and enviable 
employment records. Others had fmmd 
themselves at the bottom of the economic 
barrel. 

"Anything that's a women's job, I've done 
it~cook, waitress, child care, secretary," 
said Carolyn Cruce, now owner of Capital 
Barber Shop. "Anything that pays sh- y, 
I've done it.'* * 

JJruce, the single mother of liesley, U, 
m, 4, went to libers' college after 
researching h^ sub,^(^ and discovering 
that barbers, who are usually male, 
average $3,000 a year more than 
cosmetologists, usually female. 

But earning her barber's license didn't 
put an end to her troubles. Twice she plied 
her comb and scissors in the shops of others. 

"It was a problem in that they weren't 
sympathetic to a working mother's needs. 
I had to work every Saturday. I had to work 
late at night. It made it very hard as a 
mother." 

Cruce opened her tiny shop on West 
College last March. 

"I just wanted the autonomy," she said. 
"I wanted to set my own hours, my own 
goals, my own policies... It's a real heady 
feeling." 

Cruce estimated that she has 200 regular 
customers, "mostly businessmen and state 
workers— 1 need 400." But she has enough 
xyam to have giv^ up the waitressii^ job

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Special interest bucks don't buy 
Henderson, supporters say

His opponent in the Leon County 
Commission District 3 race calls him the 
"special interest" candidate, but 
supporters of Bob Henderson who do not 
represent those "special interest" groups 
say Henderson does what's best for all 
groups in Leon County. 

Hi^tdersoa's runofT opponent, Ed Fenn, 
has noted Henderson's heavy 
contributions from "special interests"— 
identified as developers, contractors, 
bankers and lawyers— and criticized 
county commission decisions as favoring 
those interests. 

^t Hen^rson supporters not in those 
four fields praise the eight-year 
incumbent as Inaccessible," "open'* and 
"honest." Only one supporter 
interviewed, neighborhood advocate 
Howard Pardue, shared some of Fenn's 
concerns about county decisions. 

Henderson, outgoing chair of the county 
commission, has raised six times as much 
money as Fenn, a former Leon County 
school superintendent. Fenn has indicated 
he won't take large contributions or 
money from political action committees 
and criticized Henderson for taking 
$14)00 from developer Lamar Bailey. 

But Henderson has also garnered 
money from other sectors of the 
community, and his supporters say all of 
the contributions add up to broad 
community support. 

"Frankly, if a person is able to draw 
support from a variety of places, I think 
thtet's great," said Henderson supporter 
fctts Knab, a lawyer for Legal Services of 
North Florida. "I don't care where 
(candidates) draw from for contributions. 
If contributions translate into votes on 
issues that I disagree with, that would 
concern me." 

Added A.D. Brickler, a local physician 
and former director of student health 
services at Florida A&M University, 
another Henderson supporter: "When you 
look into the campaign of any politicians, 
you'll find a lot of money from special 
iaterests. Very often you have to accept 
that along with some of the positive parts 
of a politician." 



Henderson supporters lauded the 
commissioner for trying to get commission 
meetings televised, for promoting 
affirmative action, improving stormwater 
management, supporting the city's 
housing program and running county 
governn^nt more efficiently. 

One suppcurter, local Democratic Party 
chief Jon Ausman, fired back at Fenn. "I 
think Fenn is just trying to blow smoke," 
said Awiman. "I don't know how he can 
go up against an incumbent who's helped 
provide good services for lower taxes, 
when he had major problems as 
superintendent of schools providing 
quality services to our children and 
maintaining good relations with the 
school board." 

Fenn has indicated he is proud of his 
work as superintendent and has 
attributed his difficulties with the school 
board to disagreements on policies. 
Ausman attributed those disagreements 
to Fenn's "style of non-cooperation." 

Pardue, a former president of the 
Council of Neighborhood Associations, 
said Henderson's work on the commission 
has sometimes been disappointing. But 
Pardue said he thinks the internal politics 
of the county commission have more 
influence of Henderson's votes than his 
business ties. - 

'it's hard to know whether Bob's votes 
reflect his development ties with the 
political reality of what you can and can't 
get done on that commission, " said 
Pardue. 

Some local environmentalists like Doug 
Alderson, Jim Crews and Roxanne Dow 
argue the commission is largely controlled 
by development interests. Henderson 
owns four rental properties in Leon 
County and is a limited partner in the 
Investors Companies, a l(K;al real estate- 
insurance conglomerate. 

"(Having three new commissioners) will 
make it easier for everybody to speak to 
a broader range of interests than the 
current county commision," said Pardue. 
"With a broader representation of 
interests, (Henderson) will probably be 
more effective in a middle-of-the-road, 
reasoned approach to things than he h£^ 
been able to."

suspend Pietezyk for "malfeasance"— not 
doing his job— but Graham lawyers told 
the Tallahassee Democrat Friday they 
must first review the evidence presented 
in the report before making a decision. 

Contributing to the problems Sept. 2, 
according to the report, were Pietrzyk's 
failure to have the voting machines fixed 
and his office's failure to provide poll 
workers with enough supplies, including 
backup machine and paper ballots.

Bellamy, who beat out three other candidates in the District 10 
Democratic primary, squares off with Rudd in next Tuesday's 
mnoff. Like Bellamy, Rudd served in the city commission and has 
been involved in local politics for a long time. Unlike Bellamy, 
however, Rudd is an Old Tallahassee conservative. 

A few decades ago when Dixie Democrats were in charge of the 
Legislature, Rudd might have been a good representative. The 
59-year-old former mayor does know how to play politics with 
panhandle power brokers. But we're afraid he's unaccustomed to 
dealing with today's House leadership— members from populous 
Central and South Florida. In order to get them to vote in favor 
of bills that he wants passed, Rudd said he will be an "errand boy" 
for South Florida legislators. 

Bellamy, meanwhile, doesn't plan to follow South Floridians by 
the tail, she plans %o lead them. With a friend as outgoing chair 
oi the House Appropriations Committee, Bellamy should have an 
immediate impact in the Legislature. Iii^ad of going to the 10th 
floor deli to get another legislator some cc^ee, she'll be sitting as 
a member of an important committee. 

In addition to contfiK:ts, Bellamy has the experience and 
knowledge of important issues that will make her a great 
replacement for Morgan. In her years as a city commissioner, 
Bellamy faithfully executed the public's wishes in protecting 
neighborhoods and the environment. Her commitment to 
progressive ideas was proven in stands on affirmative action and 
minority rights. 

Unlike her opponent, Bellamy's back^und in government isn't 
limited to the city politics. She served for ^veral years as an 
assistant attorney general. 

Many local voters had a difficult decision in the first primary 
when they had to choose between two progressives— Howell 
Ferguson and Bellamy. Now that Ferguson has been eliminated, 
many of hi& supporters may have bad fillings toward their 
exponent's camp. But, these men and women should put aside their 
#3ag^ments with Bellamy and look at the long-term impact this 
tipn will have on TallahMsee and the Legislature.

sl^ had in the evenings for the first few months she was 
open. 

"I quit working at night because after I paid for the 
babysitter and the gas I was clearing about $5 a night," 
she said. 

"I'm making it." 

Lucia Maxwell, on the other hand, had an impressive 
resume when she began thinking about working for 
herself. She had spent 10 years as an administrator in 
public agencies. 

"I wanted more independence and integrity," she said. 

Maxwell andlier husband, Rob Lombard©, moved to 
the Mkcosukee Land Co-op in 1981 and began 
hwnesteading. They had long considered working out of 
their house, and a coincidence provided Maxwell with 
an idea that bore fruit. On the same day that she 
happened upon an article on the relatively new business 
of growing sprouts, she went into a local restaurant and 
found them out of that very commodity. 

"They said they wished there was someone in town 
who could supply them," she recalled. 

Lombardo continued in his job as a program manager 
at Florida State Department of Health and 
Rehabilitative Services, while Maxwell explored the 
risks of self-employment. She spent months researching 
the sprout business. Finally she located a company in 
Iowa that sold equipment for sprout growers and referred 
her to Diana Dew, a grower from Jupiter, Florida. 

"She tromped me through her whole plant," said 
Maxwell of Dew. "She gave me specifics: weights, times, 
names of suppliers, all this information most people don't 
want to share. If I hadn't come across her, 1 probably 
wouldn't be in the sprout business." 

Penman has a different suppONrt sys&m. Even before 
she sold her used bodis business in Huntsville, Alabama, 
dc^ens of Tallahassee women were eagerly anticipating 
her arrival and the opening of Rubyfruit Books. 

"A lot of the women in this community knew I was 
coming because I'd been in touch with Barbara Grier and 
Donna McBride of Naiad Pr^ss," she said. 

The result was an extensive volunteer work force. 

"Some men helped, but the majority of the work that 
was done to put the store together was done by women." 

Actually, says Denman, her store isn't strictly a 
women's store, but the fact that she carries titles by so 



many women authors is confusing to some customers. 

"Do you go to one of the chain stores and see all the 
male authors and say, 'This is a men's bookstore? " she 
said. "If I'm going to define my store, I'd call it an 
alternative store. 

"I believe in the neighborhood bookstore," said 
Denman. "Discount prices are fine, but there are times

when you want something a little different or want to 
talk to someone about a book." 

Many Tallahassee women include political 
considerations in their decisions to go into business for 
themselves. Soipe are interested' in a more supportive 
working environment. Some wish to provide services or 
commodities that prioritize women. Others seek to avoid 
perpetuating the inequities of the status quo. 

"I was trying to find a way to bridge my economic needs 
with my politics and with being a mother," said Tana 
McLane. "I wanted to promote what I find hopeful in the 
world. Money is a high motivation, but I want my money 
coming from projects that promote my vision." 

McLane combines h&t work with the raising of 5-year- 
old Kevin. 

"His existence is a great joy to me," she says of her 
son. "I do not intend to stick him on a shelf even to 
support him. It would not be a victory for me. I'm going 
for a victory for both of us. 

"I know it's a personal thing - but I think that's 
political."

Little Alice returns from Wonderland

If you ever wondered what became of the real Alice 
when she came back through the wonderland looking 
ghiss, she grew up, got married, had children and lost 
them in the First World War. She stopped encountering 
hookah-smoking caterpillars and tart-making queens, 
and stopped being both heroine and audience for the 
stories at the Rev. Charles Dod^n, a mathematics don 
at Christ Church College where h^ fother was dean. 

But in 1932, the real Alice was invited to take an 
honorary degree from Columbia University to mark the 
Lewis Carroll Centonary Her trip to American and the 
enigmatic recollections it triggers are the occasions for 
Gavin Millar s Dreatm hild—-d delicate, sentimental, and 
exquisitely made film about the incandescent powers of 
imagination and memory. 

Mrs. Alice Hargreaves (played with chilling dignity 
and subtle vulnerability by Carol Brown) is 80, widowed, 
high Victorian and horrified at her abrupt plunge into 
American vulgarity and commercialism. Ak>ng with her 
orphan companion, the naive Lucy (Nicola Cowper), she 
is deluged bv demands for interviews, endorsements and 
publicity stunts by members of the New York press who 
have smelled that Lewis Carroll's "real" Alice is a hot 
scoop 

One young man on* the make, Jack Dolan (acted with 
toothy charm by Peter Gallagher ), impresses Mrs. 
HargreNBi^ with his persistence and Lucy with his 
flirting. The next thing the two Englishwomen know, 
he is "managing" their stay in America, getting Mrs. 
Hargreaves to do radio commercials and having her give 
Paramount her blessing— for $1,000— to its movie version 

Alice in Wonderland Even old Empire British ladies 
like money. For this, he gets 20 percent and ingenue 
Lucy's innocent heart. 

But all the fast-paced money -making and foreign 
intrusions into her private sense of identity shakes Mrs. 
Hargreaves into remembering scenes of her childhood 
and "dreaming" scenes from Carroll's stories to her. The 
young Alice is a beautiful and wry child with dark, 
velvety eyes, posing in Japanese cortume for the Rev. 
Dadgson's ^toiera, flirting with him outrageously in the 
sunny safe enclosure of 1850's Oxford. But sometimes,

the rosy facade of the Deanery garden changes to the 
dark wonderland world where the Mad Hatter and the 
March Hare pose impossible riddles and the Mock Turtle 
weeps out his nameless sorrow. 

Th^ sunealistic flashbacks show the old Alice taring 
to come to terwaa with ho: young self ai^ the inrofound, 
intense love that Charles Dodgson had for her. In the 
end, she comes to realize that love was the core his 
life. The pivotal scene comes when she recalls tea on the 
riverbank with her mother and sisters, the Rev. Dodgson 
and two Oxford students—one of them called Reggie 
Hargreaves. Little Alice sits with the blazer-clad, 
muscled form of Hargreaves behind her and laughs at 
Dodgson as he tries to fi^t down his speech impediment 
while singing "Will you walk a little faster? said a 
whiting to a snail/* Dodgson s^s the future— Alice will 
never be for him— and accepts his defeat. Alice, flnally, 
is ashamed of herself and hugs him in partial 
reconciliaticm. 

The dream sequences are finely- wrought. The 
Wonderland characters are taken from Sir John 
Tenniel's famous illustrations to the "Alice" books and 
brilliantly rendered with leering, outscale menace by 
Jim Henson's Creature Shop. The acting is superb with 
Carole Browne turning in a virtuoso performance as the 
straight-laced but not unreachable Alice grown old and 
bitter. Ian Holm as Charles Dodgson, and the 
disturbingly knowii^ Amelia Shankey as the young 
Alice, generate a smoky electricity between th4m that

After Saturday afternoon's 10-10 tie 
with North Carolina, Florida State 
placekicker I^rek Schmidt stood in front 
of Mv locker ali drpssed and ready to 
leave. 

But he was going nowhere. Instead, 
Schmidt was explaining the kick that 
could have won the game, but hooked to 

the left and caused the game to remain 
deadlocked, much to the dismay of the 
57,611 folks who packed into Campbell 
Stadium. 

"It was good, no doubt about it in my 
mind," Schmidt kept saying when 
everyone kept asking. "It hooked around 
the left g^l post. You figure you'll get 
those calls in your stadium." • 

After the kick, Sehmidt rose his hands 
into the air only to slap them on his hips 

in disgust when tlw jreferee signaled no 

good. 

Said holder Danny McManus: "I 
thought it was good. It landed in the 
stands a little to the left but I felt it went 
through the uprights good. The refs had 
a better view of it, though." 

Even FS0 Head Coach Bobby Bowden 
wonders about the call. "I thought it was 
good," said Bowden. 

"The game looked like it was going to 
be a fairy tale ending for us, but it ended 
up not meant to be." 

Indeed, if the kick would have clearly 
flew through the uprights, a page could 
be written up on how FSU broke a tie and 
won the game for the late Pablo Lopez, an 
FSU player who was shot to death last 
weekend. 

Instead^ mistakes kept FSU from taking 
charge of the game and set the tone for 
t^ dramatic ending that ended up 
leaving no one in the stadium satisfied. 

The dramatic finish was set up when 
defensive tackle Gerald Nichols recovered 
a Mark Maye fumble on the Tar Heel 26 
with 1:09 left in the game. 

Maye thought the fumble cost his team 
the game. "I went back and looked deep 
so we could get into field goal range and 
win," said Maye. "No otie was open so I 
looked underneath to our tailback and 
was ready to throw it when I was hit and 
the ball popped out." . 

"I thought for svii:e.^ve.lost the game 
because they al^y|j^^ere in field goal 
range." 

After the fumble, t|iiH)ack Victor Floyd 
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ran twice for six yards, but more 
important put the ball in the center of the 
field. That was reason enough for Bowden 
to send in his field goal unit on third down 
with 11 seconds remaining. 

"I didn't think we could improve on 
that," Bowden said. "(And) why take a 
chance on a fumble?" 

Just when FSU was set up and ready to 
kick the potential game-winner, time out 
was called to allow a television 
commercial to be completed. That 
situation didn't bother Schmidt.

FSU should have never had to rely on 
the late field goal try. The Seminoles blew 
numerous opportunities throughout the 

game. 

Two chances to score were blown by the 
Seminoles in the first half. The first came 
when Tanner Holoman gained 21 yards 
on a pass reception. That put the ball on 
the North Carolina 31, but on the next 
play. Chip Ferguson was sacked for a 
12-yard loss. The drive came up empty 
when Schmidt missed a 45-yard field goal. 

The second chance came wl^n Ferguson 
hit Darrin Holloman for a gain of 38 
yards. On the next play Darrin's older 
brother. Tanner, gained four yards to put 
the ball on the Tar Heel 29. Three plays 
later, Schmidt attempted a 44-yard field 
goal, but it was wide to the left. 

In between the missed Seminole 
opportunities. North Carolina put 
together a six-play, 56-yard scoring drive 
capped off by a 14-yard pass from Hall to 
Streder.

Local lawmen may 
get break with 
pre-trial services

A "pre-Uial release program" {Mtqiosal which could mean 
less jail crowding, more patrol time for law enforcement 
officers and eventually mandatory drug testing for all 
those arrested for felonies or misdemeanors in Leon 
County will be brought before the Leon County 
Commission today. 

The program is being spearheaded by Tallahassee Police 
Chief Mel Tucker and Leon County Circuit Court Judge 
Charles McClure who are asking for $136,500 for its first 
year of operation. This figure <l6^ not include drug testing 
which would be a later addition to the program, said 
TiKker. The program would employ five instigators and 
. two i^qretaries headquartered at Leon County Jail. If the 
proposal is adopted the cost would be shared by the county 
and City of Tallahassee since they would both benefit, said 
Tucker. 

Pre-trial services programs— which have been set up in 
municipalities throughout the country— are designed to 
maximize efficiency in the booking and bonding process 
of arrestees. Background checks on family and job 
histories, prior arrest and conviction records and other 
matters that may be helpful in determining what, if any, 
bond should be set for the defendant. It also helps set 
conditions for conditional release of defendants, i.e., 
whether a defendant should undergo drug treatment, 
family or i^ychological counseling as a condition of release 
pending trial. If the defendant tests positive for drugs he 
may be required to check in for urinalysis at regular 
intervals pending trial, said Tucker. 

The implementation of a pre-trial services program 
would cut down significantly on the workload of law 
enforcement officers by putting the burden of background 
checks and other reports on pre-trial services personnel. 
Pre-trial services would also relieve overcrowding at Leon 
County Jail, said Tucker. The jail is currently running 
over its cap 333 inmates. He said those booked for 
offenses not warranting overnight detention would be 
released after being processed instead of being held for 
first appearance before a judge the next day. 

Tucker said the drastic increase in Tallahassee's crime 
rate recently— much of which he attributes to drug "spin- 
off' crime— prompted him to look into the possibility of

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Faculty union head protests university president's raise

The head of Florida State University's 
faculty union may not like it, but FSU 
President Bernie Sliger and other 
university system officwls are destined to 
be richer this year. 

A raise of $15,781 for Sliger was the 
result of an unanimous vote by the Board 
of Events last month. The satory hikes for 
Slig^ aiMl eight other state university 
presidents puts their salaries well into the 
upper quartile of presidential salaries at 
comparable state institutions, said Patrick 
Riordan, director (rf public information for 
the BOR. 

BOR Chancellor Charles Reed is also 



receiving an $11,320 raise. 

Reed said he did a study of university 
presidents' salaries at competitive 
institutions in other states and found four 
of the nine Florida presidents' salaries in 
the general marketplace and the other five 
fell way short. 

"I thought we needed to aij^ust those five 
salaries," said Reed. "I provided a seven 
percent raise for those people in the general 
marketplace and the overall raise for 
everyone averaged 12 percent. As far as the 
Chancellor's salary— I had nothing to do 
with that. The BOR did that," said Reed. 

But Harry Goldman, president of the 
FSU chapter of the United ^uhy of 
Florida feels the rais^ «re ui^ust in 



comparison to the 7 percent raise approved 
for faculty. 

Goldman complained that of the 7 
perceirt faculty raise, only 1.2 percent is 
aoross the board. Another 1.25 percent is 
in the farm merit incr^e^, whidi means 
the raise is given according to certain 
guideline the faculty members must meet. 
These guidelines are drawn up by 
individuals within each university 
department and agreed upon by the UFF, 
said Goldman. 

The rest of the 7 percent is to be 
distributed as discretionary funds with 2 
percent of that remainder specifically 
^ignat^ to l^ii^ faculty menybers* 
saUories up iitto the t&p quartile d salaries 



on a national comparison, said Groldman. 

Goldman said that with discretionary 
raises, it is entirely up to the disoretion of 
department heads as to who gets them and 
there are no written guidelines 
whatsoever. 

"He (a department head) can give it to 
the person who painted his house this 
summer, if he so chooses," said Goldman 
who received a $1,666 raise— less than the 
average 7 percent. 

Goldman also complained that with the 
discretionary nK>ney, there is no grievance 
policy as there is with merit increa^. If 
faculty members feel they have been 
denied a mmt raise without good reasm^

mandatory drug testing of arrestees. 

"We are requesting that the court conduct urinalysis 
tests against tlM)^ arreted in Leon County," Twker 
said at a press conference Sept. 11. "Not to be used as 

proof against defendants standing trial, but to see if a 
person is prone to commit a crime while out on bond." 

The idea for pre-trial drug testing came from a program 
in Washington, D.C. which was tacked on to the existing 
pre-trial services program in 1984. Tucker said about 66 
peweirt of tho^ arrested in D.C. tested positive for some 
form erf illegal drug-mostly marijuana, cocaine, PCP and 
heroin. This confirmed suspicions of the strong 
correlation between drugs and crime, he said. 

The D.C. drug testing program was the result of a 
federal grant, but such a program here would have to 
come from local funds, .said Circuit Judge McClure. 

"We're in the embryonic stage right now," he said. 
"Urinalysis may fit right into the pre-trial mechanism 
but we have no idea of the equipment cost. We still have 
to check into the mechanics of it and the administrative 
details." 

Tucker is currently studying the cost of a drug testing 
program. 

The proposal calls for the program to be staffed by one 
supervisor/investigator, four investigators and two 
secretaries. Leon County Sheriffs Department Maj. Ron 
Dyke said a little space for the program has already been 



found at Leon Coimty Jail, though it would take up part 
of the jailer's living space. It would be too tight a squeeze 
at the already crowded jail to acconK)date a urinalysis 
program, said Dyke. 

"We've identified space for one desk for the supervisor 
and one desk for the clerical part of it, " said Dyke. "It'll 
stress us to accomodate them in existing space, but we 
don't have any place to house urinalysis. 

"I take no issue with a urinalysis prt^am if it's 
adequately funded and takes n<me of our space," said 
Dyke. 

McClure said the information gathered by a pre-trial 
services program would help him "make a more 
intelligent decision" about setting bail for defendants. 

"A judge's main source of information comes from the 
defendant," said McClure. "Many get out on bond and 
commit crimes and many of them don't, but it's a chancy 
situation." 

"A great bulk of robberies and burglaries are 
committed by people trying to get money for a drug habit. 
I take into account this habit for treatment such as 
psychological counseling or drug counseling before 
setting bond." 

Tucker and McClure took the proposal before the 
Tallahassee City Commission Sept. 10. The commission 
"was favorably impressed" with the proposal and named 
a committee to "work out a program for joint funding 
with the county," said commission recording secretary 
Eloise Long. The proposal goes before the county 
ctwnmission today at 3 p.m. in the County Courthouse.

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NEA's 'Combat Series' 
draws fire from educators

With the nation s high school drop-out 
rate at over 30 percent, the National 
Education Association has proposed a 
book bound solution that some educators 
feel will be impossible to execute. 

The NEA plans to fight the problem 
with books dealing with tc^ics such as 
substance abuse, teen pregnancy, eating 
disorders, child abuse, teen depression 
and suicide. National and local NEA 
officials are positive about the "Combat 
Series." Dorothy Cobbett, Manager of 
Communications for the Florida Teaching 
Profession-NEA thinks the program is on 
its way to lowering the drop-out rate. 

**The fact that the material was put 
together has gotten the problem focused 
to people who hadn't paid attention," said 
Cobbett. The NEA series suggests raising 
student self-esteem and implementing 
programs at all grade levels, but such 
programs depend on money and or people 
who are either in short supply or 
unavailable. 

"It would be nice to fund all this, but 
with limited staff and time, it would be 
difficult to have even one class,'* ^id 
EMat Norman, a FSU intern counsekM- 
at Leon High School. 

Doug Davey, a counselmr EiekaMis 
High agreed. 

"The ideas are good," he said, "but 
increased requirements have 
overburdened teachers. They teach six 
classes. Teachers have to prove they are 
covering state performance standards. 
Teachers are asked to be counselors and 
advisers, they're supposed to be i^le to 
spot drug and alcolu)! problems. Hie main 
eiqahasis in school is jiurt gating through 
the grind." 

The Florida Legislature mandated 
suicide prevention as the issue for schools 
to deal with this year but local educators 
insist that lawmakers simply aren't doing 
enou^'h. 

"The Legislature writes these progi ams 
and then they don't fund them," said 
Davey. 

Martha Ray, director of guidance at 
Leon High sai(^*^tt^ chance is slim to 
nill," that the NEA program will get off 
the ground, "unless we get more ^aff." 
The schools in Leon County range from 
1,500 to 1,967 students, with three 
counselors per school. 

The NEA's proposals also depend on 
cooperation among various school 
workers, including counselors, 
psychologists, and social workers, who 



need to be in direct (intact with i^udents. 
But only the oiunselors are at school 
every day. 

"The social worker and psychologist 
operate on an at need basis." said Mark 
Linehan, Godby High's guidance director, 
"If we need them, they come in. Social 
worker and school psychologists work out 
of a county office. 

Lineheun said p^cholc^sts are mainly 
used for testing studmts, and social 
workers are primarily information 
gatherers. Both serve several schools, and 
neither really counsel students. 

If the NEA plans are implemented al- 
ready overloaded counselors will not only 
have more work, schools will be expected to 
become a center of guidance for students. 

"Schools are being asked to take over 
the raising of the kids," Davey said. 
"Societal changes have outpaced the 
system's ability to deal with problems." 
Teachers who are overloaded already, 
students busy with academics, and the 
unloading of societal responsibility on the 
school system have resulted in what 
Davey called, "a band-aid approach to a 
gaping wound." 

There are exceptions however. In 
wealthier counties, like Broward and 
Dade, there are very innovative 
programs, such as clinics and day care 
centers in the schools. And abcmt a year 
ago there was a peer counseling group in 
Tallahassee's Lincoln High that ranked 
among the most successful ever in the 
state. But the progi'am collapsed when the 
nine-year guidance director left. 

Randy Vickers is now the Assistant 
Director of the Honors and Scholars 
Program at FSU. 

*'It was a very non-traditional 
pro-am," he said. He explained that he 
and two other counselors were allowed to 
build the program at a brand new high 
school. "We found as many ways where 
we could get involved with students, find 
out their problems and combat them." As 
part of this he set up the peer counseling 
program which had a membership of 
about 400 students. 

Current Director, June Duncan, said 
that it was "partially due to manpower." 
But there was no decrease in the number 
of counselors, and the student population 
has only risen by 167 since she started. 

Vickers thinks the NEA is attacking a 
complex problem in a simplistic way. 

"A lot of what the NEA does is PR, 
raising positive opinions about teachers. 
They are showing national leadership," 
he said.

In the Sept. 2 Leon County Commission District 3 primary, the 
four-man Democratic field failed to inspire the Flambeau editorial 
staff enough to endorse any of them. Next Tuesday's District 3 run- 
off battle between incumbent commissioner Bob Henderson, and 
challenger Ed Fenn, is a contest which lacks excitement^but we 
now feel we can make an endorsement. 

We urge District 3 voters to pull the lever for Bob Henderson. 

Challenger Fenn makes some cogent points about Henderson's 
ties to developers— including his businees interests and campaign 
contributions. And Henderson's weak stands on issues such as tree 
protection and stormwater management appear to reflect those ties. 

But Fenn's case is weakened because he offers little besides these 
criticisms of Henderson's performance. Fenn hasn't shown that he 
is well informed about issues facing the county, and he has no 
record of environmental work to back up his vaguely pro- 
environment statements. And the record Fenn does have— of four 
turbulent years as Leon County school superintendent— wins him 
no points with us. 

Fenn's criticisms notwithstanding, Henderson does have a solid 
record. He has worked hard to get the new library off the ground, 
to save the county taxpayers money through computerization, and 
to improve the county's environmental ordinances. If he hasn't 
always pushed the commission as hard as we would like, it's often 
been because of his efforts to maintain a fragile consensus. 

In short, for four years, Henderson has been the most progressive 
voice on a not-so-progressive county commission. We think District 
3 voters should give Henderson four more years to contribute his 
experience to what we hope will be a more progressive commission.

Small turnout expected 
in student senate election

Ehie to a lack of controversial issues, a 
low to average turriout of Florida State 
University students are expected at 
Wednesday's student senate elections, 
according to ela^i(»is commisdoner, Juan 
Bauta. 

"There are no earth-shattering issues 
being discussed this year," Bauta said. "I 
expect between two and three thousand 
students to show up and vote." 

Bauta said there is only one platform 
plank that might turn into a major 
issue— amnesty day. The Renegade party 
wants to institute an amnesty day on 
which all students could turn in their 
FSU parking fines and have them 
nullified. The parties' platforms are very 
similar on the other points, he said. 

"I think amnesty day for parking 
violators could turn into a big issue," 
Bauta said. "If it does come to pass, it 
would have the greatest effect on the 
students." 

In addition to having no major issues, 
this election hasn't been plagued by the. 
problems evident in last year's 
presidential election. Last spring, both 
parties were under fire for violations of 
the election code ranging from improper 
poster placement by both parties to the 
ONLY party allegedly concealing election 
expenses. 

"There's only been some violations 
about improper poster placement of both 
parties and some independents." Bauta 
said. "The thing is, these same minor 
violations are present in all the elections." 

Unless 100 or more of these minor 
violations are evident, only a fine of $1 per 
poster will be charged. 

Students with valid university 
identification may vote between 8:30 a.m. 
and 7 p.m. at any of the following polling

places: Alumni Village, FSU law school, 
Kellum Hall, Salley Hall, the student 
Union, the Business, Bellamy, Education, 
DifTenbaugh, Library Science, Music and 
the Fine Arts buildings. 

Students without an ID will not be 
allowed to vote. Also, students may only 
vote for senate positions in their own 
college and union board seats. Hierefore, 
a student in basic studies cannot vote for 
senators in thiis business school. 

After the votes are tallied in the 
Assessment Resource Center (ARC), a 
computer will be used to ensure the 
validity of all the votes this year. It will 
invalidate all ineligible votes, and will 
provide a list of students who voted more 
than once. 

This year, the results will not be 
available until Thursday aftemooa 
because of the time involved with 
processing the results with the new 
computer system. 

Two independent candidates for student 
senate were accidentally left off a list in 
Monday's Flamheau. Allen Green will run 
for the basic studies seat and Nathan 
Bond will run for the law school seat.

they may submit a written complaint to 
their department head. From there, 
a complaint^ may travel to a dean, the 
president or as far as the BOR in severe 
cases, explained Goldman. 

Reed, however, said that as a manager 
himself, he believes the people who know 
most about decisions regarding faculty 
are the deans, chairman and other 
department heads. 

"I believe we need to reward to k^p the 
best faculty and I don't think you can do 
that with across the board raises," said 
Reed.

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Bellamy gets share 
of business support

Although her opponent's list of supporters reads like 
a "Who's Who in Tallahassee Business, ' three 
Tallahassee leaders in commerce who support House 
candidate Carol Bellamy say is a good business 
candidate. 

At stake in the race to replace Rep. Heath Mm-gan, 
Tallahassee's longtime power broker in the state House, 
is the future of Tallahassee's economy, argue banker 
Thomas Barron and entrepreneur John Lewis. 

Barron and Lewis have lent their names to Bellamy 
brochures, and restauranteur Frank Visconti's family 
has donated to her campaign. 

Without criticizing Bellamy's opponent, longtime 
Tallahassee businessman Hurley Rudd, all three say 
Bellamy is the more "aggressive," "vigorous" ajad 
"effective" of the two. 

"I feel like Carol would be an aggressive representative 
of our area," said Barron, president of Industrial 
National Bank. "I feel confident in her ability and 
expertise." 

Bellamy and Rudd, also a former city commissioner, 
will square off in the Sept. 30 Democratic runoff for the 
House District 10 seat. 

Bellamy has garnered support from progressive groups 
like the National Organization for Wobi^ and the Big 
Bend League of Conservation V(A#s. has won the 
support of business groups like the TallahaG»ee Builders' 
Association and from most Tallahassee business leaders 
like bankers Fred McCord and Bill Smith, contractors 
Lee Everheart and John J. Koelemij, trucking executive 
Tank McKenzie, billboard executive Chip LaBorde, 
insurance executive Bill Moor, developer J.T. Williams 
and beer distributor Ryals Lee. 

Barron, Lewis and Visconti, also a city commissioner 
who used to own several local Wendy's franchise outlets, 
all concede Rudd may more popular among most 
businesspeople. But they argue liiat has more to do with 
who Rudd knows, rath^ than who will be best for 
Tallahassee's economy. 

Rudd is a Tallahassee native who has made many 
friend.^ during his years in business and local 
government, they noted, and his company. Astro Travel 
and Tours, caters primarily to business customers. 

Most business supporters of Rudd interviewed agreed 
that their longtime friendship with Rudd has a lot to do 
with their support for him. TTiose RucU supporters also 
cited Rudd's lifetime business experience as a key 
quality. "He'll do well representing business interests," 
said Bill Smith, president of City National Bank. 

Although these business leaders have painted Rudd 
as the business candidate, Lewis, past chair of the 
Chamber of Commerce Economic Development 
Coalition, lauded Bellamy's work as a city commissioner 
on the city's new economic development plan. 

Most vital for businesses in Tallahassee, Lewis, Barron 
and Visconti agreed, would be Bellamy's effectiveness 
as an advocate for this area in the House. "She's always 
prepared—she does her homework. If elects, she'll be 
effective," said Lewis, founder oithe Super-Lube chain. 

Rudd hem argueiihe would be the more effective of the 
two, citing his more extensive knowlec^ttf Tallahassee. 

Being effective and gaining influence for Tallahassee 
in the House is vital, Barron and Lewis said, because 
Tallahassee's economy is so dependent on state 
government. "The interests of some very important 
Tallahassee institutions are on the line," said Barron.

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Underdog Nichols unveils 
biting attack on opponent

With one week to go brfore a tou^ r^jff 
primary, state Senate candidate Doug 

Nichols has gone on the offensive against 
opponent Wayne Hollingsworth. 

In a media blitz which started in the past 
week and in interviews with reporters, 
Nichols has painted Hollingsworth, a 
12-year state House veteran, as an 
"ineffective" legislator who has 
C(ni8iston% voted against the in^Mr^s of 
Senate District 5. Hollingsworth has 
chaired no House committees and put his 
mark on no major legislation, Nichols said, 
and even the bills Hollingsworth touts as«v, 
his main achievements were neither 
"controversial" nor "important." 

Concluded Nichols' new radio ad: "In the 
state Senate race, it's Nichols or nothing." 

But Hollingsworth said Nichols has 
taken his votes mit of emtext and doesn't 



appreciate how controversial and 
in^i^axit to the district his bills were. 

'Tm not into dirt-slinging,** said 
Hollingsworth. "(Nichols) is frustrated and 
probably tired and somebody's giving him 
the wrong advice." 

Nichols, a 10-year Leon County 
commissioner faces Hollingsworth (D-Lake 
City) in next Tuesday's Democratic 
runoff primary. Hollingsworth nearly won 
the Demmnratic nomination outright on 
Sept. 2, taking 45 percent of the vote. 
Nichols won 24 percent. 

Nichols has placed the comments in an 
August hake City /Reporter editorial at the 
center of his criticism. 

Although the Reporter endorsed 
Hollingsworth in the editorial, it also 
questioned his effectiveness in the House 
and praised Nichols, relying on hometown 
sympathy to justify its endorsement. 
"(Hollingsworth) may be an irascible so-

and-so, but he is our irascible so-and-so^ 
the editorial stated. 

Hollingsworth has not only bi^en 
ineffective, but also has cast votes at odds 
with the district's inter^ts, said Nichols. 
Bad Hollingsworth votes he cited w#re: 

•A vote to put a constituti%)nal 
amendment on the ballot in November to 
change the homestead exemption. "That 
would put thousands of families in District 
5 back on the tax rolls," said Nichols. 
"That's a serious concern to lower- and 
middle-income families in this district." 

Although Hollingsworth said he 
personally opposes the change, he voted to 



put the question on the ballot for the voters 
to decide. He said Nichols has been 
inconsistent on this point, citing a Nichols 
statement to the Lake City Reporter in 
support of some change in the homestead 
exemption. 

•A vote against a 1985 Florida Wetlands 
Act, the (mly vote -against the bill in the 
House. Nichols said HoUingsworth's re<»rd 
on environmental issues has been "very 
poor." 

Hollingsworth said he doesn't remember

Local newspaper 
staff up in arms 
over drug tests

. A letter signed by 110 employees of the Tallahassee 
Democrat was the first group protest of the drug testing 
program recently implemented by Democrat parent 
company Knight-Ridder, Inc., a company executive said 
Tuesday. 

The policy— which requires all new employees to submit 
to a drug test before they can be hired— hasn't been 
challenged by more than one person before, according to 
James K. Batten, president of the Miami-based Knight- 
Ridder company. 

"1 have spoken with individual employees about drv^ 
testing," Batten said. "But this is the first time there has 
been any concerted efifort from employees about tl^ 
policy." 

Knight-Ridder, owner of 28 newspapers and eight 
television stations, is one of the first large media 
corporations to require drug testing for prospective 
employees. The plan is scheduled to be implemented by 
Dec. 1, 1986. 

Knight-Ri^e9r*s drug testing policy, announced in earfy 
August, has been followed by other media. Newspapers 
around the state, including the CkrUmdo Sentinel require 
employees to take a urinalysis before they can be hired. 

Batten said there has been very little adverse reactiMi 
to the new policy by current employees so far. 

"Most of the people that I have spoken with have been 
very supportive of the idea of testing new employees," 
Batten said. "A few people don't like it. There certainly 
is a legitimate point of view on that side of the issue." 

The letter, signed by 40 percent of Democrat employees,

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Downtown hotel may sink

The cards appear to be stacked against 
the prospects of building a 280-room 
Marriott convention hotel in downtown 
Tallahassee. 

City Commissioner Dorothy Inman, 
considered by many to be the swing vote 
on a commission divided on the issue, 
announced that she intends to vote 
against the proposal when it comes up at 
tonight's city commission meeting. 

"T don't think very much of the project," 
Inman said. "I don't think it is worth 
spending our tax-payer's dollars on." 

Inman's opposition to the project will 
probably sound the death knell for the 
project, which has already been strongly 
opposed by Commissioners Frank 
Visconti and Bruce Culpepper. 

But the developer is also having doubts 
about the project. According to Earl 
Patten, representative for the Atlanta- 
based Patton Corporation, the city's foot- 
dragging on the project caused them to 
move on several other projects, including 
the purchase of the Jacksonville Hilton 
Hotel. 

AltWftuglf he wmldn't rule out the 
Tallahass^ project, Patton said it was 
now a les^r priority. 

Inman said her 8u]^rt of proj^ 
hini^don wh^er it would bring in new 



convention markets to Tallahsssee. She 
said infwmation provided by city staffers 
showed that the new hotel was not large 
enough to bring in new business, and 

therefore would have to compete for 
business with hotels already located in 
the area. 

"It looks as if it will be a little more than 
an upscale Hilton," Inman said. "If all we 
are getting is a facsimile of what we 
alrwdy have, it ought to be built without 
being suteidiied by the city." 

The last {m^xisal made by Patton called 
for lease payments of $10 to be made to 
the city for the first five years of the lease. 
This would increase to $10,000 for the 
next five years. 

In the 11th year of the lease, the city 
would take over the management of the 
hottl's 612-space parking lot, garnering 
revenue from the operation of the garage. 
Over the 50 years of the lease agreem^t, 
an estimated $29 million would be 
funneld into city coffers. 

In return, the city would have to 
purchase the land immediately behind 
city hall and make the necessary 
improvements before the project would 
begin. 

The Tallahassee City Commission 
meets today at 5 p.m. on the second floor 
of City Hall. 



Is extinction imminent?

"We can destroy a species, but it is hard 
to recreate one," according to William 
Herrnkind of the Florida State University 
Biology Department. 

That is why WFSU-TV is linking up 
with 70 sites nationwide for a National 
Teleconference on BioDiversity this 
Wednesday night at 8. 

BioDiversity describes the 1.7 million 
recorded species of plants and animals 
that make their homes on this planet. 

Experts such as Paul Ehrlich, a 
biologist with Stanford University, and 
Edward O. Wilson, an entomologist at 
Harvard University, will be among a 
group of panelists that will discuss the 
threat of, and possible solutions to, 
massive extiiu^ions during the two hour 
broadcast. » 

"Habitat destruction and species 
extinctions are a global problem which 
will affect all of us in various ways," 
Herrnkind said. "In the U.S. and in this 
area, efforts to protect . 'endangered' 
species are essentially efforts to protect 
the habitat of those particular species." 



The teleconference will provide an 
opportunity in Tallahassee for students, 
educators, policy makers, the press and 
the general public to participate in the 
discussion of this topic. 

Joining Ehrlich and Wilson as panelists 
will be Thomas Lovejoy of World Wildlife 
Fund— Conservation Foundation; Peter 
H. Raveii of Missouri Botanical Garden; 
Michael H. Robinson of the National 
Zoological Park; and Joan Martin-Brown, 
United Nations environment 
prc^ammer. 

Although the panelists will be in 
Washington D.C., the local audience will 
have the opportunity to ask questions of 
them by being jaresent at the WFSU-TV 
studio B at 2565 Pottsdamer Street. There 
is a charge of $3 at the door, but the 
sulmission fee includes refreshments.

Environmentalists endorse Smith

President George Sheldon endorsed Jim 
Smith for governor Tuesday, as the 
attorney general filed suit over federal 
regulations on offshore oil drilling. 

Smith joined Gov. Bob Graham in 
asking the 11th Circuit Court of Appeal 
in Atlanta to review blanket permits the 
Environmental Protection Agency has 
issued to let oil and gas operators 
discharge ^uent into the Gulf (tf Mexico. 

During a news conference outside his 
capitol ofRce, Smidi said Florida and 
other Gi^lf states should have the right to 
review each p®*nut before drilling begins^ 
He said the efflAdrttj which includes a 
chemical *'mud?',iispi to lubricate drill 
bits, would threaten Florida's shores and 



lucrative tourist industry. 

"People come to Florida to eiyoy its 
outdoor environment," Smith said. "We 
cannot tolerate threats to it. We cannot 
endanger our economic base." 

Sheldon, a former House member who 
is now a lobbyist, cited the lawsuit and 
Cabinet votes by Smith to support the 
Save Our Everglades program and tough 
coastal construction guidelines in 
explaining his endorsement. 

Former Hou^ member Steve Psycic, 
Smith's opponent in the Sept. 30 runoff, 
has won the endorsement of the league of 
Conservation voters itself, Florida's

The District 5 Leon County Commission runoff offers a contest 
which is at once more clear-cut and more mu(kUed than any other 
election contest this fall. 

The Democratic rimofF— between former county commissioner 
Jack Whiddon and former Gripe Night TV show host Gary 
Yordon— is clear-cut. Voters have a simple decision between 
aggressive, articulate, innovative-thinking Yordon and an older 
Whiddon whose ideas seem more appropriate for his first decade 
on the commission, the 1950s. 

The runoff picture is muddled because in the bungled Sept. 2 
primary two candidates— Jim Davis and Ion Sancho— came within 
300 votes of knocking Whiddon out of the runoff. Both Davis and 
Sancho have complained about the results in court and Sancho is 
trying to have them thrown out. No matter what happens Sept. 
30, we're afraid we may never sure which candidate District 
5 voters really preferred. 

But the primary runoff goes on, and the Flambeau strongly 
endorses Yordon in that race. Yordon's Gripe Night show was no 
media gimmick, but a weekly look at the day-to-day problems of 
p^qpie in Leon County. The media personality not only heard about 
those problems, he tried to solve many. Yordon's varied experiences 
in other areas— as a community specialist for Legal Services for 
North Florida, as an MC for telethons, as a volunteer for a variety 
of progressive candidates— have shown him to be a caring leader 
with many good ideas. 

We're confident his outspoken, lively approach will help shake 
things up in what have been sleepy, consenus-laden commission 
meetings. And his tough stance on environmental issues and 
people's problems will certainly shake things up, too. 

As experienced as Whiddon is after 20 years on the commission, 
his "admirable" concern for individual rights would have him gut 
environmental regulations and county funding for social services. 

That approach is 30 years old and will not solve county problems 
in the 1980s and beyond. District 5 should send a forward-thmking 
candidate with new ideas to the commission, and that candidate 
is Gary Yordon.

Un-American way

In the Sept. 17th edition of the Florida 
Flambeau, Jack McCarthy wrote one of his 
commentaries entitled, "For What It's Worth."

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The Third World points out Vne real Evil Empire

Unwanted at birth and abused in its youth, the Non- 
Alligned Movement still gets treated like the rebellious 
bastard child of Western imperialism. Increasingly 
threatened by NAM's militant advocacy of Third World 
independence and unity, the United States and its colonial 
allies continue to scoff at NAM policies and resolutions 
as if they are hortile propaganda slogans launched from 
an ei^my camp.

That became evident at the tariennial NAM sinnmit held 
in Harare, Zimbabwe, earlier this month. Not 
surprisingly, Ronald Reagan and his White House boys 
accused NAM of being petty subscribers to Soviet 
ideology— the Reagan administration has been trying for 
years to indict NAM on charges of complicity in spreading

To show his displeasure with "uppity" Third World 
leaders, like Zimbabwe's President Robert Mugabe, 
Reagan announced during the NAM summit that he 
would slash U.S. aid to Zimbabwe by two-thirds or a total 
$13.5 million.

Other Third World leaders were dealt with prior to the 
25th anniversary meeting in Harare. Earlier this year, 
Reagan's forces invaded Libya in an attempt to quell 
leader Col. Moammar Gaddafi and his vocal opposition 
to U.S. imperialism. And Nicaragua continues to suffer 



because of the U.S.-backed contra war— parental 
punishn^nt for naughty children. 

The U.S. complains that NAM criticizes its foreign 
policy unfairly and lets the U.S.S.R. off the hook. But why 
should Third World nations maintain friendly relations 
with a superpower that's out to do their people in? It's 
not the Soviets but the U.S. that's funding and training 
right-wing reactionary forces trying to overthrow 
legitimate governments or keeping liberation movements 
from assuming power. 

How can the Reagan administaraticm expect to get praise 
from African nations when it openly embraces apartheid, 
sends millions to UNITA forces trying to overthrow the 
Angolan government and allows the Heritage Foundation 
to provide accomodations for the Mozambique National 
Resistance, a group that's responsible for the slaughter 
and mutilation of thousands of innocent Mozambiquans?

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Critics say Bellamy used office 
as a resume booster for House

Two Tallahassee city commissioners say former City 
Commissioner Carol Bellamy lobbied to be selected as 
the city's mayor pro tem early this year, even though 
she would have to resign within six months to run for 
state House. One city commisstoner and a forma* Leon 
County Commissions say Bellamy's alleged effort was 
apparently aimed to promote h&t state House ca^m^n. 

The two city commissioners— Betty Harley and Jack 
McLean-and former Leon County Commissioner Jim 
Crews-criticized Bellamy for the alleged effort. Harley 
and other critics also say Bellamy left the commission 
"in a mess" during her last six months at City Hall. 

But late last month Bellamy said those comments— 
firat made befcn-e the ill-fated Sept. 2 election— were last- 
minute effcnrts to damaf^ a winning candidate. 

"I think it's obvious," Bellamy said. "At a time like 
this, when particular people realize that they're behind, 
they attack those in the lead. They're trying to stir up 
trouble where there isn't any." 

Bellamy faces Hurley Rudd, another former city 
commissioner, in the Democratic runoff next Tuesday. 
Both seek to replace retiring Rep. Herb Morgan 
(D-Tallahassee). 

S<mie of those orittcizing Bellamy were supporting 
Itellamy's Sept. 2 oppm^nte. But neither Harley nor 
McLean are bucking at^one in the run^, and Crews 
is supporting Beltemy. 

Bellamy agreed that she di»:us8ed the issue of who 
should be mayor pro tem with other commissioners. But 
she said she never actually "sought" the post. 

Three city commissioners— Harley, McLean and 
Dorothy Inman— however, said they heard from citizens, 
whom they could not identify, that Bellamy had actively 
sought to be selected as mayor pro tem (vice-chair of the 
commission). M . - 

Commissions Frank Visconti smd he heard of no such 
^ort. 

Crews and Harley said the prt^lem they have with 
Bellamy's effort is that it was apparently a move to give 
Bellamy more visibility as she prepared to kick off her 
House campaign. Crews, Harley and McLean say it was 
fairly clear during the selection process tliat Bellsui^ was 
going to run for the House. 



"That's not the kind of thing we were used to seeing 
from Commissioner Bellamy," said Harley. "She 
definitely didn't have the city's best interest in mind. 
She had Carol's best interest in mind." 

Bellamy said last month she really had not decided 
whether to run for the House before the commission 
picked the mayor pro tem. Bellamy said her discussions 
focused on the question of which commissioner the 
"tradition" would make mayor pro tem. 

At the February organizational meeting Bellamy 
formally took herself out of contention for the position, 
saying she might seek higher office. "I did not want to 
leave the impression that I was passed over as mayor 
pro tem," she said. 

The commission then tapped Harley for that post. 

Critics have knocked other Bellamy actions this year: 

•Former City Commissioner Kent Spriggs has 
eritieu^ Bellamy for failing to make sure her old 
commi^on seat goes up for election. Spriggs said he got 
nowhere when he asked Bellamy to sponsor an 
amendment to the city charter r^uiring the city to hold 
a special election to fill the seat. 

Bellamy said Spriggs came to hwr whw it was too late 
for her to do anything. 

•Harley has criticized Bellamy for waiting so late to 
resign. If Bellamy had resigned as soon as she decided 
to run, Harley said, Bellamy's seat might have been 
ackited to the February ballot earlier this year. Bellamy 
bImo put the commission in a bind by resigning only a 
week heftare the start rfthe city budget process, Harley 
said. 

But Morgan did not announce his retkement until 
February. That was "way too late" to put Bellamy's seat 
on the February ballot, said City Treasurer-Clerk Bob 
Inzer. 

Bellamy said she resigned right before budgeting 
began to let the new commissioner step in at the start 
of that process. 

The Ttdlahassee Democrat and Rudd have all suggested 
that Bellamy should not have resigned in the middle of 
her term at all. Rudd out hu second 

Countered Bellamy: *1 tall^ with a great many people 
before I decided to run. They told me, 'We're smry to lose 
you at the commission, but we'd rather have you in the 
Legislature.'"

PRETORIA, South Africa-Foreign Minister Roelof 
Botha Tuesday called international sanctions against 
apartheid a "mad, perverse action" that will put many 
blacks out of work but "will not kill us." 

Botha addressed reporters at a news conference in 
re^n% to requests for comments and interviews on 
looming sanctions, especially those adopted by Ckmgress 
Sept. 11 and sent to President Reagan. 

The foreign minister said members of Congress who 
backed punitive sanctions against his white-led nation 
wanted to publicly "cleanse their souls." 

"The South African government accepts the challenge 
to overcome the effect of sanctions," Botha said. 

"It is just a pity that many of our black citizens will not 
have the opportunities they could have had if it were not 
for this mad, perverse action around the world." 

Congress' moderate i^metions package of 23 measures 
includes limits on new U.S. investment in South Africa, 
restricted steel, agricultural, coal and testtile imp(»rts and 
a bar on airline rights to and from the country. 

UNITED NATIONS-Soviet Foreign Minister 
Edward Shevardnadze Tuesday sharply criticized 
President Reagan's address to the General Assembly as 
propaganda full of "misconceptions and prejudices." 

He also said the Soviet Union is ready to sign "at any 



time and in any place" a ^eaty prohibiting nucl^ 
weapons tests. 

Speaking to ^e mm than 1,000 delegates from around 
the world in the cavernous assembly hall 24 hours after 
Reagan, Shevardnadze said, "It is regrettable that the 
rostrum of the U.N, General Assembly was used in such 
a way." 

ARANOUN, Lebanon-Israeli warplanes bombed 
susi^ted Palestinian guerrilla targets in four villages in 
the l^ouf mountains southeast of Beirut Tue^lay, 
levelling buildings and tsriggering huge fires. Two people 
were reported injured. 

The surprise raid came shortly after Israeli Defense 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin completed a tour of the Isa^i- 
declared "security zone.*' In southern Lebanon, vowing 
to help Israel's militia allies, which are facing increasing 
attacks by Shiite Moslem extremists. 

"When there is an increase in hostilities by terrorists, 
we will increase our support," Rabin said one day after 
Israel sent new troops, tanks and artillery to the Is-aeli- 
LelMoeae border area to beef up its simrogate militia, ttie 
South Lebanon Army. 

MC^COW— Soviet radio said Tuesday d^xmtandnation 
of one of the reactors in the Chernobyl nuclear power 
station is complete and will be returned to i^rvice early 
next month. 

"Reactor No. 1 is ready to be commissioned," official 
Moscow radio said. "Deputy Prime Minister Boris 



Scherbina has said that it will be put into operation again 
early next, month. Reactor No. 2 will be commissioned 

subsequently." , , xt 

The accident April 26 ripped through the No. 4 reactor, 
spreading a radioactive cloud across Europe and making 
the immediate region uninhabitable.

WASHINGTON— An opponent of the Nicaraguan 
govemn^nt said Tuesday he has refused an offer of 
State Department money to serve as spokesman for the 
U.S.-backed Contra rebels. 

Eden Pastora, a former official with the Sandinista 
Nicaraguan government who resigned to fight against it, 
turned down an offer of funds for his group on Sept. 10 
from Elliott Abrams, assistant secretary of state for Latin 
America, an official with Pastora's group said. 

A State Department official said the department would 
not comment on Pastorii's account of events. 

YORK— Federal prosecutor moved Tuesday to 
restrict access to national defense secrets that are 
consi^red key evident^ against a Soviet physicist arrested 
on charges of spying a week before the arrest of an U.S. 
in Moscow in similar charges. 

"It's a necessary delay to protect classified material," 
U.S. Attorney Andrew Maloney said at a hearing at U.S. 
District Court in Brooklyn.

"an unwarranted intrusion into the lives of pot^tial 
employees," and that they did ncrt omsifi^ ebrug testiiig 
a valid solution to the problem. 

Democrat staff writer Penny Chang, who drafted the 
letter, said she feels the new policy is unfair. 

"It is a violation of the right to privacy," Chang said. 
"They are assuming that you are guilty before there is 
any evidence against you." 

Democrat librarian Debra Galloway agreed, saying it 
was an infrii^mmit of the contt^ttrtional rights of 
prospective employees. 

"The majority of people are not drug abusers," Galloway 
said. "To test everybody in order to find a few abiMn^ far 
exc€^ the rights of the employer." 



Batten, however, said he has studied the issue and does 
not feel that is the case. 

"I don't believe that this is a case where we are violating 
somecme's civil liberties," Batten said. "A {vivate oimpany 
has a lot oi latitode in its hiring inroc^ur^." 

Batten nsM. that if thb company were to inq^ement a 
mandatory drug testing program for current employee 
then the question ctf civil rights would be a valid concern. 

"But there has never been any discussion in the 
company of mandatory testing," he said. "I don't see the 
likelihood of that happening." 

But Chang said this doesn't quell the fear among some 
current employees that the policy might eventually be 
extended to them. 

"If they did require all employees to take a drug test, 
some employees have said they would woikler about their 
jobs," Chang said. 

Steve Forester, legal directinr of tl^ Florida American 
Civil Liberties Unwn, said the rec&oi, publicity ham m&tM 



a dramatic reaction to the nation-wide drug problem. 

"Employers say they are afraid they will lose money 
because of their employees that are impaired by drugs," 
Forester said. "Studies show that two to three times more 
people are impaired on the job because of alcolu>l than by 
drug abuse, but nobody is teeing for alcolraL Twice as 
many pec^le are impaired by mental illn^s, but nobody 
is suggesting testing for that." 

Forester said the drug tests are recognized to be 10-30 
percent unreliable. In addition to that, urine san^les c^ 
easily be mixed up or diagnosed incorrectly. 

Forester said alternatives, such as recognizing impaired 
employees and providing counceling for them, would 
probably be more effective than mandatory urinalysis. 

Batten did not agree. 

"H we felt there were a way to reduce the drug problem 
without drug testing we would have done it," Batten said. 
"We have to sure that we don't knowingly employ 
peq>le who are addicted to illegal substances."

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Kubrick looks at our violent future

A lucid eye is a very rare phenomenon 
m cmema. Many directors disguise their 
subject matter behind walls of moral 
rationalization. But in A Clockwork 
Orange, Director Stanley Kubrick 
discards this technique and opts instead 
for an objective portrait of society and its 
malaise. 

Rele^sjd in 1971, A Clockwork Orange 
is a cM^Aifbrting journey into the not-so- 
distant future. Written and directed by 
Kulwick, it deals with a recurring motif 
in his films— man's destructive nature. 
Kubrick embarks on. a voyeuristic 
examination of a psychopath and the 
morally bankrupt society he lives in. The 
film repulses, shocks and in the end, 
paints a dark, pessimistic portrait. 

A Clockwork Orange follows the exploits 
of the humble narrator Alex (Malcolm 
McDowell in a superb debut)— the leader 
of a gang of futuristic punks who call each 
other "droogs" and wear jumpsuits, false 
eyelash^, and bowlers. 

In the beginning of the film, Kubrick focuses on Alex's 
life of violent crime. With his dro<^, Alex te^orizes 
bums, fights gang wars, and brutally rapes a woman in 
front of her husband. 

For his crimes, Alex is warned by his probation officer 
Mr. Deltoid (Aubrey Morris). But the warning falls on 
deaf ears. Later, Alex engages in a menage a trois and 
goes on to reassert his leadership over the gang. 

The situation reverses, though, after Alex murders a 
sexually obses^ health farm owner with a piece of 
phallic sculpture. His droogs betray him to the police and 
Alex becomes the victim instead of the vtetimizm*. 

In prison, Alex volunteers f(»> a radical govanment 
program that supposedly changes the natui% of 
criminals. The treatment, which uses negative 
reinforcement through drugs and visual images, causes 
Alex's body to respond violently to stimuli that once 
excited him. Once back in society, everyone takes 
advantage of the boy and nearly drive him to suicide. 

ICubrick, who bought the rights to the Anthony

Burgess novel in 1965, changes some of the emphasis 
<rfthe book but remains true to its inner conflict. The 
plot presents a moral dilemma—do we accept the violent 
nature of Alex as necessary or take away his ability to 
choose and thereby remove the threat? 

A viewer can't identify with Alex, but they can't accept 
society either. Alex's world MCMiposed of self-rightewis 
bureaucrats, uncaring, unconcerned parents, 
misanthropic intellectuals, indifferent scientists, sadistic 
civil servants and vengeful citizens. Even the bum that 
Alex beats up early in the film returns with his cronies 
to terrorize Alex and steal his possessions. 

llie film is immt to be pessimistic and offers no shelter 
for the viewer, which is precisely why it remains as a 
crowning adiwvement in the cinema. While n»ny films 
justify violence, Kubrick shows it as a «)ndition <rf 
humanity. Even though Kubrick stylizes his charactws' 
actions into a ballet of motion, this is done mostly 
through editing and draws the viewer into a situation

Hendley helping patch line

It's unusual for an offensive line to 
receive as much attention as the Florida 
State trenchmen have been given lately. 

But the attention has not been of a good 
nature. People are pointing to the weak 
line play as the reaK)tt for the Seminoles' 
dismal 1-1-1 record. Weak line play has 
caused FSU quarterbacks to get sacked 
seven times in a 34-17 loss to Nebraska 
and another five times ia a 10-10 tie to 
North Carolina. 

Center Jim Hendley is the first to 
defend the young line. 

"They can criticize all they want," 
Hendley said after the tie with North 
Carolina. "I'm siu-e in their minds they 
feel they have the right to criticize. The 
major thing right now is that we are not 
cohesive right now. The distractions have 
hurt us." 

>i The distractions Hendley was talking 
about are painful ones. The offensive line 
was perhaps the hardest hit both 
physically and mentally by the death of 
Pablu Lopez. 

"I'm sure it (did affect the linemen) the 
most," said Head Coach Bobby Bowden. 
"I mean, gee whiz, there is a guy who is 
a two-year siarter and all of a sudden you 
look down tl^ huddle and he is gone. The 
guys were very close to him and I know 
it hurt terribly." 

Said Hendley: "That's something that 
doesn't need to be said. We are to the 
point of where we don't say anything 
about Pablo. He meant that much." 
, Since Hendley is the lone senior starter 
on the offense, he is looked upon to be a 
. leader, but last week when the team 
ne«ied his leader^ip tl^ m(»t he was 
concentrating on le^ing the tiK:kIe 
position left vacant by Lop^. 

"I'm doing the best I can to be the 
leader. But it's been hard with the 
distractions we've had and the change of 
position I had to make," said Hendley. 
Said Bowden: "We ye jgot a you|ig 



football team on offense that doesn't have 
any leadership yet. It's so dang obvious 
but there is nothing we can do about it 
and it's to nobody's discredit. We've got 
a bunch of fuzzy-cheeked guys out there 
and nobody to say, 'Let's go get them.' " 

Last year, the leadership on the line 
came from Ail-American Jamie Dukes 
and three-year starter John lonata. 

Jamie and John were good at H^ng 
everything," said Hendley. "You take 
that for granted. I didn't even think or 
worry about them in the off-season. You 
come back now and you see how valuable 
they were." 

Pass blocking— not run blocking— is the 
main concern of Bowden. Twelve sacks for 
minus-93 yards have stopped numerous 
drives. 

"Losing Pablo on our pass rush offense 
threw things out of whack," said Bowden. 
"The edge that was gained against 
Nebraska was lost becau^ of it We need 
better timing and better execution and 
you would hope it's done by the third 
game of the year. Hopefully the next 
checker move is one we keep for a few 
years." 

Now that Jim Hebron is fully recovered 
from appendicitis, he will take over the 
split tackle spot, Hendley will now move 
back to center. 

Hendley is used to changing positions, 
he was a tight end at Berrien (Ga.) County 
High School before beii^ ch8i:^|id to the 
defensive line upon coming to PStJ. After 
two years on the defense, he was chsmged 
to the offensive side last season. 

"Jim started (last) season as an 
offensive tackle and midway through the 
season he was a starter at center," said 
Bowden. "He is a good athlete and has 
^)od athl^ic skills." 

The whole offensive line is talented and 
it's Just a matter of ^em becoming 
familiar with each other, ac(»r^ng to 
Hendley. 

"We're gonna straighten this thing out. 
It's gonna come with time," sa^ Hei^ey.

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Boiling is 
holding FAMU 
up in the air

Florida A&M University has a classic , 
example of the "little engine that could" 
on its football team. 
, But this freight train doesn't walk 
around the football field saying "I think 
I can." Rodney Boiling just challenges 
anybody who thinks he doesn't belong on 
the gridiron. Since Boiling is onty 5-foot-7 , 
and 145 pounds, most defensive backs 1 
don't take him too seriously as a reciever. 
But after the Rattlers' first three games, 
he is FAMU's leading reciever with 91 
yards on eight receptions. He said that the ^ 
size of his opponents really isn't that'o 
important. !S 

"It doesn't matter how big they are," FAMN'q loaH 
said Boiling. "As far as I'm concerned, ^ ^ 
whether they are All- Americans or just average football 
players, I'm out there to catch tiie football and tl»t's 
what I try to do." 

When Boiling graduated from Pensacola's Pine Forest 
High School in 1984, size was a factor. Though he 
finished as one of the top receivers in North Florida, 
Boiling was overlooked by the colleges. This didn't stop 
Boiling, he made the FAMU squad as a walk-on in 1985 
and earned a spot on the team, 

"Because I am so small, I didn't get recruited out of 
Mgh school," Boiling said. "But tten I tried out at FAMU 
aad made the traveling team in the middle aiihe season. 
List year, I was pretty much in the backround all 
season." 

Last season, Boiling only caught one pass for 18 yards, 
but showed his potential on the special teams where he 
returned five kickoffs for 104 yards, a 20.8 average. This 
year, he is one of the standouts on the Rattler team. 

Boiling said one of the reasons for his success is that 
he started wearing the Kareem Abdul Jabaar-style 
goggles. 

"Last year, I didn't wear glasses," said Boiling. "Now 
that I have glasses, the ball doesn't look like a blur when 
I go out for a long pass. They really make a difference." 

Acording to Offensive Coordinator Joseph Redmon, 
Boiling is the kind of football i>layer coai^s s^e looking 
for. 

"He is a gutsy player with a lot of disipline," said 
Redmon. "Everything he has gotten out here he has 
earned. He is a real hard worker."

With the importance of the passing offense at FAMU 
this year, Boiling is getting the opportunity to handle 
the ball a little more often. Redmon said he is a vital 
part of the Rattler offense. 

"With a five man tm^ oReme, it's hard for ^er teams 
to cover us," Redmon said. "If Boiling isn't open, we can 
hit (Running back Tony ) Barber. If he isn't open, we can 
hit someone else. It's just a matter of patience for our 
receivers because we will eventually get the ball to 
them." 

A lot of the players on the football team compare 
Boiling to Spud Webb, the Atlanta Hawks' tiny 
superstar. According to Rattler linebacker Lawrence 
Jett, football isn't Boiling's only strong point. 

"You should see him on the basketball court," Jett 
said. "He can slam on a 10-foot goal just like Spud 
Webb." 

AccwAng to Boiling, jumping high isn't the only thing 
that makes a great receiver. He said it is important to 
watch other receivers to learn more about the position. 

"I have been working with (Robert) Gentile and (Roger) 
Camptell since I have gotten here and I learned a lot 
from them," said Boiling. "Campbell and I switch back 
and forth at the position so, we spend a lot of time talking 
about our opponents and the pass routes." 

For the rest of the season, Boiling has set some goals. 

"I want to catch everything in drills that I can," 
Boiling said. "When I get in the game I want the football 
so I can get the yards."

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Patience has paid off for Archer

SUWANEE, Ga.-David Archer took the hard road to 
becoming the Atlanta Falcons quarterback. 

"Few figured I muld play college football, least of all 
professional football," said Archer, who has completed 
55 percent of his passes for 636 yards and five 
touchdowns with only one interception while leading the 
Falcons to a 3-0 start for only the second time in their 
21-year history. "There wasn't an ea^ step along the 
way. 

"I went the long road-small high school, small junior 
college, Iowa State which wasn't a power in the Big 
Eight, free agent. I took the long way around with no 
short cuts. It means a lot more to me than if I had had 
it handed to me." 

Archer, 24 and in his third season in the NFL, played 
high school footlwdl in the small Idaho town of Soda 
Springs. 

"There were only 4,000 in the entire town and the high 
school had only 61 in its senior class," recalled Archer. 
"Nobody was interested in me when I came out of high 
school so I spent two years at a junior college (Snow) 
before transferring to Iowa State. 

"Coming out of junior college, I had about eight 
colleges that expressed an interest in me, including 
Texas and LSU. But most of them wanted me to re^hirt 
a year and I didn't want to do that. That's why I picked 
Iowa State. Their quarterback was graduating and his 
backup hadn't had much playing time so I figured I had 
a chance to move right in." 

Archer, a 6-foot-2 200-pounder who runs more than 
most NFL quarterbacks, led the Big Eight m total offense 
his senior season, gaining 2,698 yards. But he was 
overlooked in the 1984 draft and joined the Falcons as 
a free agent where he started out as a third-stringer 
behind Steve Bartkowski and Mike Moroski. 

"I didn't figure I'd get to play much, if at all, my fist 
few years," said Archer. "But I also figured that Steve 
Bartkowski would probably be retiring in a few years 
and what I could learn from him would be invaluable 
later on. 

Moroski left the Falcons after the '84 season and 
Bartkowski, plagued by bad knees but now starting for 
the Los Angeles Rams, left during the '85 season after 
Archer moved into a starting role with Atlanta. 

Thrown to the wolves during a 4-12 season during 
which the Falcons played with a patched-up offensive 
line, Archer had only seven TD passes and 17 
interceptions during 11 starts— but all that appears 



behind him now. 

"I just needed to get some experience," said Archer, 
the day after he passed and ran for 314 yards while 
leading the Falcons to a 37-35 upset over the Dallas 
Cowboys. "My biggest confidence factor is our offensive 
line. It's healthy now and that's really made a difference. 
I felt all along that I could play in the NFL. But no one 
man can A) it all alone. You have to have your cast with 
you. 

"I play better when I feel I have something to prove," 
said Archer. "It's a motivation thing with me. I was told 
I couldn't play college football and 1 was told I couldn't 
play pro football. I enjoy making people eat their words. 

In last year's game at Dallas, which the Cowboys won 
24-10, Acher had a poor seconf half and wound up 
completing only 9 of 23 passes with three interceptions 
and five sacks. 

"Dallas tried to intimidate fi^ last year and that stuck 
in my mind the whole year," said Archer, who threw no 
interceptions this past Sunday. "I wanted to show that 
if I was intimidated last yeaup, and I'm not S£gring I was, 
I'm not intimidated now. 

"I took some pretty hard licks, clean, but hard. On one 
of those, I bounced right back up and told the guy who 
hit me, 'I'm still here.'" 

Next Sunday, at Tampa Bay, the Falcons will be 
seeking to become 4-0 for the first time ever. 

"It's neat that we won in Dallas, but now we've got 
to move on," said Archer.

Ed Clark, the Florida 
State University football 
player who allegedly fired 
a gun into a crowd after 
teammate Pablo Lopez was 
killed on Sept. 13, i^B been 
dismkaed iiom the univer- 
sity, FSU officials an- 
nounced Wednesday. 

Clark, 20, was charged 
with aggravated assault 
with a firearm and 
discharging a firearm in a 
public place, in connection 
with a dispute that ended 
in the death of Lopez. On 
Tuesday, FSU's student judicial office informed Clark that 
he had also been expelled from the university because of 
the incident. 

Clark, who has until to^y to appeal his di^isiMd, cmild 
not be reached for comment. 

University administrators refused to speak about the 
case, but Clark apparently was found in violation of the 
FSU Conduct Code. A student faces dismissal or a variety 
of other penalties if he "uses, possesses or manufactures, 
without university authorization, firearms, explosives, 
weapons, unregistered fireworks, or other dangerous 
articles or substances injurious to persons or property," 
the Code says. 

FSU Vke-Pl'^ktent for Student Affairs &b L^ch told 
the Flambeau last week that if a sbident was penalized 
for an infraction of the Conduct Code, he had three 
alternatives: 

•accept the penalties from the judicial officer 

•appeal tl^ charges and have tlye c^e heard in front of

City: no vacancy 
for downtown hotel

As expected, the Tallahassee City Commission voted 
Wednesday night to quash the proposal for a 280-room 
Marriott convention hotel downtown. 

City Commissioner Dorothy Inman was the swing vote 
on a commission that has been divided on the issue. She 
said the hotel would not bring in the new jobs and 
convention business the Atlanta-l»sed Fatten C(»rp(aation 
had promised it would. 

"I can tell you that this project just does not cut it," 
Inman said. "I cannot vote for it." 

Inman said that although it might spark some life into 
the downtown area, it would not be enough to justify the 
nearly $5 million investment the city would be expected 
to make. 

"You might have more activity downtown during the 
legisative session, but what about the other eight months 
(rf the year?" Inman said. 

Commissioners Bruce Culpepper and Frank Visconti 
also voted against the project. Visconti's objections were 
more succinct. 

"It was an ugly building and a bad business deal/' 

Visconti said. 

Mayor Pro Tem Betty Harley, who voted against killing 
the project along with Mayor Jack McLean, said she still 
felt a hotel project would help to revitalize the downtown 
area. 

"I've sat l^re and looked at figures and projections until 
I'm cross-eyed," she said. "I'm •tUJ intererted in having 
a vital downtown, and I think that alk^l is the key to it." 

McLean agreed. 

"If we want to have a vital downtown area, we have got 
to be willing to share in the risk of doing so," he said. 

McLean said that since the commission's rejection of the 
project opens up dealings with other prospective 
companies, they should begin to look for another more 
suitable project immediately. 

In other business, the commissioners completed their 
final work on the city's $190 million operating budget for 
the ^-87 fiscal year.

until this afternoon due to the n^H 
computer program that checks the 
validity of each vote. Supervisor of 
Elections Juan Bauta will announce 
the winners at a press conference at 
1 p.m. today in Moore Auditorium. 

Both parties were out looking for 
students to vote for their candidates 
by explaining the strength of their 
organizations and the weaknesses i# 
their opposition. 

In addition to the normal discussion 
of the parties' platforms, the 
Renegade party stressed its policy of 
honesty in SG by making allegations 
of illegal actions by the ONLY party. 

"Your student body vice president 
(Mike Andrews) spent 500 of your 
student dollars calling his ^Ifriend," 
said Renegade Party Vice €hc^ Beth 
Bond to a prospeelive voter. "And 
they covered it up. Hiey didn't ev 
tell^ party members." 

Andrews said he admits to illegal 
use of the phone line and is willh^f to 
make restitution. He said this is the 
first and last illegal activity he'U 
engage in. 

"I don't deny having made illegal 
phone calls earlier in my career," 
Andrews said. "But, the students 
won't pay for those calls. I will pay for 
those calls." 

Andrews also said he thoug]

revenue, this left a $225,000 hole in the 
budget. 

Instead of skimming this amount off the 
city contingency fund, the eommissioner^ 
decided to cut from the budget tlwt iiad 
already l^en tentatively approved . 

The first thii^ hacked out of the budget 
was a proposed new elevator for the rear 
of City Hall. 

"I'm convinced that we can live without 
an elevator in the back of the building 
where the public doesn't even know where 
it is," Harley said. 



Other slashes included building a fence 
around the city's tree farm and reductions 
in the city's land banking account and 
insurance reserve accounts. 

Commissioners also voted to spend

Clark, a 6-foot-3, 219-pound sophomore 
linebacker from Miami, was suspended 
from playing in Seminole football games 
on Sept. 17 by FSU Head Coach Bobby 
Bowden after the player was found to be 
in violation of "team rules." Bowden 
sdlowed Clark to participate in practice, 
but the sc^rtiomore hasn't worked out with 
the team since he leam«i of his dismissal 
Tuesday. 

Bowden said he expected Clark to 
appeal the penalty, but wouldo'tJ ; * 
speculate any further on the m^t^r^ / ^ . 

The incident that led to Clark's 
expulsion took place outside of 



Montgomery Gym in the early morning 
hours of Sept. 13. After an argument, FSU 
police spokesman Jack Handley said 
Clark allegedly waved a .357 Magnum 
toward a man, identified as Byron 
Johnson. 

Just over an hour later at 1:40 a.m., 
Handley said, Clark and Lopez met up 
with Johnson in the gym's back parking 
lot. Johnson reportedly get into a dispute 
with the two men and subsequently shot 
and killed with a 12-gauge shotgun. 

ITien, as an FSU police officer tried to 
arrest Johnson, Clark allegedly fired his 
weapon into the nearby crowd, but didn't 
injure anyone. 

Clark turj^ [hiinself in to FSU police 
the next da>^ ^ad was booked into JLjeon 
County Jail betore being released on His 
own recognizance .

AHhough we weren't that excited abwit any of the fwir 
candidates in the Sept. 2 first primary for District 5, we're 
reasonably happy to endorse Doug Nichols in t^e Denwcratie 
runoff. In Nichols* 10 years on the Leon County Cmnmission, we 
haven't always seen eye to eye. As far as we're concerned, Nichols 
has b^n imrt of a commission consensus which has downplayed 
environmental and neighborhood concerns and let some bad 
devel^im get away with murder. 

But Nichols isn't running for county commii^ion— he's running 
for state Senate against Lake City state Rep. Wayne 
HoHingsworth. While HoUingsworth has ^rved for 12 years in the 
House and obviously strikes a ch(ml with some voters, his record 
in the House has been less than spectecular. Nichols knocks 
HoUingsworth ccMrectly for voting to put a bad change in the 
homestead exemption on the ballot, for a bad voting record on 
environmental issues, and for getting nowhere in the House 
leadership. HoUingsworth says he's proud that his chief concerns 
while in the Legislature have been putting pri^ners back out in 
road crews, keeping previews of R- and PG-rated movies away from 
G-rated movies, and keeping "porno" magazines crff the counters 
and away from kids. HoUingsworth might also mention his bill to 
put prayer in public schools— a bill which fits ri^t in with the rest 
even though he doesn't n^ntion it. 

This isn't the kind of representative we in Leon County need in 
the Legislature. We need somec^'^o will loW&y eff«rt;ively for 
Tallahasi^'s three state colleges and for state workers and who 
will play a leadership role in tackling Florida problems like 
environmental protection, educational improvement, housing and 
^alth care for poor people, crime reduction and tax reform.

Candidates agree only on differences

Leon County Commission runoff opponents Jack 
Whiddon and Gary Yordon have agreed on little during 
their three-week runoff battle, but they do agree on one 
thing: Their contest offers county commission District 5 
voters a "clear-cut choice.*' 

Voters who live in the southeastern part of Leon 
County-in the area bounded roughly by St. Marks Road, 
Centerville Road and Interstate lO-will face that dioice 
in the runoff primary next Tuesday, unless Ion Sancho, 
who missed getting into the runoff by 209 votes, is able 
to get the runoff delayed in court. 

The two candidates point to their disagreement on 
impact fees, tree protection and social-service spending. 
Whiddon tags himself a "conservative." Yordon calls 
himself a "progressive." 

"I give people a choice between a conservative and a 
liberal,*' said Whiddon, 66, 
a former glass company ex- 
ecutive and county 
commissioner. 

Said Yordon, 33, a 
former Gripe Night TV 
show host: "We're definite- 
ly at opposite ends of the 
spectrum, whatever tags 
you want to apply to us." 

Whiddon cites his 20 
years of county oommis- 
sipn experience and 41 
years of business ex- 
perience as giving him an 
edge over Yordon. Yordon, 
in turn, touts his 13 years 

of listening and trying to solve viewers' problems on Gripe 
Night. 

Despite their differences, the two have one thing in 
common. More than any other commission candidates, 
they have heavily bank-rolled their campaigns with their 
own personal money. 

Almost half (rf* Wlviddon'^ campaign treasury— $4,500 of 
$8,601— has come from Whiddon's loans to his campaign. 
Over a third of Yordon's trea8ury-$,5,350 of 
$14,295— came from Yordon's loans. 

Yordon won 33 percent of the vote in the five-man Sept. 
2 District 5 contest. Whiddon took 22 percent. 

The two have highlighted their differences on four 
issues: 

•Tree ordinance. Whiddon said the four -year-old 
county ordinance ^tecting designated trees in the county

violates private property rights and he'd like to get rid 
of it. 

"It's an infringement of 
individual rights," he said. 

"We should not deprive a 
person of the use of his 
land." 

Yordon said he would 
like to toughen the 
ordinance. 

While on the commis- 
sion, from 1956 to 1976, 
Whiddon opposed most 
proposed environment^]^ 
regulations as violating 
property rights. "His 
record on the environment 
is questionable at best," 
said Yordon. 

Yordon has won the endorsements of both 
environn^Mist Sandio and the Big Bend League of 
Conservation Voters. 

•Impact fees. Whi<Mon oppose the idea of charging 
fees to developers to cover the costs of additional county 
services associated with new developments. "I'm paying 
a tremendous amount of taxes already," he said. 

Yordon said the county can no longer afford to pay for 
those additional services out of general county revenues. 
Yordon said he thinks impact fees are the answer, 
although they might be confined to commercial 
development. 

•Growtii niMiageDMnt. Whiddon said it doesn't make 
sense fcnr the ^unty c(»nmissum to try to map out whst 
it wants the county look like. "You cannot always foresee 
into the future," he said. "It just doesn't work that way." 

Yordon, on the other hand, has made planning a big 
issues in his campaign. "I have no problem with growth, 
if it fits in with our community," he said. 

Social services. Whiddon said county dollars can only 
be stretched so far on social services and housing. 

"I don't believe it's a great responsibility of the county 
to provide all the social services," he said. "You could try 
to give everybody a nice house and provide all these social 
services, but we don't have the money." 

Yordon said the county can beef up social service 
spending and improve housing conditions without raising 
taxes, by seeking federal grants more aggressively and 
encouraging private sector attention to social service 
needs. "Mr. Whiddon isn't freezing to death, literally, in 
the winter," Yordon said. "He's a nice guy, but he's not 
in touch with what folks want."

Separate Stories, Shared Concerns is a dramatic 
reading about sexual assault. The reading was given 
Tuesday night as the first of a four-part series called 
"Sexual Assault: A Hometown Issue".

Florida State University archaeologist Glen Doran is 
back in town for a few days, but he brought only me 
teain— his own. 

Doran can usually be found directing the excavation 
of the Windover Site in Titusville, Florida. Hie third and 
last season of digging has just begun at the site, already 
famous for yielding at least fourteen 7,000-year-old 
skeletons with unusually well preserved brain tissues— 
the oldest to be extensively scrutinized. Last week, Doran 
and his team unearthed five more skeletons from the 
pOTid on the &^ ec^ist near Caj^ Kennedy 

Besides drawing favorable attention to FSU*s 
Anthropolc^ I^artm^t, the findings amid be a boon 
for researchers around the country. 

"This gives the researchers another point in time that 
they've never had before," Doran said. "The further back 
in time you go, the less material we have to study and 
research." 

Altogether, about 64 skeletons have been excavated, 
said Doran, including the five last week. Windover is an 
Early Archaic Period site apja^ximately 7,000 years old 
iM was inlMibited by anc^tors the Ais Indians. 

Dorw mxi€^ai or mm etti^ lattvmtties involved 
ia re^arching tl^ rernKSs. The hnm ti^ue has been 
sent to other institutions, while FSU is concentratmg 
on osteology and environmental reconstruction. 

"(Windover) is benefitti^ lots of d^erent disc^in^/' 
he said. 

The site was first discovered in 1982 during 
construction of the Windover Farms residential 
^velopment. Although private property owners in 
J^nda have no obligation to protect archaeological finds, 
Bmn said tbe <hni^loper has been supportive of ^ 
project.

"They UkAl that group o( lots off the commercial 
market,'* he said. "Not cmly were they cooperative, but 
they reached down into their own pockets" to assist the 
researchers. Doran said he hopes the attention given 
to Windover will make other Floridians more responsive 
to their state's past. 

"We're hoping the attention will make people aware 
of the prehistoric heritage of Florida." 

Digging began in September 1984, after the Florida 
legislature allocated fimds to the project. Doran said a 
typical %^0B ruUs from S^itonber until sometime in 
Jaiuiary in order to avoid the wettest months and 
accomodate the schedules of professors and students. 
Doran also enlists ^e aid Gi several volunteers. 

Althoi^h there may be more skeletons in the pond, 
Ik>ran said excavation will stop after this year. 

"This is going to be the last field season," he said. "A 
three-year season will give us a good solid core to work 
with." 

He said advances in technology may require more 
excavations m the future, but i^r his team leaves,the 
site "will bee^e a pond again."

For the August issue of Esquire (delightfully devoted to 
current American fiction), editor Rust Hills sent out 
questionnaires to a hundred of "America's greatest living 
Hterary authors."

This is not suprising. Updike is more productive than 
Salinger, more visible than Welty, more convenient than 
Roth, more palatable than Mailer, more accessible than 
Pynchon. Updike is the utility infieider of American 
literature: his poetry is crisp and playful, his fiction 
(especially the short stories) moving and stylistically 
inspiring, his reviews attentive and affectionate. When 
Updike steps to the plate, it's with the assurance of Ruth 
or DiMaggio— or Ca^y of Mudville. 

Roger's Version, Updike's twelfth novel, is not the success 
his plaques would predict. This is not to say he struck out; 
he hit a long ball, falling a few feet short of the wall. The 
writing here is observant, witty, precise— all of which is 
expected of Updike— but the final effect is underwhelming. 

Updike is working with the big questions here— the source 
of life, the design of the universe, the existence of (jrod. Roger 
Lambert, divinity school professor, has his smug, well-read 
cynicism disturbed by a computer hacker who proposes to 
prove the existence of God objectively, scientifically, via 
computer. Duality is the theni^; Uinlike is working on the 
integration of opp(»ites such as science and religion

"We publish what we love," is the motto d 
Alice Walk^'s Wild Tree Pre%, founded in 1984 
with Rob^ Allen and pubUsher of Estmpe From 
BUly's Bcof^B-Que, a firM novel by J(^ni^ 
Brasil. Since its publication in 1984 of Joan 
California Cooper's short story collection, A 
Piece of Mine, Walker's press has provided an 
outlet for young writers with strong literary 
voices, particularly adept at speaking (not 
shouting or preaching) to social and racial 
issues. 

Escape From Billy's Bar-B-Que is a coming- 
of-age story set in the high-voltage '60s, the ear 
of racial unrest, stuftent uprisings and anti- 
government protest, the era whose slogans- 
Make Love not War, Black Power— and its 
icons—p^u» syad)ols and sUn aigm and Afros- 



are now the stuff of myth, revered and 
romanticized by new wave Dead Heads and 
bom-again flower children. But the truth is that 
most of us growing up in those times had little 
idea of the historical significance of the various 
movements. Most of us were, in fact, very much 
like Cecyl, the young woman from Phoebus, 
Virginia who narrates this novel: naive, 
passive, and confused by all the commotion, 
caught up in lives tluit seemed far removed from 
t^e h^diine action. 

And it is Cecyl's distance— psychol(^cal if not 
temporal— from the myth-making moveB^nts 
that makes her smh a keen, reliable observer 
of them. 

Cecyl is in high school in Phoebus when the 
novel opens, working after school in her father's 
barbeqiip joint and wondering about this 
business of integration that seems to be taking 
place everywhere but in her town (she thinks 
Phoebus must be too "run down" to be 
integrated). She m fascinated by the busload 
Freedom Riders that stops in her town, and

("Whenever theology touches science, it 
gets burned"), mind and body, public and 
private morality. Appropriately, the book 
has two fairly distinct plot levels. On the 
intellectual plane, Updike follows 
computer hacker Dale Kohler's search for 
th^ visible hand of- God. On a more 
visceral level, Updike delves into Roger's 
semi-incestuous longing for his niece and 
his wife's retaliatory pursuit of Dale. 

This search for God s hand is intriguing, 
but the enjoyment is occasionally limited 
to the small pleasures of being lectured 
to. It is pleasant to learn, but the dialogue 
is sometimes weighty with concepts— the 
reader's tlwughts are mare beseiged than 
provoked. For example, when asked what 
his research involves, Dale responds, "A 
lot of it is looking for progi-amming 
shortcuts that could bring raster-display 
dynamics closer to vector display in terms 
of image refresh time and memory cost." 
A reader might feel he is paying too much 
in memory cost to keep track of this 
jargon. 

The carnal plot line is more fun. Updike 
constructs casudty candid ^xual set 
pieces. For the third quarter of the novel 
it seems every character is having sex or 

mulling over it. The description is 
titillating but not lurid; Updike's images 
are somehow clinically clean. It's as if the 
naked bodies are models posing in Figure 
Drawing 101. 

Updike's precision is everywhere 
nc^it^ble; the clarity of his phrasing, the 
aptness of his words, the blending of 
adjectives to achieve the exact coloring for 
his objects tend to make the reader expect 
poetry to break out of the prose. Even 
atmosphere becomes momentarily 
palpable in Updike's hands: "Clouds are 
strange: at times they seem gigantic 
sculptures, bulging with three- 
dimei^onal form like those muscleboui^ 
marble Beminis gesturing halfway up 
Saint Peters walls, and at dhse timm, the 
exact copies of these same clouds, mere 
smudges of vapor, virtually nonexistent. 
They are with us, and yet not with us." 
Even with a simple ornamentation, 
Updike touches on that duality motif 

Such virtuosity calls attention to itself. 
It's as if the clear glass of the window, 

through which Updike displays his 
fiction, goes opaque, becomes stained- 
glass. The reader loses sight of character, 
setting, action, and momentarily ^in]|)ses the 



artist at work, seeing the craftiness and 
the craftmanship of gc»d fiction. Is this 
biMTrting of the fictivje bubble a flaw? No. 
Miones ring, kettles whistle, dogs bark- 
even the most diligent of readers has 
lapses of concentration where the 
characters evaporate, or become words on 
a page. Of all distractions, the distraction 
of style is the most pleasant. 

Unpleasantries abound in the 
chcuracters. the two men are repulsive, 
especially Roger. Cynicism is his 
dominant quality, especially 
reprehensible in ministers and other 
purveyors of faith. He announces himself 
in the first chapter: "To master a few dead 
languages, to parade sequential moments 
of the obdurately enigmatic early history 
of Christianity before classroms of the 
hopeful, the deluded, and the docile- 
there are more fradulent ways to earn a 
living." At 52, his life is over, and his only 
aspiration ^ms to be charming his 
graduate students with jocular asides. 
The computer whiz Dale is his antithesis, 
twisted in the other extreme— gawky 
where Roger is suave, yearning where 
Roger is sated, obessive where Roger is 
complacent. 

Updike might be suggesting an 
observation about faith through this 
comparison. In approaching the problem 
of faith, the novel presents the problem 
of knowledge. Roger's thirst for 
knowledge is so well slaked that his fai^ 
is meaningless; it is an acquired thing, 
bought and paid for like his lovely sterling 
cigarette box. It is dead faith, book-learned 
and shallow, a useless vestigial attitude. 
Dale's faith is more readily condoned but 
equally tragic. His belief is obsessive, life- 
consuming. When he returns from his 
computer without the grail and his 
theories are belittle at a cocktail party, 
he is shattered and ho longer exists— 
literally, for this is the last he is seen in 
the novel. Unquestioned faith and overly- 
interrogated faith both fail. Perhaps 
Updike is suggesting that faith is 
healthiest with both an invigorating 
skepticism and a willingness to believe. 

Consider the book a stand-up triple. 
WhUe not strong enough to be cited for 
the Ndbel, the book is well worth reading 
for the splendid and elegant style, as well 
aa the earthy and celestial matter. That 
we end up where we started, with smug 
Roger pontiticating on center stage, is 
disappointing but justifiable— not 
everyone is struck blind on the road to 
Damascus.

Jhe cost of carelessness

If one of the marks of good fiction is the reader's 
recognition experience," then The Good Mother was 
for me. an excellent novel. It's the story of how Anna 
Dunlap (the good mother of the title) becomes involved 
m a custwfy figlrt for her 5-year-old daughter. Molly. And 
th«^ It * w fl» 'Sfe, I was struck by the similarities 
between the book and my own mother's life in the '50s 

My parents divorce! in 1$S6. ai^ my mother was 
granted custody of my sister and me. Like Anna in the 
novel, she was a good mother, but since it was the '^s 
with all Its narrowmindedness toward divorced women i 
my mother was aware (in a way Anna is not) that she 
needed to be cautious. When my father warned her that 
he d take us away if she stepped out of line, she made 
a consaoM Vision to Uve a careful life. She was careful 
in ehoos^ the men that she dated; if she had lovers 
we never knew. This is a limited and unfair way for an 
unattached woman to have to live, but my mother 
believed it was neceasafy. 

Sue Miller seems to be saying that it still is -iwcesMtty 
and no less unfair, that a divorced mothM", even in tlie 
'80s, can't afford to be careless; she must create careful 
boundaries between her sexuality and her motherhood, 
or she will find herself, as Anna does, in danger of losing 
her child. Anna's crime is carelessness, the central irony 
of the bo<* because no mother could be more caring. As 
h«r frteiMi Ursitfa "Everyone knows you're a good 
HHrtiha-, Am»." Clearly, being a good mother isn't 
enough. 

The novel begins when Anna receives the M'wmee 
papers from her husband, Brian. It's an amieabte 
parting-she doesn't want to be married to him and he 

wants to marry someone else-and Anna's only conflict 
seems to be getting the papers notarized in time to put 
them in the mail. She drives to the cat-infested home 
of a reclusive notary public and leaves Molly asleep in 
the cm: while she goes inside. 

Teose and vivid, this scene reveals Anna's unwitting 
carelessness, her subsequent condemnation, and her 
final acceptance of blame. It is, in short, a mmiature 
version of the novel itself. 

Once die's in the notary's house, the scene begins with 
business.as-usual, but when he notices that these are 
divorce papers, the notary becomes hostile and self- 
righteous, attacking Anna for having no sense of duty. 
For the first time in the divorce proceedings, Anna feels 
shame, anger and fear. By the time she escapes to her 
car, Molly is awake, sobbing, and badly scratched across 
the face. Anna says: 

/ 8cU hunched in the back seat with her in my 
arms until she was still, feeling only that I 
could not do this alone, 
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I was not strong enough, good enough to do 
this alone, I could not do this. 

But she does do it. When the divorce is final, she 
creates a new life around taking care of Molly. For a 
while, all her choices are determined by Molly's needs. 
To be a good mother she needs flexible work hours, so 
^e ekes (<»• should I say eeks?) out a living running rats 
for a sciettti^ at Boston Univ«rslty. She teaches piano 
le^ns on the sicte. Her life with Molly is simple, happy. 

Then Anna meets Leo, a reckless, passionate artist, 
and they become lovers. Frigid with Brian, she 
experiences a sexual awakening. In a series of elegantly 
rendered erotic scenes she is transformed into the one 
thing she has always wanted to be (besides a good 
mother)— "a passionate person." At first she is careful 
abmit letting Molly know they are lovers^ but she finally 
absorbs Leo into their Itfe. One night Molly has a bad 
dream and joins th^m in bed: 

/ can remember feeling a sense of completion, 
as though I had everything I warUed held 
close, held inside me; as though I had finally 
found a way to have everything. We seemed 
fused, the three of us, all the boundaries 
between us dissolved... 

For Anna this is a moment of beauty and unity— Leo 
lies behind her, still inside her, and Molly lies in her 
arms-but far Brian, who finds about it, this is a perfect 
^aiiq[>le crfhis ex-wife's vart <^urelemes8 in exposing his 
daughter to adult sexuidily. The imiident beccnn^ a 
damaging piece (^evidence in Ae custody fight, second 
only to a sexually ambiguous mmnent between MM^ and 
Leo that Anna does not even know about until Brian 
calls one night and tells her he is taking Molly away. 

His call occurs at the mathematical center of the book, 
dividing the novel but also tearing Anna's world in two 
(Brian won't let her see Molly until the court case is 
settied). Ute second half of the story depicts the 
^fc^rniath ^this phme call, following Anna's shattered 
life as she diooses to stayer mt to stay—with Leo (I 
won't ^il ibe piotX and is idiowed-or im'i-lo stay with 
Molly. 

The Good Mother is a stunning first novel, beautifiilly 
shaped and disturbingly convincing. The only flaw I 
found was a page forty-seven: "I will, I will," I whispered, 
swore. My voice hissed surprisingly loud in the hollow 
space." This is a candidate for the New Yorker category, 
"Hisses We Never Heard," but it's only a momentary 
bit of carelessness by an otherwise careful writer, 
sensitive to voice, detail and to the complex relationship 
between Anna (and "good mothers" like her) and the 
paradoxical time she lives in. 

To some extent, Miller is saying, Anna Dunlap is duped 
by the '80s. After her divorce she assumes that she can 
have "a life without limits." And, because it's the 'SOs, 
no one warns her to be careful, the way my father once 
warned my mother.

wonders why none of the 
blacks who attend near-by 
Hampton Institute ever 
come in her father's 
restaurant, even after in- 
tegration.

or may not attend the ground-breaking 
show. 

Straus is a former housepainter and is 
nom m artist and photo instructor. He 
wants to keep the rest of his personal life 
obscure. Bill Quinn, and aide for Straus, 
explained why Straus had decided to 
enter the campaign at this particular 
time. 

"He just wanted to offer an alternative 
to a couple of insane choices," said Quinn. 
"Bring to light the fact there is no 
intelligent choice. It's more symbolic than

rescue anyone, you never do save anyone 
hard^, you just rtick with them and 
practically drown yourself with them." 

Jocelyn's characterization is borne out 
when Cecyl falls in love with Mario, a 
"musical genius recluse wino," and it is 
one of the few bits of self-knowledge that 
Cecyl seems to acquire in this novel. 

With Mario, Cecyl suffers bouts of 
depression over her feelings of self- worth, 
her lack of achievement, her poverty. 
That she doesn't leave Mario (she in fact 
marries him and moves with him to 
Brazil) is testimony to her confusion and 
passivity* traits which make her a sad, 
desperate, but totally believable, 
character. 

She is also extremely likeable— simple, 
straightforward, and honest. But her 
simplicity sometimes seems simple- 
mindedness, and her naivete is 
occasionally annoying. Her observation of 
the destruction caused by urban renewal 
is that "it was very, very bad." And often, 
Cecyl's comments are rehashed 
sentiments that have almost become 
cliche, as when she points out that 
northerners seem to regard southerners 
as stupid because of their accents. 

On the whole, however, Brasil renders 
a touching, unglossed picture of the '60s 
through the eyes of someone who dabbles 
in the trends of that era— astrology, draft 
resistance, acid— but whose primary 
concerns— love and self-worth— are 
universal and timeless. Many of Cecyl's 



anything else."

off-hand observations about the 
individuals who peopled the mass 
movements of that time cut to the quick 
of the myths and point out their flaws: 
that their dedication to "the cause" often 
ignorfes concern for individuals. Of her 
radical feminist roommate, Cecyl 
observes: "Barbara loved her pamphlets 
and pieces of paper so much, much more 
than she loved anybody who was just a 
real person and not a piece of paper." And 
when some Marxist students use her 
apartment for a meeting to "organize the 
workers" in her neighborhood, Cecyl gets 
angry because: 

*'...they didn't care about us or the 
neighbors at all, and in the end 
they just went away and left a big 
mess I had to clean up. ... They 
kept talking about the workers all 
the time, and most of them didn't 
have to go to work. I did. That 
made me so mad. " 
Brasil's episodic structure sometimes 
seems to ramble as Cecyl bounces from 
one friend to another, causing the reader 
to wonder if the composite of characters 
will add up to a whole picture. It does. 
Wi^ grit and simple dignity, Cecyl 
manages to penetrate racial, ethnic, social 
and «^nomic barriers, reminding us that 
"anyone can be awful no matter where 
they come from." And that they can also 
change for the better.

tune in telly for 
Austrlalian football

On Saturday, over 100,000 fans will jam two different 
stadiums on two separate continents to watch men beat 
each other silly over an oblong ball. 

In North America, as most Florida State followers 
know, the Seminoles will take on the Michigan 
Wolv^riites in college football. A game in which opposing 
teams of 11 players-outfitted with knee pads, shoulder 
pads and plastic helmets-seek possession rftl» ball and 
try to advance it by running or passing it aetfm the 
opponent's goal Ime. 

In Australia, as most of you Yanks probably don't 
know, the Hawthorn Hawks will play the Carlton Blues 
in the championship game of Australian Rules Football. 
A contest where opposing teams of 18 players- who play 
without pads— seek possession of the ball and try to 
^vance it by running, hand-passing or kicking it down 
an oval field and then booting it through an opponent's 
goalpmta. 

Not much chfference, is there? Po'haps that's why 
ESPN continues to get & good response frwn American 
sports fans for its telecasts of Aussie Rules Football. 

"It's been going real well," said ESPN representative 
Mike Soltys. "We've had it on for several years now and 
this is the second straight year we've brought the 
playoffs live from Australia. " 

Saturday's championship contest, known as the Grand 
Final, will start at 3:30 p.m. in Melbourne-that's 12:30 
in the morning in Tallahassee. With the time difference, 
Soltys said ESPN gets most of its viewers on the West 
Coast, where it is 9:30 Friday night when the games 
begin. 

But wherever American fans watch this weekend's 
battle, they'll be in for a good match, according to David 
Grunwald, a barracker (that's Au.stralian for fan, mate) 
who's been following the game down-under for many 
years. Grunwald is the North American press 
representative for the Victorian Football League, the 
NFL of Australian Rules Football. 

"Carlton is the team with the potential. Hawthorn is 
the team with experience," Grunwald said. "It's really 
a toss-up." 

Unlike U.S. games, the team that wins the Grand 
Final will probably have to tally over 100 points. 
Hawthorn and Carlton split their three previous games 
this year. Hawthorn won the regular season contests 
113-77 and 133-1 10 before Carlton forced the Hawks into 
the loser's bracket in the VFL playoffs with a 112-84 
victory. 

Grunwald smd the beginning of the Grand Final would 
be crucial in (tetermining which team would take home 
the VFL cup. 

"If Hawthorn jumps to an early lead, they'll win," 
Grunwald said. "But if Carlton gets out front, Hawthorn 
will probably come back and make the game go down 
to the wire." 

The Grand Final will be telecast live on ESPN, 
local cable channel 5, on Saturday at 12:30 a.m.

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AIDS policy 
too flexible, 
critics charge

Although Florida State University has 
adopted a recent Board of Regents policy 
detailing how to deal with students and 
employees with AIDS, some community 
members think the policy is not as effective 
as it could be. 

The BOR policy, adopted by FSU on 
September 5, defines Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome as a handicap. Under 
federal law, the university is barred from 
denying admission to handicapped 
individuals. They are required by law to 
make special accomodations for 
handicapped individuals and offer the same 
^;^rtuniti^ and benefits offered non^ 
handicapped students. 

The policy also applies to university 
employees. The university cannot 
discriminate in its hiring practices and 
current employees may not be 
discriminated against unless a handicap 
interferes with their ability to perform 
their job. 

The Board of Regents instructed each of 
Florida's nine public imiversities to appoint 
a committee for consideration of individual 
oonm'ew^s ti AI^ and recommend 
appropriate action. The ten-member 
committee at FSU is chaired by Frank 
Gagliano, director of Student Health 
Servkes.

The BOR also instructed e^h of the nine 
state universities to make available 
inforniation about AIDS and the 
precautions that may be taken to lower the 
risk of the spread of AIDS. 

**We need to get across to the university 
community that AIDS is not a disease that 
can be transmitted casually," Gagliano 
said. "You can't it just by being in 
somebody's presence." 

To do this, Gagliano said he is trying to 
distribute brochures and posters about 
AIDS to resMence halls, as well as 
fraternities and sorority houses. 

Even though 70 percent of all AIDS cases 
have been homosexual men, Gagliano said

"It's bad enough we didn't have the 
results Wednesday night," said Renegade 
Party Vice Chair Beth Bond. "But this is 
like the election that wouldn't end." 

ONLY Party Chair Paul Weaver was 



more sympathetic about waiting for the 
announcement of the winners. 

"Waiting on the reults is inconvenient," 
Weaver said. "But 1 don't find it very 
offensive." 

A few ONLY Party members weren't as 
calm as Weaver was toward tb^ 
predican^nt. One student even compared 
SG Elections Supervisor Juan Bauta to 
Leon County Elections Siqiervi^r Jan 
Pietrzyk. 

Walking through a crowd of candidates 
gathered Thursday night at FSU's Moore 
Auditorium to hear the results, Black 
Student Association Vice Piresident and 
ONLY Party memW Terrence Taylor 
yelled, "Juan Pietrzyk, let's impeach Juan 
Pietrzyk."

Former FSU star

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Senate factions key on local race

The state Senate runofif between Wayne 
Hollingsworth and Doug Nichols has 
emerged as a key contest in the battle for 
control of the Florida Senate, say 
supporters of both candidates. 

The Hollingsworth-Nichols race is one 
of the 10 elections supporters of 
Hollywood I^moo-at Ken ^nne, the 
Senate inresident designate, have been 
watching to m whether Jenne can hold 
onto the presidency. 

In a July meeting, Democrat Dempsey 
Barron and Republican Toni Jennings 
met with lobbyists to outline a plan to 
replace the moderate Jenne with 
Democrat John Vogt and a coalition of 
Republicans and conservative Democrats 
by defeating Jenne supporters in the fall 
elections. 

If lK>th Hollingsworth and Jenne 
prevail, local Nichols supporters argue 
Hollingsworth 's District 5 could suffer 
because the Lake City Democrat will be 
out with the Senate leadership. "Don't 
you have to help your boss to have him 
help you?" asked Bill Smith, president of 
City National Bank. 

But if Hollingsworth wins and helps 
Barron regain control of the Senate, local 
"prc^e^ives" contend the Senate will 
return to the old days of conservative, 
lackadaisical, autocratic rule. 

"(Barron's) philosophy is one that 
probably fit in the 1950s and 1960s," said 
Peter Butzin, a former lobbyist. "But 



Florida is now the fourth largest state, 
and we can no longer afford that 
mentality of the old pork sh(9 days." 

The Flambeau was unable to confirm 
reports that Barron is actively stqiporting 
Hollingsworth. Barron did not return 
phone calls over a one-week period. 

But Hollingsworth and Nichols 
maintain they have not pledged their 
support to either Jenne or Vogt. "I've got 
a race to win," said Hollingsworth. 

But other factors indicate the two are 
leaning to different sides. 

Nichols said he was unable to get 
Barron to meet with him sAtmt the race. 
Nichols attended a meeting of Sen. 
Jenne's Senate President's Fund earlier 
this month and has received some advice 
from the Fund's staff. 
Said Nichols: "I like to help people who 
' me." 



The President's Fund's director, Reggie 
Garcia, said Hollingsworth asked for no 
help and was not invited to the meeting. 
"It was (Hollingsworth's) decision to be 
against us," said Garcia. 

Supporters of Jenne, Hollingsworth and 
Nichols all have indicated they see the 
Hollingsworth-Nichols race as a Barron- 
Jenne battle. 

Rod Laver, an official with Florida 
Education A^ociation-United, one of the 
state's two big teachers' unions, said his 
union backs Nichob in part because 
Nichols, not Hollu^^OTth, said he would 
support Jenne. 



In Tallahassee, Nichols supporter 
TTiomas Barron, president of Industrial 
National Rank, and Hollingsworth 
suf^rter Mark Herron, a lawyer, said 
tl^ umtortand that the race has turned 
into a Barrcm-Jenne battle. 

Barron served as Senate president fi-om 
1974 to 1976 and handpicked every 
subsequent Senate president until 1984, 
according to Butzin and Jimmy Lohman, 
another former lobbyist. In 1982 a 
coalition of Republicans and conservative 
Democrats led by Barron managed to 
maintain control of the Senate. With the 
state's population moving to the cities of 
Central and Smitii Florida, however, Wes^ 
Palm Beach mediate Harry Johnston 
gained the presidency Mrithout Barron's 
support in 1984. { 

During Johnston's presidency, the 
Senate quickly changed into a mc»re 
aggressive, liberal body, Butzin and 
Lohman said. Legislation like the growth 
management bills got through the Senate 
which would not have done so in the past, 
according to Casey Gluckman, a lobbyist 
for the Sierra Club. 

Republicans currently control 10 of the 
40 Senate seats. Garcia predicted Barron 
supporters will pick up no more than two 
or three seats by November, but Mallory 
Home, a former Senate president, said 
Barron supporters may be within two or 
tluree vc^es of ousting Jenne. Jenne needs 
at least 21 of the senators' 40 votes to keep 
the presidency.

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Conflict mediation is new student forum

Arguments and 
disputes are common 
features of any human 
interaction. And while 
there are mechanisms in 
place at Florida State 
University to resolve 
conflicts, students and 
administratis differ on 
their approacl^s to con- 
flict resolution. One stu- 
dent offlctal contends 
that the judicial system 
is severely underutiliz- 
ed, while an ad- 
ministrator has initiated 

a "mediation" program which he said is a viable 
alternative to the traditional legal option. 

"Cdi^ct mediatiott offers a win-win approach, 
where both parties can feel satisfied," said FSU Dean 
of Students 4im Hayes. **The judicial process 
operates in an uncooperative atmosphere-it's 
adversarial, formal and built on a win-lose approach. 
I guess I just don't believe this is the best way to 
resolve disputes." 

Unlike Hayes, FSU Student Attorney General 
Marie Maddox says the university has a good court 
syst^^t students need to know it exists. She said 
she i^h^^ed because a number of cases that 
should|Hpen*t being routed through the student 
^INiicial system. 

"Between 400 to 420 cases were filed against 
students, but only two «me ^N^«0i0^ Jhe judicial 
system," said Maddox. "My laitel^ Wiifest is the 
protection of student rights and due process, and my 
question is why aren't students choosing this option? 
In discussions with judicial omcers they have 
pointed to a general student distrust of the court 
system," 

FSU Vice President of Student Affairs Bob Leach 
said his experiences have led him to agree with that 
perception. 

"Students have told me they prefer other 
fdtem^NMiP^I^-i^Mli^t eourt tm^tm^l^^lmm," 
said Leach. *The time spent with the otli«r c^ons 
is shorter, and students have more confideaailia^ 
because of the smaller number of people involved in 
each case. In addition," Leach said, "research has 
shown that students' peers tend to be harder than 
administrators." 

Hayes said these and other reasons prompted him 
to devise the mediation program. He said the new 
option is a far better way to iron out problems. The 



dean recruited 50^ faculty and staff interested and 
w^ing to serve as mediators. From that number he 
chos» 18 who are available to students willing to try 
tMs meUiod. 

"Many indents find themselves In a ^pute over 
living arrangements or perceived conunttnwnts with 
others," Hayes said. "Instead of walking away from 
the relationship or suffering in silence, students can 
agree to voluntarily meet with a mediator to help 
resolve their different^." 

Hayes said this program offers options which 
aren't avaUable in the traditional judicial setting. 
This makes it more effective and attractive to 
students, he said. Hayes said the mediation process 
will encourage students to take a more active role 
in solving their own problems. 

"Students can pick up skills in negotiation and 
quick conflict resolution," Hayes said. ""IImI 
disputees themselves figure out what they need to do 
together. This leads to openness and cooperation. If 
this fails, they are welcome to go through regular 
judicial channels." 

The student attorney general said there are three 
ways a case could be handled. It can be dealt with 
either i||i^1lpMiBl officer (summary adjudication), 
in an administrative hearing (with faculty or an 
admiiM^tor) or in the Student Coii^^stom. 

"Of the three optik^ jthe student dHu system 
takes the longest," said|i|i^^. "ThUWIts bluest 
disadvantage." 

Maddox said because of the time ^ctor, the court 
process is taking a bad rap. She said this contributes 
to the system being so underutilized. Maddox said 
that all too often judicial officers and administrators 
attempt to expedite the process and stress the first 
two choices over tlie third. 

"I fear that student rights are overlooked or 
forfeited when they opt for an avenue o^er than Uie 
student court," she said. "I think student 
unawareness is to blame." 

William F. Lincoln, director of The National Center 
for Collaborative Planning and Community Services, 
Inc., an organization which teaches private groups 
and individuals conflict resolution, said he expects 
the conflict industry to grow. Hayes learned 
m«dlaiimi techniques from Lincoln. 

"Conflict is escalating in this 'Future Shock' 
generadon," s|i|imiicoln. "But we are equipping 
ourselves to hk^ pim with this. We need to be 
taking classes which hone our negotiation skills, and 
gear us to promote, manage and resolve conflict." 

Hayes and Maddox agreed regardless of the 
method used, students need to know where to turn 
if they are involved in a dispute. Now, they said, 
students will have the means to resolve their 
differences. 



Hazards unheard by blind students

Although some may think beeping 
construction lights make novel room 
decorations, blind students who depend 
on them to avoid construction sites find 
potential danger without them. 

In an effort to warn visually 
impaiired and blind students of 
construction zones, Florida State 
University's Enviromental Health and 
Safety Office requires sound emitting 
blinking lights be used at all campus 
construction sides, according to Halie 
Nabi of FSU's Disabled Student 
Services. 

^amsver, these audible Uink^rs have 
been repeatedly stolen from various 
campus construction areas over the 
years, Nabi blames student 
irresponsibility. 1 2 i * ' . > 

"TTiey steal these things with utter 
disregardf<w why they are there," said 



Nabi. "It's the difference between a 
student being warned or ending up in 
a hole or ditch." 

While most students find 

construction sites an inconvenience, 
they pose a severe threat to blind 
students, a threat greatly reduced by 
the use of safety beepers. 

"We really benefit by them," said 
Kevin Miller, a visually impaired 
sophomore and member of the 
Physically Limited University 
Students program. "One time I ran 
into a fence near the Union 
ccmstriK^ion site. It could have been 
avoided had the original beeper been 
there." 

Arthur Gruber, assistant director of 
FSU's Maintenance DepartnMt, said 
' tbg ubli^^ty spmd^ about $406 each 
year rej^aeing the rtolenWmk«ss.He« 
added that private construction 



companies working on campus suffered 
similar losses. 

Why these lights are so attractive to 
thieves is still a matter of si^culation 
among administrators and students, 
but "surely they could find more 
creative room decorations," said Erika 
Kozumplik, a visually impaired 
member of PLUS. 

Kuzumplik said she felt that perhaps 
the thieves didn't know the importance 
of the lights and stressed the 
importance of greater campus 
awareness. 

PLUS and DSS will be sponsoring 
"Disability Awareness Week" from 
October 27-31. Its purpose, according 
to Nabi, is "to heighten student 
awareness of the university 
community to som0^iO^,the concerns 
that disabled students experience as 
part of their lifeirt;yiea."

FSU's Clark 
appeals dismissal

Florida State University football player Ed Clark, who 
allegedly fired a gun into a crowd after teammate Pablo 
Lopez was killed Sept. 13, appealed his dismissal from the 
university Thursday, according to FSU Dir«:tor of Media 
Relations Gerry Gilmer. 

Clark, 20, was informed Tuesday by the university's 
student judicial office that he was dismissed from FSU. 
Clark has also been charged with aggi avated assault and 
discharging a gun in a public place by police m connectiini 
with the incident. 

Clark allegedly fired a .357 Ma^um into a crowd as 
an FSU police officer was arresting Byron Joteison— the 
man who reportedly shot Lopez with a 12-gauge shotgun. 

Clark's action, according to the FSU Conduct Code, could 
be grounds for dismissal from the university. A student 
faces dismissal or a variety of other penalties if he "uses, 
possesses or manufactures, without university 
authorization, firearms, explosives, weapons, unregistered 
fireworks, or other dangerous articles or sutetaiuses 
ii\jurious to persons or property," the Cofe says. 

When informed of his apparent violations^ the Cocte, 
according to Gilmer, Clark had the opiK>rtunity to have 
a hearing in front of a university panel or in the Student 
Supreme Court. But, Clark chose adjudication by the 
university's chief judicial officer Arthur Rich. 

Though university officials wouldn't comment on the 
matter. Rich apparently ruled that Clark's violation of the 
Code was so severe that it warranted dismissal from the 
university. 

Clark appealed the ruling Thursday to the unii^rsfty's 
highest judge on Conduct Code violations— PSU Vice 
I^esident for Student Affairs Bob Leach. Leach, who was 
said to be consulting with Rich on Thursday, now has fi-^ 
class days to rule on whether Clark should be dismiss 
from the university. 

Neither Leach nor Clark were availabto fo3t comment 
on Thursday. 

Johnston endorses 
Pajcic for governor

Senate President Harry

He denied that the endorsement five days before the 
Sept. 30 runoff was the result of bitterness toward Smith, 
who briefly joined him in a "dream ticket" last year. 

"If it had been an act of bitterness 1 would have done 
this the night of the (primary) election," Johnston said. 

"I felt a moral obligation to get in the race and endorse 
Steve," he said. "I could no longer sit by and see the party 
rij^ied apart. I could no longer sit by and see negative ads 
that I thought were misleading." 
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Endorsement: 

Pajcic for governor 

In many of Tuesday's races, the Flambeau found that it had to 
endorse the lesser of two evils. In the Democratic gubernatorial 
primary, we have the choice between one good and one evil. 

Behind all the tough talk and mudslinging, there's only one 
candidate who has the experience and enthusiasm necessary to be 
the next governor of Florida. That man is Steve Pajcic. 

During the 11 years Pajcic served in the Florida Legislature, he 
demonstrated his dedication to people issues.

He was twice named 
the Conservation Legislator of the Year by the Florida Wildlife 
Federation and won the Audubon Society's Legislative Excellence 
Award two times. He backed the Save Our Rivers and the Save 
Our Everglades campaigns. He recognizes the importance of 
protecting our environment and says it isn't enough to just have 
the laws on the books. As governor, Pajcic says he wants to make 
sure those laws are enforced. 

Pajcic, whose brother Gary Pajcic once led the Florida State 
University football team to victory, also understands the need for 
more quality education for Florida's students. Pajcic realizes it isn't 
enough to have number one football teams and baseball teams; we 
need number one English, math and political science departments. 
We can depend on him to implement sound policy that would push 
our scholars to a nationally competitive level. 

While Pajcic would carefully consider each issue, we're afraid 
his opponent, Jim Smith, would take a "pass the bills and worry 
about the consequences later" approach to legislation. We worry 
that Floridians will be gambling with their constitutional rights 
and civil liberties with Smith living in the Governor's Mansion.

I wish Tuesday's legislative choice were as easy 
as the Flambeau's recent editorial made it seem. 

In 13 years of managing this newspaper, I've 
never before felt the need to challenge one of its 
political endorsements. But for this race the 
strong words of the editorial board— with the 
exception (rf* Editor Moni Bami— conceal a weak 
argument. 

Hurley Rudd is neither a "good ole boy" nor an 
"old Tallahassee conservative" as those terms 
have been commonly understood. The essence of 
his political career has been the unpredictability 
of his vote. On the city commission he was 
frequently the swing vote, mediating between 
conservative and progressive factions. In fact, I've 
watched him resist pressure from real old 
Tallahassee conservatives when he led the fight 
to stop the City from buying into the St. Lucie 
nuclear power plant and when he supported a 
sifrt^er city program with the Soviet Union. 

I've disagr^ vfit\). him more often than not, 
but I've never heard anyone contest his 
independence or integrity. His supporters include 
some hard-core reactionaries from the local 
business community and the usual handfull of 
black oportunists who make a practice of selling 
out their own people. I've never voted with them 
before and I probably never will again. 

This time, however, the alternative is the 
infinitely more odious iraurance industry and 
medical eriablishn^nt with whom Carol Bellamy 
is i^sociated. Having crushed West Virginia's 
resistance, this brutal alliance now has Florida 
in its crosshairs. They couldn't bluff Graham and 
Gunter, so their new focus is getting the 
legislature to repeal last year's insurance 
reforms. The strategy seems to be enlisting 
otherwise inoffensive candidates like Carol 
Bellamy. 

The forthcoming battle in the Florida 
Legislature over insurance regulation is one of 
national significance. If McMrida succeeds at what 
West Virginia was too small atkl poor to 
iu^complish, other atates will follow suit cnd ^ 
result could be one of biggest victoria f<»> 
consumers in the modern era. 

Previous ^nerations of Flambeau endorsement 
teams would not have stubbornly refused to 
consider a candidate's allegiance to an especially 
predatory special interest. Nor would they have 
indulged in the most unseemly fawning that has 
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PRAXIS 

been exhibited over Carol Bellamy. 

All this talk about Bellamy continuing Herb 
Morgan's "i»*ogrei»ive" role in the legtolature is 
thoughtless. Morgan began his legislatiw 
career oppc^ing the equal rights amendment, 
ended it trying to outlaw nudity on cable TV, and 
was comparably backward for the twelve years 
in between. All that can be said for him is that 
he steered a lot of state money to Tallahassee. 

The way a freshman legislator gains that kind 
of influence is by starting out with the nitty-gritty 
grunt work that senior legislators eschew because 
they've already paid their dues. I t^nk this is 
what RuM meant when he u^tiiat unfortunate 
term "errand boy.'* 

Whether the age of 58 is too late to begin this 
process is a very individual mastter. Bellamy 
ridiculed Rudd's age at a minting of the Tiger 
Bay Club before their first primary.

Her new negative campaign 
style, her votes against divestment and 
affirmative actk>n, h«r coniic-opera effort to 
become mayor pro-tea out turn, her 
destructive departure from the commission, and 
her loyalty to the insurance industry are 
persuasive evidence. 
If we put aside Bellamy's weak contention that 
her high school friendship with a moderately 
influential committee chairman is a ticket to 
legislative leadership, what have we got left? 

Bellamy: likely to cast enlightened votes on 
social tosues but closely tied to two special 
interests, and mA likely to find the power levers 
i^cessary to bring home Tallahassee's bacon. 

Rudd: mixed ^ytes on the social agenda, but 
OMN^y bad oi^s. Populist concern for the poor and 
dispossessed, and good prospects for finding the 
path to defend Tallahassee's interests against the 
depredations of south Florida legislators. 

The Flambeau editorial calls that an easy 
choice. It sure as hell hasn't been easy for me, 
but I'm going for Hurley.

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City Hall art committee 
brings art to the people

It takes more than a house to make a 
home. Likewise, it takes more than a 
fancy new building to make a city hall. 
The center of city government should 
refl^ the town's spirit— its lifestyles and 
ideals. 

To this end, the Tallahai^ee City 
Commi^ion established the City Hall Art 
Advisory Committee— a group of local 

artists whose function is to sel^ the art 
that adorns the halls of city government. 

Bob Rubanowice, Chairman of the City 
Hall Art Advisory Committee, explained, 
"The City has eight to ten advisory 
committees. Art is one of them. This 
committee was established three years 
ago to cultivate visual arts in the 
Tallahasi^e metropolitan area." 

The Art Advisory Committee is 
composed of seven professional arti^ts 
appointed by the City Commission on a 
rotating basis. 

"When the committee was established 
we had a two-prong emphasis: First, we 
wanted to get art on city walls. Second, 
we wanted to cultivate local art," said 
Rubanowice. 

To accomplish both of these goals, the 
committee offers open competitions and 
solo shows. 

"We have open competitions two tinMS 
a year, one in the Fall and one in the 
Spring," said Rubanowice. "Thus far, over 
400 local artists have participated in open 
competitions and solo exhibitions." 

Rubanowice believes that the works of 
many of the sutists would never have been 
seen if the city had not started 



competitions. 

"This is a show place for those artists 
who cannot get into major galleries to 
show their work," said Rubanowice. 

"It is very satisfying to see new, non- 
professional artists show for the first 
time," Rubanowice said. "The thrill of 
public exposure encourages them to do 
more and better work." 

The current show, Art Committee 
Invitational, contains the artwwk (tf four 
artists from past and present ccsnmittees. 
They are Rubanowice, Ben Bivens, Marie 
Parker, and Mary Jo Weale. Their works 
include stained glass, acrylics, and water 
colors. 

Marie Parker, a past member of the 
committee, is showing her watercolors for 
the first time. Parker, a free lance 
calligrapher, makes cards and certificates. 
She uses art to decorate the pages of her 
lettering work. Her nine pieces are tlM 
beginning of a series of Florida 
wildflowers. 

"The wildflowers started as a 
calligraphy project," said Parker. "But I 
became so interested in the flowers 
themselves that I decided not to use the 
calligraphy." 

Since these are her first watercolors, she 
is not as <Kmfident about them as she is 
with calligraphy. 

"I feel nervous about having my work 
in this show, without any degr^s to \mek 
up my work," Parker said. 

Rubanowice, who teaches intellectual 
history at FSU, has displayed his work in 
many galleries. For this show, he offers

On some of the songs of this album, the soundtrack 
includes Astaire's tap-dancing steps— particularly on "I 
Ain't Hip to That Step But Til Dig It" and 'i'm Dancing 
and I Can't Be Bothered Now." These excerpts afTord the 
limner a chance to appreciate the musicality of Astaire's 
tap-dancing, independent of his sublime line and form. 
Without the distraction of Astaire in top hat, white tie 
and tails (a wonderful distraction, but a distraction 
nonetheless), the listener can freely absorb the 
syncopated rhythms. 

A rapid survey of local record stores u^ncovered no Fred 
Astaire tracks, but you can special order at least two 
from The Record Bar: Fred Astaire: The Brunswick 
Recordings, from Columbia Records for $11.98 (two- 
record set), and Fred Astaire Sings from MCA for $4.98. 
Interested Astaire-o-philes should also check Back Trax 
and Vinyl Fever for old and used albums. 
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Bmm in a long time." (Of course, his 
other profound staten^nt of the 'SOs is "I 
can't drive 55.") 

What remains is a select group of 
foreigners in the shadow of the big man 
who feel it their duty to take up the fight. 
Many are artists who live between the 
guns of the East and West, so it was no 
surprise that except for Lou Reed and 
Joan Baez, foreigners dominated the 
AmiMsty International concert series this 
past summer. And in spite of American 
apathy, the, Brits, Irish and even 
Canadian artists refuse to buckle Inter 
Reagan's (and his female clone Margaret 
Thatcher's) propaganda this year. 

Bruce CoekhvLrn— World Of 
Wonders 

The gifted poet and artist from Toronto 
comes through with an inspired follow-up 
to Stealing Fire, his 1985 release which 
cwitained his second U.S. hit "If I Had A 
Rocket Launcher." The highlight of World 
of Wonders is the explosive lead-off ta-ack 
It Democracy," which features 
angry poetic lyrics built around a 
churning synthesizer riff. The song is a 
desultory phillipic against the policies of 
the International Monetary Fund, which 
loans out money to developing nations.

his stained glass. 

**^»ined i^ass for me is a non-verbal, 
non-se<M, supplement to my profes- 
sional life/' he ei^plained. 

On his seven pieces, three are part of 
his quilt series. In each of these he 
incorporates what he calls the season 
motif: one panel is blue for Winter, 
another is red for Summer, and so on!

there will be no attempts to distribute the information 
to the gay community. 

"I feel that we need to educate the entire community," 
Gagliano said. "I don't think that we should single out 
any groups." 

But Todd Leslie, education and outreach chair of 
Gay /Lesbian Support Services, said it is wrong to ignore 
the group most impacted by the disease. 

"It just makes sense to focus on the groups that are 
most effected," Leslie said. "It's like discussing the civil 
rights movement and not talking to black people." 

Leslie said at the very least the university should work 
with G/LSS on the problem at FSU. 

Although the BOR mandated that each university 
designate a staff member to be available to provide 
counseling about AII^, Gagliano said it would be 
impossible to do so on an incitiyidual basis. 

"I've had to take my time away from my patients to 
work on this particular project," said Gagliano, who is 



FSU's AIDS coun^lor. 'There is no way I can counsel 

individuals." 

Chet Kennedy, a member of Tallahassee AIDS Support 
Services, said, however, the university needs to provide 
individual counseling for AIDS victims. 

"I think there is a definite need for one-on-one 
counseling, ' Kennedy said. "Initially, that may be the 
only way to. reach some people." 

But Gagliano contended that since no additional funds 
have been allocated for the program, they have had to 
dip into university coffers to fund the inro,^. He noted 
many of the materials used in the program come from 
the U.S. Department of Health and Human Services. 

Pat Barnett, Vice Chancellor for Health Affairs, said 
the program was not given funding because it was 
expected to be combined with other health projects. 

"There are already a variety of other similar programs 
going on in the universities," Barnett said. "This 
information could be distributed in the same way." 

She said the BOR intentionally gave the universities 
a great deal of flexibility in the way they can distribute 
information on AIDS.

It sounds easy, but to Florida State Head 
Coach Bobby Bowden, that prospect is a novelty 
this season.

Although Florida A&M 
fans were looking forward 
to the "new era" with first 
year head coach Ken Riley, 
the Rattlers' first three 
games have been a mirror 
image of the 1985 season. 
But this time, it's not a 
reflection of FAMU's 
previous mentor, Rudy 
Hubbard. 

On Saturday, the Rat- 
tlers will try to keep 
history from reflating 
itself when they travel to 
Nashville, Tenn. to face Tennessee State at Dudley Field. 

In 1985, FAMU faced the Tigers in its fourth game of 
the season with the same 1-2 record. When the dust 
cleared at Bragg Stadium, the Tigers had finished on top 
12-0. According to Riley, playing TSU is once again going 
to be challenge for the Rattlers. 

'TennesM State is a big rivalry and it's going to be 
a hard-fought contest for us," said Riley. "We have been 
playing some tou^ teams and it is keeping us on our 
toes." 

The Tigers are undefeated in their first three games 
this year, but head coach Bill Thomas is concerned about 
FAMU because the Rattlers have managed to dp well 
on the scoreboard despite their two losses. 

"We have only averaged 15 points a game and there 
is no way we can keep winning football games with that 



kind of scoring," said Thomas. "Florida A&M is going 
to put the points on the board just like they have been 
all ^ason, so we have a tough game on our hands." 

TSU ofifensive baek ee^^ Mark Orlando is looking 
forward to the game with the Rattlers for different 
reasons. He started his ccXkt^ comMng eare&t at FAMU 
diuing the end of the HuUbard era and is r^ponsibk for 
a number of the recruits in the skill positions in the 
Rattlers' present backfield. Though Orlando knows the 
potential of the players in FAMU's backfield, he is still 
worried about the type of game plan the Tigers will see. 

"FAMU is doi ng different things in every game and 
they are improving in each of them," Orlando said. 
"FAMU is doing everything they can to get points on 
the board, but they are giving up a lot of yards with the 
chance they're taking." 

In previous years, Teniwssee State has been known as 
a passing team. Now, the Tigers have started to 
establish a running game with the help of Steve 
Griffin. Last week against Jackson State, Griffin rushed 
for 147 yards. 

"We have a lot of good talent in the backfield and have 
needed to establish a running game," Orlando said. 
"Now we're doing a good job and we have a little more 
balance in our attack." 

The Rattler defensive backfield will still have its work 
cut out. Tiger quarterback Stacy Greer has completed 
48 pas^s in 96 attempts for 510 yards in his firrt seamm 
in the starting position. 

"They have a balanced attack, but they have a young 
quarterback," Riley said. "We are just going to have to 
take what they give us."

a phone interview Wednesday. "I know people back 
in Tallahassee were surprised when they heard 
about it, but I think it's going to be great." 

Simmons, who is nearing the completion of four 
months of wrestling training, is expected to begin 
to compete on the Championship Wrestling from 
Florida circuit in two weeks. Most wrestlers must 
train for at least a year before they can get in the 
ring, according to CWF announcer Gordon Solte. 

"Simmons was in tremendous condition when he 
came into wrestling," Solie said. '*The fact that he's 
almost ready to wrestle is an indication of his 
tremendous athletic ability." 

Simmons' skills have been known to sports fans 
since his days with the Seminoles. From 1977 to 
1980, Simmons terrorized running backs, 
quarterbacks and offensive linemen as Florida 
Slate's startiittg noseguard. Perhaps the best athlete 
peii^to play for FSU, Simmons won Ail-American 
' honors twice and looked to be headed £(h* a brlQiant 
jirofessional football career. 

But, the best laid plans went astray for Simmons. 
After spending half a decade in the pro's, the 
defensive lineman was left without a job when the 
United States Football League collapsed earlier this 
year. 

At that point, he decided to give professional 
wrestling a shot. 

"When the USFL folded, I was still in good shape 
and wanted to exert my body," Simumons said. "I*m 
not exactly a pansy and I thought wrestling was a 
good way to prove my abilities." 

To get ready for his matches in the squared circle, 
Simmons has been working otrt in Tampa with Hire 



Matsuda, ackiiowle4ged as one of wresUing's best 
trainers. Matsuda, who was once a wrestler himself 
has instructed such stars as WWF World Champion 
Hulk Hogan, Paul Omdorff and CWF Southern 
Champion Lex Luger in the finer aspects of 
wrestling. 

Matsuda said that while Simmons is a superb 
athlete, he may not be in Hogan's class yet. 

"Ron is one of the best men I've worked with in 
the gym," Matsuda said. "But, we won't know how 
good be is until he steps in the ring." 

Matsttda's training routine, Simmons said, is 
much more difficult than anything he went through 
as an FSU footiratt player. 

"I thought my earlier days with Coach (Bobby) 
Bowden were difficult, but that training doesn't 
even compare with this," Simmons said. "You have 
to learn to handle flesh-on-flesh contact. You have 
to know how to take hits and know how to counter 
them." 

Bowden said he thought prepari^n for wrestling 
just might be more difficult than for football. 

"You've got to be in great shape to be a wrestler," 
Bowden said. "It's inan versus man." 

As tied up IttplRrith his trahiiug, Simmons 
hasn't forgotten fwTHe said he w«*««ddened by 
the death of Pablo Lopez and wanted the Seminole 
football players to know that he was aware of what 
they were going through. 

"I can really sympathize with the way they feel," 
said Simmons, who lost his grandmother and 
mother while in his teens. "They just have to go out 
and try to put every effort towards winning the 
games. Pablo would want it that way. 

"My heart wOl always be at FSU. I will never 
forget it," Simmons said.

The neck and-neck and often bitter battle 
between Democrats Steve Pajcic and Jim 
Smith winds up Tuesday as Florida voters 
name their candidates for the Nov. 4 
gubernatorial election. 

On the Republican side, former Tampa 
Mayor Bob Martinez appeared headed 
toward an easy victory over fromer U.S., 
Rep. Lou Frey Jr. 

A light turnout was likely in the state's 
partisan runoff elections— wrapping up a 
can^mign that has sAtracted little attentkin 
among the voters. 

Pajcic and Smith earned spots in 
Tueday's Democratic runoff by finishing 
1-2 in the state's Sept. 2 primary election, 
but neither man was able to attract enough 
votes to avoid the runoff. Recent polls have 
sh<wm the tovo heaifed toward decision day 
in a virtual deadl(^. 

Martinez has had an easier time of it in 
the Republican race, with (me poll putting 
his lead over Frey at a whopping 24 points 
last week. 

Pajcic and Smith traded barbs in a 
televised one-on-one debate Saturday night 
in Orlando. A GOP debate that followed 
was tame by comparison, with Martinez 
and Frey expressing agreement on several 
issues. 

Psgcic accused Smith of making personal 
iattacks on him and said his opponent

distorted the facts throughout the 
campaign and again Satturday night. 

"He's just plain flat-out wrong again," 
Pajcic said angrily when Smith sug^rted 
that he (Pajcic) would not be willing to fight 
to keep pornographic materials away from 
children. "I don't understand why he does 
this," Pajcic said. 

Pajcic reiterated his personal opposition 
to the death penalty, but said he would sign 
deiAh warrants if he is elected governor. 
But Pajcic also said Smith at one time had 
opposed capital punishment. 

"Not true again," Smith responded. He 
said Pajcic was either "flat wrong" m had 
quoted him out of context.

Mazur captured the victory, with 50 votes 
to Bond's 43. 

ONLY Chair Paul Weaver was more than 
happy that Bond was defeated. 

"I'm extremely plea^ with the results,"

the students have a lot confidence in the 
ONLY party." 

Bond said she's not sure of her party's 
future after suffering such a telling loss.

party now." 

A last minute write-in t^didate, Em^ina Neutmu^, 
in tiie School of Library Science wn her college's seat. 
Sie overcame another write-in by winning 25 of the 34 
votes cast. Also, Pat Leduc who ran uno^^os^ mm his 
seat in the school of education. 

After a two-day wait from the closing of polls 
Wednesday, Supervisor of Elections Juan Bauta 
announced the results of the 2,176 ballots cast in the 
election. He said that although there were difficulties, 
because of the computer system used this year to check 
the validity of each ballot, this was the most honest 
election run »> far at the universi^. 

For the first time at FSU we've had a real election," 
Bauta i^id. "An election ^nAmte you were elected by ihe 
people in your college." 

In order to show the effectiveness of the new computer, 
Bauta produced a list of 1,988 votes which were 
invalidated because they were cast for candidates not in 
the voters' college. He also said that there were 98 ballots 
that were invalid because the students put the wrong 



social security aumb^ on the ballot or didn't put one 

down at all. 

In year's past, all of these invalid votes and ballots 
would have been counted, Bauta said, giving a false 
outeome. 

One seat will have to be contested again this Wednesday 
due to a mispelled name. In anoth^, the failure 4^ a 
student to win a mijOTity of vot^ will imt ti^ seat up 

again. 

Basic studies seat 3 will be re-nm because Renegacte 
Party candidate Sandra Blomquist's name was 
misspelled on last week's ballot. Also, the special student 
seat where ONLY party member Andy Myers ran 
unopposed will be up again. There were no votes cast 
for this seat, and to win a candidate must receive a 50 
percent plus margain (rf victory. 

Bi^ta also^d he will re&mmmA four independent 
candidates for dkqualification. He said the cai^dates 
were all guilty of failing to turn in a final camfmign 
expense statement by 5 p.m. Wednesday as required by 
the election rules. Bauta said he couldn't divulge the 
names of the students until after they have a hearing 
in front of the Student Supreme Court today.

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Florida crime on tfie rise

Lock up your doors and windows- 
violent crime in Florida is on the increase 

According to a report recently released 
by the Florida Department of Uw 
Enforcement, crime in the state few the 
first six months of the year has ino^ased 
14.6 percent over the same period last 
year. 

Over the same period, the population in 
the state increased only three percent. 

The r^rt-compiled from statistics 
from all of the state's law enforcement 
^ndes-iwdwles violent crunss such as 
murder, rape ami robb^. 

This increase means the ^tewide 
crime rate has risen to 11.3 patent per 
100,000 population. 

Fred Schneyer, information and 
communications coordinator for the 
FDLE, the biggest single factor in the 
dramiatic increase is the spread of "crack," 
omKk&Kaiam. 

"Crack is aiMsty, insidious kind of drug 
that does seriws dams^e to the body," 
Schneyer said. "It is pn^iaUy ti^ bi^^ 
single factor is the spread of crime." 

Marty Bobek of the Special &rvic^ 
Bureau of the FDLE agreed

anything to the rate increase," Bobek 
said. "There is a correlation, though." 

According to the report, rock cocaine is 
readily available, relatively inexpensive 
and highly addictive. FDLE officials said 
crack addicts often resort to theft to 
siwort their habit and this contributed to 
tbe dramatic increase in robberies. The 
number rf roUberies, including armed 
robberies, rose from 16,429 m the first 
half of last year to 21,400 over the same 
period of time in 1986. This is an ini3«iMe 
of over 30 percent. 

The total value of stolen goods recmmA 
was $126,042,928, only 29.4 percent of all 
goods stolen in the first dx nutnths of tiie 
year. 

Murd^ was up 1^ tiian one paromt— 
from 640 murders in the first half <tf 198S 
to 643 in the first half of this year. 
these reported murders, only 587 arrests 
were made. 

Reported rape increased 2.6 percent, but 
less than half of the number of rapes 
reported r^ulted in arrests. 

The increases in violent crime occurred 
deq>ite the 1,783 new law enforcement 
officials swam in across the ^te la^ 
year.

Crossing Tennessee Street at rush hour 
can be a difficult task, |:m|ima|^ doing 
it blindfolded. 

That's exactly what students of FSU's 
Orientation and Mobility program do in 
training for education of the blind as part 
of their Special Education major. 

**The best way to teach tiiem to use their 
otl^r sens^ and relate to the blind is to 
put them through a f|ii^ similar to a 
program they will put tHeu' own ^dents 
through," said Purvis Ponder, Associate 
Prrfessor of Reading and Special EdiKa- 
tion. "When blind people get in a crowd, 
they experience anxiety, embarrassment 
and frustration. I want my students to ex- 
perience these emotions so they can relate 
to their students on an emotional level." 

"At first you think, my God, how can 
anybody do tliis," said Anna Johnson, one 
oi the students in the program. But now 
in her second semester, she has worked 
up to what is called "Eh-op-Off," when a 
student is placed at an unknown location 



and asfflgned a destination that th^ must 
readi blindfolded, using a cane. 

"If I'm going to teach education 
students to interpret a non-visual wtn-ld, 
I've got to teach them nm-vimially," said 
Pon^r. The program starts in a veiy suxq^ 
room and builds until the students learn 
to cross major intersections and even take 
a bus to the mall for a shopping trip. 

Lauren Totten, one of the five sfctwients, 
explained the technique for listening, 
called Projecting Out, as training your 
ears to be able to hear things like the 

direction of traffic, if it's heavy or soft, and 
if the traffic is one way or two. A person 
uses this to go with the traffic, to cross the 
street, and to identify the general area of 
town. 

"Everyone that asks me what my major 
is, their eyes get big and they say, 'Wow, 
you have a lot of patience,'" said Totten, 
"But teaching the blind doesn't take as 
much patience as people think. It's just 
like teaching a normal child a new 
concept."

Ronald Reagan surinrised almost no one by vetoing Congress's 
weak sanctions against Smith AMca Sfttuitfaiy. His reactionary 
behavior may have caused consternation, but it all fits when taken 
within the framew(Mrk of the Reagan mind. 

He's too narriMV and ^inse to see the handwriting on the wall, 
even when his (^nfidentes and public opini(m point it out to him. 
Everyone else knows the end of apartheid will come as surely as 
sunrise <»* sunset. But while we in this country are clear wh(^ 
side we are on, Res^an continues to blunder blindly on his road 
to ruination. 

His veto once again establishes him sis a racist and a fool. He 
mparts his position bemuse )m claims sam^ions would only hurt 
black Africans. But the very p^ple he professes to support are 
themselves advocates of sanctions— except for a few 
accomodationists. 

B<^ Reagan and South African President Beter Botiia reprint 
interests that clash with those established for conmion people. 
These men are liars and thieves who clothe their falsehoods in 
syrupy platitudes while blood drips from their fingers. Botha said 
last month "If we have to suiter sanctions for the sake of 
maintaining freedom, justice and order, tl^n we must survive 
them." 

Such rhetoric means nothing. This was SHid to placate the bigots 
in his party and nation. Both Reagan and Botha exhibit a 
gratuitious disregard for anything that advances black intere^s, 
and underline the maxim liiat power concedes nothing without 
struggle. Reagan's arguments ring hollow considering the 
universal move to impose sanctions, and pale when we consider 
that he has had no such qualms in imposing sanctions against 
Nicaragua, Cuba and Libya. 

The firestorm surrounding sanctiomi is being fought on at least 
two different levels. Supporters are arguing on moral and ethical 
terms, while Reagan and his cohorts are concerned with the 
strategic and mineral importance of South Africa—and little else. 
With that in mind, Reagan's oi^nents can expect the president 
to remain unmoved. But now the stage has been set for a msgor 
embarassment fcnr .Reagan when Congress overrides ^Ik^to. 

Archbishop Desmond Tirtu s«^s history will judge ll^gan 
harshly for his veto, while con^rvative Sen. Richard Lu^u>says 
America must be on the right side of the battle in history. But it 
goes deeper than that. Our only consideration shouldn't be how 
we'll look to future generations. We ^ould be concerned with 
shaping ami influ^nciflg history's direction^ And the American 
pvMic is pois^ to do just that.

This 

is for a tc^ p6pul]ation oi 120 million. Many Japanese 

have more than one religion, an unusual prau^ice in the 

West. Still, the claims ^m too high. If only those people 

who really devote themselves to religion are a)unted, l^e 

numbers will be boiled down to one tentib or even one 

hundredth of those cited above. 

In fact, the majority of Jaj^ese profess to have no 
interest in religion at all; there is no State religion; tiime 
is supposed to be no connection between national and 
religious functions; religious instruction is forbidden in 
public schools. Nevertheless, the influence of religion on 
Japanese life remains strong. The influence is so strong 
that the Japanese have fully incorporated it into their 
value systems and their everyday life. It is everywhere, 
like air, and so they don't even see it. 

Most Japanese conduct birth and marriage ceremonies 
according to the Shinto religion, and they conduct their 
funerals following Buddhist rituals. They don't think 
that a new year has begun, and they feel somewhat 
uncomfortable, unless they go to Shinto shrines in their

Modem Japan has many 
problems. Bulging among 
children is a serious social 
ill.

The 
younger generation becomes more and more apathetic, 
ethnocentric, and egocentric. But somehow we have 
maintained a climate of civility. Recent international 
crime statistics are illuminating: According to figures 
released by the Keizai Koho Center in 1^% the rate of 
theft is five times Mgh^ ia Uie U.S. than in Japan; the 
rate of homicide, six times high^; the rate of rape, 17 
times higher; ^d the rate of robbery, 115 times higher. 

Japan's low crime rates owe a lot to the Japanese police 
forces, among the most efficient and respected in the 
world.

Ronald Reagan surprised almost no one by vetoing Congress's 
weak sanctions against South Africa Saturday. His reactionary 
behavior may have caused consternation, but it all fits when taken 
within the framework of the Reagan mind. 

He's too narrow and dense to see the handwriting on the wall, 
even when his confidentes and public opinion point it out to him. 
Everyone else knows the end of apartheid will come as surely as 
sunrise or sunset. But while we in this country are clear whose 
side we are on, Reagan continues to blunder blindly on his road 
to ruination. 

His veto once again establishes him as a racist and a fool. He 
supports his position because he claims sanctions would only hurt 
black Africans. But the very people he professes to support are 
themselves advocates of sanctions— except for a few 
accomodationists. 

Both Reagan and South African President Pieter Botha represent 
interests that clash with those established for common people. 
These men are liars and thieves who clothe their falsehoods in 
syrupy platitudes while blood drips from their fingers. Botha said 
last month "If we have to suffer sanctions for the sake of 
maintaining freedom, justice and order, then we must survive 
them." 

Such rhetoric means nothing. This was said to placate the bigots 
in his party and nation. Both Reagan and Botha exhibit a 
gratuitious disregard for anything that advances black interests, 
and underline the maxim that power concedes nothing without 
struggle. Reagan's arguments ring hollow considering the 
universal move to impose sanctions, and pale when we consider 
that he has had no such qualms in imposing sanctions against 
Nicaragua, Cuba and Libya. 

The firestorm surrounding sanctions is being fought on at least 
two different levels. Supporters are arguing on moral and ethical 
terms, while Reagan and his cohorts are concerned with the 
strategic and mineral importance of South Africa— and little else. 
With that in mind, Reagan's opponents can expect the president 
to remain unmoved. But now the stage has been set for a major 
embarassment for Reagan when Congress overrides his veto. 

Archbishop Desmond Tutu says history will judge Reagan 
harshly for his veto, while conservative Sen. Richard Lugar says 
America must be on the right side of the battle in history. But it 
goes deeper than that. Our only consideration shouldn't be how 
we'll look to future generations. We should be concerned with 
shaping and influencing history's direction. And the American 
public is poised to do just that. 

Sanctions ai e needed to unseat a recalcitrant regime which black 
South African leader Winnie Mandela described as "immoral, 
uncivilized and un-Christian." In the eyes of most administration 
critics and South Africans, anything less is unacceptable.

According to Myrna linger, also an 
assistant director with Career Placement, 
students often assume they can come in 
and sign up for an interview a few days 
before the company is scheduled to arrive. 
Student interviews are scheduled by the 
Career Placement Center at least one 
week in advai^e— but, according to 
Unger, to mmre an int^ew with a. 



specific company and to take advantage 
of the most opportunities, students should 
register for their on-campus interviews 30 
days in advance. 

Thursday's orientation will include a 
guest speaker from a local Florida bank, 
as well as how-to ittfcarmaticm concerning 
preparing for an on-campiw interview, 
resiwae writing, and the job search 
process. Clark said that after attending 
this orientation, students will be eligible 
to sign up for on-campus interviews.

The Career Placement Center is 
particularly eager to assist liberal arts 
majors in their career plans because 
traditionally liberal arts majors have the 
hardest time locating satisfactory jobs 
following graduation.

Other events scheduled by the Car^r 
Center this semester include government 
career day, getting into graduate ^hool, 
nursing and health careers, and changing 
careers. Additionally, the Placement 
Center will lead sessions this semester on 
resume writing, employment 
interviewing, and how to choose a major 
or career.

The program, known as the Delinquent 
Minority Youth Employment Program, 
was officially started on July 1, but it 
didn't actually kick off until Thursday 
according to League President Rev. 
Ernest Ferrel. 

With the funding and aid of the Florida 
l^artment Labor and Employment 
Security, the Urban League secured 25 
jobs on the first day and received some 40 
applications. The League's contract with 



the FDLES calls for a total of 151 jobs to 
be lumded out to the youth. 

"ft (the program) is designed to aaiist 
local minority youth who dropped out of 
school and h&ve records of delinquent 
activities," Ferrel said. 'These are young 
pe<^le without any skills who are hard to 
place in jobs. We are trying to place them 
in unsubsidized job programs." 

Ferrel said that the activities Thursday 
were "very hopeful," and that he expected 
further help from Tallahassee and Leon 
County authorities as well as more 
in^lvement from busine^ in the area. 
He added that he didn't forsee any 
problems in enqiloying the 151 youths 
that the contract requires.

^ When the University Symphony 
Orchestra began in 1926 under the 
i direction of faculty member Ethel M. 
Tripp, no one knew it. That year it was 
I called the College Orchestra, and only a 
year before it had been nothing more than 
a string ensemble class. 
^'i^With ttie leadership of Tripp and 
many c^ers after Iwr, it eventually grew 
into one of tlw primary p«rf<Mrming 
ensembles of the School of Music. 

Tonight, under the direction of 
conductor Philip Spurgeon, the Ul^ 
begins its seventh decade of performances 
with a two part program featuring 
Brahms' "Academic Festival Overture," 
Symphonic Variations for Piano and 
^heatara by Cesar Franck, and Dvorak's 
Ml Sym^iony in G Major, Op. 88 

Even tlioi^ €his year's symphony is 
relatively young, Spurgeon has high 
hopes for the group. 

"Because they are younger, Uiey*ll be 
around for a while," said Spur^n. '"I^ 
cello section is exceptionally good. The 
Dvorak in this concert feature that group, 
especially in the first and fourth 
movements."

"It's more comfortable, really, because 
I feel like I'm part of one unit," Parker 
said. 

The center section of the piece, a theme 
and six variations, is also different. 
Instewi of delineating each variation, 
FVwick blemfed endings and beginnings 
together. 

"It takes a fairly ^nsttive director, 
because of ft-eedom in tempo and mood, 
knowing who's going to follow whom," 
noted Parker, who has taught piano at the 
University of Southern Mississippi and 
presently teaches at Jacksonville State in 
Jacksonville, Alabama.

Peckinpah massacres gila monster

EARLY TUESDAY 
Nero Wolfe (1977)— Mystery fans will, I think, enjoy 
this adaptation^ Rex Stout's 1965 novel The Doorbell 
Rang, one of the best of his long-running Nero Wolfe 
series. Thayer D^vid (Professor Stokitt <tf tiie old Dor* 
Shadows program) plays the famed armchair detective 
rotund connoisseur of orchids and beer and Tom Mason 
is engaging as leg man Archie Goodwin who does all of 
his boss's outside work. ^Traditionally, Wolfe leaves his 
quarters as little as possible.) This time the redoubtable 
Nero's chief opponent is not the usual crafty murderer 
(although there is one somewhere in the plot), but the 
FBI of J. Edg^ Hoover. S^ms rich lady Anne Baxter 
is being handed 1^ them, and she's willing to pay Wolfe 
|1M,000 to devise sobm Mheme for curtailing their 
sufveillantie. 'Riis was intended to \m the pilot for a 
regular show, but Thayer David died unexpectedly ami 
the series idea was not revived until several years later 
when William Conrad (TV's "Cannon") was cast as the 
fat investigator. David was better— much better. (WTBS, 
cable 2, 2:10 a.m.) 

EARLY WEDNESDAY - 
The Ballad of Cable Hague (1970)— ^si Peckinpah, 
the dean of cinema vi<^nce, f<^lowed up The ^^Ud 
Bunch, his bloody 196S paean of the art of cowboy 
ma^acres, with this change-of-pace picture which is, of 
all things, a bawdy Western comedy. (Just to let you 
know that he still means business, though, he blasts a 
gila monster into slow-motion pieces in the opening 
scene.) Jason Robards plays the title characteer of this 
shaggy-desert-rat story and Stella Stevens is the gilded 
object of his affections, the proverbial P.W.A.H.O.G. 
(Prostitute With A Heart Of Grold). Those ol' slimesuckers 
brother Martin and L.Q. Jones (the murderous bounty- 
hunters of The Wild Bunch) lend charm and elegance 
to the film asfiogue's double-crossii^ partners an^i^ 
^11, there are good m^ae^ from David Wam^, mm 
Hckens, and B.G. Armstrong. Not as amusing as it once 
seemed to be, but enjoyable enough and an interesting, 
almost lyrical flipside to the Peckinpah rough-tough 
B^^que. (WCTV, cable 9, 12:40 a.m.) 

EARLY THURSDAY 
The Devil and Daniel Webster (1941)— Ever since 
Stephen Vincent Benet first wrote "The Devil and Daniel 
Webster," the piece has seemed not so much a literary

work as an authentic part ctf American folklore. RKO- 
Radio surely <Kd right by it witli ths fuely acted and 
crafted production, despite somewhat pedestrian 
direction by William Dieterle. Walter Huston (director 
John's pappy) burns up the scenery as the Devil of the 
tale— a cocky demonic bumpkin named "Mr. Scratch" 
who tempts New Hampshire hardluck farmer Jabez 
Stone into selling his soul for seven year's prosperity, 
then comes to collect in full at the end of the assigned 
period. Pleading the case for the defense is Edward 
Arnold, best rraiember^ as a fat^t vUbdn in the films 
Frank Ci^ra. His Daniel Webstm' wins the ^y for 
am^bor over a brimstone Jury of limned 

murderers, pirates and renegades (but Americims all!). 
A si^ial delight is the Oscar- winning miudc of Bernard 
Herrmann, who had come to Hollywood the year before 
as part of Orson Welles' entourage. Herrmann's deft 
scoring captures all the aural elements of the story: the 
sad waltz of a doomed soul, a breakneck sleighride and 
a boisterous barn dance with fiddle accompaniment by 
Satan himself (SHOWTIME, cable 15, 2:10 a.m,)

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Sondhaim gives Shakespeare the schlick

Adaptation d'BrM^ay hits have long 
been a pesowce ft 

providing ready-made elements which 
need 1» dmmati(»lly to make 
the pre-accepted prcxiuct available to 
viewers who could never make it to New 
York. But, with film rights costing 
millions, in addition to expjensive cast and 
sets, the behemoths of Broadway like 
Oklahoma, South Pacific^ Sound of Music 
and West Side Story, fell frwn^e grasp 
of film production companies and in the 
m»l-'^ to be a^vuMe audnstay 
flltti genre. 

West Side Story, showing tMi^ht at 
FSU, falls into this group as 
representative of the move to a pseudo- 
realistic integration of plot and music in 
the Hollywood musical. The plot provides 
a framework and excuse for Stephen 
Sondheim's musical numbers, creating a 
kind of 'Ytw^ ^imnA" so tl^y may 
spring, organically, out of ^e developing 
ntuatkm. 

At its best, this wganic iq[}proach makes 
use of wonderftil songs such as "Maria," 
sung alone, to reveal a character's inner 
heart and mind. In this intimate context, 
it seems a comfortably naturalistic and 
easily justified part of the narrative. 

However, when the narrative framework is abruptly 
and repeatedly interrupted to interject a highly contrhred 
song ai^ dttMe munter» the i^ift becomes destructive 
to the cinematic process. The interposing of heavily 
tbei^rMai pieces ta^^ ^ of viewer identification 
which is a fundamental element of the film experience. 

Of course, the root of the problem is in the "social 
< reality" of the story—a superficial reworking of the 
classic "Romeo and Juliet" themes into 1950s New York 
streetgang rivalry. While the organic musical format 
works well enough for a Fred Astaire/Ginger Rogers 
romantic farce, it creates a confusing contradiction of

significance when the issues are destructive ethnic 
rivalry, equal opportunity, juvenile delinquency, family 
disint^ation, police prejudice, tragic love and morte. 

Flaws aside, West Side Story won ten Academy 
Awards, including Best Picture of the Year. Some of the 
songs have become classics and nearly all will sound 
familiar even if you've never seen the film. Forgive the 
mi^irt lea^ smd tiie dated vernacular and eiyoy this 
ambitious musical achievement. 

West Side Story screens tonight at 7:30 and 10:05 
in FSlJ*s Moore Auditorium. Admission is $2.

City ordinances may 
reduce Library hours

A proposal by the Tallahassee City 
Commission to make bottle clubs 
answerable to the same laws as 
establishments selling alcoholic beverages 
has drawn criticism from the owners of one 
recently-opened club. 

The nmwem ^ the Late Night Libn 
located on the (X)mer of Woodward A\^nue 
and St. Augustine Stre^, said the iH*op<^d 
ordinances were unSear Mid could harm 
their business. 

The ordinances, proposed by City 
Commmissioner Betty Harley, would make 
the same city ordinances regulating bars, 
restaurants and package stores apply to 
establishments which do not sell alcohol 
bat aUcw Picons t» fai^tig their own. 

If the proposads pass, no open containers 
of alc(^olic beverages would be allowed 
within 5(X) feet of the establishment. Also, 
a closing time of 2:30 a.m. would be 
mandated by the city for the 
establishments. Currently neither 
ordinance is applicable to bottle clubs. 

After holding a public hearing on the 
proposed ordinances, the city commission 
will vote Ml them at the commission 
meeting October 8. 

Harley said Uie commission is just 
BM^ii^ tJie current <tf dinaiu^s more fair 



to everyone. 

"We are just trying to work out a glitch 
in the law," Harley said. "These 
establishments fell through the cracks 
when we originally worked on the 
ordinances that cover everybody else in 
alcohol sales and consumptions." 
Mcintosh, one of three Sigma Alpha 
lilon fril^nufy brothers who own the 
club, said spgling them out wss unfair. He 
said that vk the three weeks the cMi} has 
been open, there haven't been any major 
problems and charged that the city is just 
trying to close them down. 

"The proposed ordinances came up three 
weeks after we opened," said co-owner Tim 
Mcintosh. "I guarantee that the city is 
after us." 

Harley admitted the opening of the Late 
Night Lilx'ary prompted the proposed 
ordinaces. ' 

"It probably wouldn't have come up if it 
hadn't opened," Harley said. "If they 
hadn't opened there wouldn't have been a 
problem." 

But Tallahassee Police Department 
spokesman Scott Hunt said that since the 
bottle club opened, there have been about 
12 complaints filed pertaining to the club. 
Those complaints include charges of 
disorderly conduct, vandalism and one 
charge of sexual battery.

Other businesses located in the area have 
complained about the damage done to their 
property by inebriated patrons of the club. 

"Somebody urinated on my front door 
last week," said Tim Prescott, vice 
president of Standard Plumbing and 
Industrial Supply on Woodward Avenue. 
"This is a place of business. We don't have 
time to clean up mess like this every 
morning." 

Rodney Reeves, executive vice prmicitent 
of the Florida State University Credit 
Union, said that since the bottle club 
opened, he has seen an increase in damage 
to their property on the corner of 
Woodward Avenue and St. Augustine 
Street. 

"Last week someone pulled up seven . 
shrubs we had planted in the border and 
threw them into the driveway," Reeves 
said. 



Rick Johnson, general manager of the 
Florida Flambeau, located directly across 
from the bottle club, said patrons 
consistently break tottles in the Flambeau 
parking lot. 

"We get here on Monday and there is 
broken glass from one end of the parking 
lot to the other,'* Johnson said. 

But the Late Night Library will not be 
the only local business effected by the new 
ordinances. OA Chapel, a dance hall at 812 
South Ms^)mb 1^., would also have to 
comply. 

George Barker, managing director of C A 
Chapel, said they would have to cut back 
on the length of their live bands, which 
usually play until 3 a.m. 

"I think the ordinances are a really 
stupui idea," Barker said. "What you are 
really saying is that people can't drink

Prominent Florida State University history Professor 
James Leitch Wright, Jr., 57, was struck and killed by 
a hit-and-run driver early Sunday morning while jogging 
on North Meridian Road, according to Florida Highway 
Patrol Lt. Ron Gambrell. 

Wright wats jogging ncwtli in the southbound lane of 
Meridian Road at about 6:10 a.m. when he was struck from 
behind by a 1980 twodoor Ford which had crossed the center 
line, said Gambrell. After being hit, Wright rolled over 
the hood and smashed the windshield before falling back 
into the southbound lane. He was pronounced dead at the 
scene about 1.6 miles north of Tallahassee.

Hollingsworth shocked Nichols by taking 25 
percent of the vote in Leon County. Nichols took 24 
percent of the district's vote. Both Hollingsworth and 
Nichols call themselves "conservatives," and both are 
one-time farmers and developers. 

•In the state House District 10 race, Carol Bellamy 
and Hurley Rudd, both former Tallahassee mayors, have 



offered themselves as the more effective lobbyist for Leon 
County's interests in the mold of the man they seek to 
replace, Herb Morgan. Rudd took 36 percent of the vote 
in the Sept. 2 five-way primary, while Bellamy took 30 
percent. 

•In the Leon County Commission District 3 race, the 
only local incumbent forced into a runoff primary. Bob 
Henderson, will square off with former Leon County 
Superintendent of Schools Ed Penn. Althou^ incumbent 

Henderson has raised six times as much money as 
opponent Fenn, Fenn shocked Henderson Sept. 2, 
winning 30 percent of the vote. Henderson earned 36 
percent. 

•In the county commission District 5 runoff former 
Gripe Night TV show host Gtery Yorto will take on 
fcarm^ omnty commissicm^ Jade Whiddcm. YmrAm took 
33 percent the vote in the Sept. 2 primary, while 
Whiddon took 22 percent. Yordon's campaign has 
featured an emphasis on environmental protection and 
social services, while Whiddon has stressed his business 
and 20-year commission experience and Yordon's 
"liberal" views.

Tallahassee and its environs are now 
welcoming the first of raiUiotis of fall 
visi^mr i^ut th^ travelers won't fill 
ho^^ski w elog local highways. 
/R^ Minual bird migration is in full 
swing, and North Florida is a prime area 
for witnessing this natural explosion of 
color and variety- 

"The big push is coming up right now," 
said Jim Cox, a nongame biologist for the 
Florida Game and Fresh Water Fish 
CommissMm. "The tin^ that Tve seen tiie 
mort bir^ iftjn Qm firrt two weeks of 
Octdijer." 

The Capital City may still be swelteri^ 
under summer temperatures, but shorter 
days and cooler conditions over mi^h of 
the continent are prompting tb@ wv|fp|i 

exodus to milder climes 

"That's one of the interesting things 
about migration," said Cox. "You can get 
birds from all over North America." 

Many biids will spend the winter in the 
area, h» uaikt while others just stop to rest 
b^we flyu^ to Latin America oat the 
Caribbean. . 

biggest concentrations of birds 
arrive on the leading edges (tf e^d fronts, 
said Cox. Using radar, he once witnessed 
two million songbirds in a 10-milt wide 
strip over Leon County. 

An incredible variety of species 
farticipate in the enormous migrations. 
Cw said in certain areas it is possible to 
y^tify 150 to 170 different types of birds 
in a singto day. Tbe most tMUMB 
ton^urd migrants, he said, are tlM 
warblers, vireos, tanagers, and 
flycatchers. 

City dwellers don't need to travel far to 
witness the migrations, and may only 
have to look as far as their backyards. Cox 
said he has noted many species from his 
home in downtown Tallahassee, and 
added that bird baths can help lure the 
thirsty transients into easy view. 

Otl^ good birding spots within the aty 
limits includte Myers Park, Tom ftrown 
Park, and Lafayette Park, but the nearby 
Gulf Coast offers the best opportunities 
for amateur ornithologists. 

Gary Griffin, a volunteer worker at 
St. Marks National Wildlife Refuge, said 
popular spots on the coast are St. George 
Island and St. Joseph's Peninsula, but as 
for "being close to Tallahassee, the St. 




Marks Refuge is the best." 

"It's excellent for the shorebird 
migration and there are some good piney 
woods to the warbler migration," said 
Griffin. "This is the absolute peak of it." 

Also visible at the Refuge, located south 
of Tallahassee, are fluctuating numbtjrs 
of wintering waterfowl, said Cox. 

"A lot of the duck numbers we get down 
here dej^ncte on the severity of the 
wint^"." 

A^ompanying the waterfowl aftd 
Km^^i^ south are many species 
hawks, said Cox, best seen at St. Joseph 
Peninsula State Park. He said it's possible 
to spot 12 to 14 different types of raptors 
at the park near Port St. Joe. 

Birds and tourists aren't the only things 
heading south for the winter, however. 

"Every fall there's a butterfly migration 
irto peninsular Florida," said University 
rfFlwida entomologist Tom Walker. *'BvA 
th&te are only a few species that are very 
conspicuous to the casual viewer." 

T^e best known migratory butterfly is 
the monarch, which gathers in large 
numbers in coastal areas before 
continuing ^uth. Walker said in early 
October, monarchs are best seen in large 
clusters on shrubs and trees in the St. 
Marks Refuge.

The DMrger betwe^ Mkhael Marni and NBC is an odd 
one. Mann, ex«native produ^ of NBC's signature hip 
show Miami Vice, polishes tiie gtatening, primal TV 
surface, buffing it to a shine so high the viewer sees 
nothing else. Meanwhile, NBC is fine tuning its hearth- 
and-home halo, leading the network pack wiOi The Cosby 
Show and Family Ties. 

Mann is part Paul Schraeder, director of Cat People, part 
Micky ^illane, a figurative and literal hybrid. On a 
re<^nt Ixtmdcast of the Atlanta-based series Cinema 
SfmwamtUsMti appeared in Micky ^illane's boxer body 
wearing e»e of Paul &*raete^*8 (w Sonny Crockett's) 
dark, Italian smts with glove leathw dippers and shiny 
silk socks. He is an urbane hit man. 

The Schraeder/Spillane mix continues into Mann's 
films: Thief and Manhunter. Mann's worit inhabits crime's 
milieu. He admires psychopaths if they are smart. He 
enjoys the battle between Good and Evil, Othello and lago, 
God and the Devil, the rising mafia don and the good cop! 
He can even sympathize with the child an atdult 
psychopath once was. 

But the adult, as ex-FBI agent Will Graham says so 
cogently in Manhunter "He is irredeemable. Someone 
shwild waste the sick f-k." Bo, add his sodal working 
heart to a serious addiction to the sensuous surfi^ emd 
that's Michael Mann, the man wbo toli his 
cinematographer on ManhurUer. "I mMA. it to loA Ifte 
the Fauvists' paintings." 

Here comes Mann's latest: Crime Story, first fittingly 
premiered in the 10 p.m. Friday slot, right after Miami 
Vice, and now replacing Remington Steele at 10 Tuesday 
n^t. It's Mann's hippest yet. It looks good, sounds good-

low content/high octane. 

A serial spanning two decades, on the order of a Chicago- 
based Godfather Parts I and // and then some, Crime Story 
is brash in its ambitions, like Montogomery Cliff in A 
Place in the Sun. Here is the good cop Mike Twello (played 



by Dennis Farina, i^ was a cop himself as re^ntly as 
1985) and the bad, but smart and ^^itive, young mafia 
don Ray Luca (Anthony Deni^n) and. well naturally they 
clash. They also have wives, associates and other matters 
to thicken the plot-like Hill Street Blues in its first two 
seasons, there's enough going on in Crime Story to make 
you pay attention. 

Or you can just watch the scenery go by. It plays like 
black-and-white but there are some colors, intense ones- 
no Fauvist palette hwe. More like the Caravaggio tones 
CoppoUa usei in The Godfather, Pmrt 11, blood reds, ochres. 
Tliere are also vintage cars, hosed4own stareets a la James 
Wong Howe, and Darlanne nuegel m Tmllo's wife Julie, 
who looks to be about 20 years younger than the guy but 
we don't know why. 

Not that it's hard to imagine a woman falling for 
Torello/Farina. He's got a face like James Coburn, private 
and calm, and a no-nonsense voice. He debuted as an actor 
in Mann's Thief and has also appeared in Miami Vice and 
Manhunter. He plays it close to the vest: his acting roles 
are usually men of few words, used to being in command, 
uronic. It mi^ be years before anyone knows if he can art 
because he looks and sounds so right. 

People with an aversion to violence, even off-screen, 
should avoid Crime Story, which has a lot of violence both 
implied and in full view. Not much blood, but a lot of shoot- 
em-ups and mayhem in beauty parlors and diners and 
department stores. Violence aside, Crime Story seems the 
best of the fall TV crop. At least for now it's new and 
moody and compellmg. Wait and see if the characters 
develop past their right/wrong armor and if the Torello's 
get to have a baby. If it dies in mid-season Mann will 
pr<^bly ha^ a new radical epic to replace it.

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Fact and fantasy merge in Strangelove

On its premiere in 1963, Dr. Strangelove, Or How I 
Learned to &op Worrying And L(we Tfu Bomb was bill^ 
as "the ultimate ni^tmare eooMdy'* and consiiiered a 
satirical masterpie^ of cold war paranoia. A quarter 
of a century has failed to dull the film's edge; in fact, 
Dr. Stangelove is more relevant now than ever, lof^ung 
less like satire and more like reality. 

Dr. Strangelove is essentially a three-act dramatization 
of the events leading up to an "accidental" nuclear war. 
Although based on the serious" fiction novel Red Alert 
by Peter George, director Stanley Kubrick decided to tell 
the story as a black comedy, which he felt would make 
the events in the film more truthful. The r^ulting 
screenplay by Kubrick, George and Terry Southern (who 
would later co-write the screenplays for Easy Rider and 
The Loved One) is therefore both a realistic (topiction of 
the mechanics of war and a surrealistic vinon ^ ^ 
decisions made. 

As the film begins, the threat of a nuclear war is 
brought about by the actions of a psychotic American 
General, Jack D. Ripper. Believing that fluoridation is 
a Communist plot to taint the purity of our "precious 
bodily fluids," Ripper orders an attack by B-52 bombers 
staticmed on the Russian bon^. His actions bring about 
an emergency meeting in the Pentagon's War Room, 
where American President Merkin J. Mufiley attempts 
to Mgate Ripper's actions. The War Room meeting 
brings about a clash of cold war ideologies; the President 
wants to avoid war by either obtaining the bomber recall 
code from General Ripper or informing the Russians of 
the impending attack, while the Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs, General "Buck" Turgidson, wants to "catch the 
Ruskies with their pants down." While the theoretical 



merits of the attack are debated in the War Room, the 
actualities are followed aboard a single B-52 bomber 
commanded by Major T. J. *'King" Kong. 

1^ suspense of Dr. Strangelmx is dependent ^<m the 
way Kubrick cuts back and ^rth be^een the thne 
locations. Will the recall code be ol^ned in time from 
General Ripper? Will the President reach Major K(mg 
in time? Will the B*52 drop the bomb? We become 
involved in a race against a "realistic" clock, where the 
events in the film take roughly the same amount of time 
as the film itself, and editing within this time frame 
brings us to the edge of our seats. 

While suspense is created in the film's use of time and 
editing, Dr. S^angekwe'a satire coums from seirwral 
inaudible ^»nie performances. ^»rling Hayden pcarteys 
Ril^r, the proto^pe ctf a 19508 right wing ^nm>al; 
George C. Scott (as '*Bw:k^ Turgidson) is equally right 
wing, but speaks in military euphemisms that obscure 
the true terror of nuclear war. Peter Sellers' three 
characterizations express a broad spectrum of humanity 
in the grip of this madness: President Muffley, a man 
of reason in a world without reason, Group Captain 
Lionel Mandrake, the proper and stuffy Englishman 
trying to obtain the recall code from Ripper, and Dr. 
Strangelove, the mad scientist who thrives on the 
perfection of death. 

^angelove is that rare movie where realism (in 
vimial rtyle) and surrealism (in dial<^^) blend perfectly, 
as do suspense and comedy. Prior to making tiiis film 
Kubrick said "I'm now interested m taking a story, 
fantastic and improbable, and trying to get to the bottom 
of it^ to make it seem not only real, but inevitable." 

Dr. Strange hue screens tonight at 7:30 and 9:30 in 
FSU's Moore Auditorium. Admission is $2. 



Mountain music from south of the border

The Mestizo, the hybrid people of the Andean 
highlands, have a unique, two-part musical tradition: the 
native Andean Indian, and the fusion of the indigenous 
with the invading Spanish. 

That South American musical heritage will be 
presented tonight in Oppermann Music Hall at 8 p.m. 
by Aconcaqua. 

Dale Olsen, dirmrtor of Uie ensemble, explained, "la 
the Ethnomiwbotogy program in FSU's School of Music, 
we have a number of performing groups: Japanese, Steel 
Band, and others. This is just one of those groups, and 
since Latin American music is my specialty, I am very 
involved with it. 

"It's a particularly good group this year because of 
Americo Valencia, a Fulbright scholar from Peru who 
is working on his masters degree with me." 

The program represents both the purely native 
American mvme of the todians as well as the Indian- 
l^pam^ fusion. Olsen explaimd aomt di£ferenMa 
between the two. 

"As far as instruments, there are the Spanish 
instruments, guitar and harp, Uien another stringed 



instrument called a charango —basically an armadillo 
shell which serves as a resonator for the ten strings," 
he said. 

"When the Spanish came to South America, they 
brought and left their instruments, like the guitar. At 
16,(K)0 feet, there's not much in the way df trees and 
wood, so the Indians hml to^se Uie materials that they 
had on haiui. 

"The Siku, or pai^ip^, was discovered in tombs in the 
lower-lying coastal areas. The Ay mara Indians have a 
very similar instrument in their musical tradition. 
Americo, who has written books and articles on the 
differences and similarities of the modern and ancient 
versions of this instrument, is a special asset to this 
performing group. One of the things we do, the Conjunto 
de Sicuris or 'ensemble of panpipes,' is done that much 
better because of his expertise in the area," said Olsen. 

"If people saw tbB PBS program Flight of tf^ Condor 
and liked it, they ^ould come to tltf minmt. The group 
that did the music for that is one of the groups we try 
to emulate. The music reflects Uie soul, the spkit ^tfa« 
Indian."

Falcons philosophical about surprisinq start

SUWANEE, Ga-Tlie battle now for the Atlanta 
Falcons is to avoid eiqihoria. 

The Falcons, to the deUght of their long-suffraing fans, 
are off to a 4-0 start for the first time in their 21-year 
history. And, if you think that's good, remembw that 
the Falcons had a total of only four wins last season- 
and the same number the season before that. 

The personnel is basically the same, although 
somewhat healthier than a year ago when the Falcons 
were hampered by wholesale injuries in their offensive 
line and defensive secondary. But the chief difference 
appears to be mental rather that physical.

Wilham Andrews who returned this season after two 
years on the shelf with a knee iiyury, "we've got 
believers on this team." 

One of those is wide receiver Charlie Brown who, after 
being hampered by injury during much of last year's 4-12 
campaign, has played like an all-pro to date, catching 
22 passes for 369 yards, including a 7 -for- 110 
performance Sunday when the Falcons, after catching 
up (m a last-second field goal, won in overtime, 23-20, 
at Tampa Bfty. 

"I'm going back to the Pro Bowl and Vm going back 
to the Super Bowl sM Tm going to do it with the AMa^ 
Falcons," said Brown, who did both when he was with 
the Washington Redskins. "I just feel this is going to be 
a big year for me and this team." 

But, Atlanta Coach Dan Henning is quick to point out 
that the Falcons can't afford to bask very long in the 
luxury of that 4-0 record. After hosting the Philadelphia

Eagles next Sunday, the 
Falcons have eight 
straight games against 
teams that made it to last 
year's NFL playoffs. 

"It shouldn't be that 
way," said Henning. "But 
they developed the 
schedule based on a for- 
mula and that's how it 
worked out." 

A year ago, the Falcons 
were 0-4 and destined to go 
0-6 before finally breaking 
into the win column 
against New Orleans. 

But they started out this 
season with convinci^ victories over New Orleans 
(31-10) and St. Louis (^13), then came from behind to 
upset The Cowboys (37-36) in IMlas on a last-momwit 
field goal. 

The win over the Cowboys may have been a factor in 
the F alcons sluggish first-half play Sunday when the 
Hues jumped into a 20-7 lead. But Atlanta came to life 
in the second half, especially on defense, to take 
command. 

"We got a cold slap in the face," offensive guard John 
Scully said of the near upset. "That ought to bring us 
down <^ our euphcnia.'* 

Faleons offensive tackle Brett Miller says there is an 
entirely different attitude this year Uian last. 

"We've come from behind in the last minute twice in 
the past two weeks," said Miller. "Last year, those are

games we would have lost.** 

The Falcons young quMrterb«;k, David Archer, had 
another impressive performance at Tampa. Archer, top- 
rated passer in the NFL through the first ihrm weeks, 
hit 19 of 36 passes for 246 yards and ran for 32 more 
against the Bucs. Through four games, he is now 57-105, 
with six TDs and only om interception, fw 882 yards 
plus 150 rushing. 

"Archer's ability to scramble gives the Falcons an 
extra weapon," said Bucs Coach Leeman Bennett. "He's 
dmie it all year.** 

The Fala)ns also have gotten more yardage out of 
running back Gendd Riggs than might have been 
expected after he sat out the entire pre8ea«)n because 
of a contract dispute. Although not ^yii^r a down faefo^ 
the regualr season began, Riggs (with 418) is averaging 
over 100 yards per game and had 129 this past Sunday. 

"Atlanta's been building for four years under 
Henning," noted Bennett, Henning's predecesror in 
Atlanta. "They've got their people in place." 

"Needless to say, getting off to this sort of start is a 
lot more enjoyable than what happened my first three 
years around here,** said Henning.
